In 10 Edw. II. William, fon of Ralph de Wimondham, was 
poſſeſſed of the manors of Crounthorpe, and Wichlewood, where» 
in he was ſucceeded by his fon, John de Wimondham. Which 
John, by Catherine his wife, daughter of John de Rediſham, 
had iſſue three ſons, 1. Thomas; 2. Sir Richard de Wymond- 


ham, Knt. * who, in 1356, 30 Edw. III. bad the King's pro-

VI. was joined 
In commiſſion with Thomas Moubray, Duke of Norfolk, and 
others, to withſtand the attempts of the Earl of Warwick: Alſo, 
in the ſame year, was one of the Knights for the county of 
Norfolk, in the parliament held at Coventry, wherein the Earl 
of Warwick, and other accomplices of the Duke'of York, were 
attainted of high-treaſon. He had to wife Margaret, daughter 


of Sir Robert Clifton, of Bokenham-caftle, in Com. Norfolk, 


and widow of Sir John Haſtings. But Weever, in his Funeral 
Monuments, p. 804, ſays, ſhe was the widow of Sir Edward 
Haftings, ald was buried in the Auguſtine Friers in Norwich, in 
the year 1456.

Edward; George, who died in 1543, having been Archdeacon 
of Norwich, Precentor of St. Paul's, and Maſter of the college 
of Ruſhworth in Norfolk ; who, 3 with his brethren, 
the friers of that college, in 26 Hen.

Sir Thomas Wyndham of Felbrigge, eldeſt ſon, was “ one 
of the commanders of that fleet, which, ſailing from Dover, and 
ſcouring the ſeas, came into Portſmouth about the middle of May, 
in 4 Hen. VIII. He alſo attended Sir Edward Howard, Lord 
Admiral, in the expedition to Biſcay the fame year, and was 
by him knighted in Croyton-Bay, in France.

John, his eldeſt ſon, 
who ſucceeded him in the Somerſetſhire eftate ; 2. Henry, who 
died unmarried ; 3. Thomas Wyndham, of Felbrigge, and Croun- 
thorpe, who dying on March 1, 1653, aged 82, had ſepulture 
at Felbrigge *, and by his ſecond wife, Elizabeth, daughter of 
Sir John Mede, of Loftus-hall, in Eſſex, Ku, had two daugh- 
ters, Elizabeth and Joan; and four ſons, Thomas, William, 
George, and John; from the eldeſt of whom deſcended 
Aſhe Windham, Eſq; who repreſented the county of Norfolk 
in parliament, in the reign of Queen Anne, and dying azed 78, 
on April 5, 1749, was ſucceeded in his eftate, by his only fon, 
William Wyndham, Eſq; 4.

Sir Edward Wyndham, Bart. married Catharine, daughter to 
Sir William Leviton Gower, Bart. ſiſter to John Lord Gower;

Sir William Wyndham, Bart. his only fon and ſucceſſor, 
was by her Majeſty Queen. Anne made Maſter of the Buck- 
hounds, and on the i8th of June, 1711 , conſtituted Secreta- 
ry of War, and ſworn one of her Majeſty's Prixy- council; 
which place he reſigned on his being made Chancellor of the 
Exchequer *, Augutt the 17th, 1713. He ferved as Knight 
ol the ſhire for the county of Somerſet, in the three laſt parlia- 
ments of her reign, and in every parliament after, to his death. 
He was twice married, firſt (July 21, 1708) to the Lady 
Catharine Seymour, ſecond daughter of his Grace, Charles, 
Duke of Someriet, by whom be had two ſons, and two 
daughters, Sir Charles his ſucceſſor, late Earl of Egremont, 
and Percy Obrien, of Shortgrove in Eſſex, Eq; who 
inheriting che eſtate of his uncle, Henry, Earl of Thomond, 
bears the name and arms of Obrien, and was advanced to the 
Cignity of Baron 1 Brickan, and Earl of Thomond ; Cathas 
rine, who died unmarried in April 17343 and Elizabeth, mar- 
ried, in 1749, to the Honourable George Grenville, Eſq; ſecond 
ion of the Right Honourable. Heſther, Counteſs Temple, and 
next brother to the preſent Earl Temple, His ſecond Lady

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was Maria-Catharina, daughter of M. Peter D' Jong, of the 
province of Utrecht in Holland, and relict of William, Mar- 
quis of Blandford, who died Auguſt 24, 1731, alſo ſiſter to 
the Counteſs of Denbigh ; but had no iſſue by her. He died 
at Wells in Somerſetſhire, after an ilIneſs of a few days, June 
17, 1740. He was in perlon very amiable, and accompliſhed 
in all parts of fine breeding ; well read in learning, and of a 
happy memory; of great honour and integrity, in every act of 
life; and ſtrictly attached to the ii. tereſt of his country. He 
was eſteemed one of the beſt ſpeakers in the houſe of Commons, 
where his eloquence was well heard. Mr. Pope has tranſmit- 
ted to poſterity this character of him, among others /:

of his Grace, Algernon, Duke of Somerſet, without heir male, 
who had been created Earl of Egremont, and Baron of Cocker- 
mouth in the county of Cumberland, by letters patent, bearing 
date OR. 3, 23 Geo. II. with limitation of the honours to his 
ſaid nephew, Charles, now Earl of Egremont, and his heirs 
male; and, in default of ſuch iſſue, to his brother, Percy 
Wyndham Obrien, Eſq. | 

His Lordſhip, whilſt he was a commoner, was elected to 
7 as ſoon as he came of age *, for the borough of 

ridgewater in Somerſetſhire, on the deceaſe of Thomas Pal- 
mer, Eſq; who died in March, 1735; and * for Appleby, in 
Weftmoreland, in the ſucceeding parliament, ſummoned to 
meet June 25, 1741. Alſo in the late parliament, ſummoned 
Auguſt 13, 1741, he was choſe for Taunton in Somerſetſhire, 
and for Cockermouth in Cumberland. On 30 April 1751, 
he took the oaths before the King at St James's, as Lord-Lieu- 
tenant, and Cuſtos-Rotulorum, of the county of Cumberland, 
and continued ſo till his death. His Lordſhip, on April 24, 1761, 
was nominated the firſt of the three plenipotentiaries, on the 
part of Great Britain, to the intended congreſs at Augſburg, 
for a general pacification between the belligerent powers, Great 
Britain, France, Hungary, Sweden, Ruſſia, Pruſſia, and Saxony.

GRENVILLE-TEMPLE, Earl Temple. 
T HIS branch of the family of Grenville, Granville, 


Greinville, or Grenevyle, as the name in very ancient 

times was variouſly written, has been inconteſtably ſeated at 
Wotton under Barnwood, in Buckinghamſhire, at leaſt from 
Henry I's reign, which began on Auguſt 1, 1100, and end- 
ed on December 2, 1135; which is apparent, as well from 
the charter of Walter Giffard, Earl of Buckingham, hereafter 
mentioned, and the regiſter of the abbey of Nutley (within 
four miles of Wotton) as from © 140 deeds, ſans date, concern- 
ing this family at Wotton ;- and a regular ſucceſſion of a great 
number of dated deeds, which prove the pedigree, in every 
King's reign from King John; being poſſeſſed of the following 
manors in Buckinghamſhire, viz, Wotton, Chilton cum Ea- 
fington, Aſhington, Ham, Grenville's Manor in Hadenham, 
Nether Winchenden, Policott, Widmere, and Foſcott; and 
alſo divers eftates in Dorton, Crendon, Adingrave, Grendon, 
Brill, Boreſtall, Kingſey, Oakeley, Buckingham, and Wi- 
comb, in tne ſaid county; beſides manors, lands, &c. in 
other counties. | N | 
Of which deeds I ſhall give ſome extracts, to prove the de- 
ſcent, &c. But I ſhall firſt obſerve, that Prince, in his Wor- 
thies of Devonſhire, treating of the family of Granville, men- 
tions the Grenvills of Buckinghamſhire to be a collateral branch; 
which is alſo remarked by George Granville, Lord Lanſdown, 
in the account he gave of his family to Moreri ; where is like- 
wiſe added their Norman deſcent, from Rollo the firſt Duke of 
Normandy, who was of Daniſh extraction. And as to the 
preſent difference in writing the name, it was alike in both, as 
is evident from the old deeds of the Grenvills of the weſt, and 
thoſe of Buckinghamſhire. And as to the arms being diffe- 
rent, it is well known to our antiquaries, that they were not 
generally ſettled till the reign of Edward J. 
Richard de Granville, who came in with William the Con- 
queror, married one of the daughters of Walter Giffard, Earl 
of Buckingham and Longville, to whom, with that honour, the 
Conqueror gave great poſſeſſions in Buckinghamſhire, viz. for- 
ty-cight lordſhips, called the Honour of Giffard, whereof Cren- 
don was the chief J; it was therefore ſometimes called the Ho- 
nour of Crendon; and Wotton and Chilton were members of 
the ſaid honour. |

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The ſaid Richard had iſſue Richard de Greinville, anceſtor to 


the Earls of Bath, &c. and other ſons, as our records prove. 

Robert de Grainville © is one of the witneſſes to the founda- 
tion charter of the abbey of Nethe, begun to be built by the 
aforeſaid Richard, anno 1129, 30 Hen. I. and Ralph de Gran- 
ville f, in the ſame reign, is among the witneſſes to the char- 
ter of Roger de Montgomery, Earl of Arundel and Salop, to 
the abbey of St. Stephen, in Caen in Normandy. 

Likewiſe in that reign, Gerard de Greinville ® (with Roger 
Earl of Clare, and others of great note) is one of the witneſſes 
to the charter of Walter Giffard, the ſecond Earl of Bucking- 
ham and Longeville; wherein he granted to the priory. of 
' Newenton Longeville, in com. Buck, all tythes of Buckingham, 
and ſeveral other places adjacent in that county, and among 
which are, Chilton, and Wotton, the ſeat of this family of 
Grenville; > which Lordſhip was held of the honour of 'Gif- 
fard ; and there are tythes at Wotton, called to this day Lon= 
. geville tythes. It is therefore a very reaſonable conjecture, that 

the ſaid Gerard was alſo one of the ſons of the frft Richard 
de Granville beforementianed, by his wife, the ſiſter of the 
faid Walter Giffard, Earl of Buckingham, who founded the 
abbey of Nutley i, in Bucks, anno 1161, 8 Hen. II. and died 
without iflye *, in 11 Hen. II. 2 

The faid Gerard de Greinville held of Walter Giffard, Earl 
of Buckingham , three Knights fees, de —_— amento, in 
the reign of Henry I. or before, Walter Giffard, firſt Earl of 
Buckingham, dying 1103, 3 Hen. I. and the tenure of lands, 
held from the crown, in the time of Henry II. were called ge 
novo, A Knight's fee then conſiſted of twelve carves, or ca- 
rucates of land, worth yearly 20 pounds, and every carve, or 
carucate, conſiſted of eight oxgangs, and each oxgang contain 
ed 15 acres of land. The ſaid Gerard de Greim ile appears 
likewiſe, by the pipe rolls ®, to have paid his proportion to an 


aid levied by the ſheriff, on the principal perſons of the coun- 


ties of Bucks and Bedford, in 1156, the third of Henry II. 
Robert de Greinville, his brother, probably the ſame that 
witneſſed to the foundation of Nethe, was ® alſo a witneſs to 
the charter of William de Lizures, Lord of the fee of Boreſtal 
(or Boſtall) in com. Buck. three miles from Wotton, before the 
reign of Richard I. for, in the firſt year of that King, the ſaid 
William de Lizures died; and in the reigns of Henry II. Ri- 
_ chard I. John, and part of Henry III. lived Sir Euſtace de

He appears, by ſome ſub- 
ſequent deeds, which I ſhall quote, to have been nephew to 
Gerard, and Robert, before- mentioned; but what his father's 
name was, is not ſo certain. | 

In 32 Hen. II. this Sir Euſtace gave 100 marks to have the 
lands that were Gerard de Greinvil's, his uncle, then in the 
hands of the King; which debt ? was not 3 + 
Rich. I. In 6 Rich. I. he was in the expedition the King then 
made into Normandy 9, and on that account was with William 
Marſha}, Earl of Pembroke, Richard Earl of Clare, and Hugh 
de Nevil (who were likewiſe in the faid expedition) exculed 
from paying ſcutage, In the 16th of King John, he was Con- 
ſtable of the Tower of London ; and having a grant, from the 
Biſhop of Wincheſter, of the wardſhip and lands of William 
Borſtard *, King Henry III. in the firſt year of his reign, ſent his 
precept to Geffery de Nevile, to deliver to his beloved and 
faithful Euſtace de Greynvill, Seneſchallo naſtro, the lands of 
Barton, and all other the fees belonging to the faid William 
Borſtard. In 3 Hen. HI. the ſherif of Yorkſhire had com- 
mand from the King, to deliver full ſeiſin of the manor of Barton 
to his beloved and faithful Euſtace de Greynvill, for his ſupport 
in his ſervice. And the year after, on a plea for the advowſon 
of the church of Barton, in com. Eber. * between the ſaid Eu- 
Race de Greynvill, and the priory of the Trinity in York, 
who claimed it by a charter of Ralph Paganel, he ſet forth his 
claim from the Paganels, and that he alſo had it by gift from the 
King. Ing Hen. III. he * came to the King on the muſter at 
Montgomery againſt the Welſh, In 18 Hen. III. William de 
Buzin * preſented to the church at Feringford, alias Fringford, 
in com. Oxon. the advowſon of which he had recovered in 
the King's court, againſt the prior of Coges, and Euſtace de 
Grenevill, and Joan his wife, &c. Alſo the ſame year, 18 
Hen. III. * the King directs the Barons of his exchequer, to 
remit to Euſtace de Greinville the x00 marks he was to pa 
for having ſeiſin of the manor of Tunſtal in Ireland, which 

Hugh de Bur h had of the gift of Robert Arſic, father of Joan, 

wife to Sir Fuſtace, and Alexandria, wife to Thomas de la 
Haye ; as they had not poſſeſſion of the ſaid manor, which they 
fined for. + ] 

This Sir Euſtace is a witneſs to William Marſhal Earl of 
Pembroke's confirmation of the gifts of the venerable Earl of

Giffard, the founder of that abbey, And the ſame Sir Euſtace, 


| for the ſouls of him and his anceſtors, granted, &c. to God, 


and the bleſſed Mary, the park of Chrendon (i. e. Nutley *} _ 
and the canons there ſerving God, William, ſon of Siward de 

Codington, his villain in Chilton; and that the ſame William 
ſhould ſerve the faid canons, in the ſame condition and ſervices, 
as he was obliged to ſerve him. Alto to a.* grant of this Sir 
Euſtace de Grenevile, of half a hide of land, &c. in Chilton, 
to the (aid abbey of Nutley : the witneſſes thereto are Robert 


de Greinvile, Gerard de Greinvile, and William his brother, 


Jordain de Valoines, and William de Arches. Which Wil- 
liam de Arches d was ſon of Godfrey, younger brother to Wal- 
ter Giffard, Eacl of Longueville in Normandy, father to the firſt 
Earl of Buckingham ; and was cotemporary with Walter Gif- 


fard, ſecond Earl of Buckingham, who founded the abbey of 


Nutley. Likewiſe, by another charter ©, he granted to Wil- 
liam, ſon of Nygell, one yard land in Chilton, which John, the 
ſon of Syward, held of him, with free paunage in his woods 
for his ſwine ; and alſo grants to him, the faid Syward, to be 
his villain, cum tota ſecta ſua ; whereunto are witneſſes, Robert 
de Greinville, Reginald de Greinville, with Gerard and Robert 
de Greinville, ſons of Robert de Greinville. The charters are 
without date, but by the witneſſes appear to be before the reign 
of King John 4; for William, ſon of Nygell, died in the be- 
ginning of that King's reign. 

+ By another charter, he ſends greeting to all his friends and 
vaſſals, French and Engliſh, confirming © to the abbey of the 
park (viz. Nutley) for the ſoul of King Henry, of Gerard his 
uncle, his own and his wife's ſouls, the gift of the church of 
Chilton, &c. which Walter Giffard, Earl of Buckingham, gave 
to the abbey. This confirmation of the Earl of Buckingham's 
grant by Sir Euſtace ſtrengthens much the conjecture of his 
being deſcended from the daughter of Walter Giffard, Earl of 
Buckingham, who was married to the firſt Richard de Gran- 
ville. 1 he adds ſeveral gifts of his own ; to which 
Robert and Reginald Greinville are witneſſes, &c. He f like- 
wiſe grants to 1 ſon of Robert de Greinville, his uncle, 
for ſervice and homage, two hides of his land in Chilton.

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The ſaid Sir Euſtace had to wife Joan *, the eldeſt of the 
two daughters and coheirs of Robert de Argic, Baron of Coges 
in Oxfordſhire; and Alexandria, the youngeſt, was the wife of 
Thomas de Haye. This Robert de Argic was lineally deſcend- 

ed from Manaſſer Arcic, a Norman, who in 1103, 3 Hen. T. 
gave the church of Coges to the monks of Feſcamp, in Nor- 
mandy, with lands and tythes in divers other places; which 
induced the monks of Feſcamp to ſend over part of their con- 
vent to Coges, and there founded a cell to that foreign monaſ- 


tery. | 

Fbe aforementioned Robert de Arcic, Baron of Coges, in 
x3 Joh. paid twenty pounds, five ſhillings, for twenty Knights 
fees, and a fourth part: But being with William de Albini, 
Thomas de Muleton, and other of the rebellious Barons, in 
the caftle of Rocheſter *, was there taken priſoner, in 17 Joh. 
and committed to the cuſtody of Peter de Mauley, and his 
lands in Oxfordſhire were ſeized into the King's hands , and 
diſpoſed of for the maintenance of the caſtle of Oxford. How- 
ever, on that accord, between King Henry and thoſe Barons, 
in the firſt year of his reign, he had refticution of his lands; 
and afterwards continued firm in his obedience to the faid King. 
In 13 Hen. III. * when: the ſcutage of Wales was levied, he 
had his diſcharge for twenty Knights fees, and a fifth part, 
which he then held. He died foon after, for in 14 Eien, III. 
* Joan, the wife of Euſtace de Greinvill, and Alexandria, the 
wife of Thomas de Haye, were found to be daughters and heirs 
to him, and his great inheritance, But on the death of the 
faid Sir Euſtace (without iſſue by her, as may be preiumed) 
Joan, his widow, and Thomas de Haye, with Alexandria his 
wite, paſſed away all their intereſt and right in the barony of 
Coges before - mentioned, and all the inheritance deſcended to 
them e, from Robert de Argic their father, unto Walter Grey, 
Archbiſhop'of York. What were their inducements or agree- 
ments with the Archbiſhop, for this conveyance to him, are not 
mentioned; but in ? 29 and 2 30 Hen. III. he gave the aid 
inheritance (mentioned to be of their gift) to his brother Robert 
de Grey ”, and to his ſon Walter de Grey; viz. the lordſhip 
of Ruthersfeld (now called Rotherfeild) in com. Oxon. with the 
advowſon.of the church; together with a grant of all his ma- 
nors, lands, &c. in Ellesford, &c. in Kent; Brighthelmeſton, 
in Suſſex; Coges, Somerton, Feringeford, Herdewyke, Stan- 
lake, Baggeringe, Corwelle, and Leye, in com. Oxon ; Sho-

As the eſtate of the Barons Argic was, thus, paſſed into ano- 
ther ſamily, by Joan, the widow of the ſaid Sir Euſtace Grein- 
vill, and her 10

an aſſiae iſſued to know, whether Robert de Greinvillle, fa- 


ther of Ralph, was ſeized in his demeſnes, of three parts of

&c. But, he dying without iſſue, I now come to treat of Ro- 
bert's two ſons, Gerard, and Robert de Greinville.

that year the ſaid Walter married, in Ireland, Maud, daughter 
and heir of Hugh de Lacy, Earl of Ulſter, and in her right 
bore the title of Earl of Ulſter, as did his deſcendants. - The 
atoreſaid grant was confirmed by William, his fon and heir, 
by another deed; and Henry Greinville, fon and heir of Wil- 
liam, as they ſtile themſelves, confirmed the ſame by a third 
deed; to which laſt John de Greinville is a witneſs. The afore- 
ſaid Gerard married Dionyſia, who is ſuppoſed to have been a 
daughter of Henry de Turbevile, Steward of Gaſcony, de- 
ſcended from one of the twelve Knights that conquered part of 
Wales, with Richard de Granville beforementioned ; for Henry 
de Turbevile “ calls Robert, ſecond fon to this Gerard, his ne- 
phew, in a releaſe of lands to him in Chilton, which were re- 
deemed from William Marſhal, Earl of Pembroke: Dated ia 


London, on Monday in Eaſter, 1235, 18 Hen. III. This Ge- 
rard is likewiſe a witneſs to Sir Euſtace's grant * to William, 
fon of Nigel beforementioned, in which he ſtiles himſelf Ge- 


ratd, fon of Robert de Greinville; and, with the conſent of 
his wife Dionyſia, he grants lands in Chilton to their ſon Ralph. 
He appears to have had four ſons, William, Robert, Reginald, 
and Ralph.

cond daughter of Sir Richard Temple, of Stowe near Bucking- 
ham, Bart. and ſiſter to Richard Lord Viſcount Cobham ; 
and as the preſent Earl Temple has his principal title from that 
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nobleman's ſurname, and inherits his other dignities and eſtate, 
we ſhall, for the ſatisfaction of the curious reader, as well as 
in juſtice to Earl e give an account of the pedigree of 
the ſaid Richard Lord Viſcount Cobham. | 
The family of Temple is, according to divers genealogiſts, 
deſcended from a younger ſon of Leofrick Earl of Mercia, 
who, as his earldom contained the counties of Cheſter, Leiceſ- 
ter, &c. was ſometimes ſtiled Earl of Cheſter, and alſo of 
Leiceſter; and, according to Sir William Dugdale *,- was a 
deicendant from Leofrick Earl of - Leiceſter» in the time of 
Ethelbald, who ſucceeded: to the Mercian throne, A. D. 716. 
The firſt mentioned Leofrick died on Auguſt 31, 1057 (16 
Edw. Confeſſor) and was buried at Coventry, in a convent, 
which he built about the beginning of the reign of the ſaid 
Edward the Confeſſor, and endowed with no leſs than twenty- 
four lordſhips, and Which probably gave name to that city. 
He married the famous Godiva *, who is reported to have rode 
naked through Coventry, to obtain, from her huſband, ſome 
immunities to the inhabitants. However. that may be, the 
pictures of this Earl and Counteſs were ſet up in the ſouth 
window of Trinity church * in that city (about the reign. of 
King Richard II. upwards of 300 years after the affair is ſup- 
| poſed to have happened) the Earl holding in his right hand a 
charter, with theſe words on it: X 


I Lurick for love of thee a 
Do ſet Coventry toll-free. 


There is a yearly proceſhon of a naked figure through the city, 


obſerved; on Friday after Trinity Sunday: and in a window, 
in the high ſtreet, is the effigies of a taylor, who, according 
to the tradition, was the only perſon that ventured to look at 
her, and was thereupon ſtruck blind. However, Leofrick by 
his ſaid Counteſs, who was daughter of "Thorold, a ſheriff of 
Lincolnſhire, had three ſons, Algar “, Earl of Mercia, who 
died in 1059; Montgomery; and Henry, who was living in 
the reign'of William the Conqueror, and was -wtote Henty 
del Temple, from a manor fo called near Boſworth in Leiceſtet- 
ſhire. His deſcendants bore the arms of the Earls of Leiceſter, 
viz. Or, an Eagle diſplayed, fable, membered and beaked 
gules; which were appendant to a deed to the abbey of Polſ- 
worth in Warwickſhire, as Mr. Burton affirms in his deſcrip- 
tion of Leiceſterſhire, who has made it appear that the family 
had their ſurname from the ſaid manor of Temple, which, ac- 
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cording to him, the Earls of Leiceſter gave to the Külghts 
Templars, and they to this Henry, ſtiled of great account and 
lvelibobd in thoſe parts. 9 
This Henry del Temple left iſſue -Geffry *, who had a ſon 
John, living in the reign of King Henry I. and to him ſuc- 
ceeded his ſon Henry de Temple, who by his wife Maud, 
daughter of Sir John Ribbesford, Knt. had Henry de Temple, 
lord of the manors of Temple and Little Shepey in the reign 
of King John, and father of Richard *, who married Cathe- 
rine, daughter of Thomas Langley, g | 7 
But Mr. Burton, in his ſaid deſcription, mentions Henry to 
be the ſon and heir of the aforeſaid 3 that he gave 
lands in Shepey to the abbey of Maraval in Warwickſhire, and 
that Richard was his ſon and heir, and father of | 
Nicholas de Temple, who in the next generation *, 14 
Edw. II. alſo gave lands to the ſaid abbey of Maraval. This 
Nicholas, by his wife, —— daughter of Sir Roger Corbet of 
Sibbeſton, in Liceſterſhire, Knt, had Richard his heir, who 
married Agnes, daughter of Sir Ralph Stanley, and by her 
was father of Nicholas, who wedded Maud, daughter of John 
Burguillon of Newton in the county of Leiceſter, and by her 
had Robert his ſon and heir. k 
The ſaid Robert is mentioned in deeds, 9 Hen. V. and 3 
Hen. VI. and having married Joan, daughter of William 
Shepey of Great Shepey, in Leiceſterſhire, was by her father of 
three ſons, Nicholas, Robert, and Thomas. With her he 
alſo had the faid manor of Great Shepey, as alſo Cunſton, Bil- 


ſton, and Atterton, in the ſame county. His eldeſt ſon lies 


buried in Shepey church, under a monument with this in- 
ſription:

In the north-eaſt window of the ſaid church, is the picture of 
a man kneeling, with theſe words below:

his Peter, 7 Edw. VI. had a grant of the manor of Merſ- 
ton Boteler in the county of Warwick *, being then wrote 
of Derſert in the fame county; and alſo purchaſed the faid 
manor of Derſert in 2 Eliz. This Peter was likewiſe owner 
of the manorof Stow in Buckinghamſhire, where his deſcen- 
dants fixed their reſidence, He wedded Millicent, daughter of 
William Jekyll of Newington in Middleſex, and by her was 
father of two ſons, John, and Anthony. According to the 
Inſcription on his ſepulchral marble (on which there have alſo 
been two portraitures) in the church of Derſert , he died at 
Stow, on May 28, 1577. X 

Anthony, the youngeſt fon, was father to Sir William 
Temple, who, taking his degree of Maſter of Arts at King's 
College in Cambridge, was deſigned for the law: but, falling 
into the more refined and philoſophical ſtudies of that age, 
wrote two treatiſes in very elegant Latin ; the firſt printed in 
1581, and dedicated to the famous Sir Philip Sidney, who pre- 
vailed with him to quit the college, and accompany him abroad 
as his ſecretary, and there expired in his arms, A. D. 1586. 
Sir Philip having recommended his ſecretary to the Earl of 
Eſſex, then in high favour with the Queen, that Nobleman 
employed him in the ſame character until his own unhappy ca- 
. in 1600-1. Sir William, by Eſſex's fall, was not on 
diſappointed of his former proſpects, but alſo received many i 
offices from Cecil. At laſt, in 1609, upon the importunate 
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ſolicitations of Dr. James Uſher (afterwards Archbiſltp of Ar- 
magh) he accepted of the provoſtſhip of Trinity College in 
Dublin; after which being knighted, and made one of the 
Maſters of the — 2 9 died there, A. D. 1626, aged 73 
By his wife, a, daughter of Harrington, 

e had ſeveral children, of whom Sir John, his eldeſt ſon, 

born in 1600, was ſent young abroad, and afterwards bred in 
the court of King Charles I. who made him Maſter of the Rolls, 
anda privy counſellor in Ireland. This Sir John Temple was 
in particular friendſhip and confidence with Robert Sidney Earl 

of Leiceſter, when he was declared Lord Lieutenant of Ireland: 
and afterwards, on the changes in the King's councils and af- 
fairs, was impriſoned there with three more privy counſellors, 
ſor oppoſing the ceſſation which the Duke of Ormond was im- 
powered to make with the Iriſh rebels. However, in 1644, 
he was exchanged and ſent for by the Engliſh Parliament, in 
which he ſat till December 1648, when he was turned out with 
many other members, for voting his Majefty's conceſſions ſuffi- 
cient grounds for ſettling the peace of the nation. During the 
fad ſcene that followed, he continued privately in London, till 
the happy reſtoration in 1660, when he returned to his office 
of Maſter of the Rolls in Ireland, where he lived in great plenty 
and eſteem, and dying there in 1677, was buried near his fa- 
ther in Trinity College. This Sir John Temple, who wrote 
the Hiſtory of the Iriſh Rebellion, married Mary, daughter to 
Robert Hammond of Chertſey, and ſiſter to the pious and loyal 
Henry Hammond, D. D. and by her had four ſons, and one 
l Martha, wedded to Sir Thomas Gifford, of Caſtle 
Jordan, Bart. who all, except one fon, ſurvived him. His 
eldeſt ſon was the famous Sir William Temple, Bart. one of 
the privy council to King Charles II. and fo well known in 
the republic of literature, as well as for his negotiations at 
foreign courts, his integrity as a ſtateſman, his invariable at- 
tachment to the conftitution of his country, and ſtrenuous op- 
poſition to the bill of excluſion, that he has added much honour 
to his family and country. Sir William died in January, 1698, 
in the 7oth year of his age, and was interred, according to his 
will, in Weſtminſter-· abbey. He took to wife Dorothy, daugh- 
ter to Sir Peter Oſborn, governor of Guernſey for King 
Charles I. and by her was father of nine children, of whom 
none lived to maturity but John, who married, in France, a 
rich heireſs, Mary, only daughter of Monſ. Dupleffis Ram- 
bouillet, a French proteftant of a very good family, and by 
her left two daughters, Elizabeth, the eldeſt, was married to 
John Temple, of Moor-park, near Farnham, in Surry, Eſq; 
1 fon to Sir John Temple (Sir William Temple's ſecond

park, Eſq; had another ſon, Henry, who was ſeated at Eaſt 
Sheen in Surry, and was the firſt Viſcount Palmerſton, of his 
family, in Ireland, being ſo created on March 12, .1722. 

Having thus traced the deſcendants of Anthony, younger 
ſon of Peter Temple of Stow, and his wife Millicent ; I now 
return to John, their eldeſt fon, who took to wife Suſan, 
daughter and heir of Thomas Spencer, of Everton in Northamp- 
tonſhire, Eſq; and by her had fix fons, and fix daughters, as 
appears by an Engliſh inſcription on a monument in the church 
of Derſert, where the ſaid John and Suſan lie interred, Un- 
der the aboyementioned Engliſh inſcription , are theſe. lines

Sir Thomas Temple, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded his father at 
Stow, and had the greateſt part of the eſtate. He was knighted 
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by ns James I. in June 1603, at Sir John Forteſcue's in 
uckinghamſhire; and at the inſtitution of the order of Baro- 
nets, on May 22, 1611, was advanced to that dignity, being 
the 75th in precedence. He wedded Efther, daughter of Miles 
Sandys, of Latimers in Buckinghamſhire, Eſq; and by her 
was father of four ſons, and nine daughters, who lived to 
be married, and fo exceedingly multiplied, that his Lady, 
who ſurvived him, faw ſeven hundred deſcended from her, 
This is affirmed by Dr. Thomas Fuller, in his Worthies o 
England, who relates that he bought the truth thereof by a 
wager loſt on the ſubject. This Efther Lady Temple (of 
whom there is an original picture at Stow) far ſurpaſſed Mrs: 
Honeywood of Marks-hall in Eſſex (mentioned by Dr, Der- 
ham, and by Mr. Hearn in his preface to the 5th vol. of. Le- 
land's Itinerary) who lived to ſee three hundred and ſixty ſeven 
deſcendants of her own body, for Lady Temple ſaw many 
more, the laſt of whom, viz. the daughter of Sir Henry Gibbs, 


of Hunnington in Warwickſhire, died in December, 1737, 


in extreme old age. 

Sir Thomas's four ſons were, 1. Sir Peter Temple, Kant, 
and Baronet, his ſucceſſor; 2. Sir John Temple, Knt. who 
married Dorothy, daughter and coheir of Edmund Lee, of 
Stanton-Barry in Bucks, Eſq; and had ſeveral ſons and daugh- 
ters; 3.

Sir Peter Temple, the eldeſt fon and ſucceſſor of Sir Thomas,

The faid Sir Richard Temple, who was born on March 28, | 


1634, ſerved in the Reſtoration- Parliament for the town of 
Buckingham, of which, and the county thereof, he was con- 
ſtituted Lord Lieutenant on November 15, 1660. On April 
19, 1661, he was one of the 68 perſons of diſtinction created 
Knights of the Bath to attend King Charles II. at his corona- 
tion on the 23d of that month. This Sir Richard, who dif- 
fered conſiderably in politics from his couſin Sir William, was 
returned member for the town of Buckingham to all the Par- 
liaments of Charles II, James II, and William III. He was 
a leading member in the houſe of commons during the reign 
of Charles II. and diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the proſecution of 
the Popiſh plot, and in promoting the bill for excluding James 
Duke of Vork from ſucceeding to the crown; as he alſo did in 
the convention, 1688-9, by voting for the vacancy, of the 
throne, and filling it with the Prince and Princeſs'sf Orange, 
On March 30, 1672, he was appointed firſt Commiſſioner of 
the Cuſtoms, the falary being then 2000]. per annum: as he 
was alſo on January 8, 1675, with a falary of 1260]. and 
likewiſe on November , 1677, when the falary was further 
reduced to 1200 l. a year. On the acceffion of James II. Sir 
Richard was left out of the commiſſion; but on April 20, 
1689, he was reponed, and continued in that poſt till Augult 
14, 1694, when an act of Parliament, which difabled all who 
had offices in the Cuſtoms, &c. from fitting in the houſe of 
Commons, took place; and he preferred his feat in St. Stephen's 
chapel to that at the Board of Cuſtoms. He married Mary, 
daughter of —— Knap, of Weſton in Oxfordſhire, Eſq; and 
heir to her brother: and by her had four ſons, Richard, Pur- 
beck, Henry, and Arthur, who all died without iſſue, except 
the eldeft, afterwards Str Richard and Lord Viſcount Cobham.

Sir Richard Temple, the eldeſt ſon, was on the death of 
his father, 7 William III. elected, in his room, one of the 
members for the town of Buckingham; of which town, 0 
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the county thereof, he was conſtituted Lieutenant, on April 12, 
1703 : and, whilſt a commoner, he was elected to Parliament 
either for that town or the county of Bucks. In the firſt 
year of Queen Anne, he was appointed Colonel of a a 
of foot; and diſtinguiſhed himſelf at the ſieges of Venlo and 
Ruremond, acting there as a voluntier. He afterwards ſerved 
with his regiment, both in Flanders and A ar; and on 
June 1, 1706, was declared a Brigadier-general. Having bore 
a conſiderable part of the ſervice at the ſiege of Liſle, in-1708, 
he was ſent expreſs, by the Duke of Marlborough, to the Queen, 
with an account of the ſurrender of that fortreſs; and on 
January 1, 1708-9, he was promoted to the rank of Major- 
general; from which he was, on that day twelvemonth, fur - 
ther advanced to that of Lieutenant- general. In 1710, he got 
the command of the 4th regiment of dragoons; but was not 
in the liſt of Genetal officers nominated to ſerve under the 
Duke of Ormond in Flanders, and his regiment was given to 
general Evans in 1713. On the acceſſion of George I. he 
was, on October 19, 1714, created Baron of Cobham in 
Kent; and, five days after declared Envoy extraordinary and. 
Plenipotentiary to the Emperor, Charles VI. His Lordſhip, on 
June 13, 1715, was made Colonel of the it regiment of dra- 
goons, and next year conſtituted Conſtable of Windfor-caftle, 
On May 23, 1718, he was created Viſcount Cobham, and 
Baron Cobham, with remainder to the heirs of his body, and,, 
in default thereof, the dignities of Viſcounteſs Cobham, and 
Baroneſs Cobham, to his ſiſter Eſther Grenville, and the dig- 
nities of Viſcount Cobham, and Baron Cobham, to the heirs 
male of her body lawfully begotten z and, failing which, with 
the like remainder to his fiſter dame Chriſtian Lyttelton. In 
the year 1721, his Lordſhip was appointed Colonel of the firſt 
regiment of dragoon guards; and. in February, 1727-8, he was 
nominated lord Lieutenant and Cuſtos rotulorum of the county 
of Bucks. He was likewiſe one of his Majeſty's privy coun- 
eil, and Governor of the iſle of Jerſey : but reſigned all his 
places in 1733. However, in 1742, being then F ield- marſhal, 
he was appointed Colonel of the iſt troop of grenadier- guards; 
and, in 1744, got the command of the 6th regiment of horſe. 
n May 1, 1745, his Lordſhip was nominated one of the re- 
gents during his Majeſty's abſence beyond ſeas; , and was, more-, 
over, declared Colonel of the 10th regiment of dragoons, He: 
departed this life at Stow, Sept. 13, 1749, without any iſſue 
by his wife, Anne, who was only daughter of Edmund Hal- 
ey, of the borough of Southwark, Eſq; and ſurvived his 
Lordſhip until March 29, 1760.

The Right Honourable George Grenville, Elq; 2d fon, born 


on October 14, 1712, has ſerved for the town of Buckingham, 
ſince the Parliament which met Nov. 12, 1747, incluſive. 
He was conſtituted, on December 25, 1744, one of the Lords 
Commiſſioners for executing the office of High- Admiral of the 
Kingdoms of Great-Britain and Ireland, &c. and one of the 
Lords Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, June 23, 1747; alſo 
Treaſurer of the Navy, April 6, 1754, and was ſworn of 
his Majeſty's privy- council: but, in January, 1756, reſigned his 
place of Treaſurer of the Navy, in which he was ſucceeded by 
George Dodington, Eſq; who on April 4, 1761, was created 
Lord Melcombe, Baron of Melcombe-Regis, and died with- 
out iflue on July 28, 1762. However, he was ſoon after re- 
inſtated as Treaſurer of the Navy, upon the change of the 
miniſtry ; and on the acceſſion of his preſent Majeſty was con- 
tinued in that office, until he was made Secretary of ſtate on 
May 28, 1762, in room of the Earl of Bute. Havin reſign- 
ed the place of Secretary of ſtate, he was, on October 6, 1762, 


inveſted with that of firſt Lord of the Admiralty; which he 


uitted, on being appointed firſt Lord of the Treaſury, and 
hancellor and Under-treaſurer of the Exchequer, April 16, 
1763, upon the reſignation of the Earl of Bute. He is alſo 
an elder brother of the Trinity-houſe. In 1749, he married 
Elizabeth, ſiſter to Charles Earl of Egremond, and daughter 
of Sir William Windham, Bart. by his wife the Lady Cathe- 
vine, daughter of Charles Duke of Somerſet; by whom he 
had iſſue, Maria-Heſther, who died on December 16, 1751;

| HIS ancient and illuſtrious family is deſcended from 
Bernard, a nobleman of the blood royal of Saxony, who, 
being born in Denmark, was furnamed the Dane. This Ber- 
nard was chief counſellor, and 2d in command to the famous 
Rollo, progenitor to the Kings of England of the Norman line, 
in his deſcent upon Notmandy, A. D. 876, and obtained the 
Lordſhips of Harcourt, Cailleville, and Beauficel, in recom- 
pence for his eminent ſervices, when Rollo, who was alſo a 
— made himſelf maſter of that province. Bernard was 
likewiſe firſt miniſter to Rollo's ſon, and ſucceſſor, William, 
ſtiled Longa-Spatha, and guardian to his ſon Richard Duke 
of Normandy, ſurnamed the Hardy, as well as regent of the 
Norman territories, during his minority. This renowned 
ſtateſman and warrior married de Sprote, a Lady of 
_- the _ family of Burgundy, and by her left an only ſon and 
eir, Torf, ſurnamed the Rich, who added Torville, Torcy, 
Torny, and Pontatou, to his paternal inheritance ; and by Er- 
temberga his wife, daughter of Launcelot de Briquebec, a 
nobleman of Daniſh extraction, had three ſons, viz. 1. Tou- 
roude, or Turulph; 2. Turchetil, anceſtor to the preſent 
Earl Harcourt (as ſhall be fully ſhewn, after giving an account 
of the deſcendants of his ſaid elder brother, Touroude) and, 
3. William de Torville. | 
* Touroude, or Turulph, the eldeſt fon of Torf, was Lord 
of Pont-au-de-mer (or Pontaudomare) Torville, Torcy, Pon- 
tatou, and Bourgtouroude, and joint governor and guardian, 
with his brother Turchetil, to the foreſaid William Puke of 
Normandy, during his minority. He married Wiva, by ſome 
called Duceline, ſiſter of Gunnora, 2d wife of Richard Duke 
of Normandy: and by her was father of five ſons, and one 
daughter, viz, Humphrey de Vetulis; Herbrand ; Gilbert; 
Richard; and Ilbert. h His daughter was Joſſeline, who wedded 
Hugh de Montgomery, and by him was mother of Roger de 
Montgomery, Earl of Shrewſbury, and Arundel or Chicheſter, 
whoſe ad fon, the 3d Earl, was diveſted of his dignities, A. D. 
1102, 2 Hen. I. : 
Humphrey de Vetulis, the eldeſt ſon of Touroude, was Lord 
of Pont-au-de-mer, Preaux, Beaumont, &c. and founded the 
two abbies of St. Peter and St. Leger in France. By his wife, 
| Auberia or Albreda de la Haye, he had two ſons, Robert de 
Beaumont, who was killed, without iflue, by Roger de Clare; 
j and Roger de Beaumont, who ſucceeded to all the poſleſſions 
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of his father and brother, and accompanied William the Con- 
queror in his expedition to England, A. D. 1066. 50 
This Roger de Beaumont, called Barbatus, eſpouſed Ade- 
line, daughter of Walleran, and ſiſter and heir of Hugh, 
Farls of Mellent, and by her was father of four children, viz. 

Robert de Beaumont, Ear of Mellent and Leiceſter, of whom 
aſterwards; Henry, ſurnamed de Newburg; William de

Before we proceed with the deſcendants of Robert de Beau- 
mont, the eldeſt ſon, we ſhall give an account of thoſe of his 
next brother, Henry, who aſſumed the ſurname of Newburg.

Mauduit, his uncle. This laſt mentioned William Beauchamp 
was the common anceſtor of -the Beauchamps Earls and Duke 
of Warwick, and King of the iſles of Wight, Guernſey, and 
Jerſey; of the Beauchamps Lords of Bergavenny, Powick, + 
and St. Amand; of the Lords Beauchamp of Kiddermiſter ; 
and of the Beauchamps of Bletſho, Hache, and of Eſſex. 
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We now return to Henry de Newburg, the only ſon of 


Walleran Earl of Warwick by Margaret de Bohun. The 


ſaid -Henry ſucceeded his father as Earl of Warwick in 1206; 
and had two wives, viz. iſt, Margaret, daughter of Henry, 
and filter of Henry D'Oiley, Baron of Hocknorton in the 
county of Oxford, and, 2dly, Philippa, daughter and coheir 
of Thomas Baſſet of Hedington in Oxfordſhire.

Robert de Harcourt, ſucceſſor to his father, Ivo, was Sheriff 
of Warwick and Leiceſter, in the years 1199, 1201, and 
1202, in which laſt year he departed this life. In the gth of 
King Richard I's reign (which commenced on July 6, 1189) 
he was acquitted of ſcutage-money to the King, by writ of the 
Chief-juſticiar, becauſe his ſon William did ſervice for him in 
his Majeſty's army l. He was ſeated, in the right of his wife 
Iſabel, at Stanton, in Oxfordſhire, ſince that time called Stan- 
ton-Harcourt. The faid Iſabel was the only child and heir of 
Richard de Camville, who was 3d ſon of Richard de Camville, 
who founded Combe-abbey in Warwickſhire, and was ſon and 
heir of Gerard de Camville, Lord of Lilbourne, near Creek, 
in Northamptonſhire: and Iſabel's mother was Milicent, couſin 
to King Henry I's ſecond conſort, Adeliza, or Adelicia (daugh- 
ter to Godfrey I. Duke of M who gave to the faid Mili- 
cent, on her marriage with the ſaid Richard Camville, the 
Lordſhip of Stanton aforeſaid, which was confirmed to her, 
and her heirs, by King Stephen and King Henry II.

By this Lady 
Sir William had an only fon and ſucceſſor, 
Richard de Harcourt, who, in 1293, obtained, from King 
Edward I, a grant of the fairs and markets at Boſworth. This 
Richard married Margaret, daughter of Sir John Beke, of 
Ereſby, in Lincolnſhice, and ſiſter and coheir of Sir Walter 


Beke, lineally deſcended from Walter Bec, who had a fair in- 


heritance in Flanders, and, coming to England with William 
the Conqueror, had a grant from him of the faid Ereſby and 
divers other fair lordſhips. This Sir John Beke, of 1 
by his laſt will, dated at Ereſby, on Wedneſday preceding the 
feaſt of St Margaret (July 20) 1301, 29 Ed. U bequeathed 
his body to be buried in the chapel of St Maurice, within the 
abbey of Kirſtede; unto which he gave his coat of mail, gaunt- 
lets, harneſs of iron, lance, and target ; leaving the reft of 
his armour to Sir Robert de Willoughby, and Sr Jobnde Har- 
court, ſon of this Richard, who, es the ſaid Sir John, had 
alſo, by Margaret his wife, another ſon, Nicholas, Rector of 
Sheppey in Leiceſterſhire, who by a roll of fines, 4 Ed. III. 
appears to have conveyed to. his nephew Sir Richard, and his 
wife after-mentioned, the manors of Stanton- Harcourt and 
Market Boſworth ; which he probably held in truſt. | 
The faid Sir John de Harcourt ſucceeded his father, Richard, 
anno 21 Ed. I. and was knighted, at Whitſuntide, with Ed- 
ward, Prince of Wales, A. D. 1306, king Edward I. preparing 
then for an expedition into Scotland, where this John de Har- 
court ſerved, bearing on his banner, Gules, two Bars, Or. He. 
had two wives, ff Ellen, daughter of Eudo la Zouch, of Mel- 
leſentree, by whom he was father of Sir William, his onlyſon, 


and heir: and, 2dly, Alice, daughter of Peter Corbet, of Cauſ-

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caſtle in Shropſhire, but by her had no iſſue. Sir John died in 
1330, 4 Ed. III. and was ſucceeded by his fon, 
ir William Harcourt, who ae Jane, daughter of Ri- 
chard lord Grey of Codnor; and by her (who, after his deceaſe, 
which happened on June 6, 1349, 23 Ed.

Sir Richard Har- 
court, the eldeſt ſon, who died in the life-time of his father, 
wedded Joan, daughter and heir to Sir William Sharefhull, of 
Shareſhull in Staffordſhire, Knt. Lord Chief Juſtice of Eng- 
land, and by her had an only daughter, Elizabeth, his heir, 
who was married to Thomas Aſtley, of Nelſton in Leiceſter- 
ſhire (2d ſon of Thomas, Lord Aſtley) from whom the Aſtleys 
of Patiſhul, in Staffordſhire, are lineally deſcended. 
| Sir Thomas Harcourt, 2d ſon, upon the death-of his elder 
brother, without male iſſue, became heir to his father Sir Wil- 
liam, and, in 1366, received the honour of knighthood, King 
Edward III, next year, the 41ſt of his reign, granted his ge- 
neral letters of attorney, to hold for one year, to this Sir 
Thomas, going 1n his Nn to Milan, with his ſon Lionel, 
Duke of Clarence. Sir Thomas was Knight in parliament for 
the county of Oxford, A. D. 1376. He married Maud (or 
Alice, according to the Monaſticon) daughter to Robert, Lord 
Grey, of Rotherfield, and widow of Sir John Botetourt, of 
Woody, Lord Botetourt: and by her was father of two ſons, 
and three daughters, viz. Thomas, his heir; Sir Richard

Hen. VI. was buried at Stanton-Harcourt. By his wife Joan, 
daughter of Sir Robert Francis, of Formark in Derbyſhire, he 
had five ſons, and two daughters, viz. Sir Robert, his heir ; vir 
Richard, continuator of the male line ; John Harcourt ; Wil- 
liam Harcourt, who was ſteward to George, Duke of Clarence, 
the unfortunate brother of King Edward IV. and, by ——— 
his wife, left Iſabel, his ſole child and heir, wedded to Wil- 
liam Moſeley, of Moſeley in Staffordſhire : George, who died 
young ; as did the two daughters, Alice, and Iſabel. — Sit 
Robert Harcourt, the eldeſt ſon, was Sheriff of Leiceſterſhire 
and Warwickſhire in 1445, 23 Hen. VI. and was Knight of 
the Garter in 1463, 3 Ed. Iv. being preſent, with other 
— * of that moſt noble order, at a chapter held by the King, 
at Windſor, on April 22, that year. He was excuſed, by the 
King, from attending a chapter on April 29, next year, being 
_ affigned, by his Majeſty, for the defence of the northern *

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ders, in conjunction with other Knights of the Garter. In 
1467, he was commiſſioned with Richard Nevil, Earl of War- 
wick (filed the Xing- Maker) and others, to treat of a peace 
between king Edward IV. and Lewis XI. of France. This 
Sir Richard ſignalized himſelf in the wars of Henry VI. and 
Edward IV. and loſt his life in the ſervice of the latter, being 
flain by the Staffords, of the Lancaſtrian party, on Nov. 14, 
1470, according to Vincent. He was buried in the church of 
Stanton-Harcourt, as was his Lady, where a monument is 
erected, exhibiting their figures: his in the habit of the Gar- 
ter over his armour, with a ſword by his fide 3 and on her effi- 
gies is the Garter, juſt above the elbow on the left arm, with 
the motto, Hony foit gui mal y penſe. From this, and other au- 
thorities, Mr. Anſtis has obſerved, that antiently the Ladies of 
the Knights of the Garter had not only the habit of the or- 
der, which was ſemee of Garters, but that they had alſo the 
enſign of the Garter delivered to them. The ſaid Lady of this 
renowned Knight was Margaret, daughter of Sir John By- 
ron, of Clayton.in Lancaſhire ; and by her Sir Robert had John 
Harcourt, his ſucceſſor, and three younger ſons, Robert, Tho- 
mas, and George, who all died without iſſue. The faid John 
Harceurt was twenty years of age at the death” of his father: 
and by Anne, his wife, daughter of Sir John Norris, of Bray 
in Berkſhire, left, at his deceaſe on June 26, 1485, 3 Rich. 
III. an only fon, Sir Robert Harcourt, who was Standard- 
bearer to King Henry VII. at the battle of Boſworth, Auguſt 
22, 1485; and, in 1495, made one of the Knights of the 
Bath, at the creation of Henry Duke of York, that monarch's 
ſecond fon, and ſucceſſor, He was, moreover, dubbed Knight- 
banneret for his gallant behaviour, at the battle of Blackheath, 
againſt James, Lord Audley, and his Corniſh followers, June 
22, 1497, 12 Hen. VII. This Sir Robert Harcourt, who 
lies interred at Stanton-Harcourt, married Agnes, daughter of 
Thomas Lymerick; and by her had a ſon, John, who died in 
his life-time, without iſſue ; and four daughters, who then be- 
came his coheirs, viz. Elizabeth, married to Robert Gainsford, 
of Hampton Poyle, in com. Oxon. Eſq; Letitia, ſucceſſively 
the wife of Humphry Peſhal, Eſq; and Thomas Nevil, Eſq; 
Catherine, wedded to Thomas Stoner, Eſq; and Ellen, to 
Richard Beckeringham, Eſq. 2 | 

Having thus brought down the deſcendants of Sir Robert 
Harcourt, eldeſt ſon of Thomas Harcourt, we ſhall now pro- 
ceed with thoſe of Sir Richard Harcourt, 2d fon of the faid 
Thomas, eldeſt fon of Sir Thomas Harcourt and the daughter 
of Lord Grey of Rotherfield. The ſaid Sir Richard Harcourt 
died on October 1, 1487, 3 Hen. VII. having had three-wives, 
I. Edith, daughter and heir of Thomas St Clere ; 2. Eleanor, 
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daughter of Sir Roger Lewknor, of Raunton in Staffordſhire, 
Ent. 3. Catherine, daughter of ———, and widow of Sit 
Miles Stapleton, Knt. By the firſt he had Sir Chriſtopher Har- 
court, his heir; and Anne, ſucceſſively wedded to Henry Fienes, 
Lord Say and Sele, and to John, fon of Simon Montfort. By 
the ſecond he was father of John Harcourt, of Staunton, who 
married Margaret, daughter of William Bray, of Lembridge 
in Herefordſhire : and by his 3d Lady (who died on October 
13, 1489) he had an only ſon, William Harcourt. | 
Sir Chriſtopher, the eldeſt fon and heir of Sir Richard, died 
in 1474, having had iſſue by his wife, Joane, daughter and 
heir of Sir Miles Stapleton, aforeſaid, three ſons, Richard, 
who died unmarried; Sir Simon Harcourt, continuator of the 
line ; and Miles Harcourt. | 
The faid Sir Simon Harcourt, 2d but eldeſt ſurviving ſon, 
having diſtinguiſhed himſelf at the ſieges of Terouenne and 
Tournay, and at the action fought on Auguſt 18, 1513, 5 
Hen. VIII near Guinegaſte (commonly called the battle of 
ſpurs) received the honour of knighthood for his bravery on 
thoſe occaſions. This Sir Simon, dying on January 16, 1547, 
was interred at Stanton-Harcourt, which reverted to him on 
the extinction of the male line of Sir Robert Harcourt, elder 
brother of Sir Richard Harcourt, abovementioned. Sir Simon 
was twice married, 1ſt, to Agnes, daughter of Thomas Dar- 
rel, of Scotney in Shropſhire; and, 2dly, to Elizabeth, daughter 
of „and widow. of Sir Richard York, Knt. By the 
laſt he had no iſſue; but by the firſt was father of two ſons, 
viz. Sir John Harcourt, his ſucceſſor ; and Edmund Harcourt;

Sir John Harcourt, the eldeſt fon, married Margaret, 
daughter and coheir of Sir William Barentyne, of Haſelyn in 
Oxfordſhire; and by her had fix ſons, viz.

and widow of Robyns, but had no iſſue by her, who de- 
parted this life, A, D. 1582, and had interment at Chebſey 
in Staftordſhire; 3.

Sir Simon Harcourt, who had three wives, 1ſt, Mary, 
daughter of Sir Edward Aſton, of Tixhall in Staffordſhire, 
Knt. and anceſtor of the prefent Lord Afton of Forfar, in 
Scotland; 2dly, Grace, daughter of 1 Fitz-Herbert, of 
Upſal in Herefordſhire, and widow of William Robinſon, of 
Drayton-Baſſet in Staffordſhire, Eſq; and, 3dly, to Jane, 
daughter to Sir William Spencer, of Wormleighton in War- 
wickſhire, Knt. (anceſtor of the Duke of Marlborough) and 
relict of Sir Richard Bruges, of Shefford in Berkſhire, Kant. 
but by this lady Sir Simon had no iſſue. By the ſecond he had 
a daughter, Wilgiforta, married to William Leyeton : and by 
the firſt was father of five ſons, and four daughters, viz. Sir 
Walter, his heir; John Harcourt, who by his wife, Mary, 
daughter of Walter Jones, of Whitney in Oxfordſhire, and 
widow of Bryan de Cogges, had an only child, Eflex Har- 
court ; Robert Harcourt, who purchaſed the manor of Chebley 
in Staffordſhire, from Sir Edward Stafford, of Gratton, and 
died without iſſue; Edward Harcourt, who married Anne, 
daughter of Robert Colyer, of Darleſton in the county of Staf- 
ford ; William, who wedded Catharine, daughter of 
Smith; Jane, the wife of John Grey, of Envil in Stafford- 
ſhire ; Elizabeth, married to Richard Chamberlain, of Aſhley 
in Warwickſhire; Frances; and Jane. This Sir Simon, who 
was knighted by Henry VIII. and ſerved the office of Sheriff 
for the counties of Oxford and Berkſhire, died on July 27, 
1577, 19 Eliz. und was interred at Stanton-Harcourt. 

Sir Walter, his eldeſt ſon, was knighted by the Earl of Eſ- 
ſex at Rome, and poſſeſſed Stanton-Harcourt, and Ellenhall in 
Staffordſhire, A. D. 1604; at the firſt of which places he lies 
buried, He had to wite Dorothy, daughter of William Ro- 
binſon, of Drayton-Baſlet in Staffordſhire ; and by her was fa- 
ther of two ſons, Robert, his ſucceſſor; and Michael Har- 
court, Captain of a ſhip under Sir Walter Raleigh: alſo of 
three daughters, viz. Grace, who died young on June 13, 
1583, and was buried at Ranton; Jane, married to William 
Eſſex, of Lamborne in Berkſhire; and Elizabeth, maid of 
honour in 1607, to Queen Anne, the conſort of King James I. 
Robert, the eldeſt ton and heir of Sir Walter Harcourt, was 
the moſt conſiderable adventurer with Sir Walter Raleigh in 
his voyage to Wiaſſero, Guyana, &c. in America; having ob- 
tained a patent from James I. for planting part of Guyana. 
He began his voyage thither in 1609, with his brother Capt: 
Michael; and alterwards, in 1613, publiſhed an account 
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of his „ deſcribing the climate, ſituation, &c. of the 
lace. He had two wives, ft, Elizabeth, daughter of John 

itz-Herbert, of Norbury in Derbyſhire, Eſq; and, 2dly, 
Frances, daughter of Geffrey Vere, El; youngeſt ſon of John 
Earl of Oxford, and ſiſter to thoſe renowned warriors, Sir 
Frances Vere, and Horace Lord Vere of Tilbury, He had no 
iſſue by the firſt lady: but by the 2d he was father of Sir Simon 
Harcourt, his ſucceſſor; Francis, who died unmarried ; Vere 
Harcourt, D. D. of whom afterwards; Elizabeth, who died 
young; Jane, married to Henry, fon of Sir Giles Wrough- 
ton, of Broad-Hinton in Wiltſhire, Knt. Dorothy, the wife 
of Henry Chetwynd, of Highwood in Staffordſhire, Eſq; and 
Margaret, who was born in 1607, but died the ſame year, and

Vere Harcourt, the 3d ſon, D. D. was archdeacon pf Not- 
tingham, and rector of Plumtree in that county, A. D. 1660. 
He died in 1683, having married Lucy,- daughter of Roger 
Thornton, of Snailſwell in Cambridgeſhire, Eſq; and had, by 
her, Simon Harcourt, his heir, beſides another fon, and two 
daughters, who died unmarried, Simon, the eldeſt fon and 
heir, was Clerk of the Crown, and inherited Pendley, in Hert- 
fordſhire, in right of his wife; Elizabeth, daughter and heir 
of Sir Richard Anderfon, of Pendley, Bart. and Elizabeth 
his wife, one of the ſiſters and coheirs of George Lord Vil- 
count Hewet, and Baron of Goran, in Ireland. By the faid 
Elizabeth Anderſon, who died on March 29, 1694, and was 
buried at Aldbury in Hertfordſhire, this Simon had many chil- 
dren, but of them only three ſons, and three daughters i, lived 
to the age of maturity, viz. Henry, Richard, Simon, Eliza- 
beth, Margaret, and Arabella, which laſt four died unmarried, 
Richard, the 2d ſurviving ſon, had two wives, 1ſt, Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir Philip 3 Knt. aſter- mentioned; and, 
2dly, ————- daughter of - Baniſter. By the laſt wife, 
Richard had two daughters, Elizabeth, and Jane: and by the firſt 
he was alſo father of two children, 1. Richard Harcourt, of 
Wieſel in Suſſex, Eſq; who by Phebe, his wife, daughter of 
Sir Charles Palmer, of Dorney-court in Buckinghamſhire, 
Bart, had two daughters, viz. Phebe, wedded to Anthony 
Sawyer, Eſq; and Elizabeth; 2. Anne, married to Sir Charles 
Palmer, of Dorney- court. Henry Harcourt, the eldeſt fon of 
Simon Harcourt of Pendley, aforeſaid, ſucceeded his father on 
March 30, 1724: and by Frances, his wife, only daughter 
and heir of Nathanael Bard, Eſq; and of his wife Perkans, 
daughter and ſole heir of Henry Bard, Earl of Belmont in Ire- 
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land, had iſſue three ſons, and eight daughters; Richard Bard, 
his heir; John, who died on Auguſt 14, 1748; Henry Har- 
court, rector of Warbleton and Crowhurſt in Suſſex; Eliza- 
beth; Erneſtina - Sophia Charlotte; Louiſa Sophia Char- 
lotte; Meluſina - Sophia Charlotte; Anne; Perſiana; and 
Caroline and Sophia, who both died infants. Henry, the fa- 
ther, dying on November 9, 1741, had ſepulture with his fa- 
ther at Aldbury, abovementioned ; and was ſucceeded by his 
eldeſt fon, Richard-Bard Harcourt, who married Rachel, 
daughter of Albert Neſbit, Eſq; and by her has a fon, Henry 
Harcourt. | | 
Having thus traced: the deſcendants of Vere, the third fon, 

of Robert Harcourt and Frances Vere, we {hall proceed with 
Sir Simon, eldeſt fon and heir of the ſaid Robert, who departed 
this life on May 20, 1631, aged 57 years. | 

This Sir Simon Harcourt fignalized himlelf by feats of arms, 
in which he was initiated againſt the Spaniards in the Low 
Countries, where he was Major of the regiment commanded ' 
his heroic uncle, Sir Horace Vere, Baron of Tilbury, 
ve· mentioned; at whoſe ſeat, at Kirby- hall in Eſſex, were 
the pictures of his Lordfhip's officers, and among them this 
Sir $:mon Harcourt's, who is ſaid to be one of his ſcholars, in 
the Epi/tle to the reader before Sir Francis Vere's Commentaries. 
He was knighted at Whitehall, on June 26, 1627, 3 Car. I. 
and Sir John Temple, in his Appendix to the biftory of the Irifh 
rebellion, p. 52, gives this account of him: „ The Lords 
Juſtices and Council were ſhut up within the city of Dublin, 
in a moſt miſerable condition, deſperately threatened on ey 
fide, until the moſt happy and welcome arrival of that truly 
valiant gentleman and gallant commander Sir Simon Harcourt, 
who, being deſigned governor of the city of Dublin, was dif- 
patched away by ſpecial order of parliament, with his regiment, 
for the preſervation of that place; and landed there on the laſt 
day of December, 1641, to the great joy and comfort of all 
his Majeſty's Proteſtant and well- affected ſubjects, and to the 
terror of the rebels in arms.“ Borlace, in his Reduction of 
Ireland, p. 241, ſays, he was © a long experienced and ex- 
cellent officer, worthy the memory of the beſt Prince, and moſt 
grateful people; who afterwards was, by an eſpecial order, ad- 
mitted into the privy-council.” On his landing at Dublin, as 
aforeſaid, with his regiment (which conſiſted of 1200 foot) he 
was immediately inveſted with the government of that city; 
and, on January 10 following, diſlodged the enemy from Swords, 
a village about ſix miles diſtant, and raiſed the blockade. Of 
his la{t exploit we have this account: on March 26, 1643, 
Sir Simon Harcourt, with a ſmall party, marched out of Dub- 
lin towards Wicklow, and finding che rebels poſſeſſed of the - 
"7 F 3 caſtle 
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caſtle of Carrick-Main, but four miles from the city, he ſent 
back for two great guns to batter it ; but, before they arrived» 
Sir Simon, 8 was viewing the caſtle, with 200 muſketeers, 
received a ſhot from the garriſon, which killed him on the ſpot. 
His troops were fo enraged, that within a few hours after the 
cannon came up, having made a breach, and entering the 
caſtle, under the command of Colonel Gibſon, they put all 
therein to the ſword, refuſing quarter to thoſe rebels, who had 
Alain their beloved colonel. This valiant Knight, whoſe corpſe 
was buried in church at Dublin, eſpouſed Anne, daugh- 
ter to William Lord Paget: and by her (who' was 2dly mar- 
ried to Sir William Waller, of Oſterly-park, the parliament's 

ore) he had two ſons, Sir Philip, his heir; and Frederick 

arcourt, who died without ue. , 

Sir Philip, eldeſt ſon and heir of Sir Simon Harcourt, re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood, at Whitehall, on June 5, 
1660; and was elected Knight for Oxfordſhire, to the parlia- 
ment which met on March 21, 1680-1, at the capital of that 
county. He died in April, 1688, and was buried at Stanton- 
Harcourt. He had two wives, 1ft, Anne, daughter of Sir 
William Waller of Oſterly- park in Middleſex, beforemention- 
ed, by Lady Anne, 2d daughter of Thomas Finch Earl of 
Winchelſea; and, 2dly, Elizabeth, daughter and heir of John 
Lee, of Ankerwyke in Buckinghamſhire, Eſq. By his firſt 
Lady (who died on Auguſt 23, 1664, and was buried at Stan- 
ton-Harcourt) he had Simon, afterwards Baron and Viſcount 
Harcourt: and by his 24 he was father of three ſons, and 
four daughters, viz. Philip; John, who died in Sept. 1677 ; 
Lee, who died in February, 1680; Iſabella, who died in 
March, 1688; Mary, who died in 1745, and was buried at 
Stanton-Harcourt, as her deceaſed brothers and ſiſter had been; 
Elizabeth, married to Richard, 2d ſon of Simon Harcourt, of 
Pendley, beforementioned; and Anne, who was wedded to 
Thomas Powell of Pembrokeſhire, Eſq; and, departing this 
life in 1742, was interred at Stanton-Harcourt. T he aforeſaid 
Philip, eldeſt fon to Sir Philip Harcourt, by his 2d wife, Eliza- 
| beth Lee, married Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Timothy 
Woodroffe, Eſq; and by her had three ſons, and two daugh- 
ters, viz, Philip Harcourt, of Ankerwyke, Eſq; who died without 
iſſue, by his wife, Sarah, daughter of Henry Hall, of Hutton- 
hall, in Eſſex, Eſq; Lee Harcourt, who alſo died without iſſue; 
=_ Harcourt, who eſpouſed Anne, daughter of ———— 

arker, Eſq; Elizabeth ; and Mary. 

Sir Simon Harcourt, the only ſon of Sir Philip by his firlt 
Lady, was educated at Pembroke-college in Oxford, and 
ſtudied the law in the Inner-Temple, London. He ſerved for 
Abingdon in all the Parliaments called by King William — 
N ü the 
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the year 1690, and in the firſt ſummoned by Queen Anne. 
He was one of the members for Boſſiney in the Parliament 
which was convened in 1705, and met again on October 23, 
1707, as the firſt Parliament of Great Britain; and for the 
town of Cardigan in that which aſſembled on Nov. 16, 1708. 
He was elected again in 1710, for Abingdon, of which he was 
alſo Recorder; but was appointed Lord-Keeper before the Par- 
liament met. On June 2, 1702, he was knighted, and con- 
ſtituted Sollicitor-General to the Queen at the ſame time. At- 
tending her Majeſty, in Auguſt that year, to Oxford, when 
ſhe honoured the Univerfity with her preſence, he was, among 
other perſons of diſtinction, in her Majeſty's retinue, created 
Doctor of Laws on the 27th. of that month. On April 23, 
1707, he was advanced to the place of Attorney-General, 
which he ſuſtained with great dignity, but quitted it with 
greater, on February 12 enſuing, by a voluntary reſignation, 
then made and enrolled; the only inftance of that nature on 
our records. On the change of the miniſtry, he was reſtored 
to that important employment, Sept. 18, 1710; on October 
18, the ſame year, he was appointed Lord-Keeper of the 
Great-ſeal ; and next day nominated one of the privy-council. 
On September 3, 1711, he was created a Peer of Great-Bri- 
tain, by the ſtile and title of Baron of Stanton-Harcourt, in 
Oxfordſhire : and as the preamble to the patent ſets forth, with= 
out hyperbole, his Lordſhip's eminent abilities, we here in- 
ſert a copy of it: 


“ There is nothing wherein we more willingly exerciſe that 
« royal authority which God has entruſted us wich, than by 
« rewarding true merit and virtue, and advancing to all ſuit- 
able dignity men who have merited well of us, and whofe 
« anceſtors have been remarkably famous in their generation. 
Among theſe, none is more conſpicuous than our well-be- 
„loved and very faithful counſellor Sir Simon Harcourt, Ent. 
Keeper of our Great Seal; a Gentleman recommended to us 
* by a long deſcent of progenitors of very ample fortunes, 
e and renowned for their warlike actions ever ſince the Nor- 
« man times; one of whom, for his bravery fignalized under 
the ſtandard of Edward IV. was made Knight of the Gar- 
« ter: Another, fighting courageouſly againſt the Iriſh rebels, 
„in the cauſe of his royal maſter King Charles, the beſt of 
Princes, was the firſt Engliſhman that fell a ſacrifice to their 
„fury. Ner is there one of all that race, deſcended from 
* ſuch noble anceſtors, who has not been eminent for his love 
to his country, and loyalty to his Prince. He ſuffered, in- 
* deed, in his paternal inheritance, which was diminiſhed by 
* the fury of the civil wars, but not in his glory, which, being 
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acquired by military valour, he, as a lawyer, has advanced 
by the force of his wit and eloquence; for we have under- 
ſtood, that his faculty in ſpeaking is ſo full of variety, that 
many doubt whether he is fitter to manage cauſes in the 
lower court, or to ſpeak before a full Parliament; but it is 
unanimouſly confeſſed by all, that among the lawyers" he is 
the moſt elequent orator, and among the orators the moſt 
able lawyer. To this praiſe of his eloquence, he has added 
thoſe domeſtick virtues, magnanimity and fidelity; ſupport- 
ed by which, he has reſolutely perſevered in maintaining the 
cauſe he had undertaken, and in deſpiſing danger; and has 
kept the engagement of friendſhip, whether in proſperity, 
or adverſity, facred and inviolable. Whom therefore, fur- 
niſhed with ſuch great endowments of mind, all clients have 


| wiſhed to defend their cauſes; not without reaſon we pre- 


ferred to be one of our counſel at law; whom we a ſecond 


time called to be our Attorney-General, which office he had 


once before ſuſtained with honour, as far as it was thought 


convenient; whom laſtly, fince we perceived that all theſe 


things were inferior to the largeneſs of his capacity, we have 
advanced to the higheſt pitch of forenſica] * and 
made him ſupreme Judge in our court of equity. He ſtill 
continues to deſerve higher of us, and of all good men; 
and is ſo much a brighter ornament to his province, as it is 


more honourable than the reſt he has gone through : He dai- 


ly diſpatches the multitude of ſuits in Chancery, he removes 
the obſtacles, which delay judgment in that court, and takes 
ſpecial care that the ſucceſsful iſſue of an honeſt cauſe ſhould 
colt every plaintiff as little as may be. Which things, as 
they are very grateful to us, honoucable to himſelf, and be- 
neficial to the commonwealth, we think them deſerving of 
higher reward. Therefore, that the moſt upright aſſerter 
of juſtice may not be without a vote in the moſt ſupreme 
court; that he, who can think and ſpeak fo excellently well, 
ſhould not be ſilent in an aſſembly of the eloquent; we grant 
him a place among the Peers, and that he may add ſome 


ſpendor to that order, . from which both he and his poſterity 


will deſerve ſo much: And that the ſame ſeat, which is 
known at this time, and has been for above ſix hundred 
years, by the name and patrimony of Harcourt, be honour- 


„ ed with that title, which we now confer, and will continue 
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(if God permit) from generation to generation. Now know 
ye, &c.“ 


On April 7, 1712, he was declared Lord High Chancellor 
of Czreat Britain; and, being in that office at the demiſe of 
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Queen Anne, Auguſt 1, 1714, was oue of the Lords of the 


Regency, 
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Regency, till the arrival of Kin I. September 183 
— after which the Great Seal was delivered to Lord 
Cowper. However, on July 24, 1721, his _— was pleaſ- 
ed to advance him to the dignity of Viſcount Harcourt z and 
on Auguſt 25, next year, to call him to the council-board. 
Beſides, he was ſo much in favour, that he was nominated one 
of the Lords Juſtices in 1723, 17245, and 1727, during his 
Majeſty's abſence in viſiting his German dominions; but de- 
parted this life on July 29, the laſt of the ſaid years, aged 67, 
and had ſepulture at Stanton-Harcourt. His Lordſhip had three 
wives, 1ſt. Rebecca, daughter of Thomas Clark, Eſq; and 
and widow of Sir Samuel Aſtry, of Henbury in Glouceſter- 
ſhire, Knt. 2dly, Elizabeth, daughter of Richard Spencer, of 
the county of Derby, Eſq; and widow of Richard Anderſon, 
Eſq; 2d. fon of Sir Richard Anderſon, of Pendley, Bart. be- 
forementioned ; and, 3dly, Elizabeth, daughter to Sir Thomas 
Vernon, of Twickenham-Park in Middleſex, and reli&t of 


Sir John Walter, of Sareſden in Oxfordſhire, Bart. His 


Lordſhip had no iſſue by his two laſt Ladies: but by the firſt 
he was father of three ſons, viz. Simon, of whom more fully; 
Philip and Walter, who both died in their infancy ; and alſo 
of two daughters, viz. Anne, wedded to John Barlow of Sle- 
beck in Pembrokeſhire, Eſq; and Arabella, to Herbert Aubery, 
of Cley-Hanger in the county of Hereford, Eſq; 

His Lordſhip's eldeſt ſon, the Hon. Simon Harcourt, - was 
returned for the boroughs of Ayleſbury and Wallingford to 
the 3d and 4th Parliaments of Great Britain, which met in 
1710 and 1713, and were the two laſt called by Queen Anne. 

e married Elizabeth, daughter of John Evelyn, Eſq; and 
lifter to Sir John Evelyn, of Wotton in Surry, Bart. and by 
that Lady, who departed this life on April 6, 1760, he had 
one ſon, Simon, now Earl Harcourt; and three daughters, 
viz. Elizabeth; Anne, who died young; Martha, ded to 
George Venables Vernon, of Sudbury in Derbyſhire, after- 
wards created Lord Vernon; and Mary, who died an infant. 
He departed this life on 1720, at Paris, whence 
his corpſe was brought to England, and buried at Stanton- 
Harcourt, where a monument is erected to his memory with 
the following inſcription by the celebrated Mr. Pope: 


« To this fad ſhrine, whoe'er thou art! draw near, 
Here lies the friend moſt loy'd, the fon moſt dear: 
Who ne'er knew joy, but friendſhip might divide, 
Or gave his father grief, but when he dy'd.

Simon, Baron and Viſcount Harcourt, ſurviving his faid fon, 
was ſucceeded by his grandſon, Simon, whom his late Ma- 
jeſty, on December 1, 1749, was pleaſed to dignify further 
with. the titles of Viſcount Harcourt of Nuneham-Courtney, 
and Earl Harcourt of Stanton-Harcourt. His Lordſhip, is the 
27th in paternal deſcent from Bernard, his great anceſtor, 
from whom ſo many noble and illuſtrious families, beſides his 
Lordſhip's, are deſcended; and the 21ſt. from Ivo, patriarch 
of the Harcourts of England. In May, 1735, he was ap- 
pointed a Lord of the Bedchamber to the late King; and at- 
tended his Majeſty at the battle of Dettingen, June 27, 1743. 
On the breaking out of the rebellion in 1745, his Lordſhip 
was one of the thirteen Peers, who were commiſſioned to raile 
_ a regiment of foot, each, for the defence of the government, 
In 1751, he was conſtituted governor to his preſent Majeſty, 
then Prince of Wales; and on April 30, that ſame year, was 
ſworn of the Privy-council: but in 1752 refigned the office of 
governor to his Royal Highneſs; upon whoſe acceſſion to the 
throne on October 25, 1760, his Lordſhip was continued at 
the council-board. After, his Majeſty, on July 8, 1761, had 
declared his reſolution to demand the Princeſs Charlotte of 
Mecklenburg Strelitz in marriage, he nominated Earl Har- 
court his Ambaſſador extraordinary and Plenipotentiary for that 
purpoſe : and his Lordſhip arriving at the court of Strelitz, con- 
cluded and ſigned, on Auguſt 15, a treaty of marriage between 
his Britannick Majeſty and the ſaid Princeſs, whom his Lord- 
ſhip attended to England, having been on September 5, during 
his abſence, declared Maſter of the Horſe to her Majeſty, in 
which office he centinued, until he was, on April 21, 1763, 
conſtituted Lord Chamberlain of the Houſhold to her Majeſty, 
His Lordſhip ranks as Lieutenant-General in the army ſince 
February 9, 1759, and is a Fellow of the Royal Society, and 
one of the Vice-preſidents of the Society for the encuurage- 
ment of Arts, Manufactures, and Commerce. 

His Lordſhip, in October, 1735, married Rebecca, ſole 
daughter and heir of Charles Le Baſs, of Pipwell-abbey in 
Northamptonſhire, Eſq; by his wife Mary, daughter and co- 
heir of Sir Samuel Moyer, of Pilſey-hall in Eſſex, Bart. and 
by her Ladyſhip (who died on January 16, 1765) had iſſue, 
two ſons, and three daughters, viz. George-Simon, Lord Vil- 
count Nuneham, who was born on Augult 1, 1736, and, at 
the general election in 1761, returned one of the members for 
the borough of St. Alban's; the Hon. William Harcourt, who 
was born on March 20, 1742-3, and is one of the Queen's 
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Equeries, and an officer in the army; Lady Elizabeth, who 
was born on January 18, 1738-9, was one of the ten young 
Ladies, daughters of Dukes and Earls, who ſupported the train 
of Queen Charlotte, at her nuptials on Sept. 8, 1761, and on 
une 20, 1763, married Sir William Lee, of Hartwell in 
— Wet 4c Bart. and Lady Anne, who died young, 
and was buried at Stanton-Harcourt.

AVING already treated of this noble Lord's anceſtors, 
in the account of the Dukes of Somerſet, in the fit 
volume of this work, and therein obſerved, that Francis, the 
fecond but eldeſt ſurviving ſon of Sir Edward Seymour, Bart, 
by his ſecond wife, Letitia Popham, was created Lord Con- 
vw I am now to treat of him and his deſcendants. 
Which Francis, Lord Conway, born on May 28, 1679, 
fucceeding his brother Popham in 1699, was heir, by adoption, 
to Edward Conway, Earl of Conway, who died without iſſue, 
and by his laſt will and teſtament, dated Auguſt 9, 1683, de- 
viſed all his lands, tenements, and hereditaments, in England 
and Ireland, to his couſin Popham Seymour for life, and to bis 
heirs male; remainder, for want of ſuch iſſue, to his brother 
Francis, and his heirs male ; remainder to his brother Charles, 
and his heirs male; remainder to his own right heirs for ever; 
and in the cloſe thereof expreſſes, . My defire is, that the faid 
& Popham Seymour, and his children, do, preſently after my 
« death, take upon him the name of Popham Conway; and 
& to each of his brothers, and their children, if the eſtate ſhall 
<« fall to them, as my couſin Mr. Edward Seymour, their fa-

The ſaid Popham received a wound in his neck, in a duel 
with Colonel Kirk, in the 24th year of his age, on June 4. 
1699, whereof he languiſhed till the 18th, when he died at 
don. To whom ſucceeded Francis, his next brother, who 
alſo took the ſurname, and bore the arms, of Conway. | 
Which Francis Conway, by the interceſſion of his father, Sir 
Edward Seymour, with Queen Anne, was created a Peer of 
England, by letters-patent, dated March 17, 1702-3, b. the 
title of Lord Conway, Baron Conway, of Ragley in War- 
wickſhire; alſo, on * 28, 1703, by Pt 
Kenſington, was created a Peer of Ireland, bearing the title 
of Baron Conway and Kilultagh, in the county of Antrim, 
where he poſſeſſed a great eſtate, part of the inheritance of 
Edward Earl Conway. His patent for that honour bears date 
at Dublin, October 16, 1703; and on October 3, 1721, bis 
Lordſhip took his ſeat in the parliament of Ireland ; and was 
ſworn, October 17, 1727, there of the privy-council to our 
late ſovereign, who, in Auguſt 1728, conſtituted him Gover- 
nor of Carrickfergus in that kingdom.

Tbe faid Thomas North, of Walkringham, had iſſue Roger 
North, Eſq; who died in the tenth year of King Henry VII. 
leaving two ſons, Thomas, anceſtor to the Norths of Walkring. 
ham; and Roger North, Eſq; who had iſſue, by Chriſtian hi; 
wife, daughter of Richard Warcup, of Sconington, near 
Apleby in Kent (and widow of Ralph Warren) one fon, Ed- 


ward, and two daughters, Joan, wife of William Wilkinſon, 


of London, Alderman, and Alice, of Thomas Burnet, Audi- 
tor of the Exchequer. The ſaid Roger North died, anno 
,1509, 1 Henry VIII. and was ſucceeded by Edward, his only 
fon and heir. 

Which Edward North was born about the year 1496 (12 
Henry VII.) and was trained up in the ſtudy of the laws, in 
which he made fo fair a progreſs, that he came to be of coun- 
£1 for the city of London. 

In 22 Hen. VIII. he?, with Sir Brian Tuke, Knt. were con- 
ſtituted Clerks of the Parliament; an office of much more te- 


ſpect than now it is, being afterwards enjoyed by Sir William 


Paget, then ſecretary of ſtate, and fo it came to Sir John Ma- 
ſon, and others. About the ſame time he married his firſt wife, 
who, having had two huſbands, brought him ſuch an increaſe, 
as, not long after, he purchaſed his manor of Kirtling. In 1536, 
28 Henry VIII. * he became one of the King's Serjeants at law, 


- being ſo ſtiled by the King in a grant then made to him: And 


on the ſurrender of his office of Clerk of the Parliament, in 32 
Henry VIII. was made Treaſurer * of the Court of Augmenta- 


tions, an office newly erected on the diſſolution of monaſteries. 
In 33 Henry VIII. he was a Knight *, and elected one of the 


repreſentatives for the county of Cambridge. In 36 Henry 
VIII. he was Chancellor of the Court of Augmentation,

ſaid Sir Richard Rich. He enjoyed, alone, that office above 
four years, and might have made a greater addition to his for- 
tune than what he leſt, had he not been a perſon of very great 
integrity. In 37 Henry VIII. he was in commiſſion. with the 
Biſhops of Weſtminſter, Worceſter, and Chicheſter, to ſee 
that the Dean and Chapter of the ſeveral cathedral churches of 
Canterbury, Rocheſter, Weſtminſter, Wincheſter, &c. then 
lately founded and erected, ſhould diſtribute, annually each, a 
certain ſum of money in alms among poor houſholders, and for 
the repair of the highways; which, by their ſeveral ſtatutes 
and ordinances, they were obliged to perform. He was * then 


made a Privy-Counſellor, and had frequent grants of land from 


the King, as a teſtimony of his favour, and of the good ſer- 


-vices done him: but, as it was uſual in that King to throw 


down thoſe he had raiſed, he was watchful not to offend him. 
However, one morning there came a meſlenger from the King 
0 him, to command his immediate repair to court. He then 
reſided at the Charter-houſe, and one of his ſervants, an atten- 
dant in his bed-chamber, when the meſſage was delivered, ob- 
ſerved his maſter to tremble at it; but Sir Edward made the 
utmoſt haſte to wait on the King, and took with him his ſaid 
ſervant. On his admittance, he found the King was walking, 
and continued doing fo with great earneſtneſs, looking at him 
with an angry eye, which was received with a. very {till and 
ſober carriage. At laſt the King broke out in theſe words: 
We are informed you have cheated us of certain lands in Middleſex. 
And receiving no other than a plain and humble negation z the 
King, after ſome little pauſe, replied, How was. it then, did 
we give thoſe\lands to you Whereunto Sir Edward anſwered, 
Yes, Sir, your Majeſhy was pleaſed fo to du. The King on this, 
after a ſmall pauſe, put on a milder countenance, and, calling 
him to a cupboard, conferred privately with him a, long time ; 
whereby his ſaid ſervant (as Dudley, the ſecond Lord North, 
was informed) ſaw the King could not ſpare his maſter's ſervice 
as yet: but whether the cauſe lay in the King's occaſions, or 
in his humble behaviour and anſwers, muſt be left to the judi- 
cious to determine. Ever after that, he was in high eſteem 
with King Henry VIIL and among divers of the nobility and 
others whom he moſt truſted {being upon his death-bed) he ? 
was conſtituted one of his executors, as alſo appointed to be of 
council to his fon and ſucceſſor, King Edward VI. and had a 


legacy in his will of 3001. 


On King Edward's acceſſion to the crown, he was again 
elected one of the Knights of the ſhire for the county of Cam-

following. He continued of the privy-council all King Ed. 
ward's reign, and was * choſen again Knight of the ſhure for 
Cambridge, in the ſecond and laſt parliament called by that 
King, being ſpecially © recommended by his letters to the She- 
riff of that ny When by the Duke of Northumberland's 
practices the Lady Jane Grey was proclaimed Queen, he was 
© one of the council who ſigned that letter ſent to the Lady Ma- 
ry, afterwards Queen, wherein they acknowledge the Lady 
favs to be their lawful ſovereign. But this was no hindrance 
to Queen Mary's favour, having otherwife manifeſted himſelf 
a faithful ſubject, fo that, on her acceſſion , he was of her 
- privy-council ; and on February 17, 1553-4 in the firſt year 
of her reign, in conſideration of his great merits and abilitics, 
© he was advanced to the dignity of a Baron of this realm by 
ſummons to parliament, and took his place in the houſe of 
Peers on April 7. The year following, he s waited on Philip 
Prince of Spain on his landing at Southampton, en July 19, 
and accompanied him to Wincheſter, where his marriage with 

the Queen was ſolemnized. * 2 181 L 
After which, on December 18, 1558, 1 Kliz. he was con- 
ſtituted one of the Lords Commiſſioners to oonſider and allow 
of the claims which thoſe ſhould make, who were to perform 
any fervice, by tenure, on the day of that Queen's coronation ;

Ona the inquiſition v taken on April 26, 1 565, 7 Eliz. the ju-

His eldeſt ſon, the ſaid Sir Roger North, ſucceeding him in 
his honour, had ſummons 4 to parliament in 8 Elizabeth, and 
took his place there accordingly. He had been elected, in 2 
and 3 Phil. and Mary, one of the Knights of the ſhire for the 
county of Cambridge; and having, on Queen Elizabeth's ac- 
ceſſion to the throne , received the honour of knighthood, 
was again elected one of the Knights for that county in her 
fr{! parliament; as alſo in her ſecond parliament, which met 
at Weſtminſter in the fifth year of her reign, In 9 Elizabeth, 
he accompanied the Earl of Suſſex, with the Order of the 
Garter, to Maximilian the Emperor, then at Vienna. And, in 
15 Elizabeth “, was one of the Peers, who then ſat on the 
trial of Thomas, Duke of Norfolk. In 21 Elizabeth, the 
Queen, being on her progreſs, honoured him with a viſit, at 
his ſeat in Cambridgeſhire, where ſhe was entertained (ag Hol- 
linſhed relates x) not in the leaſt behind any of the beſt, for a 
frank houſe, a noble heart, and a well ordered entertainment. 
In 28 Elizabeth, having accompanied the Earl of Leiceſier, 
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General of the forces ſent to the affiftance of the States, he 7 
was, for his valour, made a Knight Banneret, and gained 
great reputation in the wars in the Netherlands. In that en- 
gagement before Zutphen, Sept. 22, 1586, where Sir Philip 
Raney received his death wound, he behaved with the greateſt 
bravery; as appears by the Earl of Leiceſter's letter to Sir 
Thomas Heneage, relating the hazardous enterprizes of this 
Lord North, „ Who, though he had before been bruiſed on 
& the knee with a muſker ſhot, yet, leaving his bed, haſtened 
ec to this ſkirmiſh, one boot on and the other off, and went 
ce tg the matter very luſtily,” faith the Earl. 

His jntimacy with that great Peer is evident from his me- 
morial on his examination to prove the marriage of the Earl 
with the Lady Lettice, Counteſs of Eſſex ; and, by his will =, 
he had a legacy of a baſon and ewer of 40 l. value, His de- 
poſition being very memorable, and not hitherto printed, I 
ſhall inſert it for the ſatisfaction of the curious: 

On the Y3th of March, 1580, 23 Elizabeth, * Roger 
North, Baron of Kirtling, of the age of forty years, ſaith, 
That he has byne very converſant with the Erle of Leiceſter, 
© by the ſpace of theiſ ten or twelve yeares laſt paſſed. And 
that, by reaſon of ſuch familiaritie, the ſaid Erle of Leiceſter 
did ſondry times, by manie good and godlie ſpeeches, both 
acknowledge unto this deponent, and alſo humbly thank the 
Lord God tor his infinite mercy and goodpefs, which he had 
beſtowed and powered upon him in great meaſure of his bleſſ- 
ing, till deviſing and ſtudying how he might walk in thoſe 
ways that might b. moſt pleaſing to his meriful God. And 
with all told this deponent, that there was nothing in this liefe 
which he more deſyred than to be joyned in marriage with 
ſome godlie gentlewoman, with whom he might lead his liefe 
to the glory of God, the comfort of his ſoule, and to the 
faithfull ſervice of her Majeſtie, for whoſe ſake he had hi- 
therto forborn marriage, which long held him doubrfull, 
Theis, and ſuch like ſpeeches, paſſed from the ſaid Erle to 
this examinant; who, for his part, as he faith, did ever like 
this godlie diſpoſition, and ever comforted his Lordſhip there- 
in, and hartned him thereunto. Whereupon, as he faith, 
the ſaid Erle did divers times impart to this deponent the 
hartie love and affection which he bare unto the Counteſs of 
Eſſex, whom he knew to be a moſt godlie and virtuous Gen- 
tlewoman ; adding with all that he greatly deſyred and long- 
ed after ſome yſſue of his owne boddy, yf fo itt pleaſed God 
to contynue and hold up his houſe and name. And after 
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manie conferences paſſing between them, to this purpoſe, the 
« ſaid Erle of Leiceſter brake with this deponent, as he faith 
(on a tyme) and tould him plainlie, that he was reſolved to 
* marry and take to wief the Counteffe of Eſſex, which in a 
« ſhort tyme he performed. For he ſayeth, that on a Satter- 
« daie, the 20th of September, an. Dni. 1578 (as far as he 
© now remembreth) the Queen's Majeſtie then lying at Stovers 
+ Houſe in the forreſt, the Erle of Leiceſter went to his houſe 
at Wainſted to bedd, and tooke this deponent with him. In 
+ which night there was alſo at Wainſted the Erles of War- 
wick, and Pembroke, Sir Francis Knolles, and the Counteſs of 
« Eflex. At which tyme and place the faid Erle of Leiceſter 
told this deponent after ſupper, that he intended to be mar- 
© ried the next morning, by the leave of God, and therefore 
« prayed this deponent to ryſe ſomewhat betymes for that pur- 
© poſe. Whereupon the daie following beinge Sundaie, this, 
« examinant roſe early, and came to the faid Erle, whom he 
found walkinge in a little gallery looking towards the garden. 
And, after ordinary ſalutation, the Erle of Leiceſter ſaid to 
© this deponent, that he ſhould preſently ſolemnize, yf the 
Lords and Sir Francis Knolles were redd And thereupon 
« departed from this examinant to fetch them together; and 
gave this deponent his double key, praying to go downe, and 
to bring up thither, by the privy waie, Mr. Tindall, a chap- 
lain of his Lordſhip's, which this deponent (as he fayeth) 


did accordinglie, inſomuch as this deponent and Mr. Tin- 


dall were in the ſaid gallery firſt ; and ymediately after came 
* the Erles of Leiceſter, Warwick, and Pembroke, Mr. Trea- 


ſurer Knolles, and then the Counteſs of Eſſex: in which time 


and place, and in the preſence of the perſons aforerecited, 


Mr. Tindall did marry the aforeſaid Erle of Leiceſter and 


s Counteſs of Eflex together, by the booke of Common Prayer, 
after the due order of the fame. And Mr. Treaſurer Knolles, 
father of the Counteſs, did give her. And further this de- 
$ ponent faith, he well remembreth, that, as he looked aſide, 
© he ſaw Mr. Richard Knolles, brother to the Counteſs, ſtand 
© in the door which came out of the Erle's chamber, with his 
* body half in the gallery, and half out, who, together with 
© the perſons beforementioned, both ſaw and heard the ſolem- 
ation of the ſaid marriage. And other the deponent knows 
5 not.” | 
This Roger, 2d Lord North, was Ambaſſador Extraordina- 
ry from Queen Elizabeth to Charles IX. King of France, and 
was ſworn of the priyy-council to the Queen; alſo ? conſtituted 


Treaſurer of the houſhold in 3g Elizabeth, on the death of Sir 
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Francis Knolles, Knight of the Garter. His Lordſhip married 
Winifrid, daughter of Robert Lord Rich (Chancellor of Eng- 
land, and progenitor to the late Earls of Warwick and Hol- 
land) and widow of Sir Henry Dudley, fon to John Duke of 
Northumberland: and by her had two ſons, Sir John, his heir, 
and Sir Henry ; and likewiſe a daughter, Mary, who died un- 
married, His laſt will bears date © on October 20, 1600, 
42 Elizabeth, wherein he bequeathed his body to ſepulture in 
the church of Kirtling, where he was buried on * Decem.

Sir Henry North, his youngeit ſon, taking early to arms, 
was, in 20 Elizabeth, in that expedition to Norembega, un- 
der Sir Humphry Gilbert; and in 28 Elizabeth, ſerving with 
his father in the Low Country wars, he * had the honour of 
knighthood conferred on him by the Earl of Leiceſter, He 
was ſeated, firſt, at Wickhambrooke, and afterwards at 
Milden - hall, in Suffolk; and departing this life, No- 
vember 20, 1620, aged 64, was interred in the .church of 
Milden- hall. By his wife, Mary, daughter and coheir of 
Richard Knevit, Eſq; (fon and heir of Chriſtopher Knevit, 
Eſq; younger fon of Sir William Knevit, Ent.) he had three 
ſons, viz. Sir Roger, Henry, and John, who died an infant;

Sir John North (eldeſt ſon of Roger, Lord North) in 21 
Elizabeth, with other brave young men, tranſported themſelves 
(as Camden + has obſerved) into the Netherlands, to learn the 
rudiments of military diſcipline. - He was * elected, in 27 Eli- 
zabeth, one of the Knights for the county of Cambridge, as 
alſo in the two ſucceeding parliaments in the 28th and 31ſt 
years of that Queen: and, having afterwards received the ho- 
nour of knighthood, died in the life-time of his father, in 
the wars of the Netherlands, on June 5, 1597.

In 1674, at the beginning of Hilary-Term *, his Majeſty, in 
confideration of his faithful ſervices, appointed him to ſucceed 
vir John Vaughan, late Lord Chief Juſtice of the court of 
Common Pleas : Whereupon he appeared in the High Court 
Chancery ; and being ſworn Serjeant, and performing all formal

ment held in 28 Hen. VI. and left iſſue four ſons, John, Edward, 
Robert, and William Cornwallis, and a daughter Catharine, 
married to Francis Froxmer, Eſq. Ml | 
John, the eldeſt ſon, ſucceeded to the lordſhips of Broome, 
&c. but died without iſſue in the twenty-ſecond year of King 
Henry the ſeventh, 1506, as appears by his laſt will and teſta- 
ment, and the probate thereof, which bears date November 29, 
the ſame year. And, foraſmuch as it ſhews the cuſtom of thole 
times, I ſhall inſert it in his own wores: |

© Broome in the county of Suff. Squyer, being of whole mynde 
and good memory, the XVI day of Auguſt, the yere of our 
Lord God MV<,VI. make my teſtament in this wiſe.

I bequeth to the highe alltar in the 
faid churche VF, VIII, for my tiths forpotten, and other du- 
tyes neglected. Item, I bequeth to the belles of the ſaide 
ehurche of Broome XX*is. Item, I bequeth to the reparaci- 
ons of the ſaide churches of Okely XX*, Sturſton XX, and 
Thranſton XX*, to the church of Bartylleſdon XX*, in E- 
ſex. Item, I bequeth to Ellyn Barkar, my ſervant, VI'. VIII. 
Item, I bequeth to my nece, Elizabeth Froxmore, XI, and 
to hyr ſuſtenaunce LXVI VIII“; and to my nece Elizabeth 
Cornwalleys LX VI VIII; and to Agnes Faſtolfe X'?, to hit 
marriage. Item, I will and bequeth that myn executors ſhall

His brother, Edward Cornwaleys, ſucceeded to the eſtate, 
and died without iſſue four years after him, as appears by 2

This William Cornwallis, though his brethren were living 1, 


was among thoſe gentlemen of the county of Suffolk, who were 
certified in 18 Henry VII. to have an eftate ſufficient to ſupport 
the degree of a Knight of the Bath, ſeveral being to take that 
order on the creation of Henry Prince of Wales, Feb. 18, 
1502-3. And, in the fifth year of King Henry VIII. he was 
among the principal perſons of the county of Suffolk, nomi- 


nated by act of parliament, as moſt diſcreet perſons, Juſtices 


of the peace, for aſſeſſing a ſubſidy of 163 thouſand pounds, 
by a poll-tax, &c. for defraying the expence of taking Terouen- 
ne and Tournay. He took to wife Elizabeth, daughter and 
heir of John Stamford, Efq; and departed this life in Novem- 
ber, A. D. 1519, 11 Henry VIII. as his laſt will, and the 
probate thereof ſhews. EY 

By which teſtament, dated on November 8, A. D. 1519, 
the probate whereof being on the 29th following, © He orders 
his body to be buried in the church of St. Nicholas of Ockley; 
© and bequeaths III IVA to the high altar of that church, and 
« VI VIE to the high altar of the . pariſh church of Broome. 
He allo wills, that an honeſt prieſt be provided to ſing for his 
_ © foul, and all his friends fouls, in the church of Ockley, for 
| © the ſpace of one year, and that VIII mark VI VIE be given 
© him for his wages. He bequeaths to Elizabeth, his wife, the 
© manor of Bixley, with the appurtenances and purchaſed lands

belonging; and, after the deceafe of the wife of his brother 
© John, his place in London called Barones ; but that the reſi-

« yearly to the fulfilling of his will. He bequeaths legacies to 
c his daughters, Prudence, Edith, Affra, Catherine, and Do-

© ordaining the Lord Biſhop of Norwich ſuperviſor of his will, 
© and his wife Elizabeth, and Thomas Golding, Clerk, his ex-

He was buried, according to his deſire, at Ockley*, as is evi- 
dent from a grave-ſtone in the eaſt end of the chancel of the 
church, whereon is engraved the following inſcription ; but the 
time of his death is not truly ſet down:

The faid Elizabeth, his wife, lived a widow upwards of ſe- 
yenteen years, and, writing herſelf of Thrandeſton *, makes her 
will on May 3o, 1537, ordering her body to be buried in the 
chancel of the church of Thrandeſton, and ordains Thomas 
Cornwallis, Clerk, her ſecond ſon, executor. Which Thomas 
was Archdeacon of Norwich; and, beſides John Cornwalleys 
before-mentioned, ſhe had other ſons, Edward, William, and 
Francis Cornwallis of Peckham, in the pariſh of Camberwell 
in Surry, who ſucceeded his brother Edward in the place of 
Groom-Porter to Queen Elizabeth, 

John Cornwallis {eldeft fon and heir of William) was in that 
expedition in the thirteenth year of King Henry VIII. with 
the Earl of Surry, Lord High Admiral, who, after ſcouring the 
ſeas, landed at Morlaix in Bretagne “, and Mr. Cornwallis, be- 
having himſelf with great bravery in ſtorming the town, had. 
= the honour of Knighthood conferred on him by the ſaid 

About the forty-fixth year of his age *, he was by King Hen- 
ry VIII. called to be Steward of the houſhold to Prince Ed- 
ward his ſon. In which office he ſerved fix years, and departed 
this life at Aſhruge in com. Bucks, on April 23, 1544. His 
laſt will bears date on April 10, 1544, 35 Henry VIII; 
and the probat thereof on July 9, following. He firſt com- 
* mends his foul to Almighty God, and to the whole 3 
* of heaven, and his body to be buried with chriſtian burial, 
* where it ſhall pleaſe God to ſuffer him to depart this world. 
© He orders his executors to diſtribute, within one month after 
© his deceaſe, five pounds among poor houſholders within the 
* pariſhes of Broome, Ocleye, Stuſton, Thrandeſton, Yaxley, 
and other towns adjoining, wherein any of his lands lie, to 
be divided equally between them. He bequeaths to Thomas, 
* his ſon and heir, all the furniture of his houſes at Broome in 
Suffolk, Frenſe in the county of Norfolk, or elſewhere, with- 
in the realm of England; likewiſe all his cattle, corn, &e. 
upon condition that he gives to his two ſiſters, Anne and 
Mary, their double marriage apparel, according to the de- 
* gree of every ſuch perſon or perſons they ſhould marry withal.

+ bequeaths to his daughter Anne his ring with the rock ru-

b as alſo to his daughter Mary three hundred marks, to be paid 
on the day or days of their marriages; and, if one dies, 
the other to haye her portion. He gives to his daughter 
s Haſſet his wife's gown of black ſatten; and to my Lady 
s Haſſet his gilt cup with the cover, that had the two ears

< queaths to his brother Edward his gown of black damaſk 
s wealted with velvet, and furred with marterns. To his bro- 
£ ther Francis, his gown of black fattin lined with velvet; and 
£ to his brother William, ſuch of his apparel as his executors 
« ſhall think fit, and that he ſhould have an annuity of 51. for 
< life, out of his lands in Broome, payable at the four uſual 
© feaſts, as alſo his board with his ſon Thomas, or, on refuſal, 
a further annuity of 61. 13s. 4d. The reſt of all his goods, 
© moveable and immoveable, with all his manors, lands, &c, 
© in the counties of Norfolk, Suffolk, Middleſex, and London, 


he diſpoſes by deed of ſettlement on Thomas his ſon and heir; 


tand conſtitutes him, with the Lady Blennerhaflet, and John 
« Blennerhaſlet, his ſon-in-law, executors.” _ 

It further appears by the will and ſettlement, that this Sir 
John Cornwallis was a gentleman of great parts and integrity, 
an indulgent and careful father, as well as a kind maſter to his 
ſervants, and a maſter of oeconomy, as appears by the pur- 


CFhaſes therein mentioned. A noble tomb is erected to his me- 


mory in the chancel of the church of Broome, the figures of 
him and his Lady lying thereon, under an arch; he in com- 
pleat armour, with a white ſtaff in his hand, and a ſpotted 
reyhound, dun and white, couched at his feet; and, at her 
cet, à hound, ſpotted red and white, with four eſcutcheons on

Eſq *; and was father of Sir Thomas Cornwallis, Groom- 
porter to Queen Elizabeth and King James“, who died on 
November 18, 1618, leaving iſſue by Elizabeth his wife, ſe- 
cond daughter of John Molineux, of Thorp in com. Nott, 
Eſq; three ſons and one daughter. | * 

Thomas Cornwallis, eldeſt ſon of Sir John, received © the 
honour of knigthood- at Weſtminſter, on December 1, 1548, 
2 Edw. VI. and on that commotion in Norfolk, under Robert 
Ket the tanner, anno Dom. 1549 (3 Edw. VI.) bringing forces 
to the aſſiſtance of the Marquis of Northampton, at that time 
ſent to ſuppreſs thoſe rebels, behaved himſelf with great bravery 
in entering the city of Norwich, together with the Lord Shef- 
| Held, who was there lain; and Sir "Thomas, being over- power · 
ed d, was taken priſoner, and detained till the King's forces re- 
lieved him, He was © Sheriff of Norfolk and Suffolk, in 1553, 
the laſt year of the reign of that King; and coming with the 
forces of thoſe counties, to the aid of Queen Mary, who, at 
the time of the deceaſe of King Edward, was at Framlingham 
Caſtle in Suffolk, it was the principal means of advancing that 
Princeſs to the throne f. 

He was alſo very inſtrumental in ſuppreſſing Wyat's inſurrec- 
tion ?; and, with the Earl of Suſſex, and Sir Edward Haſtings, 
was commiſſioned for the tryal of Sir Thomas Wyat, who was 
beheaded on April 11, 1554. Whereupon he was ſworn d of 
her privy-council, and conſtituted Treaſurer of Calais; from 
whence he was recalled i, not full two months before the take 
ing of the ſaid town by the French, on Jan. 8, 1557-8. He 
ſerved jn parliament, in the firſt year of her reign, for Gatton

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in Surry *; and in the fourth and fifth of ww; and K 
was elected one of the Knights for the county of Suffolk. 
Dec. 25, 1557, he was made! Comptroller of the houſhold, 
on the deceaſe of Sir Robert Rocheſter, Knight of the Garter, 
being in great favour- with the Queen, who placed a ſpecial 
confidence in him, and relied on his councils. He was ſent to 
the before-mentioned Sir Thomas Wyat, at Dartford in Kent, 
to know the cauſe of his taking arms , and on that occaſion 
was alſo ſent to the Princeſs Elizabeth at Afhbridge, to acquaint 
| her with the Queen's pleaſure, that ſhe ſhould immediately re- 
pair to London. And when it was debated in council to ſend 
that Princeſs out of England, with deſign to exclude her from 
the ſucceſſion , Sir Thomas Cornwallis, by his arguments, 
diſſuading the Queen from it, alledging, that the people of 
England would take it very ill, nay, would not at all endure, 
that the next heir to the crown ſhould be conveyed out of the 
land. Nevertheleſs, on Queen Elizabeth's acceſſion to the 
crown, Nov. 17, 1558, being not of her religion“, he was 
left out of the privy-council, and removed from his place of 
Comptroller of the houſhold, which induced him to retire into 
the country v, where he rebuilt! his manſion-houſe of Brome- 
Hall; and departing this life on December 24, 16c4 (2 Jac. I.) 
in the eighty-ſixth year of his age, had ſepulture with- his an- 
ceſtors in the church at Brome. A fine marble tomb is erected 
to his memory, againſt the north wall of the chancel, whereon 
are the ſtatues of him and his Lady carved in ſtone; he in ar- 
mour, and at his feet a white buck couched, with a wreath 
about his neck of green acorns proper, wounded in his left 
ſhoulder : And at her feet is a falcon iſſuant, ſejant, out of 4 
crown, Or, This inſcription being on the tomb :

He took to wife Anne, daughter of Sir John Jerningham, of 
Somerlaytown in com. Suff. Knt. and of Bridget his wife, 
daughter of Sir Robert Drury, of Halſtede, by whom he had 
ifue two ſons, William, and Charles; as alſo three daughters, 
Elizabeth, married to Sir Thomas Kitſon, of Hengrave in com.

His ſecond ſon, Charles Cornwallis, was highly eſteemed for 
his eminent abilities. He was knighted by King James I, on 
his arrival from Scotland 4 at the Charter-Houſe, May 11, 
1603, and ſent by him Ambaſſador into Spain, where he re- 
ſided for ſome years with great reputation; and it is memorable 
of him that Francis, Lord Cottington, was brought up in his 
ſervice ”, who, from being one of the clerks, became ſo well 
qualified, that, after being employed in ſeveral weighty affairs, 
he was advanced to the dignity of a Baron of this realm. In 
the year 1610, when the houſhold of Henry, Prince of Wales, 
was eftablifhed, Sir Charles Cornwallis was conſtituted Trea- 
ſurer to his Royal Highneſs, an account of whoſe life and death 
he wrote with elegance and perſpicuity; and, departing this 
life, had ſepulture in the pariſh church of St. Giles's in the 
fields, London. By Elizabeth, his firſt wife, daughter of Tho- 
mas Farnham, of Fincham in com. Norf. he had iſſue two 
fons, William, and Thomas. The former was a moſt ingeni- 
ous gentleman, as appears by eſſays he wrote on ſeveral ſub- 
jets, wherein he has Jivelily diſplayed, with great wit and judg- 
ment, the chief characters of life; which were publiſhed after 
his death. In the year 1632 he was knighted ; and by Catha- 
rine his wife, daughter of Sir Philip Parker, of Arwarton in 
com. Suff. left jiſſue Charles his ſon and heir. The before- 
mentioned Sir Charles Cornwallis, by his ſecond wife Anne, 
daughter of Thomas Barrow, and widow of Ralph Selden, 
Eſq; had iſſue Sir Francis Cornwallis, who took to wife Eliza- 
beth, ſole daughter and heir of Sir Henry Jones, of Aber- 
marles in the county of Carmarthen, Bart, by whom he was 
father of Thomas Cornwallis, Eſq; a moſt accomplithed 
Gentleman, who married Emma, daughter of Sir Job Charl- 
ton, of Ludford in Herefordſhire, Knt. and Bart. and dying 
on July 16, 1703, left one ſon and five daughters ſurviving, 
and was buried by his grandfather, and father, in the church 
of St. Giles's, London; and a monument was erected to his 
memory on the ſouth ſide of the chancel, with an inſcription, 
which gives him a fine character. One of his daughters, 
Frances, was ſecond wife to Sir Charles Lloyd, of Milfield in 
the county of Cardigan, Knt. and Bart. father to the late Sir 
Charles, and likewiſe of Sir Lucius - Chriſtianus Lloyd, Barts, 
Which Emma, ſurviving him, was married ſecondly to Dr. 

John Robinſon, Biſhop of London.

embarking with Robert Devereux, Earl of Eſſex, in his expedi- 


tion againſt the rebels in Ireland, A. D. 1599 *, was, for his 
ſervices in that kingdom, knighted at Dublin, on Auguſt 5, 
the ſame year. He had to his firſt wife Lucy, eldeſt daughter 
and coheir of John Nevill, Lord Latimer, and of Lucy his 
wife, daughter to Henry, Earl of Worceſter, by whom he had 
iſſue * William, who died young, A. D. 1565, and was buried 
at Hengrave, as a e in that church ſhews. Alſo 
Thomas, ſecond ſon, and four daughters; Frances, married 
to Sir Edward Withipole, Knt. Elizabeth, wedded to Thomas 
Sands, Eſq; Catharine, to Richard Farmer, Eſq; and Anne, 
2d wife to Archibald Campbell, 7th Earl of Argyle v. By his 
ſecond wife, Jane, daughter of Hercules Mewtas, Eſq; who 
ſurvived him, and was afterwards the wife of Sir Nathanael 
Bacon, of Culford in Suffolk, Knight of the Bath, he had 
Hue Frederick Cornwallis, who, for his eminent ſervices, was 
created Lord Cornwallis ; but his father, Sir William, was ſuc- 


ceeded in the greateſt part of his eſtate by Thomas, his fon and

der the title of Straffordians, He retired with his Majeſty, 
and fat among thoſe members © aſſembled at Oxford, in Jan. 
1643-4 ; about which time, Elizabeth, his firſt Lady, departing 
this life, was buried in Chriſt-church in that city,

Oxon. June 30, 1644, where! he reſcued the Lord ee, 
then taken priſoner by the rebels. And, when all places h 
ſurrendered to the parliament, and his eſtate was ſequeſtered, 
he followed King Charles II. in his exile; was in his triumphant 
entry through his city of London, May 29, 1660, and the 
next day was declared Treaſurer of his Majeſty's houſhold, and 
{worn of his privy-council *. On the death of Nicholas Bacon, 
he was that year choſen member for Ipſwich. On Saturday in 
the afternoon, on April 20, 1661, three days before his Ma- 
jeſty's coronation, he was created, with other noble perſons, in 
the Banqueting-room at Whitehall, a Baron of the realm by 
the title of Lord Cornwallis, of Eye in com. Suff. © having (as 
the f preamble to the patent ſets forth) from his youth with 
© great fidelity, ſerved King Charles the firſt, in court and 
© camp, for which he ſuffered the loſs of his eſtate, impriſon- 
ment, and exile; and, in teſtimony of the high eſteem his 
£ Majeſty had of his merits, he advanced him to the ſaid degree 
and dignity.” | | 

But ſoon after he departed this life, dying ſuddenly of an 
apopleQick fit, on January 31, 1661-2, generally lamented,

F the name of Yorke, there have been ſeveral eminent 

perſons ; and King George II, taking into conſideration 
the great abilities and merits of Sir Philip Yorke, Knt. Lord 
Chief Juſtice of England, and the faithful ſervices performed 
by him to his royal father, and himſelf, was pleaſed to create 
bim a Baron of Great Britain, by the ſtile and title of Lord 
Hardwicke, Baron of Hardwicke, in the county of Glouceſter, 
to him and the heirs male of his body. 

His Lordſhip, after a well-grounded education in Claflical 
learning, which he retained and cultivated amidft his moſt la- 
borious and higheſt employments, applied himſelf to the ſtudy 
of the law in the Middle Temple, with ſuch ſucceſs, that, when 
29 years of age, he attained the office of Sollicitor-General. 
He ſerved in three parliaments whilſt a commoner : firſt for the 
borough of Lewes in Suſſex, in April 1719 ; and in the two ſuc- 
ceeding parliaments for Seaford, On March 23, 1719-20, he 
was appointed Sollicitor-General to the ſame King ; and on June 
13, 1720, received the honour of knighthood. On Jan. 31, 
1723-4, he was conſtituted Attorney-General, in which office he 
was continued by his late Majeſty, till October 31, 1733» on 
which day he took upon him the degree of a Serjcant at Law; 
and by writ patent, under the great ſeal, bearing teſt the ſame 
day, his Majeſty was pleaſed to conſtitute him Lord Chief- 
Juſtice of the court of King's-Bench, and to create him a Ba- 
ron of Great Britain, as before-mentioned, by letters patent, 
dated, at Weſtminſter, November 23 following. In that year 
he was choſen a Governor of the Charter-Houſe. On Februa- 
ry 21, 1736-7, his Majeſty, in council, delivered the Great 
deal to his Lordſhip, whereupon the oath of Lord High Chan- 
cellor of Great Britain was, by his Majeſty's command, admi- 
niſtered to him, and his Lordſhip took his place at the board 
accordingly, On May 12, 1740, he was nominated one of 
the Lords Juſtices for the adminiſtration of the government 
during his Majeſty's abſence : alſo on April 21, 1743; and 
in 1745. In 1746, he was appointed Lord High- Steward of 
England, for the trials of the Earls of Kilmarnock and Cro- 
martie, and Lord Balmerino; and in 1747, for the trial of 
Lord Lovat. In 1748 he was again one of the Lords Juſtices: 
and on July 31, 1749, unanimoully choſen High-Steward of the 
univerſity of Cambridge, on the reſignation of the Duke of 
Newcaſtle, who was elefted Chancellor; and the year after 
was again one of the Lords Juſtices. Alſo on March 30, 1752, 
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his Lordſhip was appointed one of the Lords Juſtices for the 2d. 
"miniſtration of the government, whilſt the King viſited hi; 
German dominions. And his Majeſty, taking into conſiders. 
tion his long and eminent ſervices, was pleaſed to advance him 
to the titles of * Viſcount Royſton, and Earl of Hardwicke, 
by letters patent, bearing date April 2, 1754. His Lordſhip 
married Margaret, one of the daughters of Charles Cocks, df 
the city of Worceſter, Eſq; and of Mary his wife, eldeſt ſiſter 
of John, Lord Sommers, Lord High Chancellor of England in

: The tad and Honourable James Yorke, ordained at 
Cambridge in April 1754; and foon after, on a vacancy, made 
a Prebend of Briſtol, and Rector of Great Horſley in Eſſex. 
He was, in July, 1756, made Canon of Windſor ; and, on 
January 23, 1762, was promoted to the Deanry of Lincoln. 
On June 29, 1762, he wedded ——, daughter of Dr. Iſaac 
Maddox, late Biſhop of Worceſter, and by her has a ſon ——, 
born on May 12, 1764. 

His Lordſhip's two daughters were, Lady Elizabeth, who 
was married to George * Anſon, and died on June 1, 1760; 
and Lady Margaret, wedded in 1749 to Gilbert Heathcote, 
Eſq; ſon and heir of Sir John Heathcote, of Normanton in 
Rutlandſhire, Bart. 

His Lordſhip departed this life, in the 74th year of his age, 
at his houſe in Groſvenor-ſquare, London, on Tueſday, March 
b, 1764, at a quarter after three in the afternoon ; and, on the 
25th of that month, his corpſe was buried, near that of his 
Counteſs, at Wimple in Cambridgeſhire. On the day after 
his death, there appeared an account of his Lordſhip's offices 
and promotions (already taken notice of) with this character *: 
— © The reputation, with which he filled that feat of judica- 
ture [the King's-Bench] could only be equalled by that with 
which he afterwards diſcharged the office of Lord High- 
Chancellor, when called to it on the deceaſe of Lord Talbot, 
© in Februacy, 1736-7: and it is no ſmall evidence of the ac - 
© knowledged abilities and integrity, with which he preſided in 
the court of Chancery, that, daring the ſpace of near twenty 
© years, in which he ſar there, a period longer than that any of

& his predeceſſors, ſince Lord Chancellor Egerton, only three 
*© of his decrees were appealed from, and thoſe afterwards con- 
© firmed by the Houſe of Lords. His reſignation of the Great 
Seal, in November, 1756, gave an univerſal concern to the 
s nation, however divided at that time in other reſpects ; but 
he till continued to ſerve the public in a more private ſtation, 
© with an unimpaired vigour of mind, which he enjoyed even 
© under a long and ſevere indiſpoſition, till his lateſt moments, 
© His talents, as a ſpeaker in the ſenate,” as well as on the 
bench, have left too ſtrong an impreſhon to need being di- 
+ lated upon; and thoſe, as a writer, were ſuch as might be 
expected from one, who had early diſtinguiſhed himſelf in 
that character in The Spectator. His private virtues, amiable. 
neſs of manners, and extent and variety of knowledge, were 
as much eſteemed and admired, by thoſe who had the honour 
and happineſs of his acquaintance, as his ſuperior abilities 
were by the nation in general. In his public character, wi. 
dom, experience, probity, temper, candour, and moderation, 
were fo happily united, that his death, in the then fituation 
of affairs, was reckoned a loſs to his country as unſcaſonable 
as important.” 
. His Lordſhip, at the time of his deceaſe, beſides being a Pri- 
vy-counſellor, was High-Steward of the univerfity of Can- 
bridge, Fellow of the 3 Society, Doctor of Laws, one cf 
the Truſtees of the Britiſh Muſæum, one of the Governors af 
w_ . the Charter-houſe, 2d Vice-preſident of St. George's Hoſpital, 
— 11 and Recorder of Dover, the place of his nativity. 
* His eldeſt fon, Philip, now Earl of Hardwicke, on Decem- 
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ber 14, 1738, was appointed one of the Tellers of the Exche- 

| quer; and, on May 22, 1740, was married to the Lady Jemi- 
1 na Campbell, only daughter of John, new Earl of Breadalbin, 
6 by the Lady Amabel Grey, eldeſt daughter and coheir of Heng 
de Grey, late Duke of Kent, by whom he has two daughters, 
Lady Amabel, born on Jan. 22, 1750-1, and Lady Jemimy 
| born on Feb. g, 1756. Their mother, by deſcent from his Grace 
1 the ſaid Duke of Kent, is Baroneſs Lucas, of Crudwell. His Lord- 
| ſhip was returned a member for Reygate, in the parliament fum- 
moned to meet on June 25, 1741; as allo in the ſucceeding pu- 
liament, which fat firſt on buſineſs Nov. 12, 1747 ; but, be 
ing then choſe for Cambridgeſhire, he made his election tor 
that county, and continued to ſerve for the ſame till he tuc- 
ceeded to the peerage on the death of his father, on March 6, 
1764. Having been preſent at Cambridge, at the inſtalment 
of his Grace the Duke of Newcaftle, Chancellor of the Uni 
verſity, he, on Monday after, July 3, 1749, was admitted t 
the degree of Doctor of Laws.

*AVING in part treated of his Lordſhip's anceſtors, 

under the title of Fane, Earl of Weſtmorland ; and 
therein ſhewed the original name to be Vane, 'and when it va- 
ried, &c. and obſerved, hat from Richard Fane, Eſq; the 
Earl of Weſtmorland derived his deſcent ; and that John, his 
brother, was anceſtor to the preſent Earl of Darlington, and 
ſon (as I have by undoubted evidence proved) of John V ane, 
Kiq; who firſt took the name of Fane, and died in 13 Hen. VII, 
as by his laſt will and teſtament, and the probate thereof, ap- 
pears 3 wherein he writes himſelf John Fane, of Tunbridge, 


7 ſhall now proceed to treat of the ſaid John his ſon; which 
John alſo wrote his name Fane; and his father, by his ſaid will, 
left him the lands and tenements called Hollynden ; and other 
lands aſſigned to him by deed of fee-ſimple, bearing date on 
April 1, preceding the making of the ſaid will. Alſo by the 
gift of Henry Fane of Hadloe, his elder brother, who died 
without iſſue (as I have ſhewn under the title of Weſtmorland) 
he had his lands lying in Great Peckham in Kent; and, after 
the deceaſe of Allice, the wife of the ſaid Henry Fane, all the 
lands that ſhe held in jointure. And, by the entail on him of 
the manor and manſion of Hadloe, with the lands thereunto 
belonging, was poſſeſſed thereof in 4 Edw. VI. when Sir Ralph 
Vane was beheaded, leaving no iſſue. The time of his deceaſe 
I do not find: but“ by Joan his wife, daughter and coheir of 
Edward Haute, Eſq; he had two ſons, Henry, and Richard, 
© both mentioned in the will of their uncle Henry Fane, Eg; 
in 25 Hen. VIII. alſo another fon, Thomas, of Winchellc:, 
recited in the will of Henry, his brother, as will hereafter ap- 


ar. 
Which Henry Fane, his eldeſt fon, was wrote of Hadloe, 
Eſq; After the deceaſe of his father, he was unwarily drawn 
into that inſurrection under Sir Thomas Wyat, to prevent tie 
marriage of Queen Mary with Philip Prince of Spain, On his 
defeat he was committed prifoner to the Tower, on February 
7; but, his youth being conſidered, he was among thoſe that 
had their pardon, and was releaſed out of the Tower on March 
24 following, He was educated in the reformed religion,

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the whole family being early profeſſors of it; and his kinſman, 
Thomas Fane, Elq; (after knighted) father of Francis, firſt 
Earl of Weſtmorland, was alſo in Wyat's rebellion, and a 
warrant ſent to the ſheriff of Kent for his execution with three 
others ©: but the Queen, at her manor of St. James, on March 
18, 1554, in the firſt year of her reign, ſent orders to Stephen 
(Gardiner) Biſhop of Wincheſter, Chancellor of England, to 
cauſe writs of ſuperſedeas, to the Sheriff of Kent, not to pro- 
ceed to his execution, having compaſſion on his youth. On the 
acceſſion of Queen Elizabeth to the throne, the ſaid Henry was 
returned for the Cinque Port of Winchelſea in Kent, to her 
rſt parliament, which began to fit at Weſtminſter, Januar 
23, 1558-9, and held till May 8, 1559, when it was Solved, | 
Afterwards the Queen did not call a new parliament till the 
fifth year of her reign, which fat at Weſtminſter from Janu 
10, 1562-3, till April 10 following, when it was diſſolved. 
In that parliament & he was again returned for Winchelſea, 
when his abilities were fo conſpicuous, that he was one of the 
leading members of the houſe of Commons, as their journals 
ſhew. | 

He had ever been a ſteady aſſertor of the reformed religion, 
and his laſt will and teſtament ſhews his piety, learning, and 
refined qualities: which, containing ſome remarkable particulars, - 
I choſe to inſert part of it in his own words : | 

„The one and twentieth day of January, in the twentieth

ly experience, that nothing is more certain than death, and 
© the return of all fleſh into duſt from whence it came: and 
© yet is there nothing more uncertain than the time or place, 
* when and how it is the pleaſure of the Almighty to call; and 
© therefore a thing both expedient and moſt neceſſary for all 
men to provide themſelves, and be ever in readineſs ; firſt 
towards God, by hearty and unfeigned repentance, and true 
faith in him; and then to the world, by due ſatisfaction and 
© reconcilement, whereinfoever our conſcience appealeth as guil- 
© ty; and alfo forgiving our brothers, as we defire our heaven- 
© ly father to forgive us: and laſtly, to the intent that we ma 
© leave and eſtabliſh peace and love amongſt all men, and el.

Wherefore I the ſaid Hen- 
ry Fane, being in good and perfect memory, thanked be ty 
God, and often revolving theſe and other juſt and good cauſes 
and conſiderations, have thought it convenient, at this preſent 
time, to make, declare, and tiniſh, this my laſt will and tei- 
tament, in manner and form following, VIZ, 
© In the name of God, Amen. I Henry Fane do confeſs 
and proteit myſelf a moſt grievous and penitent ſinner, truſt- 
ing to be ſaved by the death and paſſion of my Redeemer Je- 
ſus Chriſt, of whom only I crave, and faithfully hope to re- 
ceive, all forgiveneſs through his mercy and grace; and there- 
fore yield and commit my:elf, both body and foul), into his 
ommpotent hands, both now and ever, Amen. Alſo my 
will is, that my body ſhall be buried in ſuch order, time, 
and place, as ſhall ſeem beſt to my executor and overſeers, or 
any of them, to whom, in like fort, I grant authority to give 
to the poor people of Hadlowe ſuch money as they ſhall 
think meete. Alſo I give and bequeath to my dear friend, 
my Lady Elin Somerſet, a ring with a Turky Itone therein, 
now in the cuitody of my coulin Mary Aſhburnham, de eſiring 
my Lady to keep and wear it for my fake. Alſo I will to my 
couſin Thomas Fane, of Buſton, her huſband, my damaſſ 
own, deſiring him to accept and wear it for my fake, Alſo 
will to William Mauley, my ſervant, three pounds yearly, 
out * my lands in Hadlowe, for io many years as he ſhall 
ſerve my ſon Henry.“ 
After which, he bequeaths to Henry Fane, his nephew, ſon 
of his brother ichen Fane, an annuity out of his lands, &c. 
in Hadlowe, during his life; then bequeaths to his ſon Hen- 

Fane, when he accompliſhes: the age of twenty-two years, 
and to his heirs for ever, all his manors, lands, tenements, &c. 
and, if he deceaſed without heirs of his body, he then entaileth 
them on his nephew Thomas Fane, ſon of his brother "I'homas 
Fane, of Winchelſea, and 0 the heirs. male of his body; in 
default, to his brother Richard Fane, and the heirs of his body, 
Aſter which he thus expreſſes himſelf : 

* Allo my will, deſire, and requeſt is, that it will pleaſe the

Alſo my will and mind is, that as well my leaſe that 
T have of Sir John Rivers, Ent. of part of the parſonage of 
Hadlowe, as alſo all other my leaſes, writings, and evidences, 
plate, houſhold furniture, whatſoever, ſhall entire]. remain 
to be in the cuſtody of my couſin Thomas Fane, of Buſton, 
whom I make my overſeer, unti! my ſaid fon ſhall attain 
to the age of two and twenty years : at which time my will 
is, that he ſhall redeliver them, with a juſt and true account 
(all his reaſonable charges allowed and deducted) to my faid

«© Fane all the money he oweth me. FinMly, I ordain my 
« ſon Henry my ſole and only executor, &c.“ 

The probate bears date cn February 4, 1582, when Henry 
Fane, his fon, adminiſtered. 

The inquifition, taken at Deptford, after his deceaſe, i ſhews, 
that be died two years after he made his will, viz, on June 11, 
in 22 Elizabeth, and that Henry, his ſon and heir, was then 
twenty years of age and more, and married to Mary, only 
daughter and heir of Thomas Fane, of Buſton, Eſq; the over- 
ſeer of his father's will, His mother, Elizabeth, daughter of 
—  Godfalve, Eſq; died before his father, leaving him the 
ſaid Henry ſurviving. 
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Which Henry Fane, of Hadlowe, Eſq; was likewiſe a judi- 
cious and accompliſhed gentleman. His wife Mary, before- 
) mentioned, died without leaving iſſue by him; & fo that, in 27 
, Elizabeth, he took to his ſecond wife Margaret, daughter of 
1 Roger T'wiſden, of Eaſt-Peckham in Kent, Eſq. In 1588, 
the memorable year of the Spaniſh invaſion, he repaired. to the 
n camp at Tilbury, with the aid of his friends and dependants, 
. t1e county of Kent having ſupplied a hundred and fifty horſe, 
1- and five thouſand foot, which was more than any other coun- 
3, ty, except Middleſex, did. Having been thereby ſeaſoned in a 
c. military life, he had a command in thoſe forces ſent to the aſ- 
th ſtance of Henry IV, the French King, particularly in 1595, 
as when, before he embarked, he made his will, dated on Sep- 
in tember 4, the ſame year. And that he was in France the year 
ly, alter, is evident from the codicil to his will, which bears date 
at Roan, on Oꝗgober 13, 1596; and, that he died there the 
he day after, the inquiſition ſhews, taken on his deceaſe, as cuſ- 
al- tomary in thoſe times.

Writing himſelf of Hadlowe in the county of Kent, Eſq; he 
recites : That ſince it hath pleaſed God, of his great mercy 
and love, to bleſs me, and Margaret my now wife, with four 
children; that is to ſay, two fons and two daughters already 
born, and the fifth child likely to be born, if- it pleaſe the 
Lord to ſend my wife ſafe deliverance ; my will and meaning 
is, according to the warrant and commandment of the Lord, 
to the good King Hezekiath, pronounced by the mouth of 
the prophet Iſaiah, That he ſhould, before his death, put his 
baue in order; my meaning is, I ſay, to provide for my ſaid 
wife and children, and to order and diſpoſe of my goods and 
lands; and being now of good and perfect memory, do make, 
declare, and finiſh this my laſt will and teſtament, in man- 
ner and form following. In the name of God, Amen, my 
will is, that my body ſhall be buried in ſuch order, time, 
and place, as ſhall ſeem beſt to my executor and overleers, 
Alſo my will is, that my moſt dear and entirely beloved Tho- 
mas Fane, of Buſton, Eſq; father to my firſt wife while ſhe 
lived, and Roger Twiſden, of Peckham, Eſq; my dear and 
well-beloved father-in-law, whom I conſtitute overſeers of 
this my laſt will and teſtament ; that they, the ſaid Thomas, 
and Roger, ſhall take, or cauſe to be taken, after my deccaſe, 
a true inventory of all my plate, houſhold-ſtuff, and furni- 
ture of houſhold, at Hadlowe, and ſhall equally and indiffe- 
. rently, according to their diſcretions, divide them between 
Margaret, my well beloved wife, and Henry Fane, my ſon. 
All the reſt of my goods, &c. I bequeath to the ſaid Marga- 
ret my wife, whom I make my ſole executrix. And my will 
is, that Thomas Fane, and Roger T wiſden, overſeers of 
my will, ſhall receive and employ two parts of all the pro- 
fits of my rents, of all and ſingular my manors, lands, &c, 
within the realm of England (my wife's jointure excepted) 
and divide into three equal parts : firſt for the payment of my 
debts, next ſatisfying my legacies and funeral, then for the 
bringing up and education of all my children: laſtly, for 
the neceſlary repairing of all my houſes, and for the defence 
of my manors, lands, &c. if any queſtion or controverly 
s ſhould be unjuſtly moved.” | 

After which he wills, that his ſaid wife ſhall dwell in his 
manſion-houſe of Hadlowe, till his ſon Henry accompliſh the | 
full age of twenty-one years, and have the occupation of the 
lands thereunto belonging. He bequeaths, to each of his two 
daughters, Eleanor and Elizabeth, four hundred pounds at their ö 
marriage, or at twenty-one years: and if the child his wife go- 
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eth on be a daughter, four hundred pounds; but if a ſon, an 
annuity of forty-marks a year, to him and his heirs for ever, to 
be paid out of all his lands lying in Hadlowe. He bequeaths 
to his ſon, Ralph Fane, all thoſe lands called by the name of 
Stiles, purchaſed of Thomas Darell, of Scotney, Eſq; to him 
and his heirs for ever: but that his overſeers ſhall have two parts 
of his ſaid lands, till Henry, his ſon and heir, ſhall attain the 
age of twenty-one years, and then deliver up the writings to 
him, and his heirs for ever. ; 

Finally, he bequeaths to the ſaid Henry, his ſon and heir, 
all the reſidue of his manors, lands, &c, whatſoever in England, 
together with the reverſion of the faid parts appointed to his 
ſaid overſeers. And by a codicil, dated at Roan, October 13, 
1596, whereunto Thomas Milles, Percival Hart, and Edward 
Ruſſel, were witneſſes, he recites, That whereas he is indebt- 
© ed to his loving and kind father-in-law, Thomas Fane, Efqz 
© in two hundred pounds, whereof one hundred he hath no 
© ſpeciality; and to his loving couſin Richard Fane, in two 
© hundred marks, for the which he hath no ſpeciality ; and to 
© his couſin Henry Fane, brother to the ſaid Richard, in twen- 
* ty-two pounds, for the which he hath alſo _ to ſhew z 
© he orders his overſeers to diſcharge thoſe ſums.” The probate 
bears date May 4, 1597, and Margaret, his relict, had admi- 


niſtration granted to her, 


By the inquiſition taken at Greenwich, on November 13, 
28 Ls. after his deceaſe , the jury found that he died at 
Roan in France, on October 14 laſt; and that Henry was his 
ſon and heir (by Margaret his wife, daughter of Roger 'T wiſ- 
den, of Eaſt-Peckham, Eſq; whom he married in 27 Eliz.) 
and of the age of ſeven years, on February 18 laſt, and Ralph 
Fane, his ſecond ſon; and that he died ſeized, beſides his ma- 
nor and manſion of Hadlowe, &c. of the manors of Shipbourne, 
alias Shibborne, with the appurtenances, parcel of the priory 
of Dartford, in Shibborne and Wrotcham ; of Shibborne, 
alias Piddenham, parcel of the priory of Tunbridge, with the 
rectory of the chapel of Shibborne, parcel of the priory of St. 
John's of Jeruſalem in England; of the manors of Goodins, 
alias Fromonds; Crowbery, alias Crowebery ; and of Canin- 
ſton, alias Cawnftcons ; all in Kent, and deſcended to the ſaid 
Henry his fon and heir, 

Which Henry aſſumed the ancient name of his anceſtors, 
writing himſelf Henry Vane, and his poſterity have continued 
ſo to do ever ſince. He had the honour of knighthood conferred 
on him, in the ſeventcenth year of his age, by King James I. , 
at Whitehall, on March 28, 1611 ; after which he improved

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himſelf by travel, and a knowledge of the foreign languages. 
In 12 King James I. he was returned one of the members ” for 
the city of Carliſle, in that parliament which began at Weſt- 
minſter, April 5, 1614, and continued till June, when it was 
diſſolved. He was alſo elected for the ſame city , to the ſuc- 
ceeding parliament, which met at Weſtminſter, January 30, 
1620, 18 Jac. I. and held till March 27, when” it was ad- 
journed to April 17, and held te June 4, and then adjourned 
to November 14, and diſſolved February 8, 1621. In theſe 
parliaments his abilities were ſo conſpicuous, as alſo his affec- 
tion to the royal family, that King James made him Cofferer 
to his ſon Charles Prince of Wales, on the eſtabliſhment of his 
houſhold ; and was continued in the ſaid office by King Charles 
I. on his acceſſion to the throne, who ſent him to notify, ta the 
States of Holland, the death of his royal father ; from whence 
he returned in June, 1625 . Sir Edward Cecil (after Viſcount 
Wimbleton) in a letter to Secretary Conway, dated from the 
Hague, June 2, 1625, gives this account: © The wind, as 
s Ur holds contrary, which hath made me ſend this by Sir

He was, before his return into England, viz. May 30, 1625, 
1 Car.

And, King Charles I, when Prince of Wales, being in want 
of money, he borrowed, in the twenty-ſecond year of his ſa- 
ther's reign, twenty thouſand pounds, whereof Sir Henry Vane 


t was bound for four thouſand pounds, part of it, to George 


Huxley, Eſq. Alſo on another loan of twenty thouſand pounds, 
he was, with Sir Henry Hobart, Lord Chief Juſtice, and 
Chancellor to the Prince, and others, bound for the payment 


thereof. Likewiſe in a third loan, Sir Henry, and others, were 


bound for twenty-three thouſand pounds. Whereupon King 
Charles I, on July 20, 1625, the firſt year of his reign, pro- 
miſes to ſec the ſame diſcharged ; and, for the further ſecurity of 


the perſons engaged therein, makes over to them divers honours, 


manors, &c. for ninety-nine years, giving the ſaid Sir Henry 
Vane, and them, power to receive the rents and iſſues of the

ſurer to pay what ſhall be wanting thereof, 


In King Charles I's parliament, which began to fit on June 


21, 1625 *, and held till July 11, when it was adjourned to 


Oxford, Auguſt 1, where fitting till the 12th following, and 
then diſſolved, Sir N. Vane was choſe “ both for the bo- 
rough of Leſtwithiel in Cornwall, and for the city of Carliſle; 
and ſerved in every parliament after to the time of his deceaſe *, ; 
being elected for Thetford in Norfolk, Wilton in Wiltſhire, 
and tor the county of Kent. 

On Auguſt 12, in the ſaid firſt year of the King, bearing 
the title of Cofferer of the Houſhold, he / was commiſſioned, 
with the Earls of Berkſhire and Monmouth, and. Sir Francis 
Cottington, for governing, demiſing, and diſpoſing of the King's 
cuſtomary lands within the duchy of Cornwal, and all other 
manors, &c. he had before his acceſſion to the crown, paſſed 
over for the payment of ſuch debts they ſtood engaged for; but, 
ſome doubt ariſing, whether they could agree tor leaſes of the 
demeſne lands, parcel of the ſaid duchy, the King, by a new 
commiſſion, bearing date February 20 following, impowers 
them to diſpoſe of all honours, caſtles, manors, &c. parcel of 
the ſaid duchy, or annexed thereto, and of all the revenues, &c. 
ariſing therefrom, except the coinage and cuitoms, &c. of 
Tin (within the counties of Cornwal and Devon) for the pay- 
ment of the ſaid debts. He was likewiſe the fame year in 
commiſſion with James Ley, Earl of Marlborough, Lord Trea- 
ſurer, Henry Montagu, Earl of Mancheſter, Lord Preſident of 
the Council, William Herbert, Earl of Pembroke, Lord Steward, 
Philip Herbert, Earl of Montgomery, Lord Chamberlain, Sir 
John Cook, principal Secretary of State, and Sir Richard Wel- 
ton, Chancellor of the Exchequer, to take a ſurvey of the ward- 
robe, in all the King's caſtles, houſes, &c. 3 

On July 24, 1630, 6 Car. I. bearing the * title of Comp- 


troller of the King's Houſhold, and of his Privy-council, he 


was in commiſſion, with others of the council, to put in exe- 
cution the laws relating to the buildings in Weſtminſter and 
London, according to the King's proclamation. Alſo, on Oc- 
tober 2 following, was in commiſſion vo, with Henry Earl of 
Mancheſter, Lord Privy-Seal, Edward Earl of Dorſet, Sir 
Thomas Edmonds, Treaſurer of the Houſhold, and the two 
Secretaries of State, to examine the records, &c. in cuſtody of

Likewiſe, on January 5, the ſame year, he * was in com- 
miſſion with George Abbot, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and 
others, for relieving the poor; and were impowered to enquire 
into the execution of the ſtatutes relating thereto, and the em- 
ployment of lands, goods, and monies _ for charitable uſes, 
the training up of youth in trades, ard repreſſing drunkenneſs, 
idleneſs, &c. | 

On April 10, 1631, 7 Car. I. he © was, with the Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, and others, commiſſioned to give orders, and 
take into their care the reparations of the cathedral church of 
St. Paul, London: and, on May 6 following, was in com- 
miſſion * with ſeveral of the Peers, to hear and examine all 

ueſtions and controverſies, &c. that ſhall ariſe about the juriſ- 

diction of any of the courts eccleſiaſtical or civil, or any of the 
courts of juſlice, or betwixt the Judges and Officers of the 
courts of judicature, in any matter or cauſe concerning juriſ- 
diction, and to determine the ſame. 

On September 20, the fame year *, the King, in conſidera- 
tion of the prudence, faith, and induſtry, he repoſes in his well-

troller of his Houſhold, commiſſions him to renew the treaty 
of friendſhip and confederacy with Chriſtian IV. King of Den- 
mark. Alſo by another commiſſion, bearing date the fame day 
and year, he was impowered to treat and conclude on a firm 
peace and confederacy with Guſtavus Adolphus King of Swe- 
den, and the German Princes in alliance with him. The Mar- 
quis of Hamilton that year went over to the King of Sweden's 
aſſiſtance, with ſix thouſand men, and Sir Henry Vane was 
ordered to confer with him. He met the Marquis at Wurtz. 
burg in October i, and, being admitted to an audience of the 
King of Sweden at Frankfort, January 20 — 
him to undertake the reſtitution of the King of mia, 
Elector Palatine, to his eſtates and dignities : but, the Swediſh 
monarch anſwered, © That he could not, without having war 
« with France and Bavaria; nor would undertake ſuch war, 
© unleſs the King of England would enter into an alliance with 
«© him againſt the Spaniards.” However, it was concerted, that 
on the King of Bohemia's arrival in the Swediſh Camp, where 
he was ſpeedily expected, the Chancellor of Sweden, and Sir 
Henry, the Engliſh Ambaſſador, ſhould enter into treaty on 
that ardent affair; which, on his arrival, came to no effect. 
Sir Henry Vane, intent on the ſubject of his embaſly, follow- 
ed the King of Sweden in his marches through Germany, and 
left no means uneſſayed to prevail on him to reſtore the King of 
Bohemia ta his dominions in the Pelatinate 3 but the Swede, 
fluſhed with victory, inſiſted on terms that could not be yielded 
to with honour. Sir Henry had his laſt audience of that ſur-. 
ceſsful Prince * about the middle of July, 1632, when all that 
he could obtain from him was, That he ſhould hold his ecuntry as 
a dinative of the King of Sweden, and make no martial levies, or 
league or article with any other Prince, without his conſent. 
at, during the war, he ſhould furniſh him with what forces he 
could raiſe and pay, and put two of his chiefefl towns in his hands, 
for performing of the covenants. terms Sir Henry Vane” 
_— ſo diſhonourable, that, expoſtulating with the King of 
Sweden, on the hardſhips of them, they both parted in heat, 
and the treaty broke off. But his conduct therein was fo ſatiſ- 
factory to his own ſovereign, who fo far approved of his Am- 
baffador's carriage, that he ſent letters to the King of Sweden, 
charging him with obſtructing the league between them, and 
recalled Sir Henry Vane, and ordered the Marquis of Hamilton 
to return home with his forces. |

another letter, dated February 6, 1639, his Lordſhip ac-

Soon aſter the Ling s arrival at London, the fatal 858 par- 


liament met, viz. on Toviritbef 3.1640. Our biftorians have 
ſe largely diſcourſed of the grievances! complained of in that 
parliament, that it is needleſs to mention any of the proceed- 
ings here. Sir Henry Vane continued ſo far in the King's fa- 
vour, that, when William Juxon, Lord Biſhop. of London, 
humbly beſought the King to reſign the office of Lord High 
Treaſurer, his Majeſty, on May 18, 1641, conſtituted * Sir 
woes, Vane Treaturer of the Houſhold, and Principal Secre- 

tary of State, with the Lord Keeper Litfleton, Henry Earl of 
Mancheſter, Lord Privy-Seal, and two others, Commiſſioners 
for executing the ſeveral offices of Treaſurer of the Exchequer, 
and Chancellor of the Exchequer. And on Auguit 9 follow- 
lowing, on his Majeſty's taking a journey into — he 
conſtituted his Privy-Council' (whereof Sir Henry Vane was 
one) Regents of the > Einodom, during his abſence, and to take 
care ſor the fafety-of his deareſt conſort the Queen, his deareft 
ſon Prince Charles, and the reſt of his royal children, and to 
defend them from all inſurrections, &c. 

Vet not long after, on Sir Henry Vane's appearing in the pro- 
ſecution of the Earl of Strafford, the King was ſo offended, 4

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that he removed him from his places of Treaſurer of his Houſ- 
hold, and alſo from being Secretary of State, tho', in the pa- 
tent granting that office to him, he was to hold it during life, 
And thereupon the Parliament, when they raiſed their, army, 
and publiſhed their declaration, avowed, it was only * for the 
© defence of the King's perſon, and the religion, liberties, and 
© laws of the Kingdom, and for thoſe, who for their ſakes, an 
© for thoſe ends, had obſerved their orders. That, by the inſti- 
« gation of evil counſellors, the King had raiſed an army of pa- 
* piſts, by which he intended to awe and deſtroy the Parlia- 
© ment, Ke. and the putting out the Earl of Nouba 
Sir Henry Vane, and others, &c. from their ſeveral places 
© and employments, were ſufficient and ample evidences thereof. 

It does not appear that he was concerned in any meaſures 
againſt the King, but continued in London, without acting in 
the rebellion. And on December 1, 1645, the Parliament, 
debating on propoſitions of peace with the King, voted, that 
it be recommended to his Majeſty to create Sir Henry Vane, 


ſenior, a Baron of the Kingdom. He lamented the unhappy» 


fate of the nation in thoſe times of confuſion, and was not la 
any commiſſion or employment under the Parliament, In July, 
1645, his caſtle of Raby * was ſurprized by the King's forces 
from Bolton caſtſe; but were again cloſe blocked up by forces 
raiſed by Sir George Vane his Bn. Before the cruel murder of 
the King, he retired to his ſeat at Raby caſtle, neither be nor 
his ſons being concerned therein, but oppoſed it all that Iay in 


their power. The Earl of Clarendon is more ſevere in his cha- 


rater of Sir Henry Vane, than can evidently be made out. 
The actions that I have recited of him, by unqueſtionable au- 
thorities, Mew, he was in commiſhons with the greateſt men of 
the nation, and at the head of all affairs, a ſure 1 of his emi- 
nent abilities; and the Earl ſays, -in his judgment, He bed the 
government, both in church and late. As to what his Lordſhip 
obſerves, of his growing at laſt into the hatred and contempt of 
thoſe who had made moſt uſe of him, and died in untver {al re- 
proach z it may more juſtly be repreſented, that he ſaw the vile 
uſe they made of their power, and, contemning them, choſe re- 
tirement. He lived to the latter end of the year 1654 *, when 
he departed this life, at his ſeat at Raby-Caſtle, in the ſixty- 
ninth year of his age. He had to wife Frances, daughter of 
Thomas Darcy, of the county of Eſſex, Eſq; by whom he had 
ilſue four ſons, and five daughters“: Thomas, and John, who

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Vane, Nau eſt ſon, knighted at Whitehall on November 22, 
1640, ſeated at Long - Melton in the county Palatine of Dur- 
ham, aged forty- ſix, on September 7, 1666, when the viſita- 
tion of that county was taken. He married Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter and ſole heir of Sir Lionel Maddiſon, of Rogerley in Dur-

Liddel, of Ravenſworth in the biſhoprick of Durham, Bart, 
reat grandfather of Sir Henry, created Lord Ravenſworth, 
* 29, 1747; Elizabeth, of Sir Francis Vincent, of Stoke- 
Dabernon in com. Surr. Bart. and Catharine. 
Ino return to Sir Henry Vane, the eldeſt ſon and heir, 
who was born about the year 1612, and, being educated at 
Weſtminſter-ſchool under Lambert Oſbaldiſton, was admitted 
a-gentleman commoner in Magdalen-hall, * Oxford, about the 
age of ſixteen years. He was knighted at Whitehall, on June 
23, 1640: and had (as obſerved by the Earl of Clarendon) 
great natural parts; and a quick conception, and very ready, 
„and Tweighty expreſſim. The ſame noble author adds, 
© that within a very ſhort time after he returned from his ſtu- 
© dies in Magdalen-College in Oxford, where, though he was 
© under the care of a very worthy tutor, he lived not with great 
exactneſs. He ſpent ſome little time in France, and more 
in Geneva; and, after his return into England, contracted a 
full prejudice and bitterneſs againſt the church, both againſt 
the form of the government, and againſt the liturgy. In 
this giddineſs, which then much diſpleaſed his father, who 
{till appeared highly conformable, and exceeding ſharp againſt 
thoſe who were not, he tranſportgd himſelf” in 1635] into 
 New-England. He was no ſooner landed there, but his parts 
made him quickly taken notice of, and very probably his qua- 
lity, being the eldeſt fon of a Privy-Counſellor, might give 
him ſome advantage; inſomuch that, when the next ſeaſon 
came for the election of their Magiſtrates, he was choſen 
their Governor; in which place he had not the fortune to 
6 pleaſe them long, and he unſatisfied with them, and they 
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with him; he thereupon returned to England. When, be- 
ing reformed: from his extravagancies, he, with his father's ap- 
probation and direction, married a Lady of a good family; 
and, by his father's credit with the Earl of Northumberland, 
* who. was High-Admiral of England, was, jointly with Sir 
William Ruſſel, in the office of Treaſurer of the Navy (a 
place of great truſt and profit) which he equally ſhared with 
« the other (and, ſurviving him, had it ſolely) and ſeemed well 
« ſatisfied and compoſed. to the government. | 8 
But when. his father (as Lord Clarendon further obſerves) re- 
cerved the diſobligation from the Lard Strafford, by bis being crea- 
ted Baron of Raby, the, houſe and land of Vane (which title be had 
promiſed himſelf, but it was unluckily caſt upon the Earl, purely 
out of contempt to Vane) they ſucked in all the thoughts of revenge 
imaginable ; and, . from thence, the ſon betook himſelf to the friend- 
ſhip of Mr. Pym, and all other aiſcontented or ſeditious perſons, 
and contributed all that intelligence that . deſigned the rum of the 
Earl, and which grafted him in the entire confidence of thoſe wha 
promoted the ſame ; 4 that nothing was concealed from him, though 
it is believed, that he communicated his own thoughts to very feu. 
The part he acted in the civil wars, is recited at large in our 
hiſtorians, ; and therefore I ſhall only mention, that when he was 
Treaſurer of the Navy (which place he held till the firſt wars 
between the Engliſh and Dutch) he ſhewed a rare example 
of honour and integrity. The fees of his office were, at that 
time, four - pence in the pound, which, by reaſon of the war, 
honeſtly amounted to little leſs than 30, ooo l. per. Annum; but 
Sir Henry Vane looked on it as too much for a private ſubject, 
and very generouſly gave up his patent (which he had for life 
from King Charles I.) to the then parliament, deſiring but two 
thouſand pounds per Annum, for an agent he had bred up to 
the buſineſs, and the remainder to go to the publick. This was 
done, and the method of a fixed ſalary has continued ever 
fince in that office. He was ſuch a ſtrenuous oppoſer of all ty- 
rannical government, that he * incurred the hatred of N 
who, in 1653, when he turned out the Speaker, and the Mem- 
bers, ſtamping with his foot, bidding them give place to ho- 
neſter men, he, in wrath, taking Sir Henry Vane, junior, by 
the cloak, faid, thou art a juggling fellow ; and, abuſing others, 
commanded his guards to turn them out of the houſe. . | 
On the reſtoration of King Charles II. he was looked on as 
a dangerous perſon ; and, being brought on his trial for high- 
treaſon, was found guilty, and receiving ſentence of death, on 
June 11, 1662, was executed on the 14th of the ſame month. 
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2 Biſhop Burnet, in his hiſtory of his own times, gives an ac- 
canit; That, as the ſparing of Martin, Goodwin, and Mil- 
ton, who had not only denen but magnified, the putting 
the King to death, in their writings, was much cenſured; fo, 
n the other hand, the putting Sir Henry Vage to death was 


as much Plamed: For, the declaration from Breda being full 


4 for an indemnity to all, except the Regicides, he was compre- 
_ © Herided in that; fince, tho" he was for changing the govern- 
© ment, and depoſing the King, yet he did not approve of the 
© putting him to death, nor of the force put on the parliament, 
© Hut did for ſotme time, while theſe things were acted, with- 
_ © draw from the ſcene. This was fo repreſented by his friends, 
that an addreſs was made, by both houſes of parliament, on 
© his behalf; to which the King gave a favourable anſwer, tho? 
in general words: So he reckoned that he was fafe; that 


being equivalent to an act of parliament, tho” it wanted the 


d neceſſary forms. Yet the great ſhare he had in the attainder 

© of the Earl of Strafford, and in the-whole turn of affairs, to 
_ © the total change of government; but, above all, the great 
< opinion.that was had of his parts and capacity to embroit 
© matters again, made the court think it was neceffary to put 
© him out of the way. He was beheaded on Tower-hill, where 
© a new and very indecent praQtice was begun. It was obſerved, 
© that the dying ſpeeches of the regicides had left impreffions on 
© the hearers, that were not at all to the advantage of the go- 
e'yernment ; fo, ftrains of a peculiar nature being expected 
© from him, to prevent that, drummers were Pon under the 
© feaffold, who, as ſoon as he began to ſpeak of the publick, 
© upon a fign given, ſtruck up with their drums. This put 
© him in no diforder : He deſired they might be ſtopped, for he 
, © underſtood what was meant by it. Ihen he went through 
© his devotions; and, as he was taking leave of thoſe about 
© him, he happening to ſay ſomewhat with relation to the times, 
© the drums ftruck up a ſecond time: So he gave over, and died 
with fo much compoſednefs, that it was generally thought

© ed by a very long ill ſtate of health, could have hindered his 
© perſonal abilities, both natural and acquired, from ſhining in 
© a more diffuſive light, He had a very juſt and honourable. 
© zeal for our excellent eſtabliſhed church and its intereſts; 
yet, not without a charitable latitude towards thoſe who con- 
* ſcientiouſly differed rom it: Nor was he a leſs zealous advyo- 
* cate for our happy civil conſtitution and liberties. He always. 


© declared himſelf an hearty lover of the publick peace, and of 
* ſuch meaſures as he thought moſt directly tending to perpetu- 
* ate ſo invaluable a bleffing: And, as he perfectly underſtood, *

ſo 
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© ſo he practiſed. thoſe virtues which conduce to the quiet and 
© happineſs of ſocial: life. He was a, very great ceconomiſt, and 
© a molt exact manager of his private affairs: Vet, on ſome

© rality, to a degree uncommon, and in a way as much conceal- 
© ed from the world as poſſible. Neither was his Lordſhip leſs 
© follicitous for the publick good: For, when, thro' ſome dif- 
agreeable events, or the caprices of the people, the national 
4 credit has been endangered by a ſudden run upon the Bank, 
© he has immediately throw in large ſums to ſupport it ; as he

W Lord Viſcount Barnard, eldeſt fon, aforeſaid; now 
ſecond Earl of Darlington, being preſent at Cambridge at the 
inſtalment of his Grace the Duke of Newcaſtle Chancellor of 
the Univerſity, he was, on July 3o, 1749, admitted Maſter of 
Arts of that univerſity. His Lordſhip was on a vacancy elected 
Member for Downton, in Wiltſhire, to the 10th parliament of 
Great Britain, and ſat for that borough till he vacated his ſeat by 
accepting the offices of Steward and Bailiff of the three Chiltern 
hundreds of Stoke, Diſborough, and Burnham, in Bucking- 
hamſhire, after his father's ſucceſſion to the Peerage, as Lord 
Barnard, when he was choſen in his place one of the Knights 
for the county of Durham ; which he continued afterwards to 
repreſent, until he became intitled to a ſeat in the Houſe of 
Peers, on March 6, 1758, as Earl of Darlington, &.

IE name of this family in old deeds and records has been 
wrote Belaſiſe, Bellaſyes, Belaſys, Bellas, &c. from the town 
of Belaſyſe in the biſhopric of Durham, of which the anceſtors 
of 2 preſent Earl Fauconberg were owners, ſoon after the 
conqueſt, T2 4" 
Belaſius, a Norman Knight, came into England with Wil- 
liam the Conqueror, A. D. 1066, and was General of thoſe 
forces ſent in 1071, to ſuppreſs Egelwinus, Biſhop of Durham, 
Earl Morcar, and others, who betook themſelves to the iſle of 
Ely, which they held againſt the Conqueror, until the faid 
Belaſius reduced them to obedience : and the place which he 
choſe io encamp in with his army, being on the ſouth end of 
Alderbeath, is to this day called Belſars-hills, corruptly from his 
name. 1 | 
His ſon, Rouland d, married the daughter and heir of Ralph 
de Belaſyſe, of Belafyſe in the biſhopric of. Durham, and there- 
fore wrote himſelf Rouland Belaſyſe de Belaſyſe, and was alſo 
poſſeſſed of Beuly in the ſaid county ©, and died in the reign of 
King Henry I: leaving Ralph his fon and heir. 
To whom ſucceeded William de Belaſis (as it was then wrote) 
who * confirmed to William, ſon of Robert, and his heirs, the 
town of Belaſis, with the appurtenances and liberties, by his 
charter without date: whereunto Richard Vavaſor, Malg.

Belaſiſe, Rouland's fon and heir after-mentioned. The ſaid 


Rouland, by his marriage with the aforefaid Mary, became 


poſſeſſed of the manor and lands of the faid Houghton, le Spring æ, 
as alſo of Beter, Burdon, and other places, as appears by his 
charter in 24 Henry IH: to which is a ſeal appendant, of a Che- 
veron between three Flowers de Lis (the ſame arms the family 


now bear) impaling an Eſcutcheon between fix Martlets, the arms 


of Spring. 

This Rouland de Bellaſiſe was knighted Þ at the battle of 
Lewes in Suſſex, on May 14, 1264, 48 Henry III. when the 
King was taken priſoner by Simon Montford, Earl of Leiceſ- 
ter, and other Barons. A figure of a Knight in armour i in a 
praying poſture, with his ſword by his fide, repoſing his head 
on a cuſhion, and at his feet a lion, is yet remaining in the 
church of Houghton, ſaid to be for this Sir Rouland de Bela- 
fiſe, who was * ſucceeded by Roger his ſon and heir.

William de Belafyſe (fon and heir of the laſt John) married 
Maud, daughter and “ coheir of William Bellingham, of Bel- 
lingham, Eſq; by whom * he had iſſue, John, his ſon and heir, 
and a daughter, Joan, wife of John Buſſy, Eſq. In a plea at 
Durham, before Robert de Brampton, Adam de Boughs [Bowes] 
and Richard de Stanlaw, Juſtices of Lewis (Beaumont) Biſhop 
of Durham, at the aſſizes held in the firſt year of his Pontifi- 
cate [an. 1317] William de Belaſyſe, and Maud, his wife, 
were ſummoned to anſwer Richard del Halle, of Wolveſton, 
and Iſabel his wife, who pleaded, that they held of them, by 
agreement, one meſſuage and ſixty acres of land, &c. in Wol- 
veſton : whereunto William and Maud made anſwer, That they 
were ready to make good the agreement. | | 

But John, ſon of John de Belaſyſe, of Wolveſton, appeared 
and ſaid, that the aforeſaid William Belaſyſe, and others, had 
no power to make ſuch agreement, becauſe they had no right to 
the faid lands, being tenants in fee-tail to them and their heirs ;

And by indenture, bearing date at Durham, on the Mon- 
day after the feaſt of St. Andrew, 1380, between the Prior 
and convent of the church of St. Cuthbert of Durham, of the 
one part, and John de Belaſyſe, on the other part, it is witneſ- 
fed, that the faid John gave and confirmed to the ſaid Prior and 
convent, and their nevellbrs; all his lands and tenements, rents, 
and ſervices, with the appurtenances in Wolveſton (now called 
Oulſton) in exchange for the manor of Henknoll, to hold to 
the faid Prior and convent, in pure and free alms for ever. And 
the ſaid Prior and convent gave and granted in exchange to the 
laid John, and his heirs and aſſigns, the ſaid manor of Henk- 
noll, with "the appurtenances, Whereunto Sir Ralph Eure, 
dir John Coigniers, and others, were witneſſes. Alſo by ano- 
ther deed of the ſame date, Robert, the Prior and convent of 
Durham, aſſign Allan de Bellingham, and John de Elnett, to 
deliver {cifin of the manor of Henknoll to John de Belaſys. 
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And afterwards Robert de Herelſey, Clerk, releaſes to John de 


Belaſys, ſen. and his heirs and aſſigns, all the right he had to 


the manor of Henknoll, with the appurtenances : dated at Dur- 


ham, June 16, 1391, 14 Richard II. Within the manor of 
Wolveſton was the lordſhip of Belaſiſe; and on the ſaid ex- 
change this proverb had its riſe in the biſhopric of Durham: 


Belaſiſe, Belaſſis, daft was thy nowle, 
When thou gave Bellaſſis for Henknowle. 


Belaſyſe-Croſs, in the biſhopric of Durham , was erected 
by this Sir John Belaſyſe, who, by Alice his wife, daughter of 
Sir Robert Hanſard, of Walworth, Knt, had iſſue “ Robert 
Belaſyſe, his ſon and heir, and two daughters; 1. Elizabeth, 
married, 1ſt, to Thomas Brigham, Eſq; and, 2dly, to Sir 
John Cranlington, Knt. 2. Julian, 3 wife of 
John Fiſhburn, of Fiſhburn in the biſhopric of Durham, Eſq; 
and of Sir John Waddon, Ent. 

The ſaid Robert Belaſyſe *, by his charter, dated at Henknoll, 
the Friday after the feaſt of Faſter, 1407, 8 Henry IV. grants 


to William de Lambton, and William de Lambton, jun. Ro- 


bert and Thomas, ſons of the ſaid William, his whole manor 
of Henknoll, &c. which was in order to a ſettlement ; for he 
married Alice, daughter 7 to Robert Lamplugh, of Lamplugh 
in Cumberland, and by her had iſſue four ſons, John, William, 
Robert, and Geoffrey. | | 

John Bellaſis died in 18 Henry VI. leaving Alice, his 
daughter and heir, thirty years of age, by Jonetta his wife, 
daughter of 'Thomas Tipping, Eſq; whereupon William, his 
brother, ſucceeded to the eſtate. | 

Which William married Cecilie, daughter and heir of Wil- 
liam Hoton (as the name was wrote in 1461, 1 Edw. IV.) of 
Butterwick ; and in 28 Henry VI. he * ſettles on Thomas Be- 
laſyſe, his fon and heir, and Margery, daughter of Richard 
Dalton, of Weſt Auckland in the biſhopric of Durham, Eiq; 
in free marriage, all his lands in his manor of Henknoll, to hold 
to the ſaid Thomas and Margery, and their heirs. He was 
living in 6 Edward IV. as appears by a deed between him and 
Stephen Shotten of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, Gent. 
Thomas Belaſyſe in 1 Edward IV. is, in a charter, wrote 
ſon and heir of William Belaſyſe, and of Cecilie his wife, 
daughter and heir of William Hoton (or Hutton) late of But- 
terwyke, Eſq; by which charter Ralph Hoton, of Hunwyke,

By the before-mentioned 
Margery, daughter of Richard Dalton, Eſq; his firſt wife, he 
had only two daughters, who both died young: and, after her 
deceaſe, taking to his 2d wife Margaret, daughter of Sir Lan- 
celot Thirkeld, of Melmerby in Forkſhire, Knt. © had iſſue 
by her two ſons, Richard, and Anthony, LL. D. of whom af- 
terwards ; and two daughters, Elizabeth, wife of William 
Clervaux, of Croft in Yorkſhire, Eſq; and Margaret, of An- 
thony Smith, of Kelton, Efq. 

Richard, the eldeſt fon, on Auguſt 20, 1518, 10 Henry VIII. 
ſettles divers lands in his manor of Henknoll, on Margaret 
Simpſon, his mother, for term of her life, whereby it appears 
that ſhe had a ſecond huſband. And on March 4, 1 1 19 
Henry VIII. 4 the ſaid Richard Belaſyſe was conſtituted Con- 
ſtable of the caſtle of Durham, during life, to officiate by him- 
ſelf or ſufficient deputies, He was alſo © of the council of the 
North, on the fitſt eſtabliſhment. He * married Margery, 
daughter and heir of Richard Errington, of Cokel, and Mor- 
ton, Eſq; and died on March 26, 1540, g1 Henry VIII. ſeiſed 
of the manors of * Henknoll, Bradwood, Barington, and Scole- 
Aclac, in the biſhopric of Durham, and Heigheington and Pel- 
ton; and of lands in Biſhop Auckland, Wardale, and Swand- 
burne, in the ſame county. By the ſaid Margery, his wife, 
he had ſeven ſons; William, who died an infant; William, 
who was his heir, and knighted; Anthony, Francis, Thomas, 
who all three died unmarried ; as did alſo the two youngeſt, 
another Anthony, and. Richard. He had alfo four daughters, 
viz, Cecilia; Anne; Margaret, the wife of William Pulleyne, 
of Scotton in Yorkſhire, Eſq; and Jane, wedded to John, ſon 
and heir of Sir Ralph Hedworth, of Harroton in the palatinate 
of Durham. This Richard Belaſyſe, leaving Sir William his 
ſon and heir, only ſixteen years of age d, at his death, Antho- 
ny Belaſyſe, Richard's younger brother, obtained his lordſhip. 

The ſaid Anthony Bellaſyſe was Doctor of Laws, and Maſ- 
ter in Chancery, in 36 Henry VIII. when he * was one of the 
four, ſpecially appointed by the King, to hear cauſes and paſs 
decrees in the court of Chancery, in the abſence of Sir Thomas 
Wriothefley, Lord Chancellor. And in the * reiga of King

Edward VI. being wrote Anthony Belaſis, Eſq; he was one of 
the King's Council in the North. On the diſſolution of the 
monaſteries, he obtained from that-King a grant of the priory 
of Newborough in com. Ebor. which he afterwards gave to 
Sir William Bellaſyſe, Knt. his nephew, ſon of Richard, his 
elder brother, before-mentioned. He died in 1552; and, 
though a layman, was Archdeacon of Colcheſter, and Preben- 
dary of Weſtminſter and Lincoln, 

Sir William Belaſyſe, aforeſaid, lived in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, and was Sheriff of Yorkſhire, in 1574, the ſixteenth 
' year of that reign. He wrote himſelf of Newborough in 1584, 
when his grandſon Thomas was ſeven years of age; and before 
that time had the honour of knighthood conferred on him, 
He lived to eighty-one years of age, and died on April 13, 
1604. He had been Juſtice of Peace ſixty years, and a Knight 
fifty, and ſaw his ſon and grandchild knighted before his death, 

He married Margaret, daughter of Sir Nicholas Fairfax, of 
Walton, and Gilling in com. Ebor. Knt. by whom he had 
iſſue fix ſons, 1. Nicholas, who was chriſtened on October 3, 
1551, 5 Edw. VI. and died young: 2. Henry ®, his heir: 3. 
Charles: 4. Bryan, of Morton in the biſhopric of Durham “, 
who was born at Newborough, on July 19, 1559, 1 Elizabeth, 
and dying on December 3, 1607, aged 48, was buried in the 
- Church of Houghton le Spring, before- mentioned; leaving by 
his wife Margaret, daughter of Sir George Selby, a fon, Sir 
William Bellaſyſe, of Morton aforeſaid : 5. Richard: and, 6. 
James, who wedded , daughter of Tonſtall, of 
Thurland-caſtle in Lancaſhire, fine prole. Sir William Bella- 
ſyſe, of Newborough, by the ſaid Margaret Fairfax, was alſo 
father of five daughters, viz. Anne, Jane, Margaret, Mary, 
(who all died young) and, Catharine, who was chriſtened on 
Sept. 8, 1553, 1 Mar. and became the wife of Thomas Me- 
tham, of Metham in Yorkſhire, Eſ g. 

Henry Belaſyſe, his eldeſt ſurviving ſon and heir, was chriſ- 
tened in the pariſh of Cockewold, on June 14, 1555, 3 Phil. 
and Mary. He was knighted by King James I. at York, on 
April 17, 1603, in his journey to London; and was v created 
a Baronet on June 29, 1611, at the firſt inftitution of that dig- 
nity. He lived in great hoſpitality, and was the firſt named 
in the commiſſion of the peace for the North-Riding of the 
county of York, in 1625, 1 Car. I. He had to wife Urſula, 
daughter of Sir Thomas Fairfax, of Denton in com. Ebor. and 
by her (who after his deceaſe married William Mallory, Efq;} 
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Þe had iſſue Thomas, his ſon and heir, and two daughters, 
Dorothy, wife of Conyers Lord Darcy, of Hornby, and by 
her anceſtor to the now Earl of Holderneſſe; and Mary, ſe- 
cond daughter, married to Sir William Lifter, of Thornton in 
com. Ebor. Knt. 

This Sir Henry Belaſyſes had a monument erected in his life- 
time, in the cathedral of York, with the effigies of him and 
his Lady, his ſon, and two daughters, with the following in- 
ſcription: 5 |

That the time of his death is not mentioned, may be from 
the confuſion of the nation that then happened. 

His only fon and heir Sir Thomas Belaſyſe *, born anno 1577, 
was, in conſideration of his great merits, advanced to the dig- 
nity of a Baron of this realm *, by letters-patent bearing date 
25 Maii, 1627, 3 Car. I, by the title of Lord Fauconberg, of 
Yarum. And faithfully adhering to that King in the times of 
his unhappy troubles, was, in conſideration thereof, created 
Viſcount Fauconberg, of Henknowle in com. pal: Durh. * by 
letters patent, bearing date at -Oxford, Jan. 31, 1642-3, 18 
Car. I, His Lordſhip having a friendſhip with William Ca- 
vendiſh, Marquis of Newcattle, he followed the fortunes of 
that Nobleman in the ſiege of York, which held out three 
months againſt three powerful armies, as Lord Clarendon has 
obſerved ; and, on the loſs of the day at the battle of Marſton- 
Moor, July 2, 1644, the Marquis, under that anxiety of mind, 
having embarked at Scarborough for Hamburgh, the Lord 
Fauconberg took his ſhare with him in his foreign adventures, 
He landed with the“ Marquis at Hamburgh on July 8 follow- 
ing; but I can give no further-account of him, than that he 
was obliged to compound for his eſtate * with the ſequeſtrators,

He married Barbara, daughter to Sir Henry Cholmondley, 


of Koxby in com, Ebor. Knt. by whom he had iflue two 


ſons, Henry, and John; and five daughters, viz. Margaret, 
married to Sir Edward Oſborn, of Kiveton, anceſtor to the pre- 
ſent Duke of Leeds: Mary, the 3d wife, but without iſſue, to 


John Lord Darcy, of Afton; Barbara, to Sir Henry Slingſby, 


of Scriven, in com. Ebor, Bart. of Nova Scotia, who was be- 
headed on June 8, 1658, under Cromwell's uſurpation; and 
died, as he ſaid on the icaffold, for being an honeft man: Urſu- 
la, to Sir Walter Vavaſor, of Haſlewood in Yorkſhire, Bart. 
anceſtor to the preſent Baronet ; and Frances, to Thomas In- 
gram, eldeſt fon and heir to Sir Arthur Ingram, of 'Temple- 
Newſom in Yorkſhire, Knt. This Sir Thomas Ingram was 
Chancellor of the duchy of Lancaſter, and one of the privy- 
council to King Charles II. but having, by the ſaid Frances, 
only a daughter, Mary, who died a child, the eſtate, at his 
death, derolved on his next brother, Arthur, father of Henry, 
firſt Lord Viſcount Irvine. 


John, his ſecond ſon, was, in conſideration of his conduct 


and courage in many gallant actions in the time of the rebel- 
lion, created Lord Belaſyſe, of Worlaby in the county of Lin- 
coln *, by letters patent, bearing date at Oxford, Jan. 27, 
1644-5, 20 Car. I. but this honour is now extinct, He was 
likewiſe, by the ſame King, made Lieutenant-general of the 
counties of York, Nottingham, Lincoln, and Derby ; Gover- 
nor of the city of York, and Captain of the garriſon of Newark 


upon Trent; as alſo Captain-general of his Majeſty's guards. 


By King Charles II. he was conſtituted Captain-general of his 
forces in Africa, and Governor of Tangier ; Lord Lieutenant 
of the Eaſt-Riding of Yorkſhire ; Governor of Hull ; Colonel 
of a regiment of foot, and Captain of the band of Gentlemen 
Penſioners; but, profeſſing the Romiſh religion, reſigned his 
employments upon paſſing the Teſt act, in 1673. 

A very lofty and coſtly monument, of curious workmanſhip, 
ſtands affixed to the Eaſt wall of the church, in the church-yard 
of St. Giles in the fields, Middleſex ; on which, above the ſar- 


.cophagus, is his Lordſhip's coat of arms, impaling thoſe of 


Powlet ; and on the baſe the following inſcription :

“ manger in chief of all his Majeſty's forces in Yorkſhire, he 
« fought the battle of Selby with the Lord Fairfax. And be- 
« ing Lieutenant-General of the counties of Lincoln, Not- 
« tingham, Derby, and Rutland, and Governor of Newark, 
« he valiantly defended that garriſon againſt the Engliſh and 
Scotch armies, till his Majeſty came in perſon to the Scotch 
$ quarters, and commanded the ſurrender of it. At which 
« time he alfo had the honour of being General of the King's 
te horſe- guards; in all which ſervices, during the wars, and 
« other atchievments, he deported himſelf with eminent cou- 
te rage and conduct, and received many wounds, ſuſtained three 
« impriſonments in the Tower of London; and, after the 
“e happy reſtauration of King Charles II. he was made Lord 
Lieutenant of the Eaſt-Riding of the county of York, Go- 
« yernor of Hull, General of his Majeſty's forces in Africa,

The Earl of Clarendon ſays of this Lord Belaſyſe ©, That 
when he was made Governor of York, he was a perſon of 
great intereſt in the country, and of exemplary induſtry and 
courage ; and that the King made him © Governor of Newark; 
being allied to moſt of the Gentlemen of the adjacent counties, 
and having a good eſtate there, he thought him more acceptable 
than Sir Richard Willis, whom he diſplaced. 

I now return to Henry Belaſyſe, eldeſt fon and heir of Tho- 
mas Viſcount Fauconberg. Which Henry, and the Lord Fair- 
fax, were the two Knights who ſerved for Yorkſhire, in the 
parliament which met in 1641; and in Auguſt 1642 ©, figned 
with that Lord the articles for a neutrality in the ſaid ſpacious 
county; which he was induced to do, as Lord Clarendon has 
f obſerved, for that after the King had left York, and his bro- 
ther Colonel John Belaſyſe and his regiment, with other forces, 
had been ſent to his Majeſty, no further ſupply could be raiſed, 
He gives this relation of it: 

« Harry Bellaſis, with the Lord Fairfax, the two Knights 
ce who ſerved in parliament for Yorkſhire, ſigned articles for a 
<< neutrality for that county, being nearly allied together, and 
« of great kindneſs, till their ſeveral opinions and affections 
« had divided them in this quarrel ; the Lord Fairfax adhering 
c tothe Parliament, and the other with great courage and ſo- 
e briety to the King.” He further relates, that the principal 
perſons: of both parties ſub{ribed the articles; but the Parlia-

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ment expreſſed their deteſtation of it, and reproved the Lord 
Fairfax and his party, for being cozened and over-reached by 
the other. 23 0 

In 1645, the militia being one of the difficult - points that 
could not be ſettled in the treaty of Uxbridge, the King ſent 
propoſitions, that he was willing to commit the great truſt of 
the militia of tie kingdom, for ſuch time, and with ſuch powers, 
as are expreſſed in the papers, delivered by his Commiſſioners 
at Uxbridge ; and, nominating ſeveral perſons for that truſt, 2 
among them was this Henry Bellafis, his Majeſty ſuppoting there 
can be no objection againſt them, 

This Henry died in his father's life-time. He had to wiſe 
Grace, daughter and heir to Sir Thomas Barton, of Smithells 
in com. Lanc, * eng agen from Ralph Barton, of Holm 
near Newark in com. Nott. and of Joan his wife, only daugh- 
ter and heir of Sir Ralph Ratcliff, of Smithells, living in the 
reign of King Henry V. On a monument in Coxwold church, 
in Yorkſhire, is the following inſcription :; |

Thomas Viſcount Fauconberg (ſucceſſor to his grandfather) 
married, firſt, Mildred, daughter to Nicholas Saunderſon Viſcount 
Caſtleton, and ſhe dying without iſſue by him, he married, ſe- 
condly, Mary, daughter of Oliver Cromwell, the Uſurper i, 
at Hampton-Court, Nov. 18, 1657. The Earl of Clarendon 

ives this account of him *: | 
„ After Cromwell was declared Protector, and in great 
< power, he married his daughter to the Lord Fauconberg, 
tc the owner of a very great eſtate in Yorkſhire, and deſcended 
« of a family eminently loyal. There were many reaſons to 
« believe that this young gentleman, being then about three 
« or four and twenty of age, of great vigour and ambi- 
cc tion, had many good purpoſes, that he thought that alliance 
might qualify and enable him to perform. His marriage was 
cc celebrated at Whitehall” [Wood has given the time at Hamp- 
ton- Court] with all imaginable pomp and luſtre. And it was 
« obſerved, that though it was performed in public, according 
& to the rites and ceremonies then in uſe, they were preſently 
tc afterwards in private married by miniſters ordained by Biſhops, 
« and according to the form in the book of Common-Prayer, 
« and this with the privity of Cromwell.“ 
In 1657 he was made one of the Council of State“; and in 
— 1658, when Dunkirk was taken from the Spaniards, the 

rench King ſent the Duke of Crequi, together with Monſieur 
Mancini, nephew to Cardinal Mazarine, Prime Miniſter, to 
congratulate Cromwell on it ; who, in return of the compli-

ment u, ſent his ſon-in-law, the Lord Fauconberg, to Calais, 
to congratulate the French Monarch for their joint ar duc ; 
This was the only employment the Lord Fauconberg had 
under the uſurper ; for, as the * noble author before-mentioned 
relates, His domeſtic delights were leflened every day; he 
« plainly diſcovered that his ſon Fauconberg's heart was ſet 
« upon an intereſt deſtructive to his, and grew to hate him 
perfectly.“ And Whitlock e relates, that Richard, the Pro- 


tector's ſon, was betrayed by his near relations, and thoſe of his 


council. In 1659, he ? was by the council of ſtate ſent to the 
Tower. | 

That he was in the ſecret of the reſtoration of King Charles 
I, is evident from General Monk's conferring on him the regi- 
ment which was Sir Arthur Haſlerig's *, on April 25, the fame 
day the Parliament met that reſtored the King, | 

Biſhop Burnet writes *, that Cromwell's daughter, married 
to the Lord Fauconberg, © was a wiſe and worthy woman, more 
© likely to have maintained the poſt [of Protector] than either 
© of her brothers; according to a ſaying that went of her, 
« That thoſe who wore breeches deſerved petticoats better ; 
« but if thoſe in petticoats had been in breeches they would 
« have held faſter.” It may be preſumed, that ſhe was influ- 
enced by this Lord, her huſband, and (from what has been 
ſaid) concurred with him in the reſtoration, | 

King Charles II. was ſo well ſatisfied with his Lordſhip's 
conduct, that he conftituted * him Lord Lieutenant of the bi- 
ſhopric of Durham, July 27, 1660 ; and the ſame year * alfo 
made him Lord Lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the North 
Riding of Yorkſhire, which he held till 1687, when not com- 
plying with the deſigns of King James II. he was put out of 
the commiſſion, | 

He was alſo, by King Charles II. ſent ® Ambaſſador to the 
State of Venice, and the Princes of Italy ; and'made Captain 
” of the Band of Gentlemen Penſioners, on the ſurrender of 
that employment by his uncle John Lord Belaſyſe, of Worlaby, 
in 1673. He was likewiſe one of thoſe * ſworn of the privy- 
council on April 21, 1679, when his Majeſty declared he was 
reſolved to lay afide the uſe he had hitherto made of a fingle 
miniſtry, and to conſtitute fuch a privy- council as may not only 
be fit for the conſultation and digeſtion of all buſineſs, but may 
be beſt informed in the true conſtitutions of the ſtate, and there- 
by the moſt able to counſel him in all the affairs and intereſt 
of this crown and nation. |

Jam therefore now to treat of Sir Rouland Belaſyſe, who 
died in the life-time of his brother the faid Earl of Fauconberg. 

Which Sir Rouland was made one of the Knights of the Bath 
at the coronation of King Charles II. and departing this life 
at his ſeat at Sutton in eom. pal. Ceſt. in the year 1699, was 
buried at Macclesfield. He married Anne, eldeſt daughter and 
ſole heir of Humphry Davenport, of Sutton in the county Pa- 
latine of Cheſter, Eſq; by whom he had iſſue four ſons and two 
daughters; Thomas, whom. hereafter ; Henry, who died 
unmarried ; John, who deceaſed without iſſue; and Rouland, 
married. to Frances, daughter of Chriſtopher Roper Lord Teyn- 
ham, and ſiſter to Henry Lord Teynham, by whom be had 
iſſue two ſons, Henry, and Anthony, and four daughters, 
Bridget, Frances, Barbara, and Anne. SEES 

Thomas, the eldeſt fon of Sir Rouland Belaſyſe, became 
Viſcount Fauconberg in 1700, by the death of his uncle the 
Earl of Fauconberg, with whom the earldom expired. He 
married Bridget, daughter of Sir John Gage, of Firle in Suſſex, 
Bart. and coheir to her mother, who was daughter and heir of 
Thomas Middlemore, of Edgebaſton, in the county of War- 
wick, Eſq; by whom he had 115 four ſons, and three daughters.

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IHE RE have been ſeveral perſons of great note in Eng- 
| land, of the ſurname of Fox: but the fir{t of that name 
of his Lordſhip's family, on record, was William Fox *, of 
Farley, in Wiltſhire, who had a competent fortune there, and - 
brought up his ſons agreeably thereto, He had to wife > Eliza- 
beth, daughter to IJ homas Pavey, of Plaitford in Wiltſhire, 
by whom he had iſſue © a daughter, Margaret, baptized at Pit- 
ton, on July 3, 1616; Walter Fox, baptized at Pitton, on 
July 30, 1618, who died without iſſue ; William Fox, baptized 
on May 14, 1620, who alſo died unmarried ; as did Richard, 
another fon, baptized on May 26, 1627. 80 that the faid 
William Fox, deceaſing in October, 1652, left iſſue only two 
ſons, John, and Stephen Fox, anceſtor to the preſent Earl of 
Ilchefter, and Lord Holland. | 
John Fox, Eſq; the eldeſt ſon, took up arms for King Charles 
I, and, when King Charles II. came into England from Scot- 
land, he immediately repaired to him; and, eſcaping from the 
battle of Worceſter, fought on September 3, 1651, he return- 
ed to Farley, to his father's : but ſoon after retired into France, 
where he lived till the reſtoration of King Charles, and then 
was made Clerk of the Acatry,to his houfhold *. He was ſeated 
at Averbury in Wiltſhire, and by Elizabeth his wife, daughter 
of Henry Smart, of Plymouth in Devonſhire, had iſſue — 
Fox, his only ſon, 32 years old, June 14, 1672 (who left iſſue 
an only ſon, Stephen F ox, Eſq; who died unmarried about 
1699) and four daughters; Mary, wife of Edward Thorne- 
borow, fon and heir of Sir Edward Thorneborow; Elizabeth, 
married to Thomas Dunkley, Cloſet-keeper to King Charles II. 
Margaret, wedded to Sackvile Whittle, one of his Majeſty's 
ſurgeons ; and Jane, the wife of Richard Ridge, of Portſmouth, 
who had iſſue by her Thomas Ridge, Eq. 

Mr. Stephen F ox, the youngeſt ſon, was born at Farley in 
Wiltſhire, on March 27, 1627; and, having a liberal edu- 
cation, his proficiency in learning, and ſagacity, were conſpi- 
cuous in his youth. John Fox, his elder brother, eſcaping 
from the battle of Worceſter (as before- mentioned) his brother, | 
Stephen Fox, went with him from Farley to Paris, being then *' © i

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in the 24th year of his age. On his arrival there, he was ( as 


Lord Clarendon relates ©) entertained by Henry Lord Percy, 
then lord chamberlain of the King's houſhold : and about the 
latter end of the year 1652, on the remove of his Majeſty 
* from Paris, the charge of governing the expences of his fa- 
© mily, and of payment of the wages of the ſervants, and iſſu- 
© ing of all moneys, as well in journeys, as when the court 
c refided any where, was committed (as the noble author re- 
© cites) to Mr. Stephen Fox, who was well qualified with lan- 
© guages, and all other parts of clerkſhip, honeſty, and diſcre- 
© tion, as was neceſſary for ſuch a truſt ; and, indeed, his great 


<- induſtry, modeſty, and prudence, did very much contribute 


© to the bringing the family, which for ſo many years had been 
© under no government, into very good order; by which his 
< Majeſty, in the pinching ftraights of his condition, enjoyed 
c very much eaſe, from the time he left Paris.” ; 

It is certain Mr. Fox diſcharged his truſt with great fidelity, 
which appeared ſo viſibly to the King, that he was actually 
ſworn Cofferer of his houſhold ; but, on the reſtoration, never 
obtained that office, as Mr. William Aſhburnham produced a 
reverſionary grant from King Charles I. However, in confide- 
ration of his good and faithful ſervices, Sir Edward Walker, 
then Garter, principal King of arms, by his Majefty's com- 
mand, granted to him, and his heirs, an honourable augmen- 


tation to his arms, out of the royal enſigns and devices, viz. in 


2 canton Azure, a Fleur de Lis, Or ; as by a ſpecial inſtrument, 
under his hand and ſeal, appeateth, dated at Bruſſels, Novem- 
ber 23, 1658. 

When his Majeſty took up his reſidence for ſome time at 
Cologne, her royal highneſs his ſiſter, Priaceſs of Orange, mak- 
ing a vifit to him, was ſo ſurprizingly affected with Mr. Fox's 
conduct, in the management of the whole courſe of her en- 
tertainment, that ſhe ſhewed him very particular marks of her 
eſteem, and prefented him with a diamond ring of value, She 
alſo recommended him to her royal brother, as the moſt grate- 


ful meſſenger he could fend to her on any emergent occaſion ; 


and his Majeſty knew ſo well his prudence and conduct, that 
he employed him in ſeveral important diſpatches to the Princeſs, 
as alſo to perſons of the greateſt note in Holland; and his ne- 
gotiations had that weight and ſucceſs, as to procure frequent 
fupplies of money, to the value of 10, ooo l. per annum, con- 
ſtantly paid, till his Majeſty's return into England. 

During the King's exile, he likewiſe kept a correſpondence 
with the Royaliſts in England, and had ſuch intelligence, that 
he received the news of Oliver Cromwell's death fix hours be-

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fore it reached Bruſſels, and imparted it to the King, whilſt he 
was playing at tennis with the Arch-Duke Leopold, Don John, 


and other Spaniſh Grandees. The King thenceforward em- 
ployed Mr, Fox on meſſages from the Netherlands to England, 
as one the royal party confided in; W F 

He married his firſt lady, Elizabeth, only ſurviving child of 
Mr. William Whittle, of Lancaſhire, before he went abroad ; 
for Stephen, his eldeft fon; was born and buried in France. 
When the King came to Breda; on the invitation of the 
States-General, being deſired to make a publick entry into their 
provinces, Mr. Fox, and Sir Edward Walker, Garter, King 
of arms, were jointly ſent to the Hague, to adjuſt the cete- 
monies of his Majeſty's reception there: | 

After the King's happy return to his dominions, his faithful 
ſervices were immediately rewarded, being made, fitſt, Clerk of 
the Green cloth, on the ſettlement of the King's houſhold ; the 
Duke of Ormond, Lord high ſteward; having a great eſteem 
for him, and deſirous of leaving the management thereof to 
one he knew fo well experiericed in it. Alſo on that wild in- 
ſurrection of Venner, and the fifth-montiarchy-men, in Janu- 
_ ary, 1660-1, the King being adviſed not to be without guards, 
two —_ were raiſed, of which Mr. Fox was appointed 
paymaſter : and afterwards other forces being raiſed, on 
the war with the Dutch, he was conſtituted paymaſtet-general 
of all his Majefty's forces in England. By that title, as alſo 
that of firſt clerk of the Green cloth, I find ® him among the 
benefactors to the building of the College of arms, aftef the 
hre of London. | | 5 

The juſt profits of thoſe two offices not only enabled him 
to provide for his family, but alſo to exerciſe acts of generofit7 
and charity. His regard was ſhewn to the place of his birth, by 
building the church of Farley at his own charge: and, ih 1678, 
he built and founded an hoſpital there, for fix old men; and 
ſ old women; a neat buitding, with a chapel in it, and hand- 
ſome Jodgings for a Chaplain, who refides there, and hath the 
title of Warden of the hoſpital. This he endowed with 188 J. 
per annum; and there is likewiſe a charity-fchobl, wherein are 
taught ſix boys, and ſix girls, all at his ſole ctiarge, by the faid 
Chaplain} of Warden, He alſo built an hoſpital at Brome in 
Suffolk; and another at Aſhby in Northamptonſhire: | | 

In the North part of Wiltſhire, he built a chancel intiely 
new, where he was not at alt concerned in the tythes, but, the 
Rector being unable, it moved him to build it. He likewiſe 
built the church of Culford in Suffolk ; arid pewed the body of .

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the cathedral church of Sarum, in a manner ſuitable to the 
neatneſs of that church, to which he was many other ways a 
great benefactor. B 

Theſe are laſting monuments of his N and generoſity; 
and he was * the projector of the noble deſign of Chelſea- 
hoſpital, having contributed to the expence of it above 
13000 l. His motive to it was known from his own words: 
he ſaid, He could not bear to fee the common ſoldiers, who had ſpent 
their flrength in our ſervice, to beg at our doors. He therefore 

did, -what he could, to remove ſuch a ſcandal from the kingdom. 
He firſt purchaſed ſome grounds near the old college at Chel- 
fea, which had been eſcheated to the crown in the reign of 
King James I. and which that monarch deſigned for the reſi- 
dence and maintenance of Proteftant divines, to be employed 
in defence of the Reformation againſt all oppoſers: and on 
theſe grounds the preſent college is erected. In memory of 
which publick benefaction, his name is tranſmitted to poſterity, 
in a fine proſpect and deſcription of Chelſea-college, by Mr. 
Ingliſh, then Comptroller of the works thereof, inſcribed to the 
Right Honourable Sir Stephen Fox, the Ear} of Ranelagh, and 
Sir Chriſtopher Wren, with their ſeveral coats of arms. 

I ſhall now proceed to treat of the publick employments and 
honours conferred on him. King Charles II. to diſtinguiſh fo 
valuable a ſervant, knighted him, on July 1, 1665. And, as 
he had been in the intimacy and confidence of George Monk, 


the renowned Duke of Albemarle, he paid a reſpeR to his me- 


mory, at the pompous and publick funeral of his Grace, on 
April 30, 1670}, 2 Somerſet-houſe to Weſtminſter- abbey, 
being the firſt aſſiſtant in bearing the Royal ſtandard. Alſo, 
when the effigy was taken out of the open chariot at the Welt 
door of Weltminfter-abbey, and carried under a canopy to be 
placed in a mauſoleum there, Sir * Stephen was the firſt of the 
fix Knights, ſupporters of that canopy. 

In 1679, he was conſtituted ! one of the Lords commiſſioners 
of the treaſury ; in which place he was thought ſo very ſervice- 
able, that he was kept in it (through divers changes) longer than 
- could ever be ſaid of any man but himſelf; being continued, 
without intermiſſion, in all commiſſions, except that when the 
Earl of Rocheſter was Lord Treaſurer on February 16, 1685-0, 
till he choſe to retire from publick buſineſs. 

In the ſame year, 1679 , the King appointed him firſt com- 
miſſioner in the office of Maſter of the horte, in conjunction

In 1681, the Prince of Orange, after his marriage, coming 
over to viſit the Engliſh court, came poſt from Margate to 
Whitehall, on July 23; and, the King being then at Windſor, 
the Prince made his firſt viſit ® to Sir Stephen Fox, and did him 
the honour of dining with him the ſame day, and in the even- 
ing waited on his Majefty at Windſor. 

On his being in the treaſury, and ſupplying 'the place of 
Maſter of the horſe, his ſon, Charles Fox, Eſq; and Nicholas 
Johnſen, Eſq; were, on December 26, 1679, conſtituted 
joint paymaſter of the forces; but, he dying in 1682, Sir 
Stephen, by his intereſt, got it ſolely conferred on ? his fon, 
Charles Fox, Eſq; though he was then but in the 23d year of 
his age. And on February 18, 1684, Sir Stephen was made 
fole commiſſioner for Maſter of the horſe, 
King James II. on his acceſſion to the throne, on Feb 
- Oh 1684: 5, continued him firſt clerk of the Green cloth; and, 
on the diſmiſſion of the Earl of Rocheſter from being Lord trea- 
ſurer, in December, 1686, conſtituted him 9 one of the com- 
miſſioners of his treaſury, with John Lord Bellaſis, Sidney Lord 
Godolphin, Henry Lord Dover, and Sir John Ernley, Chancel- 
lor of the exchequer, 

Sir Stephen continued in that employment till the revolution, 
when he concurred in voting the throne vacant, and for the filling 
it with the Prince and Princeſs of Orange, declaring, That po- 
pery was inconſiſtent with the Engliſh conſlitution ; and therefore 
all papiſis ſhould be for ever excluded from the ſucceſſion to the crown 
of England. | : 

/ Or March 19, 1689 *, he was again conſtituted one of the 
Lords commiſſioners of the treaſury : and was continued in the 
ſeveral changes of that commiſſion, till he retired from publick 
buſineſs, in 170r. 5 

In 1692, when King James was come to La-Hogue, with 
a conſiderable army to invade England, he ſent over a very for- 
mal declaration, promiſing pardon to all that ſhould return to 
their duty; but by name * excepted Sir Stephen Fox, with ſe- 
vera] noble peers, &c. This invaſion was prevented by admi- 
ral Ruſſel's beating the French fleet. | 

Sir Stephen was elected to the firſt parliament called by King 
Charles II. for the city of Saliſbury, which he alſo repreſent- 
ed in the parliament called by King James II. in 1685. In 
1678-9, the 31it of King Charles II. the city of Weſtminſter *

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choſe him one of their repreſentatives; as alſo in 1695, tho 
ſeventh year of King William III. He was a ſtrenuous aſſerter 


of the integrity of the Earl of Clarendon, and voted againſt 
his impeachment, though he was in a manner commanded by 
the King to act in a contrary part; which is more particularly 
ſpeciſied in the hiſtorjes of England, wrote by Dr. Echard and 
Mr. Rapin. His fon, Mr. Charles Fox, deceaſing, who had 
been elected in 1698, 1700, 1701, 1702, 1795, 1708, 1710, 
and 1713, to ſerve for the city of Saliſbury in parliament, 
among the circumſtances of his affliction he thought h imſelf 
deprived of the ſatisſaction he long had, in ſerving in his own 

rſon, or his ſon's, for that city; being born near to it. This 
preyailed on him to reſume the taking his feat in parliament 
again for that city, at a time when our diviſions were at a 

reat height; and he was unanimouſly choſen upon a vacancy 
55 death of his ſaid ſon, to ſit in the laſt parliament called by 


Queen Anne, whom he had the honour, by her Majeſty's par- 


ticular deſire, to lead going in poſſeſſion to her goronation, on 
April 23, 1702. | 

He had the comfort and happineſs, to the concluſion of his 
life, not to be afflicted with any of the inſirmities of old age, 
which could make him the leaſt burthenſome either to himſelf, 
his friends, or his ſervants. © It muſt be owned, wiſdom doth 
© not beſtow-the fame happineſs to every one that hndeth her, 
© but diſtributes to them their portion in a very difterent mea- 
© ſure, with more reaſon than we are able to diſcern.“ Her 


bounty to him was as if ſhe emptied both her hands, and held 


back nothing from him. He had the bleſſing of her right-hand 
in the length of his days; and he had thole of her left-hand, 
in his riches and preferments. | 

He made his laſt will and teſtament ", when he was aged 
eigbty-eight years, in full health and memory, as is therein 
mentioned. And his ſanity of mind appears, by the prudent 
diſpoſition he made of his fortune. He was thoughtful of his 
family, and friends; and the day before he made his will, he 
ſettled the moſt part of his eſtate on truſtees, for the benefit of 
his ſons, during their minorities; which he confirmed by his 
ſaid will and teſtament, dated on May 25, 2 Geo. I. 1716 ; but 
Tigned, ſealed, and delivered, on Auguſt 6 following: which 


is likewiſe a proof of his mature deliberation in the making 
n ney | Ps 


He firſt recites, That by indentures of leaſe and releaſe, bear- 
ing date the 22d and 23d of January, 1688, he had charged his 
manor and lands in Madington in Wiltſhire, with an annual 


Ir From the Rexifter intitlgd Fox, number 552, in the Prerogative Court of 
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rent of 401. payable to the vicar or miniſter of the church 
of Madington : alſo with an annual rent of 1881. for the 
endowment of an hoſpital built at Farley. And by deed, 
bearing date the day before his will, he charges his ſaid maner 
of Madington, with 201. more, to be paid to the vicar of Ma- 
dington. 

His next care was, in leaving a handſome ſupport to Dame 
Chriſtian Fox, his wife, with all his furniture, plate, pictures, 
&c. at his lodgings in Whitehall; conftituting her ſole exeou- 
trix of kis will, and alſo guardian of his ſons and daughter, du- 
ring their reſpective minorities. Greatly (as his own words are} 
confiding in her care and prudent management, of which I have had 
ample experience. He further recites: And I intreat and deſire 
© my good friend, Francis Gwynne, Eſq; my grandſon, Wil- 
liam Gore, Eſq; my faithful friend, John Ward, and m 
faithful ſervant, Richard Miller, to ſee my will performed, 
and be aſſiſting to my wife, in the execution thereof, and per- 
formance of the truſt which I with great ſatisfaRion repoſe in 
her. And, in caſe of her death, I conſtitute and appoint m 
ſaid truſtees, Francis Gwynne, William Gore, John Ward, 
and Richard Miller, and the ſurvivors of them, to be guar- 
dians of my ſaid children, and their eſtates, during their re- 
ſpective minorities, And, for the greater eaſe of my execu- 
trix and truſtees, I have cauſed an account, or ſtate of my 
debts and credits, to be drawn. up in writing, and have ex- 
amined and ſigned the fame.” | 
He bequeathed, by his will, to the poor of St. Martin's 
in the Fields 201. being his uſual yearly allowance: to the 
poor of the chapel in Weſtminſter 201. to be diſtributed by 
George Lord Eithop of Briſtol, or the miniſter for the time 
being, officiating in the chapel : to the poor of Chiſwick, in 
Middle ſex, 401. to the poor of the city of Saliſbury 301. and to 
the poor of the Cloſe there 101. to the poor of Cricklade, in 
Wiltſhire, 201.” to the poor of Farley, and Pitten, in the ſaid 
county, 201. to the poor of Grimſted, Plaitford, and Whaddon, 
in the faid county, 101. and 81. to the poor at Farley, to be 
. Ciſtributed at the diſcretion of his executrix. 

On the concluſion of his will, he makes this recital; © AndI 
deſire Mr. Thomas Gibſon, who hath been aſſiſtant, and very 
© uſeful, to me, in my concerns in his way, may likewiſe be 
* ſo to my executrix and truſtees : and, as a teſtimony of my ſa- 
* tisfaction in his paſt ſervices, I give him 50 J.“ And laſtly, 
revoking all truſts and limitations, Ke. by former wills, he de- 
clares this is his laſt, &c. 

Having built a houſe at Chiſwick in Middleſex, he chiefly re- 
ſided there till his death, which happened without any approach» 
ing warning of ſickneſs, in the 89th year of his age, on Sunday, 
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October 28, 1716; and, on Noyember 7 following, be was 
buried in the church of Farley in Wiltſhire, a new ſtructure 


he had built from the ground, and endowed the vicarage, 
His firſt lady (as is already faid) was Elizabeth Whittle, who 


had, in 1694, a confirmation, from Sir Thomas St. George, 
Garter, King of arms, of the coat armour, that was found to 
belong to the family of Whittle, viz. Gules, a Cheveron, Er- 
min, fimbriated, 6 three Talbots heads, erazed, Or. 
And ſhe is therein ſaid to be the only ſurviving child of Mr. 
William Whittle, of Lancaſhire. She died in 1696, and was 
buried at Farley, on Auguſt 20, that year. Sir Stephen had 


iſſue by her a fon, Stephen, born and buried in France “; and 


his ſecond ſon was born in 1659, and, having the King for 
his godfather, was chriſtened Charles. After the reſtoration 
of the royal family, he had five other ſons born in England; 
Stephen, who was buried in the cloiſters of Weſtminſter-abbey, 
on OR. 28, 1675*; William, who died on April 17, 1680, 


and was buried by him on the 23d, ætatis 20; Edward, who 
died on October 19, 1660, ætatis 7, and was buried in Weſt- 


minſter- abbey; James, who was born anno 1665, and died 
on November 19, 1677, ætatis 13; and John, who died on 
November 17, 1667, ætatis 1, and was buried in Weſtmin- 
1 & Alſo three daughters; Elizabeth“, who was mar- 
ried in King Henry VII's chapel, in the collegiate church of 
St. Peter, Weſtminſter, on December 27, 1673, to John 
Lord Cornwallis, and died at Tunbridge-wells, in 1682, leav- 
ing iſſue by her Charles Lord Cornwallis ; Margaret, ſecond 
daughter, was buried, unmarried, in Weſtminſter-abbey, on 
April 8, 1687; and Jane, the youngeſt daughter, who was 
married, in 1685, to George Earl of Northampton, and died 
on July 10, 1721, leaving iſſue James, 5th Earl of Northamp- 
ton, and other ſons and daughters.

John Lord Moubray, fon of John by Joan his wife, daughter 
of Henry Duke of Lancaſter, grandſon to King Henry III. 
and lineally deſcended from Roger De la Warr, ſummoned to 
. parliament, as a Baron , June 8, 1294, 22 Ed. I. he had 
iſſue three ſons, 1. Thomas; 2. Reginald; 3. Jobn. 
Thomas, his eldeſt ſon and heir, was fourteen years old * :t 
his father's death; and, in 7 Henry IV. having married Ida, 
one of the daughters and coheirs of Almaric de St. Amand, 
and making proof of her age, had livery of the lands of her 
inheritance. In 8 Hen. IV. he was one of thoſe Peers in par- 
liament who ſet their hands and ſeals, for ſettling the ſucceſ- 
fion of the crown on Henry Prince of Wales, and the heirs of 
his body, with remainder to his brothers, Thomas, John, and 
Humphry, and the heirs male of their bodies, by which the 
female heirs were excluded. In 3 Henry V. he was in the 
wars of France, with that victorious King; and, whilſt he 
was abroad, made his will, on the feaſt of St. Peter ad Vincu- 
la, Auguſt 1, 1415, dated * at Stone-brigge, beyond the ſeas; 
wherein he ordered that no more than forty pounds ſhould be 
Jaid out in meat, drink, and tapers, upon the day of his fune- 
ral; and twenty four pounds given to two prieſts, to celebrate 
divine - ſervice for his ſoul, for two years after his deceaſe, 35

alſo of the manors of Iwheurſt, Sutton-Peverell; Offington, Blet- 
chington, and Rype ©, and honour of Aquila (or the Eagle) 
in com.

having in his retimie ® thirty horſemen, well accoutred, and 
one pound, fix mMillings and eight pence, per day, was allowed 
him by the King, towards defraying his expences. In 1520, 
12 Henry VIII. he attended the King and Queen » to Canter- 
bury, Calais and Guiſnes, to the long intended interview with 
the French King. On June 8, 1521, 13 Hen. VIII. ? he was 
preſent with the Earls of Eſſex, Wiltſhire, Kent, and other 
Knights-companions of the order of the Garter, at the degra- 
dation of Edward Duke of Bucks, from being a companion of 
that moſt noble order. In 1522, 14 Henry VIII. * on the ſe-

received him at Gravelin, on May 25, and, with. all honour, 
brought his Imperial Majeſty to Calais, and from thence to Do- 
ver, where the King met him, to conſult about the affairs of 
Chriſtendom in general, and to treat of a match betwixt him 
felf and the Princeſs Mary, the King's daughter. 2 

This Thomas Lord la Warre, tiling himſelf Knight of the 
Garter, made his will on October 8, 1524, 16 Henry VIII. 
whereby he orders his body to be buried in the tomb of. free- 
ſtone, within the chancel of the pariſh church of Broadwater, 
according to his honour ; and bequeathed to the mother church ; 
of Chicheſter twenty ſhillings; and to the church of Broad- 
water his mantle of blue velvet of the Garter, and his gown. 
of crimſon velvet, belonging thereto, for to make two altar- 
cloths ; alſo to the church of Boxgrave, his gown of . 
velvet. He bequeaths to Thomas Weſt, his ſon and heir, all 
his hangings and beddings within his great chamber of Offing- 
ton, and the chapel- chamber there, as alſo the chapel, as it 
was then adorned, with altar-cloths of white ſattin, embroider- 
ed with the Garter, and a bed of tinſel ſattin and crimſon da- 
maſk, embroidered with his arms, and the Garter z likewiſe his 
crimſon velvet gown furred with black, He makes Eleanor, 


his wife, (ole executrix; and overſeers, Sir Richard Brock, 
Knt. Sir Thomas Weſt, his ſon, and Sir Roger Copley, Knt. 
and died poſſeſſed of great eſtates in the counties of Suſſex, 
Southampton, Wiltſhire, Dorſetſhire, Somerſetſnire, Glou- 
ceſterſhire, Devonſhire, Hertfordſhire, Warwickſhire, Leiceſter- 
ſhire, and counties of Lincoln, and Lancaſter, which he ſettled, 
for the moſt part, on Sir Thomas Weſt, his ſon and heir -4 
parent, and his heirs-male; and, in default, to Owen Welt, 
his fon, and his heirs-male ; remainder to George, and Leo- 
nard Weſt, his ſons, and their heirs- male. The manors of 
Bradmere, Charleton, Foustell, and Swacliffe, with the ap- 
purtenances, in Wiltſhire, were ſettled on Thomas his fon, and 
Elizabeth his wife; as alſo Compton-Valens and Maperton, in 
com. Dorſ. and the manors of Teſtwood and Wynketon, in 
com. Southamp, were ſettled on Elizabeth, late wife of Wil- 
liam, his ſon, deceafed. And on Owen Weſt he ſettled hi- 
manors of Hinton-Martell, in com. Dorf. and Folkington, in 
| com.” Suſſex, and, in default of heirs-male, on Thomas his fon 
and heir. On Leonard Weſt he ſettled his manors of Sutton- 
Maundeville and Haſilden, in«Wiltſhire, and Bradele, in com. 
Dorſ, and to the heirs-male of his body, and in default on 
Thomas Weſt, Knt, his fon and heir, He bequeaths to his

marriages, five hundred marks each, It alſo appears by his 
will, that dame Elizabeth, his firſt wife, was buried- in the 
church of the White-friars in London, on St, Peter's-day, and 
that twenty-three years were ſince expired, from the date of the 
will, he having cauſed her obit to be commemorated, in the 
faid church, for thirty years, as alſo for Richard Weſt, late 
Lord la Warre, his father, and Catherine his wife, his mother; 
and appointed ten marks, to be paid yearly, for thirty years, as 
a ſalary for a prieſt, daily to ſay maſs, in the church of Broad- 
water, and to pray for the fouls of him, the ſaid Lord la Warre, 
Elizabeth, his late wife, Eleanor, his. preſent wife, Richard 
Weft and Catherine, his father and mother, and all Chriſtian 
ſouls, He alſo mentions his daughter Dorothy Owen, and his 
daughter Anne St. Amonde. He likewite was bountiful to his 
ſervants, and a perſon of great honour and judgment, as his 
will ſhews; the probat whereof bears date on — 12, 
1525, which ſhews he died ſoon after. He married two 
wives *, whereof I ſhall firſt trace the iſſue he had by his firſt 
wife, Elizabeth, daughter of Hugh, and ſiſter and heir of Sir 
John Mortimer, of Mortimer's all, in com. Southamp. which 
were two ſons, Thomas, who ſucceeded to his eſtates and ho- 
nour, and William who died iſſue-leſs; alſo four daughters; 
Elcanor, married to Sir Edward Guldeford, of Hemplted-place, 
and Halden, in Kent, Knt. warden of the Cinque-ports, who 
had iſſue, by her, Joan, wife of John Dudley, Duke of Nor- 
thumberland ; Dorothy, to Sir Henry Owen, Knt. Elizabeth, 
to Charles Somerſet, Fart of Worceſter; Anne, to Thomas 
Lord Clinton, from whence the preſent Earl of Lincoln is de- 
ſcended. | | 

Thomas Weſt, Lord la Warre, fon and heir to Thomas, 
laſt Lord la Warre, was, in 5 Henry VIII. with his father, 
at the ſieges of Therouenne and Tournay, and the battle that 
enſued, when for his valour he was knighted *, on October 14 
at Liſle. After ſucceeding to the honour, he with other peers, 
in wee wi in 22 Henry VIII. " ſubſcribed the declaration 
to Pope Clement VII. intimating that his ſupremacy here would 
not be regarded, if he did not comply with Queen Catherine's - 
vivorce. 

In 31 Hen, VIII. on the diſſolution of the greater monaſteries, 
he obtained a grant of * the ſite and circuit of Wherwell-abbey, 
in com. Southamp. with the lordſhips of Wherwell, Weſton, 
Midleton, Totington, Bolington, Good alias Goodworth,

purtenances, in Mendham, Byrdham, Weſt-Ichenor, Hun- 
tall, Ivernall, Woodcote, Weſterton, Strethampton, Box- 
grave, Compton, Off ham, and Yapton, in the ſaid county; 
which manors the King, through the incitation of Cromwell 
and others, who were chiefs in the contrivance for the diſſolu- 
tion of the religious houſes, got from him, to obviate the future 
reſtitution of thoſe lands, to the uſes they originally were intended. 

He was a Knight Banneret ?, and being elected Knight of the 
Garter *, on December 1, 1549, 3 Edward VI. was inſtalled 
on the thirteenth of that month at Windſor. In 1553, the firſt 
year of Queen Mary *, in conſideration of his ſervice againſt 
John Dudley, Duke of Northumberland, he had a grant of 
200 pounds per annum, for life, And having married Eliza- 
beth, daughter and coheir of Sir John Bonville, Knt. left no 
iſſue by her, departing this life, on September 25, 1554, at 
Offington, and was buried near his father at Broadwater, in 
Suſſex, October 12 *, with ſtandards, banners of arms, &c. 
and many mourners, as recited in the account of his funeral; 
and that he was the beſt houſekeeper in Suſſex. 

By inquiſition © taken at Cuckeheld, in Suſſex, June 6, 1 & 
2 Philip and Mary, after his deceaſe, 5 found that he died 
on September 25, 1554, 1 & 2 Philip and Mary; and that Joan 
Dudley, Dutcheſs of Northumberland, was his couſin and co- 
heir, and at that time fifty years of age, being the daughter 
and heir of Eleanor, his eldeſt ſiſter, the wife of Sir John Guild- 
ford, Knt. Alſo that the three daughters of his ſecond ſiſter, 
Dorothy, the wife of Sir Henry Owen, Knt. were coheirs, 
viz. Elizabeth, wife of Nicholas Deering, whoſe ſon Thomas 
was twenty-four years of age in 1554; Mary, wife of John 
Warnet, aged thirty-eight years on September 1, 1554; aud 

Anne, aged thirty-ſix years, 1554, then the wife of James 
Gage. Alſo, that he died ſeized of the manor of Meyne- 
Martell, and the advowſon of the church, in Dorſetſhire ; the 
manors of Hempſton and Cantelowe in Devonſhire; the manor 
of Wickwarre, and advowſon of the church, in Glouceſter- 
ſhire; the manors of Shepton-Mallet, and advowſon of the

Alfter his deceaſe, the Lord Morley, his friend, made the fol- 
lowing epitaph © on him: 
© Virtue, honeſty, liberalitie, and grace, 
And true religion, this ſely grave doth holde: 
TI do wiſhe, that all our great men-woulde 
In good follow this noble Baron's trace, 
That from his wiſe hart did always chaſe 
Envy and malice; and fought of young and olde

Leonard Weſt, third and youngeſt ſon by the faid ſecond:

Lord la Warre, Knight of the Garter, 
bearing date on October 8, 16 Henry VIII 15245, the ma- 
nors of Sutton Maundeville, and Haſilden, in Wiltſhire ; and 
the manor of Brodele in Dorſetſhire; which were ſettled on 
him, and his heirs male; in default,' on Sir Thomas Weſt, 
Knt. his fon and heir. And his father dying poſſeſſed of a very 
great, eſtate, in the counties of Suſſex, Southampton, and in 
Wiltſhire, Dorſetſhire, Somerſetſhire, Glouceſterſhire, War- 
wickſhire, Leiceſterſhire, Lincolnſhire, and Lancaſhire, which 
he ſettled on Sir Thomas Weſt, Ent. his ſon and heir, and his 
heirs male; and, in default thereof, entailed his ſaid eſtate on 
Owen Weſt, his ſon, remainder to George Weſt, and the ſaid 
Leonard Welt, 

On the deceaſe of his father he was in his youth; but was 
living in the reign of Queen Mary; and in the ſecond parlia- 
ment held in her reign (which was ſummoned to meet at Ox- 
ford, on April 2, 1554, but adjourned to Weſtminſter, where 
it fat from April 5 to May 5, and was then diffolved *) he was 
one of the members for the borough of Shoreham, in Suſſex. 
He married i Barbara, daughter of Sir William Gaſcoigne, of 
Gawthorpe, in Yorkſhire, Knt. by whom he had lde four 
ſons; Thomas and Anthony, who died infants; William;

and 1761. In 174, he was appointed ſecretary of the trea- 
ſury ; and; continued fo till 1762. He is fellow of the royal 
ſociety, and one of the members of the antiquarian ſociety, 
recorder and high-ſteward of St. Alban's, and recorder of Poole 
in Dorſetſhire. He married, in 1738, Sarah, daughter of Sir 
Thomas Steavens, of Eltham, in Kent; by whom he hath 
one ſon, James, and two daughters, Sarah, and Henrietta.

England, and chancellor of the univerſity of Oxford; and had, 
iſſue by her a daughter, Margaret, wife of Thomas Arundel, 
Eſq; with two ſons; William, of whom I ſhall further treat; 
and Sir Thomas Weſt, of Seltwood, in com. Southamp. Knot. 
who died on Auguſt 11, 1622, leaving Mary, his fole daugh- 
ter and heir, the wife of Sir John Leigh, of Cewdray, in com. 
Southamp. The ſaid Sir George Weſt ' was buried in the 
chureh ® of Warbleton, in Suſſex, according to the order in 
his will, dated on Sept. 7, 1538; the. probate whereof bears

Of William, his eldeſt ſon, it is recorded, in the rolls of 
parliament, 2 Edw.

Which Thomas Lord de la Warr, in the life-time of his fa- 
ther *, was knighted in 42 Eliz, and, on the death of the 
Queen, on March 24, 1602-3, was one of the twenty-five 
Lords, privy-counſcllors, who tent a letter, dated at the palace 
of Whitehall, on March 28, 1603, to the Lord Eure, and 
the reſt of the commiſſioners for the treaty of Breame ; notify- 
ing to them the acceſſion of King James to the throne, and 
ordering them to make the beſt conditions they could, in ſuch 

ints as they had in charge, with the Imperial commiſſioners.

In 1609, the ſeventh year of King James I. he was conſti- 
tuted Captain-general of all the colonies, then planted, or to be 
planted, in Virgitia*; and went thither, the ſame year, with 
three ſhips, and one hundred and fifty men, moſt artificers.- 
After his arrival, as my author faith !, be ordered all things in 
the beſt manner; and, with his forces, marched up into me 
parts of the country, with full purpoſe to make further diſco- 
veries, build new towns and furts, and bring the ſavages. to 
obedience.

eldeſt ſon to King James I, and rector of Hurlt-Pierpoint in 
Suſſex abo /e forty years, whence in 264.5, he was ejected ſor 
bis loyalty ; Cecilie was the wife of Sir Francis Binloſs, Kant, 
and mother to Sir Robert Binloſs, of Borwick in Lancaſhire, 
Bart. and was married ſecondly to Sir John Byron, Taight of 
the Bath, created Lord Byron by King Charles I. and Lucy

The faid Henry was v ſummoned to parliament as Lord de la 


Warr, on Nov. 14, 19 Jac. I. He took to wife, in March 
3624-5, Iſabella, born at Bruſſels, in November, 1607, eldeſt 
of the two daughters and coheirs of Sir Thomas Edmunds, 
Ent. treaſurer of the houſhold to King Charles I. and ſeveral 
times ambaſſador in foreign courts. By her, his Lordſhip had 
iſſue, Charles, his ſucceſſor; alſo two daughters, Elizabeth, 
married to Francis Binlofs, Eſq; and Mary, wedded to the 
Rev. Mr. Orme. By inquifition taken after his deceaſe *, on 
June 15, 1628, 4 Car. I. the jury found that he died on the 
1ſt of that month, ſeized of be handed of Wherwell, with

ing to him, and were ſent to priſon, as Whitlock recites, p. 
68 . He married Anne, daughter and heir of John Wild, 
of Droitwich in Worceſterſhire, Eſq; and ſerjeant at law; 
and, by her, who died on December 24, 1677, had iſſue, 1. 
Charles, his ſon and heir, who married , daughter of 
— — Hudlefton, Eſq; and, ſecondly, Elizabeth, daughter 
and coheir of Sir Robert Pye, of Bradenham, in com. Bucks, 
Bart. but died without iſſue, on June 22, 1684: 2. Horatio, 
who alſo died in the life-time of his father, at Barbadoes: 3. 
John, late Lord de la Warr: and a daughter, Cecilie, married 
to Dr. William Beaw, Biſhop of Llandaff; as alſo. Anna- 
Sophia, who died unmarried. This * Charles Lord de la Warr 
departed this life, in the ſixty-fiſth year of his age, on Thurl- 
day, December 22, 1687, and was ſucceeded by John, his 


youngeſt ſon.

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Which John, Lord de la Warr, was, in the reign of King 
William, made firſt Gentleman of the bedchamber, and Groom 
of the Stole, to Prince George of Denmark. And, in the 
year 1702, on a viſit Queen Anne paid to the univerſity of Ox- 
ford, he was created doctor of laws. On September 25, 1708, 
he was ſent by his Royal Highneſs to Portſmouth, to compli- 
ment the Queen of Portugal, on her arrival in Great-Britain. 
He was alſo one of the Commiſſioners for the management of 
his revenue, and preatly in his favour to the time of his death, 
on October 28, 1708; and attended at his Royal Highneſs's 
funeral, on Nov. 11, as Groom of the Stole, alone. Afﬀter 
which, on the deceaſe of the Lord Fitz-Harding, in 1712, he 
ſucceeded him as Treaſurer of the Chamber to Queen Anne. 
On the acceſſion of George I. to the throne, on Auguſt x, 
1714, his Lordſhip, on November 7 following, was conſtituted 
one of the Tellers of the Exchequer; and afterwards Trea- 
ſurer of the Exciſe.

Which John, now Earl de la Warr, born on April 4, 1693, 
was, on his return from his travels in 1712, made, by Queen 
Anne, Standard- bearer to the Band of Gentlemen Penfioners, 
and ſworn in a Clerk extraordinary of her Majeſty's privy-coun- 
eil. Soon after the acceſſion of King George I. he reſigned 
the poſt of Standard- bearer, and was made Guidon to the firſt 
troop of life - guards, then commanded by John Duke of Mon- 
tagu. He was appointed a Lord of the bedchamber to King 
George I. in 1725 ; and the fame year was choſe a Knight of 
the moſt honourable order of the Bath, on the revival of that 


honour, and inftalled in King Henry VIPs Chapel, on June 25. 


In 1731, his Lordſhip was made Treaſurer of the houſhold to 
bis late Majeſty, and ſworn of his priyy-council. In 1736, he 
was ſent eo Saxe-Gotha, to conclude a treaty of marriage be- 
tween her Royal Highneſs the Princeſs Auguſta, and his late 


Royal Highnefs Frederick Prince of Wales; and attended her : 


into England. In 1737, he was appointed Governor and Cap- 
tain-general of New York, but reſigned the ſame in September” 


following, on his I Captain and Colonel of the firſt 


troop of life- guards. On February 26, 1741-2, he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Brigadier-general ; and, in 1743, at- 


readed his late Majeſty in his campaign in Germany, and was

on October 10, 1747, to the rank of Lieutenant-general;

Talbot, Biſhop of Durham, was endowed with admirable ta- 
lents, which: were improved by-a liberal and generous education, 
ſuitable to the dignity of his extraction: and, applying himſelf 
to the ſtudy of the Laws, advanced himſelf, by real merit, with- 
out ſervility or the arts of Corruption. Both as a Pleader and a 
Judge, he diſplayed an uncommon fund of knowledge and elo- 
=_ and manifeſted an inviolable integrity upon all occa- 
A8. Although in place, he maintained the independence and 
roi of the moſt celebrated patriots of any country or age. 
e never proſtituted the power of office to miniſterial or other 


dictates, nor ever ſtained it by an act of avarice: and his own 


family and kindred were not the fole objects of his care and be- 
neficence. He was the munificent patron of literature and 
learned men; and the ſure relief of the diſtreſſed. 

© He was elected member for Tregony in Cornwall, upon a 
Vacancy, in the year 1719, to the 5th parliament of Great- 
Britain ; and was returned for the city of Durham to the two 


ſucceeding parliaments. 


On May 31, 1717, he was nominated Sollicitor-general to 
George Prince of Wales, the Jate King; and, on April 22, 
1726, was conſtituted Sollicitor-general to King George I. in 
the room of Sir Clement Weerg, deceaſed. He continued in 
that poſt till November 29, 17 3, when he was 55 


Lord High Chancellor of Great-Britain, upon the reſignation 


of Peter King, Lord King, and at the fame time ſworn of his 
Majeity's Privy-council, - He was, by letters patent, dated on 
December 5 that year, created a Peer of Great-Britain, by the 
name, ftile, and title of Lord Talbot, Baron of Henſol in the 
county of Glamorgan: in Auguſt, 1734, his Lordſhip was 
choſen a Governor of the Charter-houſe. And on February 14, 
1737, died in his office of Lord Chancellor, at his houſe in 
Lincaln's-inn-Fields, in the 52d year of his age, univerſally 
nn, beloved, and juſtly lamented, as a great national 
os.

Anthony, the eldeſt ſon and heir, was member for the town of

beth, only daughter of James, 3d Earl of Berkeley, by his

His Lordſhip repreſented the city of Bath, in the xoth and 
11th parliaments of Great Britain, ſummoned to meet on Aug.

F this family, which has been long ſeated at Blandford, in 

the county of Dorſet, was Thomas Pitt, Efq; born in that 
town, who was by Queen Anne appointed governor of Fort St, 
George in the Eaſt- Indies, where he many years reſided, and 
there purchaſed, for the ſum of 48,000 pagodas (20, 400 l. ſter- 
ling) that extraordinary fine diamond, weighing 127 carats, 
which he ſold to the King of France for 135,000 l. ſterling, 
and which to this day is ſtiled Pitt's diamond.

- which reſigning in April, 1745, he was conſtituted on the 22d 
of February, 1746, Joint Vice-Treaſurer of Ireland, and on 
May 6, 1746, Treaſurer and Paymaſter-general of the army, 
and on the 28th of the ſame month was ſworn and member of 
his Majeſty's moſt honourable Privy Council. For his oppoſing 
the meaſures of the Miniſtry, in parliament, with an eloquence 
and force of reafoning ſeldom equalled, her Grace Sarah, late 
Ducheſs Dawager of Marlborough, ſome time before, left him

Our 
ſucceſſes abroad, during his patriot adminiſtration, are too 
deeply engraved on the minds of his countrymen ever to be 
eraſed, or to need much mention here: Let it fuffice juſt to 
fay, that all the officers CP Ag his influence, by ſea 
and land, juſtified his nice and true diſcernment: Under his 
auſpices, Amherſt and Boſcawen, reduced Cape Breton; 
Woolfe and Saunders triumphed at Quebeck; Goree and Sene- 
gal were ſubjugated to the crown of Great Britain ; the French 
were ruined in the Eaſt- Indies, their armies defeated in Europe, 
Belleiſle was rent from their monarchy, their coaſts were inſult- 
ed and ravaged, their fleets deſtroyed, their trade annihilated, 
and thoſe ancient enemies of theſe kingdoms reduced to a ſtate 
of Bankruptcy : And that by his wiſe plan the Havanna was 
torn from the Spaniards after his reſignation. Happy and united 
at hume, abroad the Engliſh nation was every-where feared and 
reſpected ; her enfigns were diſplayed in the remoteſt regions, 
and her honour was advanced to a pitch never known before : 
The name of an Englifhmari was pronounced with reverence, 
and -_ Sovereign's glory propagated to the fartheſt bounds of the

During the period in which he bore no ſhare in the admini- 
ſtration, his behaviour diſplayed an inflexible integrity, and the 
greateſt love of his country, particularly in the famous affair of 
General Warrants, and that of the repeal of the American Stamp 
Act, on which he ſpoke with ſuch eloquence, ſolid judgment, 
and conviction as could not fail to filence his opponents, and 


to prove that the ſlavery of our colonies would be followed by 
our own deſtruction, At length, after many ſhifting and un- 


ſteady plans of Adminiſtration, his Majeſty, induced by a 
thorough knowledge of his great abilities, and the general

T HE family of Ligonier, bien from their nobility,

Colonel James Gardiner, fell at the battle of /Prefton-pans, 
Sept. 21, 1745. His promotion was accompanied with this re- 
mar kable declaration of his late moſt gracious Majeſty, I will 
give them a Colonel that will ae them fight.“ Colonel Ligo- 
nier, though hehad been long in an ill ſtate of health, could 
not be perſuaded to delert the ſervice of his Sovereign, at ſuch

He married, 
in January, 1766, Mary, daughter of the Honourable George 
Pitt, of Stratfieldſea, in Hants, Eſq; Ambaſſador at the court 
of Turin, and member for Dorſetſhire. hs. 
John, Earl Ligonier, &c. of whom I am now to treat, 
being ſent to England, with his brothers, for education, and 
emulous of the glory of his noble anceſtors, went early into the 
ſervice of the Engliſh crown; and, at the age of fifteen, diſ- 
layed ſuch innate bravery, as perhaps has ſeldom been heard 
of: for, at that time of life, being a voluntier, under the great 
Duke of Marlborough, at the attack of the citadel of Liege, 
which was carried by ſtorm, on Oct. 23 702, he, with an- 
other voluntier, the Honourable Allan Wentworth (youngeſt 


brother of Thomas then Lord Raby, afterwards. Earl of Straf- 


ford) were the two firſt who mounted the breach, and Mr. 
Wentworth was killed by his ſide. 
Notwithſtanding his Lordſhip's youth, he was, in February, 
1703, permitted to purchaſe the command of a company in 
Lord North's regiment, with which he was preſent at the glo- 
rious battles of Schellenberg, and Blenheim, (or Hockſtet) 
fought on July 13, and Auguſt 13, N. S. 1704; in the latter 
of which i” every Captain in the regiment was ſlain 
except himſelf, and Lord North loſt his arm. | 
At the 1 in Auguſt, 1706, his Lordſhip, being 
one of the Captains of the Engliſh grenadiers, who bravely 
made themſelves maſters of the counterſcarp, after a gallant de- 
fence by the beſieged, was raiſed ta the rank of Major, and 
* Major of Brigade. ; 
uring the courſe of that glorious war, his Lordſhip was, 
moreover, preſent, and behaved with his wonted intrepidity, in 
the battles of Ramillies, Qudenarde, Wynendale, and Te- 
nieres, or Malplaquet ; at the laſt of which, twenty-two ſhot 
went through his Lordſhip's clothes, without wounding his 
perſon. He alſo aſſiſted, either in Flanders or Spain, at 22 great 
heges, viz. thoſe of Tournay, Douay, Menin, Ghent, Aire, 
Liſle, St. Venant, &c. &c. &c. At the attack of Vigo, under 
Lord Cobham, in the year 1719, his Lordſhip was a Colonel

la-Chapelle, OR. 7, 18, 1748, his Lordſhip bore a very di- 
ſtinguiſhing ſhare, At the glorious battle of Dettingen, fought 
bye 16 27, 1743. 2 then Lieutenant-general, he was, 
with General Honey wqod, Lieutenant · general Campbell, &c. 
placed at the head of the firſt line of the cavalry; and, after the 
retreat of the French, his Lordſhip was ordered, with Lieute- 
nant-genera] Campbell, to paſs the moraſs, and march with the 
horſe ſtrait to Dettingen, which they effected, but found that 
village ahandoned: after which they marched to Wilſheim, 
which was alſo evacuated, though barricadoed all round, and 
loop-holes made through all the walls and tops of the houſes. 
In this action, his Lordſhip's regiment, (the 8th) of horſe, 
ſuffered much, and gained great reputation : and his Lordſhip's 
brother, their Lieytenant- colonel, was wounded in the thigh. 
After the victory, his Lordſhip {with other Generals) had the 
honour of Knighthood conferred upon them, by his Majeſty, 
under the Royal Standard. ; 
At the battle of Fontenoy, May 11, N. S. 1745, his Lord- 
ſhip commanded the whole infantry, and the honour they ac» 
2 * that day, was principally owing to his Lordſhip's conduct 
and bravery. . | 
The 45-4. attack of the French intrenchments was com- 
manded by his Lordſhip in perſon, and every thing gave 
to Britiſh intrepidity ; the troops remaining maſters of the 
of battle for upwards of two hours: and, could the brave and 
royal commander, the Duke of Cumberland, have perſuaded the 
Dutch to imitate the example and bravery of the Britiſh troops, 
the victory might have-proved as great as that of Blenheim, Nor 
did his Lordſhip, though in ſo much imminent danger, think 
of a retreat, until he received a written order for that purpoſe 
from the Duke; when, having prepared every thing in obe- 
dience thereto, his Lordſhip, before he left the field, ſent a 
card to Marſhal Saxe, laconically deſiring him to take a humane 
care of his dead and wounded, and promiſing to repay the obli- 
gation, with the ſame care of the French, in ſuch a ſituation, 
the firſt opportunity that offered. His Lordſhip ſoon received a 
card from the Marſhal in return, acquainting him that he had 
laid his meſſage before the King his maſter, who had ordered 
him to comply with it in its utmoſt extent. After the retreat, 


his Royal Highneſs received his Lordſhip with ſuch tender marks 


of affection and approbation, as his Lordſhip, no doubt, con- 
lidered as a full compenſation for the difficulties and dangers he 
had undergone, In this dreadful attack, Major-general Sin- 
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dir, the Earl of Albemarle, Sir Charles Howard, General 
Ponſonby (who was unfortunately killed) Brigadier Cholmond- 


ley, and other General Officers, behaved with moſt extraordi- 
nary gallantry, His Lordſhip received three ſhot through his 


clothes; but, from that providential protection he had ſo often 
rienced, he eſcaped without a wound. 
n the year 1746, his Lordſhip commanded in chief the 
Britiſh forces, and all the troops in Britiſh pay, in Flanders, 


where he arrived on July 8, N. 8. A council of war was im- 


mediately held in the camp of the Allied army, at Terhyde, 
wherein it was reſolved to march towards the Biſhopric of 
Liege, to facilitate the Jn with a great reinforcement, 
from Germany, under Count Palfi. Accordingly they began 
their march on the 17th, and on the 23d were joined, at Peer, 
by that ' reinforcement, From Peer, the army marched to 
Idt, where it incamped on the 26th, © © 

After various marches and countermarches, an action hap- 
pened between the right wing of the French and left the of the 
Allied army, at Roucoux, near Liege; in which, as on every 
other occaſion during the campaign, his Lordſhip diſplayed his 
Judgment and intrepidity. He himſelf led the whole left wing ; 
and, when ſome battalions gave way, after great loſs, and the 
moſt vigorous defence, his Lordſhip rallied and brought them 


again to the charge: and, at the cloſe of the action, made a 


retreat, that will ever do honour to his Lordſhip's military (kill ; 

a retreat much admired and greatly praiſed by Marſhal Saxe, the 
enemy's General. His Lordſhip himſelf gives the beſt idea of 
this action, in a letter dated at his camp at Leſſer, Oct. 12, to 
the .Earl of Sandwich at Breda, which is as follows: 


< My Lord, 


© For fear the relation, which the French may publiſh of 
« what paſted yeſterday, ſhould make too great an impreſſion, 
© I would not, though on a march, miſs the poſt; in commu- 
© nicating to your Excellency, that Marſhal. Saxe, yeſterday, 
attacked our army on the fide of the left wing, where the 
Dutch, aſter a long reſiſtance, and after behaving extremely 
well, were obliged to yield to ſuperior numbers. Three vil- 
© lages occupied by eight battalions, Engliſh, Hanoverians, 
© and Heſſians, being attacked by 54 battalions of French, at- 
© ter repulſing them twice, were, in their turn, forced to give 
© way; but the Engliſh cavalry had, all along, the advantage. 
£ I think, that, properly ſpeaking, this affair cannot be called 
a battle, for I doubt if the third part of our army was en- 
* gazed. The cannonading was terrible for about two hours:

+ the French double the number. The army retired in the 
beit order that could be. As we ſuſpected the town of Liege 
to be betrayed to the enemy, it was impoſſible for us to re- 
main in our camp.

In the battle of Val, or Kiſtelt, fought on July 2, N. 8. 

747, between the left wing of the Allied army, and the 
3 his Lordſhip had a very remarkable ſhare ; and com- 
manded the left wing of the cavalry, which, under his orders, 
behaved with the utmoſt bravery and fortitude, He ſent, by 
Lieutenant-colonel Forbes, the Ea advice, to his Royal High- 
neſs the Duke of Cumberland, of the enemy's ſeeming, by their 
motions, to have formed with a deſign of attacking our left wing, 
and that thereupon he had ordered all to arms: and, indeed, a 
more obllinate engagement can ſcarce be paralleled. His Lord- 
hip gave moſt convincing proofs of that great ſkill and judg- 
ment he poſſeſſed in the military ſctence ; and his ſpirit was as 
well ſeconded by all the troops under his command. The firſt. 
charge with the whole wing of cavalry was very ſucceſsful, hav- 


* 


ing the enemy in flank, in ſpite of their ſuperiority: but his 
Lordſhip was, by an order, which was never cleared up, ſtopped 
in this ſucceſsful attempt. The ſecond charge was with only 
Io or 12 ſquadrons, with which his Lordſhip attacked the whole 
right wing of the enemy's cavalry, then in motion to fall upon 
our retiring infantry, This ſudden and unexpected attack,' in 
which 20 or 25 of the French ſquadrons were immediately over- 
-thrown, fo diſconcerted the French, that they left off the pur- 
ſuit of the foot, and thought only of their own ſafety. As it 
is impoſſible in ſo briſk a charge, that troops ſhould keep their 
order, they were at laſt overcome with numbers: and his Lord - 
ſhip, endeavouring to join a ſquadron of the Inniſkilling dra- 
goons, which were then in order, fell into a ſquadron of French 
. Carabineers, and was made priſoner. The Chevalier de Lage, 
who commanded the ſquadron, accepted his parole, and neither 
took his piſtols or ſword ; and gave two of his men to conduct 
him to Prince Clermont, who carried him to Marſhal Saxe; 
and that illuſtrious General introduced his Lordſhip to the King, 
ſaying, Sir, I preſent to your Majeſty a man, who, by a 
* glorious action, has diſconcerted all my projects.“ e 
French Monarch received his Lordſhip with great marks of 
diſtinction; and beſtowed many commendations on his beha- 
viour that day; his Majeſty having ſeen the whole affair from 
the hill of Herderen, about 300 paces from the place of action. 
| Propoſals 
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Propoſals of peace were made through his Lordſhip, but they 
were not accepted, | 

In this API, which was by his Royal Highneſs's a 
Probation, and which ſome people were pleaſed to call raſh, 


. was wounded and taken Count Iſenbourg, General, com- 
manding the Heſſians. General Hardenbourg of the Hano- 


verians was killed; Captain Henry Campbell, 2d ſon to John, 
now Duke of Argyle, and Aid de Camp to his Lordſhip, was 
killed, and Captain Keppel, another of his Lordſhip's Aid de 
Camps, was much wounded and taken. General Bland was 
wounded, and Lord Robert Sutton and Colonel Conway were 
taken. The 10 or 12 ſquadrons, concerned in this affair, be- 
haved with the greateſt intrepidity : the Greys, the Duke's, 
and Rothes's dragoons, ſuffered much, and acquired immortal 
honour. | | 
- His Lordſhip was ſoon after ſet liberty upon his parole; and, 
when exchanged, returned to his duty with the Allied army. 

It is not proper here to enter into the various debates that 
#oſe relative to this battle; but I ſhall beg leave to tranſcribe 
the 8 paſſage from a maſterly * writer“ General 
* Ligonier, Curtius like, facrificed himſelf to fave the army, 
© by leaping into the gulph with what was moſt valuable in it 
© yet this attack was openly condemned in our army, before the 
© General's return from captivity in that of the enemy. The 
© honour of faving the army was envied him by thoſe who had 
4 reaped none themſelves, But the ſervice was tov glaring not 
4 to eſtabliſh its own merit: nor was the teſtimony of the ene- 
my wanting to acknowledge and admire what had checked 
© their purſuit.” | 25 

In October the Allied and French armies went into winter- 
quarters; and, on November 13, his Lordſhip arrived in London 
from Flanders. % | 
In the late war, his Lordſhip did not ſerve in perſon, the na- 
ture of his high employments not permitting it : but the glorious 
ſueceſſes which attended our arms, in all parts of the world, 
may July, in great meaſure, be attributed to his Lordſhip's 
wife plans; his co-operation with the great men then at the 
head of affairs; and his juſt regard to real merit in all his re- 
commendations and appointments, 
It is but juſtice to ſuch ſuperior virtue, to obſerve, at the cloſe 
of this brief recapitulation of his Lordſhip's great and intereſt- 
ing tranſactions, during a long life of uſefulneſs and benevo- 
lence to mankind in general, and to this country in particular; 
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that, as his Lordſhip's uncommon talents and bravery have 
* equally intitled him to the favour of his Sovereigns, and the 

love of the public; ſo by a moſt rare felicity, amidft all the 
rage of ſucceſſive contending parties, through every change af 
meaſures and adminiſtration, bis character was never once men- 
tioned with diſreſpect, nor one of his actions arraigned. . As. 

indiſputable abilities, and great ſkill in his profeſſion, have 
raiſed his Lordſhip to the higheſt honours, thoſe honours never 
were envied him : and, at the time theſe lines are written, it 
would be difficult to find a heart ſo bad to conceive, or a hand 
or tongue ſo malignant to write or ſpeak any thing derogatory 
of his Lordſhip's reputation, either in affairs of the ſtate or 


army. 

In conſideration of his Lordſhip's great and eminent ſervices, 
his late moſt gracious Majeſty was pleaſed, on December 10. 
1757, to order letters patent to be paſſed under the Great Seal 
of Ireland, containing a grant to him, and his heirs male, of

ciouſly pleaſed to order, on May 1, 1762, like letters patent 
to be paſſed, as aforeſaid, containing a grant unto his Lordſhip 
and his heirs male, and, in default of ſuch iſſue, to Lieutenant- 
colonel Edward Ligonier and his heirs male, of the dignity of 
2 Viſcount, of the ſaid kingdom, by the name, ſtile, and title 
of Viſcount Ligonier, of Clonmel, in the ſaid kingdom. 
Moreover, ſtill further to reward his Lordſhip's great ſervices, 
his Majeſty was pleaſed, on April 19, 1763, to grant unto his

. Baron of Ripley, in the county of Surry. 
pon his Lordſhip's reſignation of the poſt of Commander 
in Chief of his Majeſty's forces, his Majeſty was pleaſed moſt 
graciouſly, and of his own pure regard to his Lordſhip's great 
abilities, and extraordinary ſervices to the nation, by letters 
patent, dated September 6, 1766, further to advance his Lord- 
ſhip to the dignity of an Earl of the kingdom of Great Britain 
(to him and the heirs male, of his body, lawfully begotten) by 
the name, ſtile, and title of Earl Ligonier. | 
. His Lordſhip was, in the year, 1743, elected a Knight 
of the moſt honourable order of the Bath, and inſtalled on Oc- 


tober 20, 1744, in Henry VIIth's chapel, in Weſtminſter⸗ 


abbey.

In this office, his preſent Majeſty was molt graciouſly pleaſed

His preſent Majeſty likewiſe conti- 
nued his Lordſhip one of the members of his moſt honourable 
Privy-Council, which his Lordſhip had been ſeveral years du-

His Lordſhip (it is remarkable) at the concluſion of the late 
war, was General of Horſe, Maſter of the Ordnance, Colonel 
of the Royal regiment of Horſe-guards, and Field-Marſhal and 
Commander in Chief of the Forces, &c. but now only enjoys 
the military offices of Field-Marſhal of his Majeſty's forces, 
and Colonel of the 1ſt regiment of Foot-guards. His Lord- 
ſhip is the only Peer now in the Houſe of Lords, raiſed-by his 
military ſervices, and the only general Officer that purchaſed the 
regiment he commands. | |

HIS noble family derive their ſurname from Evercux, 

a town of note in Normandy : and the firſt of them, 

who ſettled in England, was Robert, youngeſt ſon of 
Walter, Earl of Roſmar. This Robert (who in antient records 
is ftiled de Ebrois, and de Ebroicis) accompanied William the 
Conqueror at the deciſive engagement near Haſtings, fought 
on October 14, 1066 ; and was father of Reginald d'Evereux, 
his only ſon and heir, who, in 1140, the fifth year of the reign 
of King Stephen *, gave ten marks of ſilver to that Monarch, 
and fifty marks of the mean profits, for the recovery of his fa- 
ther's lands in Cornwall. The ſaid Reginald had alſo an only 
ſon and heir, William d'Evezeux, whoſe widow, Halewyſe ö, 
beſtowed on the monks of St. Peter's abbey, at Glouceſter, 
certain lands, called the Hyde, in Herefordſhire, which Walter 
de Laci gave her in marriage, King Henry II. confirming the 
t. Euſtace d*Evereux ©, the only ſon and heir of William, 

in the fifth year of King John's reign (which began on April 6, 
1199) im Herbert Waleran for one Knight's ſee in 
Kington. Stephen d'Evereux (or d'Ebrois, as ſometimes wrote) 
only fon of the ſaid Euſtace, attended King John in the expedi- 
tion into Poictou , in the fiſteenth year of his reign ; and, hav- 
ing alſo ſerved King Henry III. in his wars againſt the Welſh *, 
had, on that account, ſcutage of his tenants, in the counties of 
Glouceſter and Hereford, who held of him by military ſervice. 
By Ifabel, his wife, he had a ſon, William 122 who, be- 
ing one of the Barons Marchers , fought for the ſaid King 
Henry againſt the Welch; but at the battle of Lewes in Suſſex,

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May 14, 1264, he forſook him &, and ſiding with Simon Mont- 
fort, Earl of Leiceſter, and his partizans, was lain in the fight 
near Eveſham, on Auguft 4, 1265, 49 Hen. III. He married 
Maud, ſiſter to Walter de Gifford, Biſhop of Bath and Wells, 
and by her had an only fon, William: but, the father's lands 
being forfeited by his faid treaſon, this William was kept out 
of them, till making his compoſition at three years value, ac- 
cording to the diftum de Kenifivorth (publiſhed on October 31, 
1266, 51 Hen. III.) he obtained livery thereof. This laſt 
mentioned William had ſummens to parliament, A. D. 1298; 
and by Alice, his wife, left a ſon, Sir William d'Evereux, Knt.

rof the horſe, Earl Marſhal of England, Lord Deputy of 
n Chancellor of the Univerſity of Cambridge, a renown- 
ed ſtateſman and ſoldier, and, after the death of Robert Dudley 
Earl of Leiceſter, became the moſt intimate favourite of Queen 
Elizabeth. However, her Majeſty, imagining that he pre- 
ſumed too much on the favours granted him, made him one = 
feel the weight of her hand; and, having been accuſed of miſ- 
management, which his adverſaries, who envied the grace he 
ſtood in with his Sovereign, repreſented as treaſonable, he form- 
ed cabals, and attempted an inſurrection ; but being diſappoint- 
ed in that enterprize, and brought to trial, he was convicted of 
high treaſon, and on February 25, 1601, ſuffered deeapita- 
tion in the Tower of London. His Lordſhip left iſſue, by 
Frances his wife, daughter and heir to Sir Francis Walſin 
ham, Secretary of State, and widow of the famous Sir Philip 
Sidney, one fon, and two daughters, viz. Robert, 3d Earl of

The faid Robert, 4th Viſcount Hereford, and 3d Earl of 
Eſſex, his only ſon, was honoured with Knighthood at Wind- 
ſor, with his Highneſs Charles Prince of Wales, afterwards 
King Charles II. when he was to be inſtalled Knight of the 
Garter, on May 20, 1638.

his body, he was conſtituted Governor of Queenborough Caſtle 
in Kent; and the ſame year being in the battle of Newark on 
Trent, June 16, when the Earl of Lincoln and Lambert Sim- 
nell were defeated, he was knighted for his gallant behaviour, 
In 18 Hen, VII. being , Conſtable of the caſtle of Calais, he, 
and Sir Richard Nanfan, Deputy-Lieutenant of Calais, were # 
commiſſioned, in cenfideration of their loyalty, induſtry, fore- 
fight,” and care, to receive the ſum of 25,000 franks in gold, 
due on November 1, 1502, being an annual payment from. 
Lewis XI. King of France, according to an agreement con- 
cluded on November 3, 1492. Alfo in 20 Henry VII. being 
Lieutenant of the caſtle of Calais, he was again * commiſfion- 
ed to receive the annual payment due that year. | 

His laſt will and teſtament is dated at Calais, on September 
25, 1505, and was proved on November 19, 1506, wherein 
being wrote Sir Anthony Brown, Knt. Lieutenant of the caſtle 
of Calais, he orders his body to be buried in the Reſurrection- 
church in St. Nicholas chapel, near his wife ; and bequeaths ta 
every brotherhood within the ſaid church 10s. and to the Lord 
Prior of Chrift-Church, Canterbury, a ſtanding cup of ſilver 
gilt; alſo two others to Sir Edward Poyning and Sir Hugh 
Conway, whom he conftitutes overſeers of his will, with Lu 
his wife executrix z whereby it appears that ſhe was his ſecond 
wife.

Which Anthony was with the Earl of Surry, Lord High- 
Admiral, at Southampton, the 14 Henry VIII. when he convoy- 
ed the Emperor Charles I. from that port to Biſcay ; and was 
knighted for his valour in the aſſault of Morlaix in Britanny, 
and winning of that town. In 16 Henry VIII. being one of 
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the Eſquires of the King's Houſhold, he was one of the Chal. 
lengers in feats of arms againſt the feaſt of Chriſtmas, at Green. 
wich, before the King; and the year after was made ® Lieu- 
tenant of the iſle of Man, and thoſe other iſlands belonging 
thereto, during the minoxity of Edward Earl of Derby. In 
1527, 19 Henry VIII. he, with Arthur Plantagenet, Viſcount 


Liſle, Knight of the Garter, and others, were ſent ® Ambaſ- 


ſadors to Francis I. the French King, to inveſt him with the en-

In 37 Henry VIII. the * King, confiding in his loyalty, va- 
Jour, induſtry, foreſight, and care, being Maſter of the Horſe, 
and Knight of the Garter, commiſſioned him, with Sir Thomas 
Wriotheſley, Lord Chancellor, Henry Earl of Arundel, and 
William Lord St. John, Chamberlain of the Houſhold, to levy, 
array, and try all men able to bear arms in the counties of Sur- 
ry, Saſſex, Southampton, Wilts, Oxon, and Berks, and to arm 
them according to their degrees, and to muſter them in proper 
places; and to march all his liege ſubjects, ſo arrayed and tried, 
as well men at arms and archers, as other horſe and foot, by 
themſelves, or others by them deputed, to ſuppreſs his enemies, 
as often as occaſion ſhall require. The fame year (37 Henry 
VIII.) he was made Juſtice in Eyre of all the foreſts beyond 
Trent; and in 38 Henry VIII. was conſtituted Standard-bearer 
to the King (as his father had been to Henry VII.) And was 
in ſuch favour with his Sovereign, that he * appointed him one 
of his executors, with truſt likewiſe to be of the council to

This Sir Anthony died on May 6, 1548, 2 Edward VI. at 
Byflet-houſe in Surry, by him builded, being then Maſter of 
the Horſe to that King; and was buried at Battle-Abbey in Suſ- 
ſex, where in the chancel he has a noble altar-tomb erected to 
his memory, whereon is a figure of a man in armour, lying on 
his back, habited with the mantle, collar, &c. of the noble or- 
der of the Garter; his head reſting on a helmet, and at his 
feet an eagle (the creſt of his family). By him lies his Lady, 
in the habit of the times, repoſing her head on a cuſhion, and 
at her feet a wolf with a collar about his neck, Underneath are 
ſeveral cherubs, and under them eſcutcheons of arms, curiouſly 
cut in marble, and painted, but now worn out. The inſcrip- 
tion gives an account of her death, whom he ſurvived eight 
years, which ſhews the tomb was erected by him in his life-

Which Anthony, his eldeſt ſon, was one of the forty Knights 
made at the coronation of King Edward VI. the Duke of Sal- 
folk, the Earls of Hertford and Ormond, with other Nobles, 
being of the number. He was Sheriff for Surry and Suſſex in 
the laſt year of that King; and for the more honourable re- 
ception of the Prince of Spain, then to be married to Queen 
Mary, he was“ on April 8, 1554, appointed Maſter of his 
Horſe. Alſo 1 and 2 Philip and Mary, the King and Queen, 
in conſideration of the good and laudable ſervice done by their 
beloved and faithful ſervant Sir Anthony Brown, and ſtill conti- 
nues to do, as alſo the nobility of birth, early care, loyalty, 
and honour, created the ſaid Sir Anthony Brown, Kant. Viſ- 
count Montague, to have and to hold the ſame honour to him 
and the heirs male of his body ; and further granted to him 20 
marks yearly, payable out of the fines and profits of the coun- 
ty of Surry ©; by patent dated at Hampton-Court, on Septem- 
ber 21, 1554. That title he choſe, by reaſon that the Lady 
Lucy, his grand-mother, was one of the daughters and coheirs 
to John Nevil, Marquis Montague. After that honour being 
conferred on him, he was, by order of parliament, ſent to the 


Pope (together with Thomas Thirleby, Biſhop of Ely) for re- 


ducing of this realm to an union with the church of Rome, and 
to the obedience of that ſee, Being elected a Knight of the 
Garter, he was inſtalled at Windſor on October 22, 1555

At the acceſſion of Queen Elizabeth, on November 17, 1558, 
he was left out of her privy-council ; and in the ſecond year of 
her reign, on that grand r in parliament for aboliſhing 
the Pope's ſupremacy, and reſtoring it to the crown of this realm, 
he was the only Peer, who, with Francis 5th Earl of Shrewſbury, 
then voted againſt it, out of a ſentiment of zeal and honour, as 
Camden has obſerved in his hiſtory of Queen Elizabeth ; urging, 
That it would be a very diſgraceful reflection for Eagles, 
« which was ſo lately and fo well reconciled to the apoſtolie 
' © ſee, to make ſo ſudden a revolt from it: And moreover, that 
the hazard would be as great as the ſcandal, ſhould the Pope 
thunder out his excommunication, and expoſe the nation, by 
« that means, to the reſentment of its neighbouring enemies, 
upon the ſcore of this defection : That he, for his part, had 
« by authority of parliament, and in the name of the whole 
body of England, tendered obedience to the Pope; the per- 

« formance of which he could by no means diſpenſe with.” 

In 3 Elizabeth, being highly eſteemed for his great prudence 
and wiſdom, though earneſtly devoted to the Romiſh religion, 
he was f thought a perſon the moſt acceptable to be employed 
Ambaſſador into Spain, to ſatisfy King Philip II. what juſt cauſe 
Queen Elizabeth had to ſend an army into Scotland ; and to 
repreſent, that the practices of the Guiſes might be of as dan- 
gerous conſequence to his provinces in the Netherlands, as well 
as in Spain, as to England. But all that I have ſeen farther 
memorable of him, is, that he was one of the Peers which fat 
on the trial of the Queen of Scots, and that departing this life 
at Harſley in com. Surry, on October 19, A. D. 1592 (34 Eliz. 
he was buried at Coudray. 

Camden makes this mention of him in his annals: Queen 
Elizabeth, having experienced his loyalty, had a great eſteem 
for him (though he was a ſtiff Romaniſt) and paid him a viſit 
© ſome time before his death: For ſhe was ſenſible that his re- 
* gard for that religion was owing to his cradle and education, 
© and proceeded rather from principle than faction, as ſome 
people's faith did. He was ſucceeded by Anthony his grand- 
* ſon, who very commendably followed the good example ſet 
© him by his grandfather.” |

I, 
The ſaid Ingelram married“ Sibel de Tyngrie, daughter and 
heir to Pharamus de Boloign © (or Boulogne) nephew to Maud, 
Queen of England, wife of _ Stephen. By the ſaid Sibyl, 
Ingelram had a fon, William de Fines, his heir, who in 8 John, 
obtained © that King's mandate to the ſheriff of Somerſetſhire, 
to make livery unto him of the manor of Mertoc, whereunta 
Sibyl his mother had quitted her claim in open court. Which 
manor, as part © of the honour of Euſtace, ſome time Earl of 
Boulogne, William Earl ot Boulogne, grandſon to Euſtace, 
gave to the ſaid Pharamus in fee : and in 2 Henry III. the faid 
William de Fines paid a * fine to the King of 200 marks, for 
livery of the manor of Wendover in com. Bucks. Which ma- 
nor was likewiſe given 5 to the before-ſpecified Pharamus, his 
grandfather, by King Henry II. This William married Agnes 
de Danmartin, Siſter of Reynold and Simon de Danmartin, by 
whom he had two ſons, Sir Ingelram de Fienes, his heir, Bald- 
win de Fienes, and a daughter, Maud, the wife of Baldwin 
Earl of Guiſnes: and having given * to the canons of Miſſen- 
den certain lands in Wendover, died in 25 Henry III. for then 
his eldeſt fon and heir, Sir Ingelram de Fienes, had livery * of 
his lands; his relief, with all other the debts of William his 
father, being pardoned in * reſpect of his ipecial ſervices. 
This Sir Ingelram de Fienes, in 32 Henry III. being to 
receive the honour of Knighthood by Bathing, &c. had an al- 
Jowance of his robes, and all other accoutrements for that ſo- 
lemnity, at the King's charge: and in 33 Henry III. doing 
his homage, had alſo livery ® of kis lands in Northamptonſhire, 
In 37 Henry II. he had command ® to ſend Baldwin de Fienes, 
his brother, well fitted with horſe and arms, into Gaſcoign,

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tere to ſtay in the King's ſervice; as alſo William, his own 
ſon, to be educated with Prince Edward. He was furthermore 
commanded to provide eighty ſufficient men at arms; beſides 
thoſe forty for whom the King had formerly written ; and the 
next year following e was in his ſervice beyond ſea. In 47 
Henry III. in conſideration ? of his long continued and laudable 
ſervices, he obtained the cuſtody of the lands of William de 
Beauchamp, of Bedford, then deceaſed, to hold until the heir 
ſhall accompliſh his full age. Moreover, in conſideration. of 
his great fidelity 4 and conſtancy to the royal intereſt in the 
time of the Barons wars, ſo ſoon as the King recovered his li- 
berty and rightful power by the victory at Eveſham, on Auguſt 
4, 1265, in the forty-ninth of his reign, he obtained his pre- 
cept, that all thoſe his lands, whereof he had been diſpoſſeſſed in 
the time of thoſe troubles, ſhould forthwith be reſtored to Ro- 
bert de Amneſe, his bailiff. The ſame year he had ſummons to 
parliament ; and departed this life in 1269, having been Con- 
ſtable of Dover-caſtle. By Maud, his wife, filter of Bartho- 
lomew Hampden, of Great Hampden in Buckinghamſhire, he 
had three ſons, and a daughter, viz, Sir William de Fienes, 
his heir; Sir Giles de Fienes, of whom afterwards as continu- 
ator of the male line z Reginald de Fienes, who died without 
iſſue; and Maud, married to Humphrey de Bohun, Earl of 
Hereford. 

Sir William de Fienes, the eldeſt fon, ſucceeded his father 
Sir Ingelram, and in 54 Henry III. preparing for his journey to 
the Holy Land, conſtituted.” William de Amneſe, his attorney, 
to tranſact all buſineſſes for him in his abſence ; giving power * 
alſo to Reginald de Fienes, his brother, to conſtitute any other 
attorney during the ſpace of five years. In 1294, 22 EdwardT. 
he had command * to fit himſelf with horſe and arms, and to 
attend the King at Portſmouth, on September 1, thence to fail 
with him into Gaſcoigne. It ſeems, that, on the differences 
which were about that time between King Edward and Philip 
IV. King of France (called Le Bel) he favoured the French; 
whereupon his lands in England were ſeized *; but in 27 Ed- 
ward I. making his peace, command was given for the reſtoring 
them, He departed this life, A. D. 1302, 30 Edward I.“ 
being then ſeized of the manor of Clapham in com. Surry, as 
alſo of the manor of Wendover in com. Bucks, &c. and Mer- 
tock in com. Somerſet ; leaving John de Fienes his fon and 
heir, twenty-ſix years of age, as faith the inquiſition. By the

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Fine-rolls * it appeareth, that proof could not be made of this 
John's age, according to the cuſtom of England, in regard he 
was born beyond ſea : yet by reaſon that Sir William his father 
had done his homage to the King, and died a loyal ſubject, his 
homage was alſo accepted, and livery made to him of all his 
lands. By Blanch his wife, daughter of —— he had, be- 
fides the ſaid John de Fienes, his only fon, a daughter, Mar- 
garet, eſpouſed to Edmund Lord Mortimer, of Wigmore. 

The faid John de Fienes, having lands in Flanders, where- 
in much damage had been done by the inhabitants of St. Omers, 
obtained, in 10 Ed. II. the King's letter to the Mayor and 
Commonalty of that town, to make him ſatisfaction, in which 
Tetter King Edward calls him his kinſman. His lands in Eng- 
land had been ſeized *, in reſpect of his reſidence within the 
power of France; but in 18 Edward II. on ſecurity given for 
his fidelity, reſtitution was made of them, until farther order 
ſhould be given therein.

The male line of the eldeſt branch being thus terminated, 
we return to Sir Giles de Fienes, 2d ſon of Sir Ingelram de 

Fienes, by his wife Maud Hampden, before- mentioned. | 
I ̃ be ſaid Sir Giles de Fienes, with his wife Sibyl *, daughter 

and heir of William Folliot, of Old-court in the county of 
Suſſex, had that eſtate; and by her was father of John Fienes, 
his ſucceflor ; and Robert Fienes, attainted in the reign of King 
Edward II. 

John Fienes, the eldeſt ſon and heir, married Joan, daughter 
and heir of John Jordain, Forreſter of the fee of Twichen in 
the foreſt of Windſor : and departing this life in 1331, 5 Edw. 
III. left by her an only fon and heir, IG! 

Sir John Fienes, who by Maud, his wife, daughter and heir 
of John Monceaux, of Hurſt-Monceaux in Suflex, had three 
fons, viz. John. Fienes, who died without ifſue ; Sir William 
Fienes, his heir; and, Robert Fienes. 

Sir Wiliam Fienes, the 2d but eldeſt ſurviving ſon, ſucceed- 
ed his father, A. D. 1351, 25 Edw. III. and dying in 1360, 
34 Edw. III. had an only fon, Sir William Fienes, by joan 
his wife, who was third daughter of Sir Geoffrey de Say, Baron 
Say; and, as the preſent Viſcount Say and Sele is, by this mar- 
riage, deſcended from that nobleman, and inherits his barony,

This William eſpouſed Beatrix, daughter 
of William, and ſiſter and heir to Geoffrey Mandeville; Earl 
of Eſſex: and by her, who died in 1201, was father of two 
ſons, 1, William de Say, who died in his father's life-time 
leaving by ———, his wife; two daughters, viz. Beatrice, 
ſucceſſively wedded to Geoffrey Fitz-Peers, Earl of Eſſex, and 
ohn, Baron of Wahull; and Maud, married to William de 
land: and, 2. Geoffrey de Say. Which Geoffrey de Say 
had an only ſon and heir, another Geoffrey de Say, by Lettice 
his wife, daughter of Walkelin Maminot, by Julian his wife; 
filter of Aubrey de Vere, Earl of Oxford, and at length heir to 
her father, and brother, Walkelin de Maminot ; and departed 
this life, A. D. 1215. The ſaid Geoffrey de Say, his only 
ſon and ſucceſſor, took arms with the diſcontented Barons a- 
gainſt King John; and, dying in 1230, left an only fon and 
heir, William de Say, by Alice his wife, daughter and coheir 
of John de Caſineto, or Cheney. The faid William de Say 
was Lord of Berling, Seale, &c. in Kent, and in 1260 Go- 
vernor of the caſtle of Rocheſter : and having eſpouſed Siby], 
daughter of John Marſhall, of Lenton, was by her father of 
an only ſon, another William de Say, who ſucceeded: him at 
his death in 1272, and alſo of a daughter, Agnes, the wife of 
dir Alexander de Cheney. William de Say, the only fon and 
heir of William, had ſummons to parliament, on June 8, 1294, 
22 Edw. I. and departing this life in 1295, left, by Mary bis 
wife, daughter o... . . an only ſon, Geoffrey de Say, the 
4th of that name, who had ſummons to parliament in 1314, 
7 Ed. II. and at his death, A. D. 1322, had an only fon and 
heir, another Geoffrey de Say, by Idonea his wife, daughter of 
William, and ſiſter and heir of Thomas Lord I .eybourne. The 
laſt mentioned Geoffrey de Say had ſummons to parliament from 
1326 to 1350, was Admiral of the fleet, and made a Knight 
Banneret, A. D. 1336.

In 1461, 1 Edward IV. he v obtained a grant of the office of 
Conſtable of Porcheſter-Caſtle in the county of Southampton 
for life, and the like of Pevenſey-Caſtle in the county of Suſſex:

north, the ſame year was made / Vice-Admiral to Richard Ne- 
vil, the great Earl of Warwick (commonly ſtiled the King+ 
maker) then High-Admiral of England. In 10 Edward IV. 
he was *® one of the Lords that fled with the King into Flanders; 
and on his return landed with him at Ravenſpur in Holderneſſe,

| HE patriarch of this noble family was Lodovic, a noble 
T Norman, who coming into England in Henry I's reign 
N commenced on Auguſt 1, 1100, and ended on Decem- 
r2, 1135) aſſumed the ſurname of Townſhend, and * by his 
wite Elizabeth, the daughter and heir of Sir 'Thomas Haywell, 
Ent. had Walter de "Townſhend his ſucceſſor, who took ta 
wite Maud, daughter © of Sir Walter Scogan, Knt. and had 
iſſue Roger de Townſhend, who, by his wife Catharine, daugh- 
ter of John Atherton, of the county of Suſſex, Eſq; * was fa- 
ther to Sir Thomas de Townſhend,: Kant. and to Catharine, 
the wife of Charles Blackney of Sperham in Norfolk, Eſq, 
The faid Sir Thomas married Eleanor, daughter of William 
Paine, of the county of Norfolk, Eſq; and, departing this life, 
was © interred in the eaſt part of the church of the White 
Friers, or our Lady of Mount Carmel, near Fleet-ftreet.

and had interment at Eaſt Raynham in Norfolk. He was ſuc- 
ceeded by the ſaid Roger, his only ſon, who was of the Society 
of Lincoln's-Inn, where he ſtudied the Law, in the reign of Hen- 
ry VI. and that Society was then fo chargeable, and in ſuch 
high eſtimation, that none but Gentlemen were of the Inns of 
Court, as is obſerved by that great and famous lawyer Sir John 
Forteſcue, Chief Juſtice of the King's-Bench in King Henry 

Ts time. He arrived to ſuch a degree of eminency, that he 
was elected one of the Governors & of the Society of Lincoln's- 
Inn in the iſt, 3d, 5th, and Gth years of the reign of King

Edward IV. and two a after was by them choſen Lent Rea- 
der, to which none but perſons of great learning were elected. 
In the 2th of Edward IV. he was returned to parliament for 
Calne in Wiltſhire, and was Double Reader & to the Society of 
Lincoln's-Inn in 14 Edward IV. and the fame year again choſen 
one of the Governors thereof; as alſo in 16 Edward IV. In 
17 Edward IV, he was ! called to the degree of Serjeant at 
Law; and in 1 Edward V. * conſtituted the King's Serjeant at 
Law. The year following he was by Richard III. made one 
of the Juſtices of the Court of Common Pleas, wherein he 
continued till he died, his patent being renewed by King Henry 
VII. on his acceſſion to the crown, who alſo conferred on him 
the ® honour of knighthood in his chamber at Worcefter, on 
Whitſunday before his coronation, He enlarged his eſtate by 
his marriage with Anne, daughter and coheir of Sir William 
de Brewſe, of Wenham-Hall in com. Suff. Knt. who deceaſed 
on October 31, 1489, 5 Henry VII. They had a numerous 
iſſue, whereof ſix ſons and four daughters lived to mens and 
womens eſtate, and were honourably diſpoſed of. Anne was 
betrothed to Philip Creſcener, of Attilborough in com. Norf. 
Eſqz Suſan was wife of Sir Edmund Wyndham, of Felbrigge 
in com. Norf. Knt. and Catharine was wedded to Sir Henry 
Bedingfield, of Oxborough in the ſame county, Knt. one of the 
privy- council to Queen Mary, and by her made Governor of 
the Tower, His ſons were, 1. Roger Townſhend ; 2. John, 
anceſtor to the preſent Viſcount Townſhend; 3. Robert; 
4. George Townſhend, who was ſeated at Dereham-Abbey in 
Norfolk, and wedded daughter of John Thurſton of 
London; 5. Thomas Townſhend, of Teſterton in the ſame 
county, and married Elizabeth, daughter of John Callibuly of 
Caſtle-Acre in com. Norf. and, 6. Giles. The faid Sir Roger 
Townſhend, their father, died in the eighth year of the reign of 
King Henry VII. and by his laſt will e, bearing date on Auguſt 
I4 the ſame year (1493) orders his body to be buried in the 
chapel of St. Catharine in the church of St, Mary Raynham, 
if he deceaſed there; but, if he died at London, in the White- 
Fryers church in Fleet-ſtreet, before the crucifix. He conſti- 
tutes his wife ſole executrix, and leaves her guardian to his el- 
deft fon Roger Townſhend, He was buried at Raynham, 
where a fair tomb was erected ? to his memory; hut no inſcrip- ſhe 
tion is remaining, wide 
Robert Townſhend, third ſon of Sir Roger, was of Brack- = 
innaſhe in com. Norf. and, betaking bimſelf to the ſtudy of the of 
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laws at Lincoln's-Inn, was elected Autumn-Reader of that 
Society in 1545, 37 Henry VIII. and conſtituted Juſtice of 
Cheſter; alſo knighted 1 by the King the ſame year, on Trini- 
ty-Sunday, at Hampton-Court, after his return from Boulogne. 
This Sir Robert was continued ? in his poſt of Juſtice of Cheſ- 
ter, both by King Edward VI. and Queen Mary ; and * de- 
ceaſed on February 8, 1556-7, the third and fourth of Philip 
and Mary, poſſeſſed of the manor and rectory of Gayſt, and 
advowſon of the vicarage of the church, the manors of Swan- 
tons, Foxleys, and Southall in com. Norf. and the priory and 
houſe of St. Auguſtine in Ludlow, which deſcended to Tho- 
mas, his ſon he. heir, who was at that time twenty-two years 
of age, and had to wife Anne, daughter of Henry D'Oyley, 
of Shottiſham in Norfolk, Eſqz Sir Robert, by his wife Alice, 
daughter and heir of John Popey, of Twyford in Norfolk, had 
alſo two other ſons, Roger 'Townſhend, anceſtor to thoſe of 
the name in Shropſhire, and Sir Hegry Townſhend, who be- 
came as eminent as his father by the ſtudy of the law. In 21 
Elizabeth, this Sir Henry was conſtituted Juſtice of Cheſter ; 
and in 35 Elizabeth was in commiſſion * with William Lord 
Cobham, Warden of the Cinque Ports, Thomas Lord Buck- 
hurſt, &c. to inquire what perſons came from beyond the ſeas, 
and adhered to the Biſhop. of Rome, and to put the laws in 
execution againſt Jeſuits, + In 1603, the firſt year of King 
James I. he was conſtituted Juſtice of Cheſter, and choſen one 
of the Vice-Chamberlains of that city, a poſt to which none 
but perſons of honour were elected; and in the fifteenth year 
of the ſame reign * was of the council to William Lord Comp- 
ton, Lord Preſident and Lieutenant with in the dominion of the 
principality and marches of Wales. He deceaſed in 19 Jac. I. 
and by Sarah, his wife, daughter to Sir Rowland Hayward, 
Lord Mayor of London, 13 Eliz. left iſſue, whoſe poſterity 
ſtill remain in Shropſhire and Worceſterſhire. Henry Town- 
ſhend, Eſq; his eldeſt ſon, was a Barriſter at Law, and ſerved 
for Biſhops-caſtle in the two laſt parliaments of Queen Eliza- 
beth. He was author of the Hiſtorical Collections of the four 
laſt parliaments of that Princeſs; and had alſo a ſhare in Sir 
William Monſon's Account of the laſt 17 years of her reign. . 
Roger Townſhend (eldeſt fon and heir of Sir Roger Town- 
ſhend) one of the Juſtices of the Court of Common Pleas, in 
5 Henry VIII. was nominated a Commiſſioner by parliament *, 
among other diſcreet perſons of the county of Norfolk, Juſtices 
of the Peace (as the words of the act are) for aſſeſſing and col- 
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lecting a ſubſidy of 163,000 pounds, by a poll-tax, &c. for 
defraying the expence of taking Teroven and Tournay. In 
10 Henry VIII. he covenanted to ſerve the King with ten men 
at arms. He was thrice Sheriff of the county of Norfolk v, 
viz. in the third and tenth years of the reign of King Henry 
VIII. and in 33 _ VIII. was choſen one of the Knights 
for Norfolk, in the parliament then held. In 37 Henry VIII. 
he was * knighted, on the King's return from Boulogne ; and 
was one of the principal perſons of the county of Norfolk en- 
truſted by the King and his council, as appears by a letter * 
from Edward Duke of Somerſet, Protector of the Realm, dated 
at the Tower of London, on February 12, 1546-7, 1 Ed- 
ward VI. wherein he ſignifies to the Karl of Suſſex, 95 Roger 
Townſhend, Sir William Paſton, Knts. the death of King 
Henry VIII. deſiring them to take care of the peace of the 
county, and to call together all ſuch who were in the commil- 
ſion of the peace, to execute their charge in maintaining of 


the peace.

Which John "Townſhend, Eſq; was ſeated at Brampton in 
com. Norf. and having * married Eleanor, daughter of Sir John 
Heydon, of Baconsthorp in the ſame county (who was made 
Knight of the Bath at the coronation of King Henry VIII.) 
had iſſue two daughters and four ſons; Richard, Henry, John 
Townſhend, of Holloughton in com. Norf. Eſq; who left an 
only daughter and heir, Amy; and George, fourth fon. His 
daughters were, Catharine, married to Francis Lalvel, of Marſh- 
land in com. Norf. Eſq; and Anne, the wife of Thomas 
Crofftes, of Felmingham in the ſame county, Eſq. 

Richard Townſhend, Eſq; the eldeſt fon, reſided alſo at 
Brampton, and died in 1551, the fifth year of King Edward VI. 
as appears by his will © (which he made on July-20 that year, 
when he was dangerouſly ill; and therein appoints Thomas 
Townſhend, Eſq; his uncle, fole executor) and the probate 
thereof dated February 12, 1551-2, He married Catharine, 
third daughter and coheir of Sir Humphry Brown of Ridley in 
Cheſhire, one of the Juſtices of the Common Pleas ; and by 
her (who was afterwards eſpouſed to Sir William Roper, Knt. 
anceſtor to the Ropers of Welhall) had iſſue, a fon named Ro- 
ger, his heir; and a daughter, Elizabeth, married to Thomas 
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Godſalve, of Buckenham in com. Norf. Eſq; who * deceaſed 
on Auguſt 2, 1588, 30 Eliz, leaving, by her, Roger Godſalve, 
of Buckenham, his ſon and heir, at that time twenty years of 
age. | 
Roger Townſhend, Eſq; the ſaid fon and heir of Richard, 
reſided at Raynham, and became famed for his prudence, va- 
lour, and, other accompliſhments. He enlarged his eftate by 
divers purchaſes of manors, lands, &c. in the counties of Mid- 
dleſex, Norfolk, and Eſſex, as appears by ſeveral authorities: 
and in the memorable intended invaſion by the Spaniards, in the 
ear 1588, ſhewing an undaunted ſpirit and bravery, Charles 
Lord Howard, Lord High Admiral, conferred © the honour of 
knighthood on him, the Lord Sheffield, and two others, who 
had likewiſe ſignalized themſelves in that great fight at ſea ; his 
Lordſhip having power from the Queen ſo to do. | 

He lived but two years afterwards, departing this life in the 
flower of his age, at a ſeat he had purchaſed of Thomas Sut- 
ton, Eſq; f at Newington in com. Middleſex, and was buried 
in the pariſh church of Cripplegate, London, on June 30, 1590. 
By Jane, his Lady, youngeſt daughter of Sir Michael Stan- 
hope, of Shelford in com. Nott. (anceſtor to the preſent Earls 
of Cheſterfield, Stanhope, and. Harrington) he left two ſons, 
John, and Robert Townſhend. The faid Jane lived a widow 
til March 10, 1597, when ſhe became the ad wife of Henry 
Berkeley, Lord Berkeley. 

Robert Townſhend, youngeſt ſon of Sir Roger, was ® knight- 
ed at the Charter-houſe by King James I. on May 11, 1603; 
and took to wife, Anne, daughter of William Lord Spencer, 
but died without iſſue, having been! elected for Caſtle-riſing, 
and Orford, to all parliaments from 42 Elizabeth to the laſt 
parliament of King James I. 

John Townſhend, Eſq; the eldeſt fon, was elected to parlia- 
ment for Caftle-rifing in Norfolk, in 1593, 35 Elz. and, when 
the Earl of Eſſex, Queen Elizabeth's favourite, had concerted 
the invading the Spaniſh dominions, in the year 1596, he, fol- 
lowing the example of his father, went in perſon in the ſervice 
of his country, in that expedition; and, for his ſignal valour in 
entering the town of Cadiz, was knighted by the General. + 

After his return, he was the ſame year * elected to parliament 
one of the Knights for the county of Norfolk; having been in 
the 35th of Elizabeth, choſen for the borough of Caftle-rifing 
in the ſame county; alſo in the 43d of Elizabeth for the bo- 
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rough of Orford in Suffolk. He was a leading member in the 
firſt parliament | called by King James; being appointed, a- 
mong others of the principal members, to conſider of the griev- 
ances of the nation; and in a committee for a conference with 
the Lords, concerning wardſhips ; as alſo in other ſpecial af- 
fairs, as the journals of the Houſe of Commons ſhew. During 
the fitting of this parliament he had the misfortune of falling in- 
to a quarrel with Sir Matthew Brown, of Beachworth-caſile in 
Surry u, which ended in a duel fought between them on horſe- 
back on Hounſlow-heath, wherein they were both mortally 
wounded, Sir Matthew dying on the ſpot, and Sir John Town- 
ſnhend ſoon after, on Auguſt 2, 1603, in the firſt year of King 
ames I. | 

: He was poſſeſſed of a very great eſtate, as appears by two in- 
quiſitions taken after his death, at Thetford, one on June 8, 
and one on November 30 enſuing, wherein it was found that 
Roger, his ſon and heir, was eight years of age, and that he 
died poſſeſſed in the county of Norfolk of the manors of Rayn- 
ham, and Sherbornes in Weſt Raynham, the manor and caſtle 
of Rudham, with the rectory, the lordſhip of Holloughton, the 
ſcite of the priory of Coxford, the manors of Ingaldeſthorpe, 
Scales, Barwick, Haviles, Reyton, Halles-Payne, and More- 
houſe, Scales, Horſham, with the recto My advow ſon of the 
vicarage of the church, Buckenhams in N Eatſhall and 
Stanhoe, Sherburnes in Stanhoe, Stinton-hall, Stibard, Pandles, 
and Barnier, with other lands and tenements. He married 
Anne, daughter and coheir of Sir Nathanael Bacon, of Staff- 
key in Norfolk, Knt. and by her left a daughter, Elizabeth, 
who was married to John e Eſq; and a ſecond ſon, 
Stanhope "Townſhend, who went a volunteer in the ſervice of 
the States of Holland againſt the Spaniards e; and being wound- 
ed in a duel in the Low-Countries, it occaſioned his death, 
though he lived to come into England, dying at London un- 
married. | 

His eldeſt fon, Roger Townſhend, was created a Baronet by 
letters - patent, bearing date on April 16, 1617, 15 Jac. I. and 
the ninety-eighth in order of creation. He rendered himſelf ſo 
conſpicuous, and was fo well eſteemed in his country ?, that in 
1627, the third year of King Charles I. he was unanimouſly 
elected one of the Knights in ee for the county of Nor- 
folk; was 1 Sheriff of that county in the fifth year of King 
Charles I. and ſerved in all other offices ſuiting his degree. He 
reſided for the moſt part of his life in the country, an eminen! 
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example of all Chriſtian virtues ; and is mentioned with honour 
by Sir Henry Spelman , and other writers of thoſe times; be- 
ing univerſally eſteemed for his piety and charity, having nobly 
endowed ſeveral churches with impropriations *, to the yearly 
value of three hundred pounds. He built from the ground a 
ſtately houſe at Raynham, now the manſion-ſeat of the family, 
and * departed this life on January 1, 1636, aged forty-one 
years; and was buried in the church of Eatt-Raynham *, He 
took to wife Mary, ſecond daughter and coheir of the famous. 
Horatio Vere, Lord Vere, of Tilbury, by whom he had two 
ſons and five daughters; and ſhe ſurviving him, was afterwards 
married to Mildmay Fane, 2d Earl of Weſtmoreland, being 2d 
wife to him, and mother of Vere Fane, 4th Eazl of Weſtmore- 
land. Her ſons by Sir Roger Townſhend were, Sir Roger, 
and Sir Horatio; and her daughters, of whom four were mar- 
ried after their father's deceaſe, were, Mary, wedded to Tho- 
mas Lord Crewe, of Stene in com. Northamp. Jane, to John 
Wyndham, Eſq; Anne, to William Cartwright, of Ayno in 
com. Northamp. Eſq; Elizabeth, who died after her father's 
deceaſe unmarried ; and Vere, wedded to Sir Ralph Hare, of 
Stow- Hall in com. Norf. Bart. | 

Sir Roger Townſhend, Bart. the eldeſt. fon, was born on 
December 21, 1628, and was in ward to the King; but dying 
a batchelor in his minority, in 1640, was ſucceeded by his 
brother, Sir Horatio Townſhend, Bart. 

Which Sir Horatio Townſhend, 3d Baronet, was under age 
during the civil war begun in 1641; but when he became poſ- 
ſeſſed of the eſtate of his anceſtors, which was one of the beſt 
of the county of Norfolk (as the inquiſition taken after the 
death of his father ſhews) he was ſoon diſtinguiſhed for his 
eminent abilities, and courted by all thoſe who had the intereſt 
of their country at heart: and the part which he acted during 
thoſe times of confuſion, did very much diſpoſe the people for 
the reſtoration of monarchy and epiſcopacy. Lord Clarendon 
_ " fays of him, “ That he was a Gentleman of the greateſt in- 
« tereſt and credit in that large county of Norfolk, and was 
„able to bring in a good body; that he had been under age 
e till long after the end of the war, and fo liable to no reproach 
« or jealouſy, yet of very worthy principles, and of a noble 
% fortune, which he engaged very frankly to borrow money, 
and laid it out to provide arms and ammunition z and all the 
« King's friends in thoſe parts were ready to obey him, and the 
Lord Willoughby of Parham (whom he had brought over to

<« his fide) in whatſoever they undertook.” And he ſays, their 
deſign in the year 1659, for ſurprizing of Lynn, a maritime 
town of great importance, in reſpect of its fituation, was the 
beſt digeſted, and the moſt likely to ſucceed in favour of the 
King, of any that had been formed. He took to heart the op- 
. of his country, and had the courage, with Thomas 
rd Richardſon, of Cramond in Scotland, and Sir John Ho- 
bart, to bring an addreſs from the county of Norfolk, which, 
on January 28, 1659-60, he * preſented to the members then 
ſitting (commonly ſtiled the Rump) * wherein they demanded 
the ſecluded members to be admitted, or a free parliament 
© choſen.” This forwarded the ſcheme of General Monk, and 
moſt counties in England followed the example, and delivered 
addreſſes to the ſame purpoſe. During the time of his being in 
the Council of State, he contracted a friendſhip with Thomas 
Lord Fairfax, the famous General ; and being entruſted by the 
King with his affairs, he delivered that Lord a letter from his 
Majeſty, and brought him into the King's intereſt ; which, as 
Lord Clarendon writes ?, greatly facilitated General Monk's 
advance into England, and his reception into the city of York. 
When the fatal long parliament was diſſolved, and another called 
to be held at Weſtminſter, on April 25, 1660, this Sir Horatio 
and the faid Lord Richardſon were elected Knights for the 
county of Norfolk : and he was nominated by the Houſe of 
Commons, with fix Lords (ſons of Peers) of their body, and 
five other Commoners, to attend the King at the Hague, 
© To deſire his Majeſty to make a ſpeedy return to his Parlia- 
« ment, and take the government of the kingdom into his 
© hands.” He was the firſt named of the Commoners ; and ar- 
riving at the Hague, they had their audiences of the King on 
May 16, 1660: Sir Horatio came over with his Majeſty, who 
had a full ſenfe of his great ſervices; and, in conſideration there- 
of, advanced him to the dignity of a Peer of this realm, by the | 
title of Baron Townſhend of Lynn Regis, on April 20, 1661, | 
and, on Auguſt 19 following, conſtituted him Lord Lieutenant 
of the county of Norfolk, and city and county of Norwich. 
His Majeſty further advanced him to the title of Viſcount Town- 
ſhend, of Raynham in com. Norf. on December 11, 1682, 34 


Car. II. His Lordſhip departed this life in December , 1687, p 
having married two wives. I 
His firſt Lady was Mary, daughter and ſole heir to Edward tl 
Lewkenor, Eſq; fon and heir of Sir Edward Lewkenor, of te 
Denham in Suffolk, Knt. and ſhe, deceaſing without iſſue in t. 
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1673, his Lordſhip married Mary, daughter to Sir Joſeph Aſhe, 
of 1 wickenham in the county of Middleſex, Bart. by whom 
he had three ſons, 1. Charles, his ſucceſſor; 2. Roger; and, 
3. Horatio, who was member for Yarmouth in Norfolk, in two 
parliaments of Geo. I. and for Heyteſbury in the county of 
Wilts, in the firſt parliament of Geo. II. This Horatio alſo 
was one of the Commiſſioners of the Exciſe ; and died in Octo- 
ber 1751, leaving iſſue, by — his wife, an only daughter 
and heir, Letitia, married to Brownlow, gth Earl of Exe- 
ter, by whom ſhe had no iſſue, at her death on April 17, 

1756. 

Roger! ſecond ſon, was, in the reigns of King William and 
Queen Anne, thrice elected one of the Knights for the coun 
of Norfolk, alſo in 1708, for the borough of Great Yarmouth; 
and dying on ® May 22, 1709, unmarried, was buried at Rayn- 
ham. 

Charles, the eldeſt ſon, 2d Viſcount Townſhend, took © his 
ſeat in the Houſe of Peers on December 3, 1697 ; and on June 
24, 1702, was conſtituted Lord Lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotu- 
lorum of the county of Norfolk, and of the city and county 
of Norwich, In 1706 he was one of the Commiſſioners that 
treated of the Union between the two kingdoms ; and on No- 
vember 16, 1707, was appointed Captain of the Yeomen of 
her Majeſty's Guard ; and was ſworn of the Privy-Council to 
her Majeſty on May 20 following. In 1709, his Lordſhip, 
with the Duke of Marlborough, were appointed Plenipoten- 
tiaries to treat of a peace with thoſe of France, and arriving at 
Gertruydenburgh, had ſeveral conferences with the French Mi- 
niſters about a general peace; and preliminaries were ſigned by 
the Plenipotentiaries of the allies, the Duke of Marlborough, 
and his Lordſhip, on May 28, that year, and Monſieur de 
Torcy went with them to France; but the French Monarch 
refuſed to ratify them. His Lordſhip, however, continued at 
the Hague as her Majeſty's Ambaſſador Extraordinary, In 
1710, the French made freſh overtures for a peace, delivered by 
them at Gertruydenburgh, on April 8; but the Dutch, after 
the preliminaries for a general pacification had been agreed on, 
inſiſting that the French King ſhould take upon himfelf to com- 
pel his grandſon to quit the Spanith throne, and not leave the allies 
involved in a war with Spain, when they ſhould enjoy peace, 
the conferences ended on July 25; and the Dutch had intereſt 
to continue the war, by which they were the only gainers. On 
the change of the miniſtry, that year, his Lordſhip was recall- 
ed; and thereupon it was publiſhed in our Gazette, on March 
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7, 1710-11, © That the Lord Viſcount Townſhend, her Ma- 
jeſty's Ambaſſador. Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to the 
& dtates- General of the United Provinces, having deſired leave 
to return home, her Majeſty had appointed the Lord Raby 

t to ſucceed him.” On . 13 following, he was removed 
from his poſt of Captain of the Veomen of her Majeſty's guard, 
which was given to Henry Paget, ſoon after called by writ to 
the houſe of Peers. His Lordſhip concurred in all meaſures for 
the ſecuring of the proteſtant ſucceſſion; and on the demiſe of 
the Queen, on Augult 1, 1714, he was, by her ſucceſſor, no- 
minated one of the nineteen Lords-Juſtices of Great-Britain, 
till he arrived from Hanover, according to the power veſted in 
him by act of parliament. On September 17 following, he was, 
in purſuance of his Majeſty's pleaſure, ſignified to the Lords 
Juſtices, ſworn principal Secretary of State, in the room of 
Henry Viſcount Bolingbroke, and took his place at the board 
accordingly. On September 19, the day after King George's 
arrival, he was received with great marks of his favour; and 
was employed to acquaint the Duke of Ormond, that his Ma- 
jeſty had no further occaſion for his Grace's ſervice. On De- 
cember 12, 1716, he reſigned the ſeals of Secretary of State; 
and on January 23, 1716-17, was appointed Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland ; but declined going oyer to that kingdom, and on 
April 16 following, the Duke of Bolton was nominated in his 
Lordſhip's ſtead. On June 11, 1720, he was conſtituted Pre- 
ſident of the Council: And the ſame year was one of the 
Lords iſtices in his Majeſty's abſence, 

On February 10, 1720-21, he was again made principal 
Secretary of State; and on May 26, 1723, on his Majeſty's 
going abroad, one of the Lords-Juſtices of Great-Britain; 
and embarking with the King, in his paſſage through Oſna- 


burgh was very graciouſly received by the Duke of York. On 


July 9, 1724, being elected a Knight of the moſt noble Order 
of the Garter, he was inſtalled at Windſor on the 28th of the 
fame month. On June 1, 1725, he was likewiſe one of the 
Lords juſtices, and waited on his Majeſty that year at Hano- 
ver; from whence he returned to Rye with the King, after a 
very dangerous paſſage, in ſtormy weather. In 1727, he was 
again one of the Lords-Juftices, and waited on the King, who 
arrived at Helvoeiluys, on June 6, and departed this life on 
the 12th following, at Oſnaburg. Thereupon his Lordſhip re- 
turned, and waited on his late Majeſty on June 9. On July 
24 enſuing, his Lordſhip delivering the ſeals of his office of 
Secretary of State to his then Majeſty, he was pleaſed to deli- 
ver them to him again; after which, on September 5, he was 
. - | 
anpoi ted Lord Lieutenant and Cultos Rotulorum of the coun- 
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ty of Norfolk, and city and county of Norwich. In 1729, he 
alſo attended the King to Hanover ; and, on May 15, 1730, 
reſigned his poſt of Secretary of State, of which our Gazette 
makes this mention; „Whitehall, May 16, The Right Ho- 
© nourable the Lord Viſcount Townſhend having received his 
« Majeſty's permiſſion, reſigned the ſeals of Secretary of State on 
« Friday laſt.” His Lordſhip about the ſame time alſo gave up the 
offices of Lord Lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the county 
of Norfolk, and city and county of Norwich; and retired to 
his ſeat in Norfolk, where he departed this life, on June 21, 
1738, aged 64. 

His Lordſhip married, firſt, Elizabeth, daughter and ſole heir 
of Thomas Lord Pelham, father of Thomas Duke of New- 
caſtle, by his firſt wife Elizabeth, daughter to Sir William 
Jones. Her Ladyſhip died on May 11, 1711, leaving iflue a 


daughter, Elizabeth, married to Charles, 5th Lord and 1ſt 


Earl Cornwallis; and four ſons : | 

1. Charles, the 3d Viſcount Townſhend. _ | 

2. Thomas, who on May 15, 1739, was appointed Secre- 
tary to his Grace the Duke of Devonſhire, as Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland; and is now the oldeſt Teller in his Majeſty's Ex- 
chequer. He was elected one of the Barons of the vie 
Ports, for the town of Winchelſea in Suſſex, to the 2d parlia- 
ment of George I. which was the 6th of Great-Britain, and 
firſt met for the diſpatch of buſineſs on October 9, 1722. In 
the ſix ſucceſſive parliaments he has fat for the Univerſity of 
Cambridge, where on account of his knowledge in literature, 
he received the degree of Doctor of Laws: and where, for the 
encouragement of learning, he, and the Honourable Edward 
Finch-Hatton, the other repreſentative of that venerable ſemi- 
nary of education, have annually, for ſome years, given two 
prizes, of fifteen guineas each, to two ſenior Batchelors of 


Arts, and two prizes, of the ſame value, to the two middle 


Batchelors of Arts, who have been adjudged to compoſe, on 
two different ſubjects (one for each degree) propoſed by the 
Vice-chancellor, the beſt exerciſes in Latin proſe, which by the 
inſtitution they are obliged to read publickly on an appointed 
day near the commencement. He married on May 2, 1730, 
Albinia, daughter to Colonel John Selwyn, of Matſon in the 
county of Glouceſter ; and by her (who died in 1739) had iſſue 
three ſons; Thomas, born in February, 1732-3; Charles, born 
in 1736; and Henry; alſo two daughters; Albinia, married, 
on April 25, 1752, to George Lord Viſcount Middleton, of 
the kingdom of Ireland ; and Mary. 

Thomas, his eldeſt ſon, who was born in February, 1732-3, 
ſerved in the laſt parliament for Whitchurch in Hampſhire, 
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and was returned for the ſame borough at the general election 
in 1761. He was one of the clerks of his preſent Majeſty's 
Houſhold, when Prince of Wales, and on his acceflion, was 
inted one 4 the 88 to the 2 of Green-cloath ; but 
refigned in 1762. On May 19, 1760, he married ——_. 
daughter and fir of Richard Powys, Egg. and by her has >, 
a fon, born on February 14, 1764. | 
3. William, who was choſen Member for Yarmouth, in that 
Parliament which fat firſt on buſineſs, on May 10, 1722, and 
" ſerved in the two ſucceeding Parliaments for the ſame place. 
On May 29, 1725, he married Jane, 2d daughter of the Lord 
William Paulet, by his firſt wife Lady Louiſa, only daughter of 
the Marquis of e EI in Holland, a younger ſon of the 
Duke de la Force in France. Having been Aid-de-camp to his 
Majeſty, he was on December 7, 1728, appointed Groom of 
the Bed-chamber to his Royal Highneſs Frederick Prince of 
Wales. He was alſo Uſher of his Majeſty's Exchequer, and 
Member of Parliament for Great Yarmouth in Norfolk, to 
the time of his deceaſe, on January 29, 1737-8, leaving iſſue 
by his Lady, who died in January 1755, one fon Charles, who 
was appointed Secretary to his Majeſty's Embaſſy in Spain, on 
Sept. 17, 1751; now member of parliament for — and 
Deputy- teller in the Exchequer. The ſaid William had alſo 
ſour daughters, Caroline, Anne, Henrietta deceaſed, and Do- 


2 ee ſon, was Captain of a Troop of Horſe 
in General Wade's regiment; and, on the death of his brother 
William, was choſen Member of Parliament for Great Yar- 
mouth aforeſaid ; alſo was choſen there in the ſucceeding Par- 
liament ; and in 1747, ſerved for Eye in Suffolk. On July q, 
1743, he was appointed Aid-de-Camp to his Majeſty, having 
been that year at the battle of Dettingen, on June 27, N. 8. 
and afterwards on January 5, 1744-5, made Governor of the 
Forts and Batteries of Yarmouth. On February 28, 1747-8, 
he was made Receiver-General and Caſhier of his Majeſty's 
cuſtoms, being then Member of Parliament for Eye in Suffolk; 
and died on Auguſt 7, 1760. | 

His Lordſhip married, ſecondly, in July, 1713, Dorothy, 
daughter of Robert Walpole, of Houghton in Norfolk, Eq; 
and ſiſter to Sir Robert Walpole, created Earl of Orford ; and 

her, who left him a widower on March 29, 1726, he had 
iſſue four ſons, and two daughters. 

1. The Honourable George Townſhend, taking to a mari- 
time life, has diſtinguiſhed himſelf on all occaſions by his bra- 
very and conduct. In 1747, being Commodore of a Squadron 
of his Majeſty's Ships in the Weſt-Indies, he took a large mw 
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of French merchant-ſhips ; and gradually roſe to the rank of 
Vice-Admiral of the Red-Squadron of the royal Navy, being 
ſo declared in November, 1762. 

2. Auguſtus Townſhend, made ſeveral voyages to China, as 
chief Super-cargoe and Captain in the ſervice of the Eaſt- India 
Company; in which ſtation. he died at Batavia, unmarried, in 
1746, having then the command of the Auguſta, 

3. Horatio Townſhend was, in the late reign, appointed a 
Commiſſioner for victualling the mw navy, and continued in 
that office by the preſent King, until his death, which happen= 
ed in February, 1765, at Liſbon, whither he had gone for the 
recovery of his health. | 2 | 

4. Edward Townſhend, was Prebendary of Weſtminſter, 
and Deputy-Clerk of the Cloſet to his late Majeſty, He was 
alſo Rector of Pulhams and of Tivetſhall in Norfolk, and Dean 
of Narwich; and departed this life at Bath, on January 27, 
1765, in the 45th year of his age. In 1747, he married Mary, 
daughter of Brigadier-General Price, by whom he had iſſue 
three daughters. 

Of his Lordſhip's two daughters, Dorothy was married in 
1743, to Dr. Spencer Cowper, Dean of Durham, 2d ſon of 
William, the firſt Earl Cowper ; and Mary, wedded on March 
I7, 1753, to the Honourable Edward Cornwallis, Lieutenant- 
General of his Majeſty's forces, Governor of Gibraltar, and 
bth ſon of Charles, 4th Lord Cornwallis, father of Charles, the 
1ſt Earl Cornwallis. 

Charles, 3d Viſcount Townſhend, was, in his father's life- 
time, ſummoned to the Houſe of Peers, by the ſtile and title 
of Baron Townſhend of Lynn-Regis in the county of Nor- 
folk, on May 24, 1723, in the ninth year of George I. and 
took his place according to his grandfather's patent of. creation, 
Alſo on the fame day, his Majeſty was pleaſed to appoint him 
one of the Gentlemen of his Bed-chamber, in the room of the 
Lord Teynham, deceaſed. And on June 15, 1730, his Ma- 
Jeſt appointd his Lordſhip Lord Lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotu- 
orum of the county of Norfolk, and of the city of Norwich 
and county thereof, in the room of his father, who reſigned 
about that time. And alſo the ſame day, he had a grant of 
the office of Maſter, or Treaſurer of his Majeſty's Jewels; 
which, on ſucceeding his father in his honours and eſtate, he 
reſigned in 1738; as he did the places of Lord Lieutenant and 
Cuitos Rotulorum, in January, 1739-40, when they were given 
to John, then Lord Hobart, afterwards Earl of Buckingham- 
ſhire, His Lordſhip erected and endowed, at Raynham, a 
charity-ſchool for cloathing and educating thirty boys and 
twenty girls, the latter to be brought up in ſpinning. His 
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Lordſhip departed this life on March 12, 1764, in his re- 


turn from Bath, whither he had gone for the benefit of his 


health. |

| and, 5. the honourable Roger Town- 
fhend, whoſe character and fate are elegantly and juſtly deſcrib- 
ed in the following inſcription on a curious monument ſet up to 
his memory in Weltminſter-abbey : 7. 80 


This monument was erected by a diſconſolate 
parent, the Lady Viſcounteſs Townſhend, 
To the memory of her fifth ſon, 
The hon. Lieutenant Colonel Roger Townſhend, who was 
Killed by a cannon-ball, on the 25th of July, 1759, in the 28th 
year of his age, & bh 
As he was reconnoitring the French lines at 
Ticonderago in North America, 
From the parent, the brother, and the friend, 
His ſocial and amiable manners, 
His enterprizing bravery, 
And the integrity of his heart, 
May claim the tribute of affliction. 
Yet, ſtranger ! weep not; 
For tho' premature his death, 
His life was glorious ; | 
Enrolling him with the names of thoſe immortal 
ſtateſmen and commanders 
Whole wiſdom and intrepidity, 
In the courſe of this comprehenſive 
and ſucceſsful war, 
Have extended the commerce, 
Enlarged the dominion, 
And upheld the majefty of theſe kingdoms, 
Beyond the idea of any former age. 


The honourable Charles Townſhend, ſecond ſon, is ſeated 
at Adderbury in the county of Oxford ; and being endowed 
with a remarkable yivacity of parts, and a ſurpriſing — of 
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judgment, together with a nervous and eaſy flow of elocution, 
has diſtinguiſhed himſelf in a very eminent degree, both in the 
ſenate and cabinet. He was elected one of the members for 
the town of Yarmouth, in the county of Norfolk, to the par- 
liaments which firſt ſat on buſineſs on Nov. 12, 1747, and 
May 31, 1754 ; and was returned for the borough of Harwich, 
in Efſex. to the preſent parliament, which convened on Nov. 
3, 1761. He was, in conjunction with his elder brother, a ſe- 
dulous promoter of the laws for eſtabliſhing a national militia, 
even when the court ſeemed rather averſe to that meaſure : and 
has demonſtrated that he could be a patriot without prejudice, 
and a placeman without dependance. In June, 1749, he was 
conſtituted one of the Commiſſioners of Frade and the Planta- 
tions; and in 1751, Secretary to his Majeſty's extraordinary 
embaſly to the Spaniſh Monarch. In June, 1751, he was ap- 
pointed one of the Lords of the Admiralty, as he was alſo at a 
new nomination in 1754. In 1756, he was declared Treaſurer 
of his Majeſty's chamber; by which he vacated his feat in par- 
liament, but was choſen for the borough of Saltaſh in Corn- 
wall; he was alſo, about the ſame time, ſworn of the Privy 
Council. At the acceſſion of the preſent King, on October 
25, 1760, he was continued at the council-board, and alſo in 
his office of Treaſurer of the Chamber, until March, 1761, 
when he was made Secretary at War, Whilſt in that extenſive 
department, he executed every branch of it with ſuch accuracy 
and diſpatch, as fully refuted the common maxim that genius and 
induſtry are incompatible : but he choſe to reſign in DIE 
1762. On Auguſt 15, 1755, he. married Lady Caroline, el- 
deft daughter and coheir of the renowned John Campbell, 
Duke of Argyle and Greenwich, the widow. of Francis Scot, 
Earl of Dalkeith, fon and heir apparent ©f Francis, Duke 
of Buccleugh: and by her Ladyſhip has two ſons, ——— 
born on June 25, 1758, and ———— born on March 29, 
1761. | 
3 the eldeſt ſon, preſent and 4th Viſcount Townſhend, 
was born on February 28, 1723-4, and chuſing a military life, 
obtained a company in the foot-guards with the rank of Colo- 
nel, after paſſing through the ſubordinate degrees of an officer. 
He was likewiſe Aid-de-camp to the Duke of Cumberland, and 
ſerved abroad under his Highneſs, with great reputation: but, 
in 1750, reſigned his commiſſions, in diſdain of ſome hard 
uſage he had ſuſtained. However, his military talents were not 
loſt to his country, for he projected the plan of a national mili- 
tia: and it is in a great meaſure owing to his ſpirit and perſeve- 
rance, that Engliſhmen can now defend their rights and pro- 
perties, without ſupinely relying on a ſtanding army of merce- 
natics, 
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naries, or the more diſgraceful recourſe to foreigners. The 
command of the army being devolved on Lord Ligonier, when 
the Britiſh miniftry, about the end of the year 1758, had re- 
ſolved on the conqueſt of Quebec in North-America, fo predo- 
minant was the love of his country, and fo ardent his defire of 
glory, that, though poſſeſſed of an ample fortune, heir appa- 
rent to a greater, as well as to his father's dignities, remark- 
ably dear to his acquaintance, and bleſſed with all the comforts 
of domeſtic life, he proffered his ſervice to his Sovereign ; and 
by expoſing himſelf to the dangers of war, in a ſevere cli- 
mate, where the barbarous natives were neither reſtrained by 
the laws of diſcipline or humanity, exhibited ſuch a ſpecimen 
of patriotiſm, that this age cannot produce ſuch another in one 
of his Lordſhip's circumſtances. He failed from Spithead, 
about the middle of February, 1759. in quality of Brigadier- 
general, having been appointed Colonel of the 64th regiment 
of foot on the gth of the preceding month ; and after the ar- 
rival of the armament in the river St. Laurence, co-operated 
in the debarkation of the troops, and in taking neceſſary mea- 
ſures for their ſecurity. His Lordſhip, at the action near the 
falls of Montmorenci, on July 31, behaved with great alacrity 
and conduct, having previouſly, by a well directed fire, pre- 
vented the French from erecting a battery, which would have 
increaſed the diſaſters of that day. At the battle fought on the 
heights of Abraham, near Quebec, on September 13, his 
Lordſhip conducted a corps on the left wing, where they were 
of fignal ſervice: and the heroic Major-general, James Wolfe, 
the commander in chief, being killed, juſt as the enemy began 
to give way, and the honourable Brigadier-general Robert 
Monckton, the next in ſubordination, being at the ſame time 
dangerouſly wounded, as he was diſcharging the duties of his 
office with great bravery, the command devolved on his Lord- 
ſhip. He immediately repaired to the center, and finding the 
purſuit had put part of the forces in diſorder, formed them 
again with all poſſible expedition. Scarce was that effected, 
when M. de Bougainville appeared in the rear with 2000 freſh 
men ; but, his Lordſhip ordering two battalions and two pieces 
of cannon (whereof one was taken from the French) to ad- 
vance againſt them, that officer thought fit to retire, and leave his 
Lordſhip abſolute maſter of the held. After this deciſive victory, 
de Ramſay, commander in Quebec, ſent a flag of truce with 
propoſals of capitulation, on the 17th before any batteries could 
be erected for the ſiege of that fortreſs, and the terms of ſur- 
render being ſettled next day, the Britiſh troops took poſſeſſion 
of the gates. The reduction of this place, the capital of Ca- 


nada, was of ſuch importance, that the houſe of Commons, 
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on November 21, unanimouſly voted their thanks to his Lord- 
ſhip and the other ſurviving Generals, viz. the hon. Robert 
Monckton, and the hon. James Murray, and alſo to the Ad- 
mirals, Charles Saunders, Philip Durell, and Charles Holmes, 
Eſqrs. for their eminent ſervices, on that occaſion. His Lord- 
ſhip having received the ſubmiſſion of the country adjacent to 
Quebec, and having provided for its ſecurity by a ſufficient gar- 
riſon, under Brigadier Murray, embarked with Admiral Saun- 
ders for England, having expreſly ſtipulated, when he accepted 
his commiſhon, that he ſhould return to his native country at 
the end of the campaign; and on his arrival at London, about 
Chriſtmas, 1759, found that he had been preferred, on Octo- 
ber 24, during his abſence, from the command of the 64th 
regiment of foot to that of the 28th. His Lordſhip was, on 
December 2, 1760, ſworn of his preſent Majeſty's moſt hon. 
Privy Council, and took his ſeat at the board accordingly. On 
March 6, 1761, he was advanced to the rank of Major-gene- 
ral; and declared Lieutenant-general of the Ordnance on May 
14,” 1763. His Lordſhip is alſo Colonel of the Weſtern bat- 
talion of the Norfolk militia; and one of the Council for di- 
recting the affairs of the Britiſh white-herring fiſhery, Since 
the general election in 1747, his Lordſhip was one of the 
Knights in parliament for the county of Norfolk ; and ſhewed, 
that he was equally qualified to promote the intereſt of his 
country, in the ſenate as well as the field, in defiance of power, 
and without regard to private advantage. 

In December, 1751, his Lordſhip married the Lady Char- 
lotte Compton, only ſurviving child of James, 5th Earl of 
Northampton, and Baroneſs Ferrers of Chartley, in right of 
her mother: and by her Ladyſhip had iſſue, a fon, George, 
born on May 7, 1753; and two daughters, Charlotte, who 
was born on October 15, 1754, and died on March 12, 1760; 
and who was born on March 28, 1761, and only lived 
till May 11 following. 7 ;

In the ſaid pariſh of Stretton did this family reſide; from 
the ſaid Sir Geofry's time, till Sir John Thynne, the elder, ſet- 
tled at Longleate in Wiltſhire, retaining ſtill his ancient lands 
in Shropſhire. | | 5 
William Botevile, ſon of the ſaid Sir Geofry; depatted this 
life, A. D. 1256, 40 Henry III. leaving a fon Jon, who was 
knighted ſoon after, the 20th of King Edward I. his name oc- 
curring in an old roll among the Knights of Shropſhire, who at- 
tended that Monarch at the ſiege of Caerlaverock-caſtle. This 
dir John Botevile had two ſons, Sir Adam Botevile,* and Wal- 
ter Botevile. Sir Adam was attainted of high treaſon, for 
taking part with Thomas Plantagenet; Earl of Lancaſter, at 
the battle of Boroughbridge; fought on March 16, 1322; 15

The faid Thomas Botevile; the elder brother of Hugh, had 
a ſon; Richard Botevile, the father of William Botevile, who 
had a ſon; Richard Botevile, who was the father of John Bo- 
tevile, called Jahn of the Inne, from his manſion in Stretton; 
and thence came the ſurname of Thynne, as now ufed. This

Thomas Thynne, of Stretton, the eldeſt ſon of Ralph Botevile, 
or Thynne, married Margaret, daughter, and at length heir of 
Thomas Eynes, or Heynes, of Stretton, Eſq; by Joyce his wife, 
ſole daughter and heir to Humphry Gatacre, who was Efquire of 
the Body to King Henry VI. and married Eleanor, daughter and 
heir of bent ks, Eſq. And the ſaid Humphry's father, 
John Gatacre, married Joyce, daughter and heir of Sir John 
Burley, fon of Sir Roger, ſon of Sir John Burley, who married 
Amicia, daughter of Sir Richard Pembruge, Knight of the Garter. 

By this match the preſent Viſcount Weymouth is intitled to 
quarter the arms of Eynes, Blyke, Fylelode, Aſtley, Gatacre, 
Burley, and Pembruge, all very ancient and conſiderable fami- 
lies in the counties of Salop and Hereford ; the two laſt being 
eminent for having Knights of the Garter, deſcended from them 
in the reigns of Edward III. and Richard II.

Longleate was a ſmall priory of the Monks of St. Auguſtine, 
dedicated to St. Radigunde, founded anciently by Sir John Ver- 
non, Knt. Lord of Horningſham, as we are told by Mr. Le- 
land in his Itinerary, Vol. IV. p. 11, 141. : 

In the 29th of Henry VIII. the King being informed that 
this priory was in a ruinous condition, by the negligence and 
miſmanagement of the Prior, &c. (by the conſent of Peter 
Stantour, Eſq; lord of Horningſham and patron of Longleate) 
diſſolves the ſaid priory, and grants the perpetual preſentation 
of it, with all the lands belonging to it, to John, Prior of the 
Carthuſian monaſtery of Hinton in com. Som. and his brethren 
for ever. Rymer, Tom. XIV. p. 297. 

And thus it continued as a cell to that Carthuſian 1 | 
till the time of its total diſſolution a few years after: For Ed- 
mond Horde, Prior of the Carthuſian monaſtery of Hinton, 
with the conſent of the convent, made a ſurrender of all theif 
lands, houſes, &c. (comprehending thoſe belonging to Longs 
leate) to King Henry VIII. in the goth year of his reign. Ry- 
mer, ibid. P+ 614. ; 

The lands belonging to Longleate priory were granted to 
Edward Earl of Hertford; 32 Henry VIII. ard purchaſed, the 
year following, of the ſaid Earl, by Sir John Thynne, as ap- 
pears from the deed of purchaſe; ſtill preſerved among the evi- 
dences at Longleate. The capital meſſuage or ſcite of the priory 
of Longleate, with the lands and woods 2 and apper- 
taining to it, were never any part of the poſſeſſions of Edward 
Earl of Hertford, but had been purchaſed by Sir John Horſey, 
of Clifton in com, Dorſ. Knt. and were bought of him by Sir 
John Thynne, in 32 Henry VIII. as the deed of purchaſe ſhews 
more at large 

The books of the building of Longleate are at this time re- 
maining there, which ſhew that the foundation began to be laid 
in January 1567, from which time the building was carried on 
0 1579, ſo that twelve whole years were ſpent before it was 
niſhed. This is ſaid to be the firſt well-built houſe in the 
kingdom. The front is 220 feet, and the ſides upwards of 
180, and very noble cellars the length of the front of the houſe. 
e ſtone and timber was all his own ; and beſides carriage, 
and days of gift, it coſt $0161. 13s. 8 d. as it appoars from 
tree old folio books of the building of Longleate. 5

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Sir John Thynne, the founder of that edifice, beſore-men- 
tioned, was knighted by the Duke of Somerſet (to whom he 
was ſecretary) in the camp before Roxburgh in 1547, F Edward 
VI. having been in the great battle of Muſſelburgh, on Sept, 
To, and the ſiege of Leith, in Scotland; and in 3 Edw. VI. 
obtained a grant of the manor of Kempsford in com. Gloue. 
In the firſt year of Queen Elizabeth, he ſerved in Parliament 
for Wiltſhire, and afterwards for Heytefbury in that county, 
By his laſt teſtament, dated at Longleate, on May 6, 1580 
(the probate whereof is on November 12 following) he order 
his body to be buried in the church of Deverell-Langbridge in 
the county of Wilts, and that a convenient tomb be made for 
him and his late wife in the faid church, -according to a plot 
thereof, made and ſigned with his own hand, and to the value 
of 1001. He bequeaths to John Thynne, his eldeſt ſon, the 
preſent poſſeſſion of his houſe at Longleate, with the inheritance 
thereof; as alſo of all other manors, according to a conveyance 
made by him in his hfe-time, and conſtitutes him ſole executor, 
provided he gives ſecurity for the performance of his wil}, in the 
ſum of 10,0001. And ordains the Lord-Treaſurer of England 
fwhom he truſts will take it on him, in reſpect of the friend- 
ſhip that had been between them of old time) together with Sir 
Amias Paulet, Knt. Overſeers. He further wills, that Francis, 
Thomas, Egremont, Henry, Charles, Edward, and William, 
his ſons, enjoy all ſuch lands and annuities, which, by his deed, 
or this his will, he had conveyed and aſſured to them; and be- 
queaths to Elizabeth, his daughter, two thouſand marks; alſo 
to Catharine, and Greſham, his daughters, a thouſand marks 
each; and to every other of his daughters, a thouſand marks; 
likewiſe to Dorothy Cole, the daughter of his ſon-in-law John 
Cole, and Anne his wife, 1001. 

He bequeaths to Dorothy, his wife, the third part of all his 
plate and houſhold- ſtuff at Longleate, and Corſeley in Wilts, 
and the two other third parts, to him, her, or them, of his 
blood, that, after his deceaſe, ought to have the lawful poſſeſſion 
of his freehold at Longleate; and that all his ſaid plate, hang- 
ings, bedding, &c. remain and be heir looms to ſuch perſons, 
as ſhall or ought to have the freehold of his houſe at Longleate; 
and that an inventory be made thereof within one month after 
his deceaſe, to be filed to his will, and to remain on record 
with the probate of his will. He died on May 21, 1580. At 
his funeral ſixty gowns were given to ſo many poor men, which 
coft 721. 128. Sixty-one mourning ſuits were given to ſo man) 
fervants ; alſo eloaks were given to a great number of gentle- 
men for mourning gowns, which came to a great ſum of money 
He was attended by the heralds with pennons, and a great num- 
ber of eſcutcheons, &c. The whole ſum came to 3291. 5 
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was in thoſe days a great ſum. His body was carried to the 
church of Deverell-Langbridge in a waggon, there being then 
no berſes, He has a monument in that church, which ſhews 
that he was ſone/challus hoſpitii to the Duke of Somerſet, and a 
keen ſtickler for the reformed religion even in the time of Queen 
Mary. | |

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There was an extraordinary friendſhip between this Mr. 
Thynne {who ſerved in four parliaments for Wiltſhire) and the 
Duke of Monmouth. His Grace had been often with him at 
Longleate ; and, as a teſtimony of his particular reſpect, Mr. 
Thynne gave him his fine ſet of Oldenburgh coach-horſes, 
Mr. Thynne made the new lane near Longleate which goes 
to Frome, planted the elms there, and made it a good hard 
way; and alſo made ſeveral advantageous and ornamental alte- 
rations in the houſe, He likewiſe built a handſome ſtable on 
the middle of the hill in the park, for his noi ag, which” 
the ſecond Viſcount Weymouth having no occaſion for, order- 
ed to be pulled down.

Which John, his only ſon and heir, was knighted by King 
Henry VII. having, in 1487, 2 Henry VII. brought © forces to 
the aid of the King againſt the Earl of Lincoln, Lambert Sim- 
nel, and their adherents, in the battle of Stoke, near Newark 
upon Trent, on June 16, when they were ' defeated, and the 
Earl of Lincoln ſlain. And. Margaret, Counteſs of Richmond, 
that monarch's mother, who died on June 29, in the firſt year 
of the reign . of her grandſon, King Henry VDIL by her © laſt 
will, dated on June 6, 1508, 23 Henry VII. ſtiling herſelf 
Margaret Counteſs of Richmond and Derby, and mother to 
King Henry the Seventh, conſtitutes this Sir John St. John, 
who was then her Chamberlain, one of her three executors 3 
and the King, her ſon, ſuperviſor, deſiring him To ſhew his

She was foundreſs of Chriſt's and St. John's colleges in Cam- 
bridge, having left the iſſues and profits of her eſtate for that 
purpoſe, which was wiſely applied by the executors, who were 
(as our hiſtorians relate) true to the truſt and confidence repoſed 
in them, in doing their part, by purſuing the foundreſs's inten- 
tion, This Sir John St. John died in parts beyond the ſeas, on 
September 1, 1512, 4 Henry VIII. leaving John, his ſon and 
heir, ſeven years of age, whom he had by Jane his wife, daugh- 
ter and heir ta Sir John Ewerby, by Catharine his wife, daugh- 
ter and coheir to Sir Hugh Anneſley, of Mapledurham in com.

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Which John was in ward to Sir Richard Carew, of Beding- 
ton in com. Surr. Knt. who married him to Margaret, one of 
his daughters; by which Lady he had three ſons, Nicholas, 
William, and John, whereof the eldeſt, Nicholas St. John, 
of Lydiard Tregoſe, Eſq; had to wife Elizabeth, daughter to 
Sir Richard Blount, of Mapledurham in com. Oxon. Knt. 
and by her had iſſue two ſons, Sir John, and Oliver, and five 
daughters, whereof Eleanor was wedded to Sir Thomas Cave, 
of Stanford in Northamptonſhire, Knt. anceſtor to the preſent 
Baronet. | 
Oliver, the ſecond fon, was ſent to ſtudy the law in the Inns 
of Court; and happening into a quarrel with one Beſt, Cap- 
tain of the Guard to Queen Elizabeth, and Champion of Eng- 
land, killed him in fingle duel; for which he was forced to 
leave the kingdom. He firſt ſerved in the army under Sir Fran- 
tis Vere, and Sir Horace Vere, in Flanders, in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, where he had the honour of Knighthood 
conferred on him. In 1601, 44 Elizabeth, he was fent with 
his regiment into Ireland, againſt the Spaniards, who had land- 
ed there, and had taken poſſeſſion of Kinfale; and gave great 
proof of his courage and conduct at the battle of Kinfale, 
and performed other memorable ſervices againſt the rebels, 
He was Preſident of Munſter, Vice-Prefident of Connaught, 
and Maſter of the Ordnance in that realm. In 16137, when 
the parliament met on May 18, there was a diſpute in the elec- 
tion of a Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, Sir John Davis 
being propoſed by the proteſtants, and Sir John Everard by the 
papiſts: On which occaſion Sir Oliver St. John, Maſter of the 
Ordnance, voted for Dayis, who had a great majority ; but the 
papiſts placing Everard in the chair, Sir Oliver St. John told 
him, if he would not leave the chair, they ſhould be obliged 
to pull him out; and accordingly he and others gently removed 
him, and placed Davis in the chair. On April 3, 1616, he 
was appointed Lord-Deputy of Ireland, but did not go over 
for that kingdom till Auguſt following, on the 3oth of which 


he was ſworn in.

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Sir Richard Cox, in his preface to the ſecond part of the 
Hiſtory of Ireland, gives this account of him, „That he was 
« of a generous temper, and not inferior to any of his prede- 
« ceſſors, in a ſincere concern for the proteſtant religion, and 
«. the good of the kingdom; but he happened in an ill time, 
&« as did alſo his ſucceſſor, the worthy Lord Falkland, whilſt 
« the Spaniſh match was in agitation. So that both theſe brave 
« men, by the clamour of the Iriſh, and the prevailing power 
« of their popiſh enemies, came away in diſgrace.” .“. 

However, Sir Oliver 5 was not wanting in his own vindica- 
tion; and therefore wrote to the King, that he met a cloud of 
malicious enemies, inſtead of good ſubjects; and that even 
ſome of the privy-council were ſpies upon him, and took occa- 
ſions to leſſen him, though they had no provocation for it, but 
his examination of a certain patent, according to his Majeſty's 


ſpecial order, and his righting the church againſt their depre- 


dations. -And though the King, in anſwer, alfured him, That 
© his Reputation ſtood without Blemiſh,* yet his enemies after- 
wards not only prevailed by getting the Lord Falkland to ſuc- 
ceed him, but were fo importunate for his coming over, that 
bis Majeſty from Newmarket, on January 28, 1621, anſwers 
them, That it were diſhonoutable to ſerve one in that emi» 
“ nent ſtation ſo unkindly without a crime ;” and adds this 
poſtſcript: © It was never wont to be my faſhion to diſgrace 
« any ancient - Miniſter of mine before he was heard.” He 
was ſworn * of the Privy-Council to King James in both 
realms; and in the goverament of Ireland behaved without 
any blemiſh on his character, except from the papiſts, who en- 
deavoured to blacken him; and, defiring to reſign, he arrived 
in England in May, 1622, and was found fo deſerving, that, 
on June 3 following, he was created a Peer of Ireland, by the 
title of Viſcount Grandiſon of Limerick (by reaſon of his de- 
ſcent from an heir female of that houſe) with limitation, for 
want of iſſue male, to the iſſue of Sir Edward Villers, his 
nephew (half-brother to the Duke of Buckingham) whoſe ſon, 
Sir George Villers, accordingly enjoyed the honour, and was 
father of Barbara Villers, Ducheſs of Cleveland. 

On the acceſſion of King Charles I. to the throne i, he was 
on Auguſt 13, 1625, the firſt year of his reign, conſtituted 
High-Treaſurer of Ireland; and by letters- patent, dated on 
May 21, 1626, 2 Car. I. was advanced to the dignity of a 
Baron of this Kingdom, by the title of Baron Tregoze, of 
Highworth in com, Wilts. _ The next year, 3 Car. I. he ob-

- John, the only fon of the laſt Sir John, ſucceeded at Lydiard 
Tregoze, was knighted at Whitehall, on February 2, 1608, 
and was created a Baronet at the firſt inſtitution of that order, 
on May 22, 1611, being the ſeventeenth in precedency by 
creation. His uncle, * Grandiſon, gave him his eſtate 
at Batterſea, and Wandſworth, &c. and being zealouſly at- 
tached to the intereſt of the royal . in the civil war, had 
three of his ſons ſlain in the King's ſervicc; William, his ſe- 
cond ſon, was killed at the taking of Cirenceſter in Glouceſter- 
ſhire, under Prince Rupert; Edward, the third ſon, at the 
battle of Newberry in Berkſhire; and John, the fifth fon, in 
the North, He married firſt Anne, daughter to Sir Thomas 
Leighton, of Feckenham in com. Wigorn, ſecondly Margaret, 
the widow of Sir Richard Grubham, Knt. He had iſſue, by 
the former, ſeven ſons, and a daughter, Anne, married to Sir 
Henry-Francis Lee, Bart. anceſtor to the Earl of Litchheld; 
and, ſecondly, to Henry Wilmot, Earl of Rocheſter. Oliver, 
the eldeft ſon, .died in the life-time of his father, having married

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Sir Walter, the fixth ſon, ſucceeded his nephew, Sir John 
St. John, Bart. at Lydiard T and in the eſtates of Bat- 
terſea and Wandſworth. He ſerved for the county of Wilts, 
in two Parliaments, in the reign of King Charles II. as alſo in 
that of the ſecond year of King William and Queen Mary. He 
had his chief reſidence at Batterſea, and was famed for his 
ety, and all moral virtues. Dr. Patrick, Biſhop of Ely, fo 
juſtly celebrated for his many religious diſcourſes, and his com- 
mentaries on the Bible, was his domeſtic chaplain ; and in 
January, 1659, dedicates to him his Menſa My/tica, wherein 
he acknowledges the civilities he had received from him and his 
Lady, and tells us how commendably they lived.

Of his Lordſhip's ſons, by his ſecond Lady (who died at 
Batterſea in Auguſt, 1736) rge, the eldeſt, was Secretary 
to the Engliſh Plenipotentiaries in the Congreſs at Utrecht, and 
died at Venice in — „ 1715-16; John, the ſecond, his 
heir, ſhall be mentioned afterwards as continuator of the male 
line; and Hollis, third ſon, died in October, 1738, unmarried.

We ſhall now return to the Right Hon. Edward Boſcawen, 3d 
ſon of Hugh, Viſcount Falmouth. The faid Edward was born 
on Auguſt 19, 1711, and became not only an ornament to his 
name and family, but alſo to his country. His genius leading 
him to a ſea-faring life, he had the command of the Shoreham 
of 20 guns, which made part of Admiral Vernon's ſquadron in 
the Weſt-Indies, in 1739, where he diſtinguiſhed himſelf as a 
voluntier, at the taking and blowing up of the fortifications of 
Porto-Bello. On the attack of Carthagena, in February 1741-2, 
he had the command of a party of ſeamen, who bravely and 
reſolutely. attacked and took the Faſcine-battery of fifteen twen- 
ty-four pounders, and a ſmaller of five guns, notwithſtanding 


a bloody reſiſtance; and, ſpiking up all the guns, tore up and 


burnt all the platforms and carriages, wherewith General Went- 
worth had complained the enemy had much galled him. Aite: 
that ſiege, fo glorious to our naval forces, having the command 
of the Prince Frederick, he arrived on May 14, 1742, at St. 
Helen's, in nine weeks from Jamaica, ſent by Admiral — 
, | | all 


and General Wentworth, with advice, that the fleet, and land 
forces, under their command, were under fail from Jamaica, 
on a new expedition againſt the Spaniards, | 
On November 26, 1746, being Captain of the Namure, and 
Commodore of a ſquadron of his Majeſty's ſhips, he took the 
Intrepide, a French privatcer of St. Maloe's, of twenty guns, 
and two hundred men; alſo a diſpatch ſnow from the Marquis 
d'Anville's ſquadron at Chebucto in Acadia, with advices of 
great importance to the court of France, h 
On May 3, 1747, he fignalized himſelf in that engagement 
with the French fleet, which was convoying from the Ports of 
France, to the Eaſt and Weſt Indies, ſhips laden with mer- 
chandize and warlike ftores ; and not one of the ſhips of war 
belonging to that fleet eſcaped. Thereupon he was conſtituted 
Rear-Admiral of the Blue Squadron of his Majeſty's Fleet; 
alſo Commander of a Squadron, and General of his Majeſty's 
Forces, employed in an expedition to the Eaſt-Indies. On No- 
vember 4, 1747, he failed from St. Helen's, with a fair wind, 
which only ſerved for that day * ; but Admiral Boſcawen, anxious 
to get out of the Channel, choſe rather to turn to the windward 
with the fleet, than to put back. Meeting with hard gales of 
wind, they were obliged to anchor in Torbay, where the fleet 
arrived about 11 o'clock, on November 10 ; but at four in the 
evening, the wind ſerving, failed again, and proceeded to the 
Land's-End, when it turned again ; but, ſtruggling with the 
winds, came to anchor in the road of Madeira, on December 
13. Hard pales of wind had ſeparated ſeveral ſhips, which, 
| however, on the 17th, joined the Admiral, who uſed all poſ- 
ſible means to get the fleet in a condition to fail, which being- 
completed on the 22d, they failed on the 23d. On March 29, 
1748, the fleet came to an anchor in Table-bay at the Cape of 
Good-Hope. On the goth, the ground was pitched on to in- 
camp, and men ordered on ſhore to clear it; but the wind 
blowed fo freſh, that the forces could not land till April 6, 
when the whole incamped in good order and diſcipline, being 
three battalions with artillery. On the right were 400 ma- 
rines, making one battalion ; fix Engliſh independent compa- 
nies, of 112 men on the left; and fix Scotch companies in the 
center. The men made a good appearance; and no pains were 
ſpared to diſcipline and refreſh them, for their better performance 
in action. The Admiral, by his genteel behaviour, intirely 
gained the love of the land- officers; and never was greater 
harmony among all degrees of men, than in this expedition, 


every one thinking they were happy in being under his com-

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mand. The time they ſtayed at the Cape was of great ſervice 
to the land and ſea forces, who had freſh meat all the time; 
but their ſtay was longer than intended, occaſioned by five In- 
dia-ſhips, with forces on board, parting from the fleet, pur- 
poſely to get firſt to the Cape, in order to ſell their private trade 
to a better advantage; but were miſtaken, as they did not ar- 
rive till April 14; and thoſe India-ſhips, that were with the 
Admiral, had ſupplied the Cape with all that was wanting. On 
May 8, the fleet failed from the Cape in good health, but met 
with contrary winds and hard gales before it weathered that 
E and, after much bad weather, made the iſland 
auritius, in latitude 20 ſouth, belonging to the French, on 
June 23. At q o'clock, the ſame day, the Admiral (having be- 
fore given orders to all the Captains of men of war to be ready) 
failed along the ſhore in line of battle, the Pembroke man of 
war, of 60 guns, leading the van; and about three o'clock 
came oppoſite to a battery that fired on them. The compli- 
ment was returned by the Pembroke; and moſt of the ſhips 
fired thereon as they paſſed ; but being out of point-blank ſhot, 
no damage was done on either fide. About ſeven at night, the 
fleet came to anchor in Turtle-bay, near the mouth of the har- 
bour, but no ſhip could fail into it, the wind conſtantly blow- 
ing out of the harbour's mouth; and the channel fo narrow that” 
but one ſhip could go in at a time. The French had two bat- 
teries at Turtle-bay, one of ten guns, the other of eight, which 
fired at the Pembroke, but moſt of their ſhot fell ſhort. On 
the-24th in the morning, the Admiral ordered Mr. Bickerſtaft, 
chief, and Mr. Fenner, ſecond Engineer, Capt. Lloyd of the 
Deal-Caſtle, and Lieut. Iſlip of the train, in the Swallow ſloop, 
to reconnoitre the harbour and coaſt, in order to fix on a place 
to land the forces. A council of war was held at their return, 
by land and ſea officers ; and, from the report made by thoſe 
Gentlemen, it appeared to the council of war, that the forces 
could land at no place but Turtle-bay, four miles from the 
town, and that the whole way was through a thick wood, 
where the enemy had ſeyeral batteries. In the night the Pem- 
broke was ordered to warp in, to ſilenee the batteries at 'Fur- 
tle-bay ; and the Maſters of men of war were ordered to go m 
boats, and ſound the harbour and coalt, for a place to land at. 
Ihe Pembroke warped in as near to the ſhore as the ſoundings 
would permit, and drove the enemy from their batteries, but 
could not get near enough to diſmount the guns. The Maſters 
reported, they had been in the harbour, and on the coaſt, which 
they found ſo defended by rocks, that it was impoſſible for a ſhip 
to warp-into the harbour; and the enemy had moored a ſhip of | 
60 guns croſs the channel; and two forts were on each fide the 


harbour, which would fink any ſhip before they could warp * 
| n 
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On the 25th, a council of war was called, conſiſting of land 
and fea officers, the reſult whereof was, that, there being no 
place but Turtle-bay to land at, it was adjudged we ſhould 
loſe 500 men in attempting it; and as the Admiral's orders 
were not to hazard the forces there, but to look in, and take 
it, if practicable, without loſs of men; likewiſe affairs of 
greater conſequence being to be executed, the council of war 
unanimouſly agreed to proceed on their voyage; and according- 
ly the fleet left the iſland on June 27. Mauritius is moſt de- 
frably ſituated, there being a continual ſpring z and, as it is 
defended by nature, is almoſt impregnable. The Britiſh forces 
were in good health and ſpirits, and all to a man wiſhing to go 
on ſhore, had it been with a poſſibility of ſucceſs. 
On July 28, the fleet arrived at Fort St. David's, having 
met with a fine paſſage from the iſland of Mauritius, and our 


men were all in good health, except ſome who were ill of the 


ſcurvy. The next day the forces landed, and were incamped 
till all things were ready for our march to Pondecherrie, which 
was about ſixteen miles diſtant, The India Company's forces 
joined thoſe under the Admiral; and, every thing neceſſary for 
the ſiege being completed on Auguſt 7, they decamped the 
next day, and marched towards Pondecherrie, a were obliged 
to make ſhort marches, the weather being extremely hot, On 
Auguſt 13, they attacked Arrecopong Fort, within three miles 
of Pondecherrie, which commanded the paſs of a river, and the 


troops were obliged to take it, to keep a communication with. 
Fort St. David's. Information was brought, that the French were 


intrenched before the fort; on which all the grenadiers and 
pickets were ordered to attack them. The Britiſh forces march- 
ed up a plain for near a mile in front of the fort, from which 
ten guns played on them ; but the troops marched up to the 
walls, without taking their firelocks from their ſhoulders, the 
enemy playing great guns and ſmall arms the whole time, Find- 
ing no intrenchment, and not being prepared to take the fort, 
they retired in good order, The loſs, killed and wounded, was 
about fifty ſoldiers, one Captain and a Lieutenant killed, and 
two Lieutenants wounded, with Major Goodier of the train, 
who afterwards died. The army incamped near the fort; and 
having got two guns, eighteen pounders, and two twelve pound- 
ers, from the ſhips that attended them on the coaſt, they made 
regular approaches. The enemy had a ſmall battery near the 
fort, which the Admiral blew up on the 19th; and, thereupon 
the French abandoning the fort, he took poſſeſſion of it. On 
the 26th the army marched from Arrecopong, and attacked the 


barrier of Pondecherrie, and made themſelves maſters thereof;

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which had the French defended as they ought to have done, 
the Admiral muſt have loſt numbers of men. After the guns, 
with ſtores, were landed as faſt as poſſible, the trenches were 
opened next day, and the bomb-veſlel was ordered immediate] 
to play. On September 10, a mortar battery was opened with 
five mortars. On the 17th, a battery with three twelve-pound- 
ers was opened. On the 20th the Admiral opened another bat- 
tery with two twelve-pounders, and a battery of five mortars. 
On the 25th he opened the grand battery of eight guns, about 


600 yards diſtance. On the 27th the ſhips went as near as 


poſſible, and played upon the town, when the forces made the 
grand attack; but found the enemy too ftrong, having placed 
27 guns upon them, beſides bombs and mortars. The men 
growing ſickly, and the monſoons expected, and the enemy be- 
ing ſtronger in garriſon than the beſiegers, the Admiral called a 
council of war, wherein it was reſolved to raiſe the ſiege. Ac- 
cordingly the cannon being ſent on board the ſhips, the troops 
ſet fire to their batteries, and decamped on October 6, march- 
ing for fort St. David's, with drums beating, and colours flying. 
The French appeared, but the Admiral's retreat was fo regular, 
that they did not offer to attack him. In two days the army 
reached fort St, David's ; and their retreat was ſo well ordered, 
that Mr. Boſcawen ſhewed himſelf the General as well as the 
Admiral, No Commander could do more than he did with ſo 
few forces. Pondecherrie is a regular fortification, has a ditch, 
a covered way, glacis, and citadel, The ground is a light ſand, 
whereby none of the bombs did much execution; and the gar- 
riſon conſiſted of near 2000 Europeans, beſides Blacks, within 
the walls. The Admiral's ſtrongeſt force was but 3200 men, 
who did all that could be expected from them. 5 
Soon afterwards news arrived of the peace; but unfortu- 
nately two of our men of war were loſt in a ſtorm. The Ad- 
miral, having ſent forces, and taken poſſeſſion of fort St. George, 
which was delivered up by the French. prepared for his voyage 
home, On October 19, 1749, he failed from iort St. David's, 
on his return to Europe, and arrived at Spithead in April, 
1750. | 
On his return he was conſtituted Rear-Admiral of the White 
Squadron of his Majeſty's Fleet; and in June, 1751, one of 
the Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, On February 4, 
1755, he was conſtituted Vice-Admiral of the Blue Squadron 
of his Majeſty's Fleet; and the French having, in April, that 
year, equipped a large navy, with a conſiderable number of re- 
gular troops, and military ſtores in proportion, on board, to re- 
inforce their garriſons, and execute their ambitious ſchemes, in 
North America, he was appointed commander of a ſquadron 
rigged out to watch their motions. Accordingly he ſet ſail from 
| Plymouth, 
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Plymouth, on the 27th of that month, with eleven ſhips of 
the line, and a frigate, with two regiments, for the banks of 
Newfoundland. Tn a few days after his arrival there, the 
French fleet conſiſting of twenty-five ſhips of the line, beſides 
frigates and tranſports, under the command of M. Bois de la 
Mothe, came to the ſame ſtation : but the thick fogs, which 
prevail on thoſe coaſts, eſpecially at that ſeaſon of the year, 
kept the two armaments from ſeeing each other; and part of 
the French ſquadron failed up the river St. Laurence, whilſt 
another part of it went round, and got into the ſame river 
through the ſtreights of Bellifle, on the north of the iſland of 
Newfoundland, by a courſe which was never attempted before 
by ſhips of the line. Nevertheleſs, when the admiral lay with 
the fleet off Cape Race, the moſt ſouthern point of Newfound- 
land, and deemed the moſt proper ſtation for intercepting the 
enemy; two French ſhips, the Alcide of 64 guns, with 480 
men, and the Lys, pierced for 64 guns, but mounting only 
22, with eight companies of land forces on board, having been 
ſeparated from the reſt in the fog on June 9, fell in, the next 
day, with the Dunkirk and Defiance, two fixty-gun ſhips, com- 
manded by Captain Howe (now Viſcount Howe) and 
Captain Andrews, and were both taken after an engagement of 
near five hours. | 3 
Mr. Boſcawen was, on February 8, 1758, declared Admi- 
ral of the Blue, having regularly gone through the two inter- 
mediate ſtations, of Vice-Admiral of the White and Red, be- 
tween that and the rank of Vice - Admiral of the Blue, to which he 
had been promoted before his laſt expedition to America, as before 
related: and, the reduction of Louiſbourg in the iſland of Cape- 
Breton being about that time concerted, he was pitched upon 
as the beſt qualified officer to command the armament deſtined 
for that ſervice, being equally capable of conducting the ope- 
rations by land as well as ſea. He ſailed from St. Helen's on 
the 19th of that month, when the Invincible, a 74 gun ſhip, 
and one of the beſt of his ſquadron, miſſing her ſtays, ran upon 
a flat, and was loſt, but the men, artillery, ſtores, &c. were 
ſaved. © At his arrival at Halifax in Nova-Scotia, he was joined 
by General Amherſt (afterwards created Knight of the Bath) 
and took his departure thence, on May 28, with that officer, 
the ſhips of war and tranſports amounting to 157 fail, with about 
12,000 land forces on board. On June 2, the fleet anchored 
in the bay of Gabarus, about ſeven miles to the weſtward of 
Louiſbourg ; and on the Sth diſembarked the troops: after 
which he and the general co-operated with ſuch harmony and 
firmneſs, that Chevalier Drucour, governor of the ſortreſs, after 
2 vigorous defence, was, on July 26, obliged to agree to ey, 
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of capitulation, by which the garriſon of Louiſbourg, conſiſt 
ing of - 5,637 men (whereof 1,347 were ſick and wounded) as 
well as the forces in the iſland of St. John, became priſoners 
of war, and ſubmitted to be tranſported to England; and the 
merchants and their clerks, who had not acted in a military 
Capacity, were to be ſent to France, in ſuch manner as the Ad- 
miral ſhould think proper. In this place there were found 221 
pieces of cannon, and 18 mortars, with a conſiderable quantity 
of ammunition and ſtores. Eleven French colours, delivered 
up at difarming the garriſon, were ſent over to England; and 
after being preſented to his-Majeſty at Kenſington, were carried 
thence, by as many ſerjeants of the faot-guards, on Sept. 6, in 
triumphal proceſſion, eſcorted by a detachment of the horſe and 
foot- guards, with kettle-drums and trumpets, to St. Paul's ca- 
thedral, where they were hung up as trophies, under a diſ- 
charge of the cannon at the Tower and in St. James's-park. 
Of the ſhips of war in the harbour, the Apollo, of 50 guns, 
with the Chevre, Biche, and Fidelle, frigates, were ſunk acroſs 
the mouth of it, to prevent the Britiſh fleet's going in; the 
Bizarre, and Comete, frigates, eſcaped by fayour of the fog; 
the Entreprenant, of 74 guns, was accidentally ſet on fire by 
a ſhell from one of the French batteries, and communicating 
the flames to the Capricieux and Celebre, of 64 guns each, 
were all three deſtroyed, the beſiegers in the mean time keep- 
ing a conſtant firing to prevent their getting any affiſtance from 
the town ; the Prudent, of 74 guns, was, in the midſt of a moſt 
furious diſcharge of cannon, mortars, and ſmall arms, boarded, 
ſword in hand, by a party of ſeamen under Capt. John Lafo- 
rey, and being aground, with ſeveral feet of water in her hold, 
was ſet on fire, a large ſchooner, and her own boats, being 
left along- ſide of her, for her people to eſcape in to the ſhore, 
which was at no great diſtance; and the Bienfaifant, of 64 
guns, being the only ſhip then remaining, was, at the fame 
time, and in the ſame hazardous circumſtances, boarded in like 
manner, by another party of ſeamen, under Captain Balfour, 
and towed off in triumph from under the walls. The Diana, 
of 36 guns, and the Eccho, of 26, had ſlipped out of the 
harbour, but had not got far, before they were taken. After 
the ſurrender of this important place, which coſt the beſiegers 
about 400 killed and wounded (William Cochran, 7th Earl of 
Dundonald, a Captain in the 16th regiment of foot, com- 
manded by Brigadier General John Forbes, being in the num- 
ber of the former) and which paved the way for the reduction 
of Quebec, and conqueſt of all Canada. Admiral Boſcawen, 
having detached ſome ſhips, with a body of troops under An- 
drew, Lord Rollo, to take poſſeſſion of the iſland of St. 22 
; an 
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and having left a ſufficient ſquadron at Halifax in Nova-Scotia, 
returned with Sir Charles Hardy, and four ſhips of the line, to 
England, where thay arrived on Nov. 1, 1759, after giving 
chace to fix large French ſhips, which they deſcried to the 
weſtward of Scilly, but could not overtake or bring to an en- 
gagement. The Houſe of Commons had ſo juſt a ſenſe of the 
ſervice done by Admiral Boſcawen to his country by his ope- 
rations in North-America, that, on December 6, 1758, it was 
unanimouſly agreed, that the thanks of that Houſe ſhould be 
iven to him for the ſame. Accordingly, Mr. Onſlow, the 
4 addreſſed him in the following terms: Admiral 
Boſcawen ! The Houſe have unanimouſly reſolved, that their 
thanks ſhould be given to you for the ſervices you have done to 
your King and Country in North-America; and it is my d 
to convey their thanks to you.,——l wiſh I could do it in a 
manner ſuitable to the occaſion, and as they ought to be given 
to you, now ſtanding in your place; as a Member of this 
Houſe, ——But were I able to eaumerate and ſet forth, in the 
beſt manner, the great and extenſive advantages accruing to 
this nation from the conqueſt of Louiſbourg, with the iflands 
of Cape-Breton and St, John, I could only exhibit a repetition 
of what has already been, and is, the genuine and uniform 
ſenſe and language of every part of the kingdom. Their 
joy too has been equal to their ſentiments upon this intereſting 
event; and in their ſentiments and joy they have carried their 
gratitude alſo to you, Sir, as a principal inſtrument in theſe 
moſt important acquilitions. You are now therefore receiv= 
ing the acknowledgments of the people, only in a more ſolemn 
way—by the voice, the general voice, of their repreſentatives 
in parliament—the moſt honourable fame that any man can ar- 
rive at in this or any other country. It is, on theſe occaſions, 
a national honour, from a free people; ever cautiouſly to be 
conferred, in order to be the more eſteemed - to be the 
reward; and which ought to be reſerved for the moſt fignal 
ſervices to the ſtate, and for the moſt approved merit in them: 
Such as this Houſe has uſually, and very lately, made their ob- 
jects of public thanks. The uſe I am perſuaded you will make 
of this juſt teſtimony, and high reward, of your ſervices and 
merit, will be the preſerving in your own mind a lafting im- 
preſſion of what the Commons of Great-Britain are now ten- 
dering to you, and in a conſtant continuance of the zeal and 
ardour for the glory of your King and Country, which have 
made you to deſerve it, In obedience to the commands of 
the Houſe, I do, with great pleaſure to myſelf, give you. the 
thanks of the Houſe, for the ſervices you have done to your 
King and Country in North-America.” To which Admiral 
Boſcawen, with his uſual modeſty, made the following reply: 


Ar. 
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& Mr. Speaker, I am happy in having been able to do my duty; 
but have not words to expreſs my ſenſe of the diſtinguiſhing re- 
ward that has been conferred upon me by this Houſe : Nor can 
I enough thank you, Sir, for the polite and elegant manner in 
which you have been pleaſed to convey to me the reſolution of 
the Houſe.” - | 

Mr. Boſcawen having given ſuch eminent 2 of his abi- 
lities, he was by his Majeſty's command, on February 2, 1759, 
ſworn of the Privy-Council, and took his ſeat at the board ac- 
cordingly. This gallant Admiral, being veſted with the com- 
mand of a ſquadron, of 14 ſhips of the line and two frigates, 
for the Mediterranean ſervice, ſet fail from St. Helen's on April 
14, 1759; and, after his arrival in that ſea, he diſplayed the 
Britiſh flag before Toulon, by way of defiance to the French 
fleet that lay at anchor there under Mr, De la Clue, conſiſting 
of twelve large ſhips and three frigates, preparing to- join M, 
Conflans, at Breſt. Finding that he could not provoke M. de 


la Clue to quit his moorings, he ſent three ſhips of the line, 


on June 7, under Captains Callis, Harland, and Barker, to burn 
two ſhips that lay cloſe to the mouth of the harbour; and, 


though they did not ſucceed in the enterprize, yet they gained: 


eat honour by ſuſtaining, for upwards of three hours, the 
fre of ſeveral batteries, ſome of which they had not ſcen be- 
fore their approach. They attempted to deſtroy two forts, 
which they cannonaded with great vivacity : but being over- 
matched by ſuperior force, and the wind ſubſiding in a calm, 
they ſuffered conſiderable damage, and were, with ſome diffi- 


culty, towed off. The Admiral then ſteered to Gibraltar, in 


order to refit; and, when that was near completed, he was 
_ advertiſed, on Auguſt 17, about eight in the evening, by one of 
his two cruiſing frigates, that fourteen large ſhips appeared on 
the Barbary coaſt to the eaſtward of Ceuta. He immediately 
weighed anchor, and was out of the bay before ten, with four- 
teen fail of the line, and two frefhips. At day-light, next 
morning, he deſcried ſeven fail, which proved to be the belt 
part of the French fleet, from which five capital veſſels, 
and three frigates, had ſeparated in the night: but the Engliſn 
ſquadron not anfwering their fignal, they endeavoured to make 
the beſt of their way. However, as the wind blew freſh, the 
Britiſh Admiral came faſt up with them till about noon, and 
made ſignal to chace and engage in a line of battle a-head: 


but, the wind dying away, it was near half an hour paſt two, 


before the headmoſt ſhips could come cloſe with the rear of the 
enemy, with whom there began a ſmart fight. Mr. Boſcawen, 
without waiting to return the fire of the French ſternmoſt ſhips, 
bore up to the Ocean commanded by M. de la Clue, and about 


four o clock in the afternoon, running athwart her hawie, 


poured 
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aured into her a moſt furious broad-ſide. The combat con- 
tinued with great bravery on both ſides for about half an hour, 
when the mizen-maſt and both topſail-yards of his ſhip, the 
Namur, were ſhot away ; and then the Ocean went off with 
all the fail ſhe could carry. The Britiſh Admiral, having ſhifted 
his flag from the Namur to the Newark, joined ſome other 
ſhips in attacking the Centaur, of 74 guns, which ſoon ftruck, 
Mr. Boſcawen purſued the remaining part of M. de la Clue's 
ſquadron all night; and, in the morning of the 19th, ſaw only 
four of them, the other two having altered their courſe, I. 
de la Clue, whoſe leſt leg had been broke, and the other wound- 
ed, in the engagement with the Namur, RY Mr. Boſ- 
cawen's ſhips coming up with crowded fails, reſolved, as he 
was on the coaſt of Portugal, to deſtroy thoſe under his com- 
mand, rather than they ſhould fall into the hands of the vic- 
tors; and accordingly, about g o'clock, ran his own ſhip the 
Ocean of 80 guns among the breakers, two leagues from La- 
, near the fort of Almadana, from whence three ſhots were 
red at the Engliſh. The Captain of the Redoubtable, of 74 
guns, followed the example of his Admiral; but the com- 
manders of the Temeraire, which carried 74 cannon, and the 
Modeſte, mounted with 64, anchored as near as they could to 
the forts Exavier and Lagres, in hopes of obtaining their pro- 
tection, as belonging to a neutral Prince. The Ocean firuck 
to Captain James Kirk of the America, at the firſt broad-ſide, 
about half an hour after M. de la Clue had been landed : but, 
being too much damaged to be got off, was ſet on fire, the | 
Count de Carne, Captain, with the other officers and men, | 
whom the roughneſs of the ſea prevented from getting 2 
aſhore, being firſt taken out. Captain (afterwards Sir) John 
Bentley, of the Warſpight, attacked the Temeraire, and 
brought her off, with all her officers and crew. At the ſame 
time Vice- Admiral Thomas Broderick, with his diviſion, burn- 
ed the Redoutable, her officers and men having quitted her, 
being bulged; but made prize of the Modeſte, which had been | 
little hurt. This ſignal victory, which in a great meaſure diſ- 
concerted the future operations of M. Conflans, was gained at 
the expence of about 250 killed and wounded, and without the 
life of any officer: but muſt have proved very dear to the van- 
quiſhed, as M. de la Clue, in his letter to the French Ambaſſa- 
dor at Liſbon, acknowledged that 100 men were killed on 
board his ſhip, and 70 dangerouſly wounded. Admiral Boſ- 
cawen, after this memorable exploit, arrived at Spithead on Sep- 
tember 15 ; and waiting on his Majeſty, on the 17th, was ve 
— graciouſly received. For his eminent ſervices and military feilh 


was, on December 8 following, declared General of the 


marine forces: and, about the ſame time, the Magiſtrates of 
Edinburgh, in conſideration of his many favours to Scotſmen, 


&c. complimented him with the freedom of their city, which 


he was pleaſed to accept very politely. 

In January, 1760, he failed for the bay of Quiberon, with 
2 ſmall ſquadron, in order to watch the motions and diftreſs 
the commerce of the French; but was driven back, before the 
end of that month, to Spithead, by ftreſs of weather. How- 
ever, he failed again on February 6; and meeting with a ſeries 
of tempeſtuous weather, was forced into Plymouth, with his 
little fleet very much ſhattered, on the 15th: but the Ramilies, 
2 90 gun ſhip, overſhooting the ſound, and being embayed near 
a point called the Bolt-head, was drove from her anchors, and 
daſhed in pieces among the rocks; all her officers and men, to 
the number of ſeven hundred, being loſt, except one midſhip- 
man and twenty-five mariners. He was, in the courſe of the 
enſuing ſummer, alternately with Sir Edward Hawke, Com- 
mander in Quiberon-bay, where, having no object to exert his 
military talents, he ſhewed his benevolence to mankind by poſ- 
ſeſſing himſelf of a ſmall iſland near the river Vannes, and culti- 
vating and planting it with vegetables for the uſe of the men 


afflicted with ſcorbutic diſorders, ariſing from ſalt proviſion, ſea 


air, and want of proper. exerciſe. "That was the laſt public 
ſervice done by this brave officer, who, if he had an equal, had 
no ſuperior; for he was cut off by a bilious fever on January 
10, 1761. He lies interred in the pariſh church of St. Michael 
at Penkevil, in Cornwall, where a monument of exquiſite 
workmanſhip, deſigned by Mr. Adam, and executed by Mr, 
Ryſbrack, ſtands erected to his memory, with the following in- 
ſcription : 885

Admiral Boſcawen was returned one of the repreſentatives 
for the borough of Truro, in Cornwall, to the gth parliament 
of (Great-Britain, ſummoned to meet on June 25, 1741. He. 
was likewiſe elected for the ſame borough to the next parlia- 
ment, which firſt ſat for the diſpatch of buſineſs on November 
12, 1747; and alſo for Saltaſh, in the ſame county; but choſe 
bis ſeat for the former, by which he was likewiſe elected to 
the 
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the enſuing parliament, which met on May 31, 1754. Among 
-his other offices, he had that of an Elder 4 of the Trinity- 
houſe, which is conferred on none but thoſe who have diſtin- 
iſhed themſelves in ſome of the maritime departments. 

His Lady, who erected the aforeſaid monument, was Frances, 
daughter of William-Evelyn Glanville, of St. Clere in Kent, 
Eſq; and by her, whom he married in December, 1742, he 
left three ſons and two daughters, viz. Edward-Hugh, born on 
September 13, 17443 William-Glanville, born on Auguſt 17, 
1751; George-Evelyn, born on May 6, 1758; Frances, born 
on March 7, 1746; and Elizabeth, born on May 28, I 747. 

Hugh, the preſent Viſcount Falmouth, when a Commonern, 
was Member for "Truro in Cornwall, in the Parliament ſum- 
moned to meet on November 28, 1727. And after ſucceeding 
to the Honours, on October 25, 1734, was conſtituted Cap- 
tain of the Yeomen of his Majeſty's Guard. On the break- 
ing qut of the rebellion in 1745, his Lordſhip had ſuch an in- 
tereſt'in the county of Cornwall, that 6,387 perſons ſigned an 
affociation to appear armed, in the beſt manner they could, un- 
der his command (being impowered by his Majeſty to form inta 
troops, or companies, ſuch who were willing to affociate them- 
ſelves) or under ſome other Officer or Officers, commiſſioned 
by him, in order fo defend his Majeſty's ſacred perſon and 

vernment, preſerve the peace of their county, their religion, 
_ Hberties, properties, and every thing dear to them as Engliſh- 
men; and, at the hazard of their lives and fortunes, oppoſe all 
invaders, rebels, and traitors whatſoever : which aſſociation 
his Lordſhip preſented to his Majeſty at St. James's, on Decem- 
ber 18 following. His Lordſhip alſo preſented an addreſs to the 
fame effect, from the borough of Penzance, whereof he was 
Recorder ; and the miniſtry having thought it expedient, on 
that emergency, to raiſe two regiments of horſe, and thirteen 
of foot, under as many noblemen of known attachment to the 
government, his Lordſhip was impowered to raiſe one of the 
regiments of infantry. His Lordſhip, having thus initiated 
bimſelf in the military ſervice, was promoted to the rank of 
Major-general on March 7, 1755, and to that of Lieutenant- 

neral on February 8, 1759. On December 15, 1756, his 
Lordſhip was ſworn one of his Majeſty's Privy-Council, and 
took his ſeat at the board accordingly. At the acceſſion of the 
preſent King, on October 25, 1760, his Lordſhip was con- 
tinued in the office of Captain of the Yeomen of the Guard, and

In 
1594, 36 Elizabeth, he was f conſtituted Regius Profeſſor of the 
Civil Law in the ſaid Univerſity, He was ſeated at Grancheſter 
in Cambridgeſhire ; and in ® 1571, was married to Catharine, 
daughter of Randall, Eſq; by whom he had two ſons, 
Henry, of whom afterwards ; and Andrew, who was Archdea- 
con of Norwich, the King's Hebrew Profeſſor at Cambridge, 
and was particularly recommended by King James I. to be, 
Maſter of Corpus Chriſti College in that Univerſity, by his let- 
ter of the 26th of March, 1618, as knowing perſonally, he 
ſays, his great worth, as he would be an honour and ornament

Oak, and ſerved under Admiral Ruſſel, who commanded in 
chief his Majeſty's fleet. | | 
In 1693, that great officer diſtinguiſhed him, in a particulat 
manner, by promoting him to the rank of his firſt Captain; in 
which ſtation he ſerved in the campaigns of 1694 and 1695, in

that action, Queen Anne honoured him with Knighthood; of 
which it was publiſhed in our Gazette, No. 4064. St. James's, 
© October 22, 1704. This day her Majeſty was pleated to 
© confer the honour of Knighthood upon George Byng, Eſq; 
© Rear-Atmiral of the Red Squadron of her Majeſty's fleet, as 
© a teftimony of her approbation of his behaviour in the late 
© action with the French in the Mediterranean.” On Janua 

18 following, he was appointed Vice-Admiral of the Blue; 

and immediately after, the French having two ſtrong ſquadrons 

in the Soundings, beſides great numbers of privateers, which 
annoyed our trade, he was ſent with a ſquadron to cruize againſt 
them, in which he was fo ſucceisful, that he took above twen- 
ty of their largeſt privateers, in about two months time, with 
_ the Thetis, a French man of war of fifty guns; aud cleared 
thoſe ſeas of he enemy. #

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In 1705, upon the election of a new parliament, he was re- 
turned a Burgeſs for Plymouth, which place he repreſented in 
every ſucceeding Parliament to 1721, when he was created 2

In 1707, he ſerved in the ſecond poſt under Sir Cloudſly Sho- 
vel, at the fiege of Thoulon ; and narrowly eſcaped ſhipwreck 
Ain his return home, Oct. 22, when that officer was loft. For be- 

ing the next ſhip to him, and finding the Admiral's lights all 
out of a ſudden, he was appriſed of his misfortune, and with an 
admirable preſence of mind, immediately ſet his topſails, put 
out the ſame lights the Admiral had, and ſteered a different courſe, 
and the fleet followed him. : 8 

He was conſtituted Admiral of the Blue on Jan. 26, 1707-8, 
and ſoon after commanded the ſquadron that was fitted out to 
"oppoſe the invaſion deſigned againſt Scotland by the Pretender, 
with a French army from Dunkirk ; which he fortunately pre- 
vented, by arriving off the Frith of Edinburgh, before their 
troops could land, and obliged them to betake themſelves to 
fl. ght; returning to Dunkirk, on April 6, 1708, with their 
troops in fo diſtreſſed a condition, that all the hofpitals and con- 
vents of Dunkirk, Furnes, and Bergue, were too ſmall for the 
accommodation of their ſick. ö 

| For this important ſervice, on April-21, 1708, Sir Patrick 
| Johnſton, at London, in the name of the Magiſtrates of Edin-

« deliverance of this iſland, for which his memory would be ho- 
© noured by future ages.* All which is ſet forth in our Gazette, 
April 26, 1708, No. 4430. 
On his return from this expedition, the Queen was pleaſed to 


offer him the place of one of the Prince's Council in the Admi- 
ralty, which he then declined, - 


He continued to command all that ſummer in the channel . 


and upon the arrival of Mary - Anne, daughter of the Emperor 
Leopold, at Spithead, September 25, 1708, on her way to con- 
ſummate her marriage with John V. King of Portugal, her 
Majeſty went immediately on board the Royal Anne, where Sir 
George Byng received her, and had the honour of conducting 
her to Liſbon, where a commiſſion was ſent to him to be Ad- 
miral of the White. | 4 

In 1709, he commanded in chief her *Majeſty's fleet in the 
Mediterranean ; and after his return to England, was, on No- 
vember 8, 1709, made one of the Commiſſioners of the Ad- 
miralty, and continued fo till near the time of the Queen's 
death, when not falling in within the meaſures of the miniſtry, 
he was removed : But on the acceſſion of King George I. he 
was reſtored to that employment. 

n 1715, a rebellion breaking out in the kingdom, encou- 
raged by the Pretender in perſon, and ſecretly ſupported with 
arms, and warlike ſtores, from France, he was appointed, in 
that critical juncture, to command a ſ{quadion, with which he 
kept ſuch a watchful eye along the French coaſt, by examining

In 1718, he was made Admiral and Commander in Chief ot 
the fleet, and ſent with a ſquadron into the Mediterranean, for 
the protection of Italy, according to the obligation England 
was under by treaty, againſt the further invaſion of the Spa- 
niards, who had the year before ſurpriſed Sardinia, and had 
this year landed an army in Sicily. Whereupon he gave a total 
overthroꝶ to their fleet on the coaſt of Sicily; for which action 
f X 3 he 
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ke was honoured with a letter from the King, written with his 
pwn hand; and received congratulatory letters from the Emperor 
and the King-of Sardinia, and was further honoured by his 
Imperial Majeſty with his picture ſet in diamonds. He remained 
ſome time in thoſe ſeas, for compoling and adjuſting the differ- 
ences between the ſeveral powers concerned, being veſted with 
the character of Plenipotentiary to all the Princes and States of 
Italy. In that year and the next, he ſupported the German arms 
in their expedition to Sicily, and enabled them, by his aſſiſtance, 
to ſubdue the greateſt part of that iſland. When matters tend- 
ed to an accommodation, in 1720, by the King of Spain's ac- 
ceſſion to the Quadruple Alliance, and a convention was ſigned 
at the Hague for a ceſſation of hoſtilities, ſuch confidence was 
placed in him, and regard ſhewn to his proceedings, that it was 
expreſly mentioned in the treaty, that nothing therein ſhould 
derogate from any ſtipulations he might have made by virtue of 
his plenipotentiary powers, which ſhould be in full effect, not- 
withſtanding the ſaid treaty : and when, in conſequence of the 
convention concluded between him and the Generals of the Im- 
perial and Spanith armies, the kingdoms of Sicily and Sardinia 
were to be evacuated by the Spaniards, he arbitrated fo equally 
between them, that the King of Spain expreſſed his great ſatiſ- 
faction in his conduct to the Britiſh Court, He afterwards pro- 
ceeded to Sardinia, to be preſent at the ſurrender of that ifland 
to the Duke of Savoy, ſtipulated by the Quadruple Alliance, in 
exchange for Sicily; in which affair, as well as all his other 
concerns in thoſe parts, his behaviour was very acceptable to that 
Prince, whoſe acknowledgments were accompanied with his 
icture ſet it diamonds, | | | 
' After the performing ſo many ſignal ſervices, he attended his 
Majeſty, by his command, at Hanover, where he arrived the 
middle of Auguſt, 1720, and was received with the moſt gra- 
cious expreſſions of favour and fitisfaftion. On October 21, 
1720, he was conſtituted Rear-Admiral of Great-Britain, and 
Treaſurer of the Navy. On January 20, 1720-21, he was 
ſworn of his Majefty's moſt Honourable Privy-Council, at St. 
James's ; and on September 9, 1721, * was created a Baron, 
and Viſcount, | - 


The Preamble of his Lordſhip's Patent is as follows: 

As the grandeur and ſtability of the Bri:iſh Empire depend 
chiefly upon knowledge and experience in maritime affairs, we 
eſteem thoſe worthy of the higheft honours, who, acting un- 
ber our influence, exert themſelves in maintaining our dominion 
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over the ſea. It is for this reaſon that we have determined to 
advance to the degree of Peerage our truſty and well- beloved 
Counſellor Sir George Dy Kine. and Bart. who being de- 
ſcended from an ancient family in Kent, and educated from his 
youth in the ſea ſervice, hath through ſeveral poſts arrived to 
the higheſt ſtation and command in our navy, by the ſtrength 
of his own abilities, and a merit diſtinguiſned by our prede- 
ceſſors, and ourſelves, in the many important ſervices, which he 
has performed with remarkable fidelity, courage and ſucceſs. 
In the late vigorous wars, which raged ſo many years in Eu- 
rope; wars fruitful of naval combats and expeditions ; there 
was ſcarce any action of conſequence wherein he did not bear 
a principal part, nor were any dangers or difficulties ſo great, 
but he ſurmounted them by his exquiſite conduct, and a good 
fortune that never failed him. Particularly when a ſtorm was 
gathering in France, and it was uncertain upon what part of 
the coaſt it would fall, with wonderful ſagacity and diligence he 
flew to the very place of danger, reſcuing our capital city of 
Scotland from the imminent attack of a French ſquadron, which 
had many rebels, and numerous forces, on board; and by his 
very appearance defeated the vain hopes of the enemy, com- 
pelling them to relinquiſh their diſappointed enterprize, and to 
ſeek their ſafety by a flight towards their own ports, attended 
with loſs. With no leſs vigilance he repreſſed, not long lince, 
the like machinations of the {ame traitors in the ports of France, 
who were ſo diſconcerted at his preſence, as to abandon the 
ſchemes they had projected; for which prudent ſervice we con- 
ferred on him the dignity of Baronet, the firſt mark of our royal 
favour. Moreover, lately, when new contentions were ſpring- 
ing up in Italy, and the diſcord of Princes was on the point of 
embroiling Europe again in war, he did, with ſingular felicity 
and conduct, interpoſe with our fquadron, cruſhing at one 
blow the laboured efforts of Spain to ſet up a power at ſea, and 
advanced the reputation of our arms in the Mediterranean to 
ſuch a pitch, that our Flag gave law to the contending parties, 
and enabled us to reſettle the tranquility that had been diſturbed, ' 
It is juſt, therefore, that we ſhould diſtinguiſh with higher titles 
a ſubject who has fo eminently ſerved us and his country, both 
as monuments of his own merit, and to influence others into 3 
love and purſuit of virtue. 
Know ye therefore, &c.

In 1727, his late Majeſty, on his acceſſion to the Crown, 
placed him at the head of his naval affairs, by niaking him Firſt 
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Lord Commiſſionet of the Admiralty. And in that high ſtation 


he died, on the 17th of January, 1722-3, in the oth year of 
his age, and was buried at Southill in Bedfordfhire, 

I ſhall end my account of this Lord with an extract of his 
character from a bock publiſhed after his deceaſe, An Account 
of the Expedition of the Britiſh Fleet to Sicily.

te indeed all the meaſures he tock abraad, were fo exact and 
«& juſt, as to ſquare with the counſels and plan of policy at 
* home. The cauſe of the Emperor being become the cauſe 
+ of his Maſter, he ſerved the intereſts of that Prince with a 
“ zeal-and fidelity that ſtood a pattern to his own ſubjects. 
te He lived in fuch harmony with the Imperial V ice-Roys and 
t Generals, as has been ſeldom ſeen among fellow-ſubjects uni- 
te ted in command, the want of which has proved the ruin of 
te many important expeditions. He was incapable of perform- 
te ing his duty in a cold or negligent manner; and, when any 
te feryice was committed to his management, he devoted his 
$ whole time and application to it; nor could any fatigue or

His 
il firmnck and plain: dealing were fa, apparent to the — 
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& who treated with him upon buſineſs, that it contributed 
« much to the diſpatch and ſucceſs of his tranſactions with 
« them; for they could depend upon what he ſaid, and, as they 
« ſaw he uſed no arts or chicanes himſelf, and had too diſcern- 
ing a ſpirit to ſuffer them to paſs unobſerved in others, 

« often found it their beſt policy to leave their intereſts in his 
c hands and management, being very ſure of a moſt impartial 
« and punctual performance of whatever he engaged in. His 
6 reputation was fo thoroughly eſtabliſhed in this particular, 
te that in the frequent diſputes and altercations which aroſe be-

The Court-martial does, in expreſs words, ac- 
quit Admiral Byng of cowardice and diſaffection, and does not name the word 
Mügence. Admiral Byng does not, as I conceive, fall under the letter or de- 
feription of the twelfth article of war. It may be ſaid that negligence is implied, 
though the word is not mentioned ; otherwiſe the Court-martial would not have 
on ght his offence under the twelfth article, having acquitted him of cou ardice 
and diſaffection. But it muſt be acknowledged, that the negligence implicd 
eannot be wilful negligence; for wilful negligence, in Admiral Byng's ſituat on, 
mult have proceeded from either cowardice or diſaffection, and he is expreſaly ac- 
euitted of both theſe crimes : beſides, theſe crimes, which are implied only, 
and not named, may indeed juſtify ſuſpicion and private opinion, but cannot ſa- 
#sfy the conſcience in caſe of blood. 

Admiral Byng's fate was referred to a Court-martial, his life and death were 
Eft to their opinions, The Court-martial condemned him to death, becauſe, 
as they expreſsly fay, they were under a neceflity of doing ſo by reaſon of the 
Etter of the law, the ſeverity of which they complained of, becauſe it acmits of 
=o mitigation, The Court-martial expreſsly ſay, that, for the ſake of their con- 
Feinces, as well as in juſtice to the priſoner, they moſt earneſtly recommend 
Nm to his Majeſty for mercy ; it is evident then, that, in the opin.ons and con- 
ſciences of the Judges, he was not deſerving of death. 

The queſtion then is, Shall the opinions, or neceſſities, of the Court- martial, 
determine Admiral Byng's fate? If it ſhould be the latter, be will be executed 
eontrary to the intentions and meaning of the Judges, if the former, his life 
Is not torfeized, His Judges declare him not deferving of death; bu“, miſtaking 
euher the meaning of the law, or the nature of his offence, they bring him un- 
der an article of war, which, acrording to their own deſcription cf his offence, 
he does not, I conceive, fall under; and then they condemn him to d: ath, be- 
<aule, as they ſay, the law admits of no mitigation, Can a man's life be taken 
away by ſuch a ſk ntence ? I would not willi gly be miſunderſtocd, and have it 
believed that I judge of Admiral Byng's deſerts: that was the buſineſs of a 
Court-martial, and it is my duty only to act according to my conſcience ; which, 
after deliberate cenſideration, aſſiſted by the beſt light a poor underſtanding 
«an afford, fti:] remains in deubt, and therefore I cannot conſent to fgn a un- 
rant whereby the ſentence of the Court- martial may be carried into execution; 
for I cannot help thinking, that, however criminal Admiral Byng may be, his 
Ife is not forfeited by that ſentence, I do not mean to find fault with other 
mens opinions: all I endeavour at js to give r-aſons for my own ; and all 1 de- 
&re, or with, is, that I may not be miſunderſtood : I du not pretend to judge of 
Admiral Byng's deſerts, nor to give any opinion on the propriety of the act.

ther, the Admiral, was, brought home priſoner, he went to 
viſit him, and was ſo affected at his ſituation, that he expired 
on board the Antelope, at Portſmouth, on July 29, 1756. 
_- Sarah, his Lordſhip's only ſurviving daughter; was married 
to John, the eldeſt ſon of Sir John Oſborne, of Chickſands in 
the county of Bedford, Bart. by whom ſhe had one fon, Sir 
D'Anvers Oſborne, Bart. married, in 1740, to the Lady Mary 
- Montagu, daughter of George, 2d Earl of Halifax. 
The beforementioned Pattee, 2d Viſcount Torrington, was 
born at Southill in Bedfordſhire, in 1699; and, in 1716, had 
a troop of horſe in the Royal regiment of Horſe-Guards. In 
1718, being with his father in his expedition into the Mediter- 
ranean ſea, he was diſpatched by him, to England, with an ac- 
count of his victory, on- July 31, over the Spaniſh fleet, off 
Syracuſe, on the_coaſt_of Sicily, and arrived at Hampton- 
Court, on the 31ſt of next month, that year. Returning 
ſoon after to Naples, and. Sicily, he accompanied his father 
during the reſt of the expedition, until the beginning of the year 
1720, when he, was ent by kim to the court of Vienna, on 
the propoſals made by the General of the Spaniſh army for 
its quitting Sicily, which he could n vonſent to, till the King 
of Spain had acceded to the Quadruple Alliance. 

His father being called up to the Houſe of Peers in 1721, he 
was elected Member of Parliament for Plymouth, in his room; 
and ſerved for the ſame borough in the next Parliament, ſum- 
moned in 1722. On April 18, 1724, he was by King George 
1. appointed Treaſurer of the Navy, on his father's reſignation 
to him of that office; in which he was continued by his late 
Majeſty, on Sept. 6, 1727; and was choſen one of the 
Knights of the Shire for the county of Bedford, in tae Parlia- 
ment then called. In May, 1732, he was ſworn of his Ma- 
jeſty's molt Honourable Privy-Council ; and on December 29, 
1744, was appointed Joint Vice-Treaſurer and Paymaſter-Ge- 
neral of Ireland, and was of the Privy-Council in that king- 
dom. On the reſignation of that office, he was, on February 
22, 1745-6, conſtituted Captain of the Yeomen of his Ma- 
jeſty's Guard; in which poſt he died, an January 23, 1746-7, 
and was ſucceeded in his honours by George, his next brother 
and heir, 3d Viſcount Torrington.

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His Lordſhip married, on Jan. , 1724, the Lady Charlotte 
lontagu, youngeſt * of Charles Duke of Mancheſter ; 
and by her who died on September 13, 1759, he had two ſons, 
George, and Frederic, and one daughter, Caroline, who all 
died unmarried. | 

The aforeſaid George, 3d Viſcount Torrington, and 2d fort 
of George Byng, iſt Viſcount Torrington, was born in 1701. 
In 1719, he ſerved as a voluntier under Count Mercy, Gene- 
ral of the Imperial army in Steily, and, on June 20, was dan- 
gerouſly wounded there, at the battle of Franca-Villa. He 
arrived at. W hitehall, on May 14, 1720, ſent expreſs, by the 
Admiral his father, with the account of the figning, on May 
16, N. 8. the convention for 4 ſuſpenſion of arms, and of 
the evacuation of 3 and Sardinia by the Spaniards. After- 
wards, having been a Captain in his Majeft s Foot-Guards, he 
was, in January, 1740-41, conſtituted ſecond Major in the 
third regiment of Foot-Guards, and Captain of a company, 
with the rank of Culonel; and on April 17, 1743, appointed 
firſt Major in the ſaid regiment. Alſo, on September 13 fol- 
lowing, he was made Lieutenant-Colonel of the ſaid regiment. 
On July 24, 1549, he was conſtituted Colonel of the 48th ro- 
giment of. foot; having been, on October ro, two years be- 
fore, promated to the rank of Major-General of his Majeſty's 
forces. He married, in 1736, Elizabeth, daughter of 
Daniel, Eq; ſet. of Sir Peter Daniel, Kut. and by her (who 
died on March 1, 1759) had two ſons, George; and John, 
born on- October 1, 1740.

© Of nature he was very courteous and gentle, and deſired ra- 
ther to be ſo in deed, than to be thought and teputed fo to 
© be. He kept ſuch a meaſure and a moderation in all his 
* doings, that in his days he was a pattern of all fobriety and 
© good behaviour: A man of fey words, but his ſentences 
© full of wit and reaſon; and; whenſoever any matter was to be 
© debated, he took leiſure in thinking. of it, and ſpoke. very 
© wiſely and prudentiy. In martial affairs he was very bold; 
- © ſtout, and valiant ; but not raſh in any adventure. He was 
* ſober, modeſt, chafte, conſtant, truſty, and faithful ; not al- 
together without fault, and yet not ſpotted with any notorious 
© crime; or irregularity.” | | 

His iſſue © were four ſons ; and one daughter, Neſta, mar-

The four ſons were, 1. Gerald, who ſuccecded in the lands, 
and was Lord Offaley. |

In an ancient In 
manuſcript, he is ſaid to be the perſon that firſt brought the Or- * 
ders of Friers Minors, and Preachers, into Ireland, the former FE 
whercof was confirmed in 1215, and the latter the year ſollow- * 
ing. In 1229 5, or (according to Holliuſhed) the vear beſote, bot 
the King, undetſianding the good ſervices of this family, ever wri

In that year, 14 Henry III. * during his ad- 
miniſtration; happened the great cauſe of Coparceners, for the 


deciſion whereof the King ſent a writ, which in the printed ſta- 


tutes is called Statutum Hibernize. He afterwards went to the 


aid of the King with great power, and * returning to Irejand | 


on September 2, 1232, reſumed the ſword as Lord Juſtice: 

On the defection of Richard Marſhal, Earl of Pembroke k, 
17 Henry III. this Maurice Fitz-Gerald, then Juſtice of Ire- 
land, received a letter from Peter de Rupibus, Biſhop of Win- 
cheſter (who bore the chief ſway at court) that the faid Earl 


was, for treaſon, baniſhed the realm of England, and requiring 


him, and Walter de Lacy, to take him, living or dead (if he 
came into Ireland) in reward wheredf the King would beſtow 
all the Earl's lands in that realm upon them: Alſo, on an aſſu- 
rance that they were reſolved to effect his deſires, the Biſhop 
ſent them over a patent to that purpoſe. Whereupon; they im- 
mediately entered on the Earl of Pembroke's lands and caſtles 
with a military power, - This drew the Earl into Ireland '; who 


raiſed what forces he could, and laid ſiege to Limerick, which 
was yielded to him at the end of four days. Thereupon, this 
Maurice Fitz-Gerald ſent to him; that they could not ſuffer his - 
proceeding in that manner, without being branded with the 


ignominy of traitors, and deſired a truce for fo long time as 
they might ſend into England, to know whether the King would 
defend the realm or not. This drew on conferences in a cer- 


tain meadow for that ' purpoſe, when Geffery de Mariſco up- 


braided the Earl of Pembroke with cowardice for conſenting to 
it, and that; if he acceded thereto, he would forſake him. But, 
the next morning, Maurice Fitz-Gerald demanded the truce u, 
telling him plainly, that; in cafe he would not agree thereto, he 


would adventure battle with him. Whereupon the Earl of 


Pembroke, putting his men in otder, exhorted them to go on 
with courage, and afterwards boldly charging into the midſt of 
his enemies, was there ſlain. Yet notwithſtanding what Mat- 


thew Paris has aſſerted, relating to the Biſhop of Wincheſter's 


rant of the Eatl of Pembroke's lands in Ireland to the ſaid 

laurice Fitz-Gerald, it appears by record, in 1234, 18 Hen. 
III. that Gilbert Earl of Pembroke was reſtored to the lands of 
his-brother's inheritance, both in England and Ireland.

much in favour, that he obtained a free commerce between

About this time, as related by M. Paris e, &c. he was ſent for 
into England e, to ſatisſy the King concerning the death of Ri- 
chard Earl of Pembroke, killed as before recited: and cen- 
ceiving Gilbert Earl of Pembroke to be diſaffected to him on 
that account, though he knew himſelf to be innocent thereof 
(as my author * has obſerved) offered to put himſelf on his 
trial. Nevertheleſs, for the love of peace, and to ſtand upon 
terms of amity with him, he told the King he would found a 
noble monaſtery for the health of the ſoul of the ſaid Earl Ri- 
chard: with which the King was fo well /atisfied, that, calling 
the Earl of Pembroke before him, he offered his mediation for 
this reconciliation, affirming, at the ſame time, that, if he re- 
fuſed it, he ſhould be unworthy of bis grace and favour ; where- 
upon a fair accord between them was made. 

During his abſence from Ireland, there was ſome diſorder, 
and Dr. Hanmer writes, that they rebelled ” ; but the ſpeedy 
return of the Lord Juſtice gave a check to their intentions. Alſo, 
whilſt he was in England, the King of Connaught exhibited a 
complaint againſt John de Burgh (fon of Hubert, Earl of Kent) 
for invadinz and waſting his country with fire and ſword, and 
deſired the King would rid him of that baſe upſtart, Or new- 
comer, who fought. to diſinherit him, Whereupon the King * 
immediately ordered the Lord Juſtice to pluck up by the root 
the fruitle's plant, that it 70 2 bud no more. And this, it is 
Probable, occaſioned the diforder, which Dr. Hanmer calls a 
rebellion, N . 

In 1235, 20 Henry III. he oppoſed Cormac Mac Art O Me- 
lazhlin, then in rebellion *, and took him priſoner in Athlone;

On February 8, 
1240-41, he received the King's letter, ordering him to unite 
the biſhopric of Clogher to the archiepiſcopal ſee of Ardmagh, 
on account of the poverty of them both; and to cauſe full ſeiſin 
of all lands belonging to the ſee of Clogher, to Albert of Co- tl 
logn, Archbiſhop of Ardmagh ; but at that time the union did Ml 
not take place. In 1242, * he erected the caſtle of Sligo, plac- Hal 
ing in it able Warders, In 1244, King Henry lying at Ganock | 
in Wales, and ſending to him for aid A the Welch, he 
{though not fo ſoon as the King, from his ill ſituation, expected) 
conducted the forces over himſelf *, landed in the iſle of Angle- 
ſey, and joined the King's army at Chepſtow, and performed 
the work he went about; for, by his aſſiſtance, the Welch were 
gefeated, and the King, victualling and manaing his caſtles, re- 
turned crowned with victory, and the Lord Juſtice into Ireland,

On his Lordſhip's arrival, in 1245, he found Ulſter, on the 
death of Hugh Lacy, Earl of that province, overrun by O Do- 
nel; to reſtrain whoſe proceedings he marched into thoſe parts, 
and by the aſſiſtance of Cormac Mac Dermoid Mac Rory, who 
joined him with a conſiderable party, invaded T'yrconnel, O Do- 
nel's territory *, where he routed the Iriſh, and flew many of 
their-Chiefs, among whom was Moyleſlaghlon O Donel, called 
King of Keyvale: And, after ſeveral expeditions into that coun- 
try, fortiſied and manned his caſtle of Sligo , forced O Neile 
to give hoſtages, to keep the King's peace, and left him ſecured 
in the ſaid caſtle, He gave Cormac, his aſſiſtant, the moiety of 
Connaught; and returned with great booty. But theſe, and 
other ſervices, having not rooted out the King's reſentment, for 
his omiſſion in not coming fo expeditiouſly into Wales as he 
expected, he removed him from the office of Lord Juſtice : 
Mauritium, Hijbergiz Juſtjtiarium, eo quod ficte et tarde guxi-

There have been ſome diſpute :wnether he left two or three 
ſons; the pedigree in the Marquis of Kildare's cuſtody, and others, 
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ſerting forth, that he had only two ſons, Thomas hjs heir, and 
Maurice: Vet in another, drawn in the reign of King William 


Maurice is ſaid to be his heir, Thomas anceſtor to the Earl of 
Deſmond, and Gerald, grandfather of John, created Eatl of 
Kildare. But theſe pedigrees are no further. to be relied on 
than they are conſonant to chronology, hiſtory, and records. 

Therefore, notwithſtanding what has been wrote in favour 
of the houſe of Deſmond, &c. it will evidentally appear, that 
the Earl of Kildare was the eldeſt branch, which (beſides other 
authorities) is evipced from the uherring teſtimony of his de- 
ſcendants bearing the coat-armour plain, and without any ad- 
dition; it being a ſtanding rule in ancient times, as is well 


known to all who are acquainted with the differences then uſed, 


to diſtinguiſh the Cadets from the principal branch of any fa- 
mily, that they either alter their Tinctures, or add Bordures, 
Orles, Bends, Chiefs, &c. for that purpoſe; whence, the Marquis 
of Kildare's anceſtor, who bore the coat plain and unaltered, 
1 proved to be the chief of the family; the Earls of 
eſmond bearing the field, Ermine, by way of difference, and 
the Ear] of Kerry, a Chiey, Ermine. Therefore, conſidering all 
circumſtances, I ſhall follow the pedigree in the cuſtody of the 
Marquis of Kildare, which aſſerts, that Maurice Fitz-Gerald 
left but two ſons, Thomas his heir, and Maurice. | 
Which Maurice Fitz- Maurice, the youngeſt fon, was, in 1265, 
'2 perſon of ſuch note, that the King, hearing of diſſenſions be- 
tween the great men of the kingdom, wrote to the Archbiſhop 
of Dublin, the Biſhop of Meath his Treaſurer, and this Mau- 
rice Fitz-Maurice ©, ordering them to ſecure the peace of the 
nation, and ſent private inſtructions, by Robert Waſpail, com- 


manding them to give credit to him: And having, by his be- 


haviour, recommended himſelf to the King's eſteem, he was ap- 


pointed Lord Juſtice of Ireland, on the death of Sir James 


Audley, on June 23, 1272, and fo continued * till November

In 1273, the Iriſh © rebelling, and deftroying the caſtles of 
Roſcommon, Aldleek, Scheligath, and Randon, this Maurice, 
Lord Juſtice, invaded 'Fhomond with great forces, took hoſtages 
of the O Briens, and alſo made the Earl of Ulſter priſoner at 
Caſtle-Dermot : But the rebels finding means to corrupt fome of 
the Lord Juſtice's followers, he was betrayed into their hands 
in Offaley, and there taken, and impriſoned. This induced the 
King to ſend over, * in October the fame year, Geoffery Lord 
Genevil, of the houſe. of Lorrain, Lord Juſtice of Ireland. 
However, this Maurice Fitz-Gerald was at liberty before the year 
1277, when I find him engaged with Thomas de Clare, his 
ſon· in- aw, aàgainſt the O Briens, and that they took O Brien 
Roe, King of Thomond, and beheaded him. Whereupon 
the Iriſh, to revenge his death, drove them into the mountains 
of Sleveblogm, and there ſurrounded them, till being reduced 
to eat horſe-leſh, they ſurrendered themſelyes priſoners; and 
to obtain their liberty were forced tg give hoſtages to make ſa- 
tisfaction for O Brien's death, and ſurrender the caſtle of Roſ- 
common. On which the King was ſo diſſatisfied with Sir Ro- 
dert de Ufford, then Lord Juſtice, that he ſent for him into 
England, to give an account why he permitted it. He did not 
long ſurvive this , dying at Roſs in 1286, leaving by his * wife 
Emilia, daughter of William Longſpee (alias Long/ſwerd) the 
firſt Earl of Saliſbury, an only ſon Gerald Fitz- Maurice, and a 
daughter Emilia, married in 1276 to the Lord Thomas de 
Clare {ſecond fon of Richard Clare Earl of Glouceſter) 
whoſe eldeſt brother Gilbert de Clare, Earl of Glouceſter and 
Hertford, had to wife Joan of Acres, one of the daughters of 
King Edward I. The ſaid Lord Thomas de Clare left iſſur by 
her, two daughters his coheirs * Maud, married to Robert 
Lord Clifford, anceſtor, by her, to the Cliftords, .

In 1333, he broke his leg by a fall from his horſe; notwith- 
ſanding which accident, he is ſaid to have been ſent that year 
into England to the King, by the parliament; and the year 
following had an order from his Majeſty to receive fifty pounds 
out of the Exchequer, towards defraying the charge of himſelf 
and his men againſt the Scots ; or rather one hundred pounds, 
or perhaps both thoſe ſums ; for that year a deliberate was alſo 
directed to Thomas Croſs, to pay that ſum to him (by concor- 
datum) in recompence of the charges he had ſuſtained in ftay- 
ing with his men for a paflage from Drogheda towards Scot- 
land. In 1339, he was engaged for the King againſt the Iriſh 
in Kerry, © when he ſlew 1,200 men, and took Nicholas Fitz- 
Maurice, Lord of Kerry, priſoner, whom he kept in confine- 
ment till he died, becauſe he had joined with thoſe rebels againſt 
the crown. 
After this the King, being adviſed, that the over large grants 
of lands, &c. made to the Lords of Engliſh blood, cauſed 
them to grow jnſolent, reſumed the franchiſes ratified to the 
ſubjects of his kingdom in general ; which gave ſuch offence as 
threatened a rebellion, the Engliſh of birth, and the Engliſh of 
blood, being thereupon at variance. The Earl of Deſmond 
was at the head of this diſcontented party againſt the Engliſh 
of birth, to appeaſe whoſe diſcontents, and ſatisfy them in their 
demands, Sir Ralph Ufford was ſent Lord Juſtice in 1344 : but, 
he being rigorous in his government, and, by the perſuaſion 
of the Counteſs of Ulſter, his wife, covetous and greedy of

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amaſling riches, proved an unfit inftrument. However, on 
June 7, 1345, 2 parliament being ſummoned by him to meet 
at Dublin, and the Earl being ſpecially and expreſly ordered to 
give his attendance therein * ; his Lordſhip not daly refuſed to 
come, but appointed another aſſembly at Callan, in the county 
of Kilkenny, in dire& oppoſition to the Lord Juſtice's parlia- 
ment at Dublin: which proceeding fo incenſed the Lord Juſtice, 


that, immediately after the feaſt of St. John the Baptiſt, he 


marched againſt him with the King's ſtandard, directly into 
Munſter (but, as is obſerved, contrary to the conſent of the 
Nobles) and there confifcated all his Ine and poſſeſſions, * 


ing them in fee to others, on the reſervation of an annual rent. 


He alſo executed his principal followers, and enforced the Earl 
himſelf to fly and Jurk, until twenty-ſix Noblemen and Knights 
became boynd for his appearance at a certain day prefixed ; but 
he making defayſt the ſecond time, the utmoſt advantage was 
taken againſt his ſureties ; and another parliament being called 
the year after by Sir John Morris, he ſtill refuſed to give his 
attendance, ſhewing, for cauſe thereof, the reſentment he had 
of ſome privileges lately taken from him, which he and his 
anceſtors had enjoyed; whereupon (as already obſerved) aroſe 
fo high and diſorderly a diſfenſion between the Engliſh of 


blood, and the Engliſh of birth, that he and the Ear] of Kil- 
dare, with the Citizens and Burgeſſes of the principal towns, 


convened 2 council at Kilkenny, in oppoſition to the parlia- 
ment, where they framed articles againſt the Lord Juſtice, 
which produced his removal from the government; and Sit 
Walter Bermingham, ſucceeding him, in 1348, procured leave 
for the Earl of Deſmond to manage his cauſe in England, and 
to abide ſuch trial as the law ſhould award ; * whither repairing, 
he was kindly received, and allowed by the King, to defray 
his expences, twenty ſhillings a day from the day he landed; 


and being very active and diligent in procuring ſatis faction for 
the wrongs done him by Sir Ralph Ufford, he obtained it amply 


in 1352, by a reſtoration. to all his lands, poſſeſſions, and ju- 
riſdictions. 

His conduct from thenceforward was fo meritorious, and his 
abilities to ſerve the King ſo eminent, that, on July 20, 1355, 
he was appointed Lord Juſtice of Ireland, during his life ; but 
he died in the caſtle of Dublin, on January 25 following, 


and was fo juſt a man, that he ſpared not his very relations, 


when they were criminal, as Sir Richard Cox relates in his 
Hiſtory of Ireland. From him the Earls of Deſmond deſcend- 
ed; and Sir John Davis, in his Hiſtorical Collections, has the 
following obſervations on their conduct, viz. © That the ſaid 
* Earl of Deſmond was the firſt Engliſh Lord that impoſed

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t Coigne and Livery upon the King's ſubjects - the firſt tat 
« raiſed his eſtate to immoderate greatneſs, by that wicked ex- 
« tortion and oppreſſion ; the firſt that rejected the. Engliſh laws 
« and government, and drew others, by his example, to do the 
like; the firſt Peer of Ireland that refuſed to come to the 
« parliament, ſummoned by the King's authority ; and the firſt 
« that made a diviſion and diſtinction between the Engliſh of 
© blood, and the Engliſh of birth; and, as he was the only 
author, and firſt actor, of theſe miſchiefs, which gave the 
« preateſt impediment to the full conqueſt of Ireland, fo it is 
© to be noted, that albeit others of his rank afterwards offended 
© in the ſame kind, whereby their houſes were many times in 
danger of ruin, yet there was not ever. any noble houſe of 
of Engliſh race in Ireland utterly deſtroyed, and finally rooted 
« out by the hand of Juſtice, but the houſe of Deſmond only 
© nor any Peer of this realm ever put to death (though divers 
© have been attainted) but Thomas Fitz-James, the Earl of 
© Deſmond only; and only for the wicked cuſtoms brought in 
« by the firſt Earl, and practiſed by his poſterity, though by ſe-

(the houſe of Deſmond, is this, that as Maurice Fitz-Thomas, 
© the firſt Earl, did firſt raiſe the greatneſs of that houſe, by 
© Iriſh exactions and oppreſſions, ſo Gerald, the laſt Earl, did 
© at Jaſt ruin and reduce it to nothing, by uſing the like extor- 
tions. For certain it is, that the firſt occaſion of his rebe}- 
lion grew from thence z that when he attempted to charge the

on his male-adminiſtration “, he endeavoured to excuſe his own 
conduct, by charging this John Lord Offaley © with being as 
© fierce 4s a lion, when any private injury was offered, but as 
« meek as a lamb, when the public was concerned.“ 

This occaſioned great diſputes between them, related in Hol- 


linſhed's Chronicle, and obliged the Lord Offaley to appeal to 


the King ; who, to examine and adjudge the matter impartial- 
ly, ſent for both of them into England (ſome ſay, they went of 
er own accord) where each having addreſſed the King * /ac- 
tording to the cuſtom of that age) he challenged the Lord Jul: 
tice to clear himſelf by combat, in the following terms: But 
< for ſo much as our mutual complaints ſtand upon the one his 
© Yea, and the other his Nay, and that you would be taken 


© for a Champion, and I am known to be no Coward, let us, 


© in God's name, leave lying for varlets, bearding for ruffians, 
« facing for crackers, chatting for twattlers, ſcolding for callets, 
© booking for ſcriveners, pleading for lawyers ; and let us try; 
© with the dint of ſword; as become martial men to do, our mu- 
- © tual quarrels: Wherefore, to juſtify that I am a true ſubject, 
© and that thou, Veſey, art an arch- ttaytor to God and to my 
King, here in the preſence of his Highneſs, and in the hear- 
© ing of this honourable aſſembly, I challenge the eombat.'— 
The audience expreſſed their ſatisfaction by a loud acclamation; 
and, the challenge being accepted by Veſey, was admitted by 
the King, but Veſey conveyed. himſelf into France, to avoid 
the trial; which when the King underſtood, he pronounced his 
Lordſhip innocent 7, and beſtowed on him Veſey's manors and 
Jordſhip of Kildare, Rathangan, and divers others, ſaying, 
That, although he had conveyed his perſon into France, yt 
© he had left his lands behind him in Ireland.” | 
His Lordſhip returned to that kingdom with the congratula- 
tion of all his friends *; and in 1294, with John Delamere, 
took Richard Bourk, Earl of Ulſter, and William Bourk, pri- 
foners in Meath, and confined them in the caſtle of Ley; 
whence they were afterwards delivered by order of Parliament 
at Kilkenny. In 1295, by the Lord Juſtice Wogan's procure- 
ment, an agreement was made between him and the ſaid Earl; 
whereby it was covenanted, that he ſhould give to the Earl of 
Ulfter three thouſand marks to be thus diſcharged, viz. to aſ- 
ſign Slegagh, with all its appurtenances, in Connaught, for one 
thouſand marks ; and all his filver veſſels and plate, in fatisfac- 
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tion of another thouſand ; and his ſon and heir, Thomas, to 
marry the Earl's daughter, in diſcharge of the other thouſand, 
In the ſame year he * marched with a great army into Meath 
and the next year > went to aſſiſt the King in Scotland, who 
ſumptuouſly entertained them in Roxburgh-Caſtle. In 1299, 
he was again ſummoned to attend the King with horſe and arms 
in bis beſt array for war, againſt the Scots, and to be with him 
at Withwelaun, on March 1. Alſo in 1300, with Peter de 
Bermingham, the Lord Juſtice Wogan, and others, he © went 
2 third time into that kingdom, to aſſiſt his Majeſty ; from 
whence they returned the next year. In 1307 he accompanied 
Sir Edmund Butler (afterwards Earl of Carrick) his ſon-in-law, 
into Connaught and Offaley, when they diſperſed the rebellion 
then raiſed in thoſe parts, and relieved the caſtle of Ley: And 
in 1312 was ſent General into Munſter, to ſuppreſs the Iriſh in 
arms againſt the Government, when he knighted Nicholas Fitz- 
Maurice, and Robert Clonkull, at Adair in- the county of Li- 
merick. Alſo, on May 25, 1315, when Edward Bruce, bro- 
ther to Robert I. King of Scotland, being invited by many of 
the natives, entered the North of Ireland with an army of 6,00@ 
men, and being joined by the Iriſh, was crowned King of Ite- 
land at Dundalk ; his Lordſhip, in order to ſtop the inſurgents 
proceedings, attended his faid fon-in-Jaw, then Lord Juftice, 
againſt the Scots; and that yeat, the differences, then ſubſiſt- 
ing between him and the Earl of Ulſter, were happily adjuſted, 
and finally determined, at the inſtance of the Lord Juſtice, who 
brought about their reconciliation, that, by the union of the 
King's good ſubjects, the invader of the kingdom might the 
ſooner be expelled or e Fe After this reconcilration, an 
army being raiſed, the Lord Juſtice, accompanied with his 
Lordſhip, and others, the Lords and Geatlemen of Leinſter 
and Munſter, gave the ſaid Edward Bruce battle near Ardſkoll: 
dut being defeated, and Roger, Lord Mortimer, alſo, with an 
army of 1,500 men, overthrown ſoon after ; and the Iriſh, on 
the news of theſe. defeats, riting and waſting the country, from. 
Arklow to Leix; the Lord Offaley, with other Eords, faithful 
ſubjects to the King, renewed their promiſe of allegiance, and 
for the confirmation and aſſurance thereof, delivered hoſtages to 
be kept within the Caftle of Dublin, and refifted the attempts 
of the Scots to the utmoſt of their power; whom, together 
with the Iriſh, they frequently defeated, with the laughter of 
many of them; ſo that Edward Bruce was at length obliged to 
fend for his brother Robert, King of Scotland, to his affiſtance ; 
who, landing at Carrickfergus, in May, 1316, beſieged and 
took that caſtle; and the Lord Offaley, marching againſt him, 
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to fruſtrate his deſigns, King Edwatd II. as well to reward B18 


fervices paſt; as to engage him to his intereſts for the time t5 


tome, created him, by patent, dated May 14; 1316, Earl of 
Kildare; which the learned Selden, in his Titles of Honour, 
tells us, © is the moſt ancient form bf creation he had ſeen,” 
and is as follows: B .

He lived to enjoy this Honour but a very ſhort time, dying 
at Laraghbrine, near Manooth, on September 10, the fame 
year, and was interred in the Franciſcan friary of Kildare ; 
having, amongſt other pious acts, built the abbey of Eremites 


of St. Auguſtine's order 4t Adaire, on the ſouthern part of the 


river Mage, in the county of Limerick, to which he gave the 
town of Modulleghy, and other lands in Adaire ; which grant 
was confirmed by the King, on December 13, 1317. He al- 
ſo founded, in the ſame town of Adaire, a monaſtery of Friars 
of the order of the Blefled Trinity, bearing blue and red croſſes 
on their breaſts. 


He married Blanch, daughter to John Lord Roche of Fer- 


moy and Poolcaſtle: and by her had two ſons and two daugh- 
ters, viz. Gerald, who died unmarried ; and Thomas Fitz- John 
Fitz-Gerald, his ſucceſſor ; Lady Joan, married, in 1302, to 
Sir Edmond Butler, Lord Deputy in 1312, and afterwards Earl 
of Carrick, anceſtor to the Earls and Dukes of Ormond ; and 
Lady Elizabeth, married to Nicholas Netterville, Eſq; anceſtor 
to the Viſcount Netterville. 

Thomas, the ſecond Earl of Kildare, a prudent and wiſe 
man, was, on the day after Palm -Sunday, 1316, made, by 
the King's command, Lender of the army, conſiſting of 30,000 
men, againſt the before-mentioned Edward Bruce and the Scots: 
but the Lord Roger Mortimer landing about the ſame time at 
Voughall, and by his letters deſiring the engagement might be 
deferred until he joined them with his forces, no battle enſued ; 
for Bruce, being advertiſed of their defign, retired about the 
beginning of Ma into Ulſter; and, in 1318, his army was 
defeated, himſelf killed, and an end put to the Scottiſh invaſion 
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in Ireland. This Thomas, Earl of Kildare, was appointed 


Lord Juſtice in 1320; when he received a grant from the King, 
to caule all ſuch of his Iriſh tenants to be obedient to the laws 


of England as would be governed by them. In February, 
1326-7, he was again made Lord Juſtice, by King Edward III. 
in which high office he departed this life at Manooth in the 


county of Kildare (the family-ſeat) on "Thurſday in Eaſter- 


week, viz. April 9, 1328, and was buried in the chapel of our 
Lady, before the altar, in the abbey of the Friars Minors in 
Kildare. | 

On Auguſt 16, 1312, he married, at Greencaſtle in Con- 
naught, the Lady Joan de Burgh, third daughter to Richard 
Earl of Ulſter ; which Lady, on July 3, 1329, re-married 
with Sir John Darcy, Lord Juftice, “ by whom ſhe had a fon, 
named William, born at Manooth in 1330, her huſband being 
then in England; and ſhe dying on April 23, 1359, was bu- 
ried in the church of Kildare, near her firſt huſband, to whom 
ſhe bore three ſons, John, who died in 1323, in the ninth 


yu of his age; Richard, heir and ſucceſſor to his father; and 


aurice, who ſucceeded his brother Richard. 


The Taid Richard, the third Earl of Kildare, died when a- 


bout twelve years of age (as it is found in the Red Book of 
Kildare) at Rathangan, on July 7, 1329, and was buried in 
the Grey, or Franciſcan, abbey of Kildare, on the right-hand 
of his father; ſo that his brother, Maurice Fitz- Thomas, be- 
came heir, and was the fourth Earl. | | 
Which Maurice, fourth Earl of Kildare, being under age 
at his acceſſion to the honour, the lands of Kildare, Manooth, 
Adaire, Cromagh, and Eſtgrene, were ſeized into the King's 
hands, on June 3, 1334, and granted by him to Sir John 
Darcy, who had married his mother. He no ſooner arrived to 
years of maturity, but he ſignalized himſelf in the defence of 
his country againſt the O Dempſies, who had raiſed a rebellion 
in Leinlter. He purſued them ſo cloſe, in 1339, that many ol 
them were drowned in the river Barrow ; and the greateſt boo- 
ty, that ever was taken in that country, was brought by him to 
ublin. He continued to defend the Pale untii the Earl of 
Deimond, in 1345, refuſing to come to the Parliament held in 
Dublin, he aflilted him to withſtand Sir Ralph Ufford, the Lord 
Fuſtice ; but, after Deſmond's lands were ſeized, and his party 
ſubdued, he was allured, on promiſes of indemnity; to come to 
the ſaid Lord Juſtice, at whoſe command he was infidioully ap- 


_ prehended by Sir William Burton, as he was ire; re the 


King's Counſellors in the court of Exchequer at Dublin, and 

impryoned in the caſtle ; where he remained till May 26, 1 346, 

when he was diſcharged by Sir Roger Darcy, the new Lord 

Juſtice, on the recognizances of twenty-four Lords and Gen-

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tlemen. After that he performedmany eminent ſervices; for, i n 
November, the next year, he, with the Lord TuſticeSir Walter Ber- 
mingham, invaded the territory of O More with fire and ſword, 
and after a briſk engagement, purſued them fo effectually, that 
they ſubmitted to the King's clemency, and gave hoſtages for 
their future behaviour. Alſo, in May, 1347, he went, with 
his Barons and Knights, to ſerve King Edward III. at the ſiege 
of Calais, where he had, amongſt other horſemen in his auxi- 
liaries to the King 'out of Ireland, twenty-ſeven hoblers, and 
was made. Leader of the army; in which ſtation his ſervices 
were ſo ſignal, that he was knighted by the King, after his re- 
turn into England; and, on March 30, 1360, conſtituted Lord 
Tuſtice of Ireland by the following commiſſion : 

To all whom theſe Preſents ſhall come, greeting; Know 
6 ye, that we have committed to our faithful and loving ſub- 
« jet, Maurice Earl of Kildare, the Office of Chief Juſtice of 
our Kingdom of Ireland, together with the Nation itfelf, and 
© the Caſtles and other Appurtenances thereunto belonging, to 
© keep and govern during our Will and Pleaſure; commanding, 
«© that whilſt he remains in the ſaid Oꝶce, he ſhall receive the 
© ſum of five hundred Pounds yearly out of our Exchequer at 
Dublin; upon which conſideration, he ſhall perform the ſaid 
© Office, and take Care of the Kingdom, and maintain twent 
© men and horſe in arms conſtantly, whereof himſelf ſhall be 
© one, during the enjoyment of the faid Commiſhon. In Wit- 
© neſs whereof, &c. Given at Dublin by the Hands of our be- 
© loved in Chriſt, Friar Thomas Burgey, Prior of the Hoſpital 
© of St. John of Jeruſalem in Ireland, our Chancellor of that 
Kingdom, on the thirtieth of March, being the thirty-fourth 
© year of our Reign.” | 

He was accordingly ſworn the next day, and was again made 
Cuſtos of the Realm, on March 2, 1371-2; alſo a third time 
appointed to govern Ireland, by a commiſſion bearing date Fe- 
bruary 16, 1375-06, until the return of Sir William de Windſor. 
He was a perſon of great piety, and was among the principal 
benefactors to the priory of St. Wooiſtan. His Lordſhip de- 
parted this life on Auguſt 15, 1390, and was buried in the 
church of the fraternity of the Holy Trinity in Dublin. He 
married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Bartholomew Burgherſh, 
Knight of the Garter, by Elizabeth his wife, ſecond daughter 
of Theobald Lord Verdon, who died in 1316, by his wife 
Elizabeth, daughter of Gilbert de Clare, Earl of Glouceſter, 
and widow of John de Burgh, fon of Richard Earl of Ulſter : 
which Theobald was third fon, and at length heir, to John 
Lord Verdon, by Margaret, daughter and coheir to Gilbert 
Lacy, who died before his father Walter, Lord of Meath, 
drother to Hugh Earl of Ulſter. By this Lady the Earl of 
Z * | Kildare 
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Kildare got ſome lands in the county of Meath ; and had iffie 
four ſons, beſides daughters, viz. 1. Gerald, who ſucceeded to 
the honour; 2. John, ſuppoſed to have died young; 3. Ri- 
chard, who died unmarried in his father's life-time; and, 4. 
Thomas, who was father of Gerald, from whom (as is ſaid) 
the family of Fitz-Gerald, of Palline in the county of Limerick, 
derive their deſcent. He had alſo a natural ſon, William, from 
whom deſcended the family of Fitz-Fhomas. 

- Gerald, the fifth Earl of Kildare, was taken priſoner, in 
1398, by Callogh Mac Murrough O Connor, and the horſe- 
men of Offaley, who delivered him to his father Murrough O 
Connor, Prince of Offaley, to be kept his captive, until he 
ſhould be ranſomed ; which was afterwards done. He was ap- 
pointed Lord Juſtice on September 7, 1405, 6 Hen. IV. on 
the death of James, 3d Earl of Ormond ; and in October, 1406, 
being ſucceeded. in that office by Sir Stephen Scrope, his Lord- 
ſhip and the Earl of Deſmond accompanied him in 1407, and 
preyed on the lands of Mac Murrough, whom they ſubdued, 
taking alſo O Nolan and his ſon. From thence haſtening to- 
wards Callan, in the county of Kilkenny, he put to flight the 
_ rebellious Scepts of the O Carrols and Burks; O Carrol and 
— hundred of his men being ſlain. In 1408, he built the 
White Caſtle in New-Leighlin ; but that year, when Thomas 
Duke of Clarence, King Henry I V's ad ſon, and Lord-Lieutenant, 
landed at Carlingford, and was met in his way to Dublin by 
the Earl of Kildare, he arreſted his Lordſhip, and three more 
of his family, as they came to meet him, whereby he loſt all 
his goods by the Lord-Lieutenant's ſervants, and he was im- 
--priſoned in the caſtle of Dublin, until he paid three hundred 
marks for the recovery of his liberty, On what account this 
_ befel him, or how he had incurred the diſpleaſure of the Lord- 
Lieutenant, hiſtory is ſilent; yet probably it was, becauſe he 
and Adam O Nolan did not permit the King to preſent a fit 
perſon to the prebend of Manooth, in the cathedral church of 
St. Patrick, Dublin, He departed this life in 1410, and was 
buried in the _ of Kildate; leaving iſſue, by Margaret his 
wife, daughter and heir of Sir John Rochfort, Knt. (who had 
been granted in ward to his father, in 1381, 4 Richard Il.) 
two fons and one daughter, viz. John, his ſucceſſor ; Thomas 
Fitz- Gerald, who left no children; and Joan, who was fit 
married to ſenico Grey, by whom ſhe had no iſſue, and ſecond- 
ly to James Butler, the fourth of that name, Earl of Ormond, 
and dying in London, on Auguſt 3, 1430, was buried in the 
church of the hoſpital of St. Thomas D' Acres there, now 

- Mercers Chapel. 
 _ John, the eldeſt fon, and ſixth Eart of Kildare, was com- 
1 monly called the Crooked, or Crauch- Bach; and being ow: of 
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kaving communication with the Prior of Kilmainham, was ar- 
reſted at Slane, or rather at Clane, in the county of Kildare, 
with Sir Chriſtopher Preſton, and Sir John Bedlow, and im- 
riſoned in the caſtle of Trim, on the feaſt of St. John, 1418. 
e built the caſtles of Manooth and Kilkea; and, on Octo- 
ber 21, 1426, had a liberate to receive twenty marks for the 
charges he had been at in reſiſting the Iriſh enemies and Eng- 
liſh rebels, on the frontiers of the Pale. He deceaſed on Octo- 
ber 17, 1427, and was buried in che : monaſtery of All-Saints 

in Dublin, leaving, by his wife Margaret, daughter of 
De la Herne, an only fon, Thomas, the feventh Earl of Kil- 
dare. : 5 
Which Thomas, 7th Earl of Kildare, in 1454, was ap- 
pointed Lord-Deputy of the kingdom; as he was again the year 
following, when he held a great council, or parliament, in Dub- 
lin; and two years after another, at the Naas, on the Friday 
next after the feaſt of All-Saints, wherein, among other acts, 
it was enacted, That as no mean could be found to keep the 
« King's coin within the Jand of Ireland, that all Frenchmen, 
« Spaniards, Britons, Portingales, and other ſundry. nations, 
© ſhould pay, for every pound of ſilver they carried out of the 
land, forty pence of cuſtom to the King's Cuſtomer, for the 
© uſe of the King.“ The next year he alſo held a parliament 
at Dublin, on the Friday after the feaſt of the Purification; and 
continued in the government until 1459, when Richard Duke 
of York was made Lord-Lieutenant, whoſe Deputy he was 
appointed in 1460. Alſo King Edward IV. coming to the 
throne, continued him Lord Juſtice by patent, dated by the 
council at Dublin, on April 30, 1461; and, on May 1, he 
was ſworn in Chriſt-Church. In 1463, he was conſtituted 
Lord Chancellor by act of parliament, with the fee of forty 

pounds per annum, and ten thillings per die. 
Richard Duke of Vork, Earl of Ulſter,” Lord of Wigmore, 
Clare, Trim, and Connaught, father of King Edward IV. be- 
ing ſeiſed in fee of the manor of Moylagh, with its appurte- 
nances, in the county of Meath, which he held of the crown 
in capite, gave and granted the fame to this Thomas Earl of 
Kildare, without having obtained the previous licence of King 
Henry VI. for alienating thereof; and a pardon for that offence 
being abſolutely neceſſary, King Edward IV. for the fine of 
twenty flultngs paid into the Hanaper, granted one both to the 
Duke, and Farl, on July 5, 1461. Jn 1464, he and his 
Counteſs ſounded an abbey of Grey Friars; of the order of St. 
Francis, commonly called the Poor Abbey, in“ the eaſtern part 
of the town of Adaire. They alſo built the church of the ab- 
bey at their own charge, and gave two chalices of filver, and 
che great bell, to that convent. But, in 1467, with the Earl of 
8 2 Deſmcad, 
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Deſmond, and Edward Plunket, Eſq; he was attainted of high- 
treaſbn by act of parliament, for alliances, foſterage, and al- 
terage wich the King's Iriſh enemies, furniſhing them with 
horle and arms, and ſupporting them againſt the King's ſub- 


jects. The Earl of Deſmond, againſt whom the accuſation 


ſeemed principally to be levelled, ſuffered death. However, 
his Lordſhip was afterwards enlarged, pardoned, and reſtored 


in blood by parliament; and (the Lord- Deputy, John Tiptoft 


Earl of Worceſter, haſtening to England) he was made Lord 
Juſtice. He was alſo, in 1471, Deputy to George Duke of 
Clarence, in which office he continued until 1475. © Having 
called two parliaments, the firſt at Drogheda, wherein the 
Englith {tatute of the ſixth of Richard II. That women conſent- 
ing to ravijhers ſhould forfeit their inheritance ; and all other 
Evgliſh ſtatutes made before that time were confirmed; he 
held the ſecond parliament at the Naas, on Friday after the 
feaſt of St. Andrew the Apoſtle, 1472, 12 Edward IV. where- 
in it was enacted, © That cuſtom ſhould be paid for all ſtaple 
* wares carried into Scotland, and that no grain ſhould be tranſ- 
ported out of the realm, if the price exceeded ten pence the 
peck, upon pain of forteiture of the fame, or the value there-

On March 25, 1478, or rather 1477 (as appears from a 
note of the obits of the Earls of Kildare taken out of a book 
belonging to Gerald Earl of Kildare, and Elizabeth Grey bis 
Counteſs) he departed this life, and was buried near his father 
in All-Hallows near Dublin. He married, as is found in ſome 
pedigrees, Dorothea, daughter of Anthony O More, of Leix, 
before. the earldom fell to him; and by her is made anceſtor 
to the families of Blackhall, Oſbert's-town, Timothire, or 
Cluonblague, &c. and I find of Sir Shane (John) Fitz-Gerald, 
and William, ſons of Thomas Earl of Kildare : but the wife, 
by whom he had his ſucceſſor, was Johan, daughter to James 
the ſeventh Earl of Deſmond, by whom he had four ſons, and 
two daughters, Eleanor and Anne, whereof Eleanor married 
Henry Mac Owen O Neile, Chief of his name, by whom ſhe 
was mother of Con More O Neile, who had iſſue Shane O 
Neile, who was beheaded and attainted for rebellion, leaving a 
ſon Henry, named after Sir Henry Sidney his godfather. 

The ſons of Thomas Earl of Kildare were, firſt, Gerald, 
his ſuccellor. a 

2d, Sir Thomas, who, by ſtatute in parliament, held at 
Trim, in 2 Richard III. was made Lord Chancellor of Ireland 
for life: and in the reign of King Henry VII. having promoted 
the deſigns of Lambert Simnel, had, on December 8, 1486, 
pardon for all treaſons and offences. Yet foon aſter , continu- 


d Hall's Chron, in Henry VII, fol. 5 aud 10, 
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ing his adherence to that impoſtor, he accompanied him into 
England, where the King's forces, at Stoke, near Newark 
upon Trent, entirely routed them on June 16, 1487, and this 
Sir Thomas was ſlain. He married Elizabeth, eldeſt daughter 
of Robert Lord Viſcount Gormanſtown, and by her left iſſue Sir 
Maurice Fitz-Gerald, of Laccagh, his heir, anceſtor to the 
family at Laccagh. | 

James, third ſon, married Eleanor, daughter of the White 
Knight, and had iſſue four ſons, Gerald, Edmund, Richard, 
and Shane; whereof Edmund had Richard, of Mulloghmaſt in 
the county of Kildare, who had Bryan, who left Oliver, of 
Mulloghmaſt, anceſtor (as preſumed) to the family at John- 
ſtown in the county of Weſtmeath; 2. Edmund of Birton, 
father of Piers the father of Gerald, of Birton. | 

Maurice, fourth ſon, was anceſtor to the Fitz-Geralds of 
'Thomaſtown, and Caheraſſa, in the county of Limerick. 

The Lady Johan, Counteſs of Kildare, ſurviving their father, 
lived his widow until 1486, when ſhe was buried near the 
choir in the church of the abbey of Adaire, which ſhe and her 
Lord had founded. 

Gerald, the eldeſt ſon of Earl Thomas, was the eighth Earl 
of Kildare; and, the ſame ou he ſucceeded his father, was 
conſtituted Lord-Deputy to Richard Duke of York, ſon to 
Edward IV. Whereupon he held a parliament at Naas, on 
Friday after the feaſt of St. Petronelle the Virgin. The next 
year, 1479 (or, according to other accounts, 1472) the ſo- 
ciety of St. George, or the Order of the Garter, was eſta- 
bliſhed in Ireland, conſiſting of thirteen of the moſt honour- 
able perſons in the counties of Kildare, Dublin, Meath, and 
Louth, of which he was the firſt Knight elected. Of this 
Order the Earl was appointed Captain, and his ſucceſlors were 
annually to be elected at Dublin on St. George's day, out of 
the ſaid number, under whoſe command were two hundred 
armed men; and a poundage was laid on all merchandize im- 
ported and exported, for their ſupport (hides, and the goods of 
Freemen of Dublin and Drogheda, excepted). The intention 
of the inſtitution was to defend the ſaid counties from the in- 
curſions of the rebellious Iriſh, and enemies to the Engliſh go- 
vernment: but the ſociety was diſſolved by act of parliament in 
1494. | 

On Augult 12, 1480, he was again made Deputy to Richard 
Dyke of York, for four years, by the Duke's patent under 
the King's privy-ſeal; and he covenanted, by indenture with 
the King, to keep the realm ſurely and fately to his power, and 
for that end was to have eighty archers on horſeback, forty 
ſpearmen on horſeback, and fix hundred pounds a year to main- 

tain them, On Monday * the feaſt of the tranſlation of 
| F St 
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St. Thomas the Martyr that year, he held a parliament at Dub- 
- lin, which forbad the carrying of hawks out of the kingdom, 
without great cuſtom ; and that the Pale ſhould have no cor- 
reſpondence with the Iriſh. Alſo, being attended with the 


Mayor, Bailiffs, and many citizens of Dublin, he went out a 


hoſting into the O More's country ; and remaining Chief Go- 
vernor at the death of King Edward IV. was continued by 
Richard III. in 1483, as Deputy to his ſon Edward. In 1485, 
he was Deputy to John De la Pole, Earl of Lincoln, when 


the parliament, held at Dublin gave him a ſubſidy of thirteen. 


ſhillings and four-pence out of every plough-land, towards 
defraying his charges in the ſervice he had performed againſt 
the Iriſh rebels and traitors to the ſtate. ; 

At the acceſſion of King Henry VII. to the throne, on 
Auguſt 22, 1485, he was continued Deputy to Jaſper, Duke 
of Bedford, the Lord- Lieutenant; whereupon that year he held 
2 parliament at Trim, on the Monday after Corpus Chrifti 
day, when the manor of Swords was confirmed to John Wal- 
ton, Archbiſhop of Dublin, for his maintenance during life, 
he having reſigned the See to Walter Fitz-Simons, by reaſon of 
his being deprived of his ſight. On February 2 enſuing, be- 
ing at maſs in Chriſt-Church, he received the news of the 
King's marriage with Elizabeth, eldeft daughter of King Ed- 
ward IV. and communicating the fame to the Archbiſhop of 
Dublin, he cauſed the Prior to ſay another maſs for the King 


and Queen. But the next 2 his Lordſhip was ſuſpected of 
or Lambert Simnel, a baker's ſon, 


adhering to the famous impo 
who being ſupported by Margaret, widow of Charles Duke of 


Burgundy, and ſiſter to King Edward IV. in order to try the 


people's affection to the houſe of Vork, perſonated Ed ward Earl 
of Warwick, only ſon to George Duke of Clarence, brother 
to the ſaid Ducheſs and King Edward IV. Which Duke, 
being their countryman born, the Iriſh (and eſpecially the Earl 
of Kildare) much reſpected him. This impoſtor laying claim 
to the crown, as the immediate and rightful heir, and the King 
having ſome intimation of the Earl's hearkening to his deſigns, 
and being willing to have him ſecured in his own hands, in- 
vited him, by his letters, to repair immediately into England, 
to conſult about the weighty affairs of the realm: whereupon 
his Lordſhip, rightly animadverting on the King's intentions, 
imparted the ſame to the Nobility of Ireland, then aſſembled at 
Dublin, who ſent letters of excuſe, dated June 4, ſignifying, 
That his preſence was fo neceſſary, he could not, at that 


time, be ſpared from the government, certain matters being 


* then debating. in parliament, which by his ſo ſudden journey 
might prove of the greateſt impediment and detriment ; and 
« theretare earneſtly deſired he might ſtay till thoſe matters _ 

| | « ſettled; 
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« ſettled :* Subſcribed by Walter, Archbiſhop of Dublin; 
Octavianus, Archbiſhop of Armagh; John Pain, Biſhop of 
Meath ; Jobn Purcell, Abbot of St. Thomas; Walter Camp- 
flour, Abbot of St. Mary; John Troy, Abbot of Mellefont; 
Henry, Abbot of Baltinglas ; Nicholas, Prior of Conal ; Ro- 
bert, Viſcount Gormanſtown ; and the - Barons Slane, Delvin, 
Killeen, Howth, Trimleſton, and Dunſany. 


At length Simnel, with his tutor Richard Simon, an Oxford 


jeſt, ſailed to Ireland, to win, over that kingdom to his inte- 
reſt, before he attempted. any thing in England; flattering him- 
ſelf with ſucceſs from the affection of the natives to the houſe 
of York. Accordingly, on his arrival, he preſented himſelf 
before the Lord-Deputy, the Chancellor, Treafurer, and other 
Nobles of the York faction, who all readily owned him for 
what he called himſelf ; and being proclaimed in Dublin by the 
name of Edward VI. the Chancellor lodged him in his own 


houſe, and treated him according to his aſſumed quality. The 


Deputy alſo (againſt the endeavours of Octavianus, Archbiſhop 
of Armagh) ſhewed him all the countenance he could deſire, and 
was preſent at his coronation in Chriſt-Church, on Whitſun- 
day, May 2 (others fay June 3) 1487, when the ceremony was 
performed with great ſolemnity, the Chancellor, the Arch- 
biſhop of Dublin, the Earl of Lincoln, Lord Lovel, Jenico 
Marks, Mayor of Dublin, and many other perſons of quality, 
attending in performance thereof ; the Crown being borrowed 


from the image of the Virgin Mary, erected in a church de- 


dicated to her memory near Dame's Gate. John Pain, - Biſhop 


of Meath, preached the coronation ſermon, ſetting forth his 
wpretended) title to the crown; and he after was conducted, with 


teat applauſe of the people, to the caſtle of Dublin, on the 
ſhoulders of Darcy of Platen, a perſon of an extraordinary 
high ſtature, and much taller than the reſt of the people. 
Whereupon all matters of ſtate were ifſued in the name of 
Simnel, who, with an army of Iriſh, and 2000 Almains or 
Germans (ſent by the Ducheſs of Burgundy into Ireland, under 
the command of Martin Swart) and fome Engliſh, failed for 
England, Thomas Fitz-Gerald, the Earl's brother, quitting 
his Chancellorſhip to attend him: but (as was before mention- 
ed) coming to an engagement with the King's forces near Stoke, 
his whole army was” routed, and the ſaid Chancellor (and not 
the Earl his brother, as the Lord Bacon and others write) va- 
liantly fighting in a wrong cauſe, loft his life. 

The news of this defeat arriving at Dublin, the Deputy, be- 
ing ſenſible of his overſight, did, with the other Miniſters of 
State, who countenanced and attended this mock” coronation,

lend meſſengers to the King, acknowledging their raſhneſs, 


aud earnettly imploring his pardon ; which the King granted, 
| ſatisfying 
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fatisfying himſelf with their ſubmiſſions, and promiſes of _ 
© ſervice for the future: and thereupon, the next year, he ſent 


over Sir Richard Edgecumbe, Comptroller of his Houſhold 
and of his Privy-council, with — to take new oaths of 
fidelity and allegiance of the Nobility, Gentry, and Chief Ci- 


tizens of the kingdom. Sir Richard arrived at Kingſale, on 


June 27, and took the homage of the Lords Barry, Kingſale 
&c. Oz July 3, he put in at Lambay, where as heard the 


Earl of Kildare was gone on a pilgrimage, and could not re- 


turn for four or five days. On which going on ſhore the 2d 
day following at Malahoide, he was entertained there by Mr, 
Talbot; and being conducted to Dublin that night, by the 


Biſhop of Meath (who had preached Simnel's coronation ſer- 
mon, but was the firſt who made a ſubmiſſion) and other Mi- 


niſters of State, was lodged at the Black Friars, and continued 


there till the Earl of Kildare arrived at Thomas-Court, with 
two hundred horſe in his retinue. His Lordſhip immediately 
ſent the Biſhop-of Meath, the Lord Slane, and others, to Sir 
Richard, to advertiſe him of his arrival, and conduct him to 
his houſe. Sir Richard was received and welcomed by the Earl 
in a great chamber, to whom, without reverence or courteſy, 


he delivered the King's letters, which being read, oo: with all 


the Lords preſent, went into a privy-chamber, when Sir Richard 
opened and declared to them his meſſage from the King, and 
the whole cauſe of his journey : but divers Lords of the Coun- 
cil being abſent, the conſideration of the buſineſs was deferred 
for five days; and that night the Earl went to Manooth, and 
Sir Richard to his lodgings; whence the next day, being Sun- 
day, on his going to Chriſt-Church, it was declared in a ſer- 
mon by the ſame Biſhop of Meath, That the King would 
© pardon every man that would do his duty to him; and the ab- 
© folution of excommunication (which the King had procured 


© of the Pope) to all who ſhould yield due obedience,” was pro- 


claimed by Sir Richard's command. 
On Monday, Sir Richard, at the Earl's invitation, went to 
Manooth, and was nobly entertained ; the Earl promiſing, 


that he would conform himſelf in all things to the King's plea- 
» ſure, in ſuch wiſe, that Sir Richard ſhould be contented : and 


returning to Dublin, on July 16,,the Earl and the Lords of the 
Council agreed, the following day, at Thomas-Court, to be- 
come the King's true ſubjects ; and offered, for the perform- 
ance of their fidelity, to be bound in as good ſurety as could be 
deviſed by the King's laws. Accordingly, on July 21, vir 
Richard, at the Earl's deſire, went to 'Thomas-Court, where 
the Lords and Council were aſſembled: and there, in the ſaid 
great chamber, called the King's Chamber, took homage, firft, 


of the Earl, and then of the other Lords; — ar 
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Earl, whilſt maſs was ſung, was delivered from the curſe he had 
incurred by the Pope's Bull, and made his folemn ath of alle» . 
giance on the ſacrament, as did the Biſhops and Lords after 
him; and Sir Richard put a collar of the King's livery about 
his neck, to ſignify his Majeſty's entire reconciliation to him; 
which his Lordſhip (dining with Sir Richard) wore through the 


city to his lodgings, and home again. — 

On July 30, the Earl, in St. Mary's church at Dame's-Gate, 
delivered to Sir Richard his certificate upon his oath, under 
the ſeal of his arms, as the obligation of his future allegiance 
and faithful ſervice; and Sir Richard, in the preſence of all 
the Lords, delivered unto him the King's pardon under his 
great ſeal; and having thus faithfully executed his commiſſion, 
departed, after dinner, to Dalkie-Iſland, fix miles from Dub- 
lin, where his ſhips lay, and embarking that night, arrived ſafe 
in England. All which particulars of his conduct and ſucceſs 
in this affair he preſented to the King, and are narrated {from 
a manuſcript in the Cotton Library) in the account of Lord 
Edgecumbe's family, Vol. VII. p. 269, & ſeg. 

Soon after Sir Richard's departure, the Earl and the Council 
ſent the Biſhop of Meath, to aſſure the King of their future 
fidelity, and to thank him for his pardon ; but Simnel being 
taken priſoner, and confeſſing the whole impoſture to the King, 
he ſent for all the temporal Lords of Ireland to repair to his 
preſence ; who, obeying the ſummons, were conducted before 
him at Greenwich, in this rank of precedency ; the Earls of 
Kildare, and Ormond, the Lords Barry de Botivant, Roche de 
Fermoy, Bermingham of Athunry, Courcy of Kingfale, Preſ- 
ton of Gormanſtown, Nugent of Delvin, Fleming of Slane, 
Plunket of Killeen, St. Lawrence of Howth, Barnwall of 
Trimleſton, and Plunket of Dunſany. The King gently re- 
proved them for the countenance and ſupport they had yielded 
to the impoſtor and his cauſe ; but told them, © They would 
* at laſt crown apes, ſhould he be long abſent.” However, he 
received them into his favour, honourably treated them, and 
at length graciouſly diſmifled them, with their pardons under 
the broad feal, promiſing the continuance of his favour, as 

their future conduct ſhould deſerve. Bonk 

He continued the Earl of Kildare in the government, who, 
on his return into lrelami, in 1489, invaded Mac Geoghagan's 
country, took and deſtroyed the caſtle of Bileragh, and waſted 
the whole territory of Moycaſhel in the county of Weſtmeath ; - 
whence, being loaded with booty, he returned to Dublin. In 
this year, or 1490, he had ſent him out of Germany, as a great 
rarity, fix hand-guns or muſkets, which his guard, during the 
time they ſtood centinels, bore before his habitation at Thomas- 
Court, The next year he aſſembled a parliament at Trim, on 

the 
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the Friday after the Epiphany ; but the following bei 
ſuſpected by the King, on ſome envious — for — 
ting new / conſpiracies with the aforementioned Ducheſs of Bur- 
gundy, he was removed from the poſt of Lord Juſtice ; for 
(as Hollinſhed obſerves) let them behave themſelves valiantly 
in war, and loyally in peace, yet notwithſtanding ſuch ſlan- 
© ders are raiſed, ſuch rumours noiſed, ſuch malicious inven- 
< tions forged, that ſuch as are in authority cannot but of force 
< ſalpet them, unleſs they were able, like Gads, to pry in the 
bottom of each man's conſcience.” About this time alſo the 
_ contentions, which had long, ſubſiſted between his Lordſhip and 
the Butlers, growing to ſuch a height, as greatly to diſturb the 
government, and deſtroy the Engliſh Pale; it in ſome meaſure 
contributed to raiſe the faid ſuſpicions in the King, and bring a 

load of trouble on the Earl of Kildare, | 

And it was not Jong before the Earl was again ſuſpected to 
be a favourer of the youth called Perkin Warbeck, who was 
by many acknowledged to be Richard Duke of York, King 
Edward IV's younger fon, reported not to be murdered. 
with his brother Edward V. in the Tower, but in compaſſion 
ſpared, and ſent ſecretly away. However, he cleared himſelf 
of that ſuſpicion, by going with the Lord-Deputy, and the 
Earl of Ormond, againſt his abettors, in 1494: yet, notwith- 
ſtanding this, he had ſome enemies, who repreſented with the 
greateit indignation: to the Deputy, that he did it very unwil- 
livgly, and was fo far from deſiring to ſuppreſs the King's ene- 
mies, that he was more indulgent to them than he ought, and 
on that account had e clandeſtine plots with the chief 
of the Iriſh to oppoſe the Deputy, and eſpecially with O Han- 
lan (in whoſe country they then were) to murder him. This 
accuſation was very incredible, for O Hanlan, in 1495, denied 
upon his ſolemn oath, * That he knew of any ſuch proceed- 
© ings between them.“ Yet this is certain, that his brother 
ames (and by his advice as was imagined) ſeized on the caſtle 
of Catherlough, and ſecured it by a garriſon, which obliged 
the Deputy to lay aſide the proſecution of O Hanlan and Ma- 
gennis, from whom he took pledges for their keeping the peace; 
And to march to Catherlough, where he took the caſtle, after a 
hort ſiege, by ſurrender. In November, 1494, his Lordſhip, 
with his brother, and many more of thyGeraldines, and their 
adherents, were, in a parliament at Drogheda, by Sir 
Edward Poynings, declared traytors, and were accordingly at- 
' tainted of high-treaſon, for correſponding with O Hanlan, and 
ſeizing the caſtle of Catherlough, extorting coyne and . livery, 
and for treating with the King of Scotland. Likewiſe his mo- 
to of Crom a Beo, with thoſe of the Earl of Ormond, Butler 
42 Boo, of the Earl of Deſmond, Shanet a Bos, and gy hor 
. , r 
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Lord Clanrickard, Galriagh a Boo, were adjudged unlawful, 
and a means of nouriſhing diſſenſion between noble families; 
and therefore were abrogated. His Lordſhip, having alfo before 
this been at great variance with Plunket of Ra e, and 
fought ſeveral ſkirmiſhes wherein he had always the worft, was 
at length brought to ſuch a paſs, that he dared not to venture 
into any part of the county of Meath, nor continue for three 
nights together (but privately) in any part of the county of 
Kildare; in which condition he continued, till one day, with 
about twelve horſemen, meeting Plunket near Trim, attended 
by about twenty, he engaged him fo reſolutely, that Plunket 
and moſt of his men fell. After which, the Biſhop of Meath 
(between whom and his Lordſhip the ſtricteſt friendſhip had for 
many years ſubſiſted) oppoſing his authority, and factiouſly con- 
trouliag him, he was watched ſo cloſe, that his Lordſhip chaced 
him into a church, where he fled for ſanctuary; whence com- 
manding him to come, and the Biſhop refufing, he ordered his 
men to diſmount, and follow him; and himſelf entering the 
church, with a naked ſword, and going where the Biſhop was 
kneeling in the chancel, with his fhorn head uncovered, he 
{wore by St. Bride (his uſual oath) Were it not that he 
© knew his Prince would be offended with him, he could find 
© in his heart to lay his ſword upon his ſhaven crown :* And 
then, taking him away, kept him priſoner, until, upon demand 
by the Deputy, he enlarged him ; and, having the promiſe of a 
free pardon, came to Dublin, but was inſidiouſly taken in the 
evening, and ſent forthwith in a bark, then ready to convey 
bim, to England ©, and brought to the King, to anſwer ſuch 
things as were laid to his charge. | 
o the afore-mentioned crimes, whereof he was ſuſpected, 
and for which he was attainted, and the irregularities he had 
tun into, by withſtanding and proſecuting his private enemies 
and oppoſers, he was accuſed of burning the church of Caſhe!, 
to prove which, there were many witneſſes; when, contrary 
to all their expectations (being — to make his defence 
before the King) he readily confeſſed the fact, and ſwore, 
That he would never have done it, but that he thought the 
© Archbiſhop (David Creagh) was in it.” Which being ut- 
tered with a pleaſantneſs and bluntneſs, peculiar to his Lord- 
ſhip, did exceedipgly work upon the King; for * whilſt che 
Earl did ſo earneſtfy e that for his excuſe, which was the 
greateſt aggravation a his crime, the King eaſily perceived a 
perſon of that plainneſs could not be guiity of thoſe fineſſes 
and intrigues which were objected againſt him. Put amongſt 
all his accuſers the Biſhop of Meath was the moſt invererate,

having purſued him into England, and there charged him with 
ſundry matters of great importance: To which the Earl could 
not make an immediate reply, ſaying, < He was not ſufficiently 
© learned to make anſwers in ſuch weighty matters, nor at that 
© time was he well adviſed of them: That the Biſhop was a 
learned man, and ſo was not he, and therefore might eaſily 
out-do him in argument.” Whereupon the King told him, 
He ſhould be allowed a Counſellor; and bad him chuſe 
whom he would have in England, and he ſhould have him, 
and alſo a ſufficient time to be adviſed.” The Earl replied, 
If you will fo do, I will make anſwer to-morrow ; but I 
© doubt I ſhall not have that good-fellow that I would chuſe. 
The King aſſured him he ſhould, and that it concerned him

to chuſe well, and to get Council that were very good, for 


that he doubted his cauſe was very bad.“ The Earl anſwer- 
ed, That he would pitch upon the beſt Council in England.” 
Who is that,” faid the King? Marry, ſaid the Earl, I 
© can ſee no better man in England than you; and, by St. Bride, 
I will chuſe no other.“ Whereat the King laughed, and aid, 
© By St. Bride you have choſe well, for I thought your tale 
© could not well excuſe your doings, unleſs you had well 
© choſen;* adding to his Council, That a wiſer man might 
© have choſen worſe; and fo requited his Lordſhip for his 
© compliment.” When the Biſhop concluded his laſt article 
with this ſharp expreſſion, © You ſee what a man he is, all 
© Ireland cannot rule yonder Gentleman, the King, replied, 
«© If it is ſo, then he is meet to rule all Ireland, ſeeing all Ire- 
© land cannot rule him ;* and accordingly made him Lord Lieu- 
tenant by his letters-patent, —_ date Auguſt 6, 1496, re- 
ſtoring him to his honour and eſtate, and diſmiſſed him with 
lich preſents. | | | 
The King, however =, kept his eldeſt fon, Gerald, as an 
| hoſtage of the father's fidelity, which proved rather a matter 
of caution, than of neceſſity ; for none could behave with more 
Nag; or more vigour againſt the rebellious Iriſh, than his 
Lordſhip. He returned into Ireland the ſame month of Au- 
guſt, with his ſecond wife ; and, the day on which he received 
the ſword, he held a parliament at Caſtledermot. He ſoon af- 
ter marched towards Thomond, againſt O Brien ; went through 
the city of Limerick; and on the 26th of that month, by the 
King's order *, pardoned Maurice, Earl of Deſmond, and 


many other perſons of note, of all their crimes, Jeſt deſpair 


might induce them to new diſturbances. He took the caſtle of 
of Feyback from Finin Macnamara; took and razed the caſtle 
of Ballynitic, or Ballynice, and other garriſoned places of the 
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rebels. After which, returning to Dublin, he was reconciled 
to Octavianus de Palatio, Archbiſhop of Armagh (with whom 
he had been at variance from the time of Simnel's proceedings 
in Ireland, which that Prelate had ftrenuouſly oppoſed) to 
their mutual eaſe and quiet, and to the great advantage of 
public affairs. | 

In 1497 i, continuing firm and powerful againſt the claimant 
Perkin Warbeck, he defeated his defigns in Ireland; and on 
Auguſt 25, that year, was rewarded by the King © with a 

ant of the manors of Dunchurch * (containing the hamlets 
of Cauſton, Tofte, and Thurlaſton) Avan-Baſſet, Kingſton, 
alias Kingsford, and Ullenhall, in the county of Warwick ; 
and of the manor of Shennington, and the advowſon of the 
church there, in the county of Glouceſter, to him and Eliza- 
beth St. John, his wife, and to the heirs male of their bodies 
lawfully begotten ; all which had come to the crown by the 
attainder of Sir Simon Montfort, Knt. This grant was con- 
firmed by another patent, dated July 20, 1503, 18th of Hen- 
ry VII. ® and free warren granted to them therein; which King 
Henry VIII. * likewiſe ratified in his ſecond year. Theſe 
lands, &c. by virtue of the entail, devolved on Sir James Fitz- 
Gerald, his ſon; but, by his attainder, in 28 Henry VIII. 
reverted to the crown, and out of the family, to Sir John Fitz- 
William, Sir Ralph Sadler, and others. 

King Henry VII. in his letter » to Sir Gilbert Talbot, 
dated at his manor of Woodſtock, recites, © That Perkyn 
* Warbeck, after landing in Ireland, had been taken by his cou- 
© fins, Therls of Kildare, and of Deſmond, if he and his wife 
© had not ſecretly ftolen away, and, coming upon the ſee, is to 

land in our countie of Cornewalle, &c. 

On March 28, 1498, he obtained power from the King to 
call a parliament, at which time certain articles, propounded 
by his Majeſty, were approved: and ſoon after he invaded 
Ulſter ?, where he took the caſtles of Dungannon and Omagh, 
forced Neile Mac Art O Neile to ſubmit and give hoſtages, 
and ſet at liberty all the priſoners he had detained there. * T his 
fervice being over, he marched in October to Cork, where, by 
reaſon of that city's late defection in abetting of Perkin War- 
deck's pretenſions, and to prevent the like, he placed a garri- 
ſon, and. obliged the inhabitants, with thoſe of Kingſale, to 
[wear allegiance, and bind themſelves thereto, both by inden- 
tures and hoſtages. In the beginning of March, his Lordſhip 
held a parliament at Dublin, by the title of Lord-Deputy to

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Henry Duke of York, the King's ſecond fon (afterwards King 
Henry VIII.) who, about this time, was made Lord-Liey- 
tenant; but no mention is made of any acts paſſed therein, 
On its concluſion he marched into Connaught, took the four 
caſtles of Athleague, Roſcommon, Tulſk, and Caſtlereagh, 
and placed garriſons in them. Alſo, on Auguſt 26, 1499, he 
held a parliament at Triſtledermot, in which it was ordered, 
That the acts in England for the puniſhment of cuſtomers, 
© merchants, and others, for their miſdemeanors, be put in 
© force in Ireland, after were proclaimed.” Some other 
ſtatutes were enacted, and a ſubſidy granted to the King. 

In 1500, he undertook an expedition into Ulſter, againſt the 
rebels there , from whom he took the caſtle of Kinrad, put a 
new garriſon therein, and made his nephew, 1 O Neile, 
governor of it, In 1503, his Lordſhip went into England, to 
give the King an account of his affairs in the kingdom * ; from 
whence, after three months ſtay, and receiving his Majeſty's 
commands concerning certain matters of moment, he returned 
in Auguſt with great honour, together with his eldeſt fon, 
Gerald, and his new married Lady, daughter of John Lord 
Zouch ; and not long after made another expedition into Ul- 
nter, when he took and deſtroyed the caſtle of Belfaſt, and 

laced a garriſon in Carrickfergus. On the feaſt-day of St. 
| por the martyr, * 19, 1504, he fought the famous 
battle of Knockto, or Knocktough, in Connaught, five miles 
from Galway, when (after encouraging his men, telling -them 
all they had, and the honour of their Prince, depended upon 
that day's ſervice, as well as their own ſafety, being far from 
their tens and caſtles, and in a country unknown to molt of 
them) he acquired an entire victory over Ulick Bourk, Chiet 
of Clanricard, commonly called Mac William, Terlough 0 
| Brien, Chief of Thomond, Melroony. O Carrol, and others, 
- who finding his Lordſhip's power too great to be oppoſed ſepa- 
rately, had confederated together, and drawn into a body the 
greateſt army that had been in Ireland ſince the conqueſt; 
whereof four thouſand (or, according to the book of Howth, 
nine thouſand). were ſlain, and ſome taken priloners ; the con- 
ſequence of which great victory was the ſurrender of Galway 
and Athunry, the deſtruction of that whole country, and load- 
ing the conquerors with prey and booty. At his return to Dub- 
lin from this ſignal enterpriſe, he beſtowed thirty tuns of wie 
upon his ſoldiers. Alſo, the fame year, being attended wih 
the Mayor and Commons of the city (as he had been before to 
Knocktough) he marched to Ballagh-Aſperd, upon O Cari! 
and his abettors, whom he totally deſtroyed, and burned thi! 
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country: And in September ſent Walter Fitz-Symons, Arch- 
biſhop of Dublin, to England, to give an account of thi ſe 
and other public affairs. The King was ſo well pleaſed with 
his ſervices, that he procured him to be elected one of the 
Knights Companions of the, moſt noble Order of the Garter, 
in the Foo of Robert, Lord Willoughby of Broke, who died 
in 18 Henry VII. The Earl of Kildare was inſtalled at Wind- 
for, on May 4, 20 Henry VII. by his pony Sir John Wil- 
liams, who was very liberal to the Officers, Vide Anſtis's Re- 
giſter of the Garter, Vol. II. p. 243, 244, 249. | 

On November 1, 1506, he went to the cathedral of the 
Holy Trinity, and there offered unto that church two veſtments 
of cloth of gold, tiſſued; and the next year, at the deſire and 
requeſt of his Lordſhip, and his ſon, of Walter, Archbiſhop 
of Dublin, Walter, Abbot of St. Thomas, John, Abbot of 
St, Mary, Richard Skerret, Prior of the Holy Trinity, and 
Nicholas, Lord of Howth, King Henry VII. granted His royal 
charter to the carpenters, heylers, and tylers, eſtabliſhing them 
into one corporation. — In October, 1508, by the King's af- 
ſent, he ſummoned a parliament at Dublin, wherein a ſubſidy 
of thirteen ſhillings and four-pence, out of every hundred and 
twenty acres of profitable land, was granted. And, that King 
dying on April 22, 1509, his Lordſhip was continued in the 
government by King Henry VIII. whom he cauſed to be pro- 


claimed in May with great folemnity. The fame year invad- 


ing Ulſter, he recovered the caſtles of Dungannon and Omagh, 


the former of which was delivered up before his approach, and, 


a little after beſieging the other, he deſtroyed it. In 1510, he 
was appointed Lord-Deputy, and undertook a jouritey into 
Munſter, with a powerful army, raiſed out of the counties of 
Dublin, Kildare, Meath, and Lowth, to which Hugh O 
Donnel, Dynaſt of Tyrconnel, joined himſelf; and, preying 
over the greateſt part of Deſmond, took divers caſtles, with- 
out reſiſtance ; but, in his return, was met at Monetar, in the 
county of Limerick, by a ſtrong body of his enemies, the 
principal whereof were James, eldeſt ſon of Maurice, Earl of 
Deſmond ; Terlough O Brien, Dynaſt of "Thomond; and Mac 
William; with whom. he maintained a long and ſharp engage- 
ment, in which many on both ſides fell; but his ſoldiers being. 
loaden with ſpoils, and tired with a tedious march, ſuſtaine 
the greater loſs, yet were only parted by the night, which put 
an end to the battle; and his Lordſhip, by the advice of his 
friends, retired the next day in good order. In 1511, he em- 
Ployed moſt of his time in putting himſelf in a condition to ap- 
pear formidable againſt the enemies of the public peace; and 
having, in 1503, demoliſhed the caſtle of Belfaſt, which being 
afterwards repaired, he a ſecond time took and deſtroyed it in 
Vol, VI. Aa 1512, 
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1512, waſted the country, and diſtributed the ſpoil among his 
foldiers. That year he built St. Mary's chapel, in the choir 


4 of Chriſt-Church, Dublin, where himſelf was afterwards ho- 


nourably interred, near the high altar, on October 16, 1513, 
and where his arms, within the Garter, and thoſe of his wives, 
ſtood together, with thoſe of many of his predeceſſors, and ſuc- 
ceſſors, until defaced by William Moreton, Biſhop of Kildare, 
and Dean of that church, upon a new model thereof. 
This great nobleman had been, at ſeveral times, thirty-three 
ears Chief Governor of Ireland, which he could never have 
. entruſted with, had he not been a perſon of ſingular parts, 
as is obſerved by Camden, Borlace, and others. uring his 
adminiſtration, the kingdom was in a better condition, than be- 
fore his time; being ſo famous for his many great and ſucceſs- 
ful victories, that his repntation kept the rebels in awe. He 
alſo ſecured the Pale, by caſtles and fortifications, built in com- 
modious places upon the borders, amongſt which were thoſe of 
Rathville, Lincarrig, Triſtledermot, and Athy ; and, whenever 
the Iriſh made an inſurrection, he chaſtiſed them, by deſtroying 
their fortified places, razing and levelling their caſtles to the 
ground, and diſperſed colonies for the ſecurity of the land in pro- 
r places; rebuilt ruined towns; and was ſo frequently ad- 


vanced (as Sir Richard Cox obſerves, in his hiſtory of Ireland, 


p. 199) to the chief government of the kingdom for rea- 
ſons, being a man of great intereſt and courage, his v 

name more terrible to the Iriſh than an army. He was of a 

ſtature and goodly preſence, very liberal and merciful, of fri 
piety and religion, mild in his Dir open and plain, 
ſenſible of injuries, and when offered, in his mood, deſperate 
both of ord and deed; but yet not ſo eafily diſpleaſed, as 
appeaſed ; an inſtance whereof is related by Stanihurft : That, 
being in a rage with certain of his ſervants, one of his horſe- 
men offered Mr. Boyce (a retainer to him) an Iriſh hobby, on 
condition he would pluck an hair from the Earl's beard. ow 
accepted the offer; ſtepped to the Earl (with whoſe good-na- 
ture he was thoroughly acquainted) and faid, So it is, and it 
it like your good Lordſhip, one of your horſemen promiſed 
© me a choice horſe, if I ſnip one hair from your beard. 
Well,“ quoth the Earl, I agree thereto ; but, if thou pluck 
© any more than one, I promiſe thee to bring my fiſt from 
© thine ear.“ He was well beloved of the Engliſh, and a man 
of ſingular parts and valour, evident by his long adminiſtration 
of the government. He departed this life, on September 3 
1513, at Kildare, being carried thither from Athy, where he 
tell tick, as he was on Ris march towards Lemewanan, other- 
wiſe called O Canan's-Caftle, attended by the Mayor of Dub- 
lin, and a great company. His death was occaſioned by a *

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the firſt of them was married to Con O Neile, her firſt couſin, 
who, in 1480, was naturalized by act of parliament, and 
. whoſe father and himſelf (ſays Moriſon) waxing bold upon the 
power of the Earls of Kildare, tyrannized over the people, and 
deſpiſed the titles of Earls, Marquiſſes, Dukes, or Barons, in 
regard of that of O Neile. 

The Earl of Kildare's ſecond wife, whom he married in 
1496, was Elizabeth, eldeſt daughter to Oliver St. John, of 
Lidiard-T regoze in the county of Wilts, Eſq; and of Eliza- 
beth his wife, daughter to Henry, Lord Scroop of Bolton *; 
and by her (who ſurvived him, and died ſeiſed of the manors of 
Carlingford and Coly, in the county of Louth, &c. on June

ing on July 2, the ſame year, was ſucceeded by his next brother,

Sir James Fitz-Gerald, the third ſon, became heir. He was 
ſeated at Leixlip, in the on of Kildare, was a * of the 
Order of St. John of Jeruſalem, and, in 1526, Deputy of 
Ireland to his brother, the Earl of Kildare.

Richard, fifth ſon, by inquiſition in 30 Henry VIII. was 
found to have been ſeiſed in fee of Crewagh, Power's-Court, 
and Taſſaghroo, in the county of Dublin, with divers other 
lands.

Sir John Fitz-Gerald, fixth ſon, was a Knight of the ſame 
order with his brother Sir James, and left no le.

Theſe laſt 
five + 3 were all attainted of oy 
executed at Tyburn, on February 2, 1535-6, 27 Henry VIII. 
w_ their nephew, Thomas, Earl of Kildare, as related here- 
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The Earl, their father, had alſo a natural daughter, Catha- 
rine, the wife of Peter Talbot, of Malahoide in the county of 
Dublin, Eſq; and by him was mother of Sir Thomas Talbot, 
of the fame place, anceſtor to the family yet exiſting there. 

I now proceed with Gerald, the only ſon of Gerald, the 
eighth Earl of Kildare, by his firſt wife, and who, ſucceeding 
his father, was the ninth Earl. He is ſaid to have been one of 
the faireſt men then living, and was called, by the vulgar, Gar- 
ret Mac Aliſen. He was * conſtituted Lord High Treafurer of 
Ireland, on February 18, 1503-4 ; which office he reſigned to 
Chriſtopher Lord Slane, his brother-in-law, when, on his fa- 
ther's deceaſe (whoſe footſteps, in ſubduing the Iriſh, and pre- 
ſerving the peace of his country, he indefatigably purſued) he 
was appointed Lord Juſtice of the kingdom by affent of the 
Council, according to an act of parliament in 10 Henry VII, 
for eleCting the Lord Treaſurer, in caſe of a vacancy by death; 
and the King afterwards, by patent, conſtituted him Lord-De- 
puty. At the battle of Knocktough, on Auguſt 19, 1504, he 
led the body of reſerve, and being left at a diſtance, to be ready 
if relief was wanted, could not, when he once ſaw the battle 
Join, ftay to wait as his father had appointed him, but charged 
with the foremoſt in ſuch a brave and refolute manner, as de- 
ſerved applauſe ; yet, by quitting his poſt, all the Engliſh car- 
riage was taken by the Iriſh horſe, and a few of the Engliſh 
Gentlemen became priſoners. In the winter of 1513, the [riſh 
ravaging the country, his Lordſhip, impatient at their inſo- 
lence, in the beginning of 1514, marched with his army into 
Leix (now Queen's county) where he vanquiſhed O More, 
and, purſuing him and his party, drove them into the woods. 
He after took the caſtle. of Cavan, and having killed O Relly, 
and many of his followers, chaced the remainder into their in- 
acceſſible bogs and faſtneſſes, and burning and deitroymg them 
there, returned to Dublin wich his men, loaden with booty. 
This ſervice was extremely well received by the King and his 
Engliſh ſubjects, af which his Lordſhip was advertiſed by Wol- 
ſey; and the next year going to England, to confer with his 
Majeſty touching the parliament intended to be ſhortly held 
(January 25 following, at Dublin, wherein a ſubſidy was grant- 
ed to the King) was, on June 13, ſucceeded in the government 
by William Preſton, Viſcount Gormanſtown, who, on bis re- 
turn, reſigned that poſt to him before the end of the year, be- 
ing then conſtituted Lord-Deputy. He was ſo much favoured 
by the King, that he obtained a grant, dated at Weſtminſter, 
. Uitober 10, the fame year, to him and the heirs male of his 
body, of the cuſtoms, ſubſidies, tonnages, poundages, and 
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other profits, &c. ariſing, and accruing out of the towns 
and ports of Strangford and Ardglaſs, and the creeks and mem 
bers thereof, in the county of Downe. Yet ſoon after he in- 
. curred the King's diſpleaſure, by conniving at James, Earl of 
Deſmond, then a proclaimed rebel and traitor, contrary to the 
King's private orders for apprehending him ; inſtead whereof, 
he admoniſhed him to come to no place where he might meet 
him, or have any power upon him : But, the King pardoning 
this offence, his Lordſhip, in 1516, made an inroad into Imaly 
(the county of Wicklow) aud there in a ſkirmiſh flew Shane 
O Tecole, and ſent his head to John Richard, Mayor of Dub- 
lin. Thence he marched into the King's county, where he 
was joined by ſeveral Noblgmen of Engliſh extraction, of the 
provinces of Munſter aad Leinſter, particularly by Piers, Earl 
of Ormond, and James, eldeſt fon to the Earl of Deſmond ; 
with which ſupply being ſufficiently ſtrengthened, he undertook 
the ſiege of Lemewanan caftle, which the garriſon defended for 
a week, -and then by night deſerted, leaving it to be demoliſh- 
ed (as it was) by the Lord-Deputy. This good ſucceſs en- 
couraged him to make an attempt on the town of Clonmel, in 
Tipperary, with ſo much celcrity, that the townſmen (being 
ſurprized) immediately ſurrendered upon conditions. And, 
having thus finiſhed this expedition, he returned in December 
to Dublin in triumph, loaden with hoſtages, booty, and ho- 
nour ; and there held ꝰ a parliament, on F x 3K 25, 1515-106, 
7 Henry VIII. by virtue of the King's commiſſion, which con- 
tinued, by ſeveral prorogations, until Thurſday after Michael- 
mas, 1517, wherein a ſubſidy was granted te the King, and an 
act made, That no man ſhould he compelled, by privy-ſeal, 
* to anſwer any complaint in England, until the accuſers enter 
+ into a recognizance in the Chancery of Ireland to pay the 
c defendant his coſts and damages, if he be acquitted.” Which 
ſo much abated that - vexatious courſe of proceeding, as it is 
now quite out of ule. | 
In 1517, his Lordſhip invaded Ulſter; and, being oppoſed 
by the chiefs of that province, a great ſlaughter enſued, which 
concluded in his favour, He took the caſtle of Dundrum by 
ſtorm, which had done great injury to the Engliſh ; and then, 
marching into Tyrone, - burnt the fort of Dungannon, and re- 
duced Ireland to a quiet condition, However, having. many 
enemies, who, combining againſt him, fought his ruin; they 
accuſed him of male- adminiſtration; to which charge, as ſoon 
as he underſtood their deſigns, he earneſtly intreated the King, 
by letters, to give no credit to their malicious accuſations, pro- 
_ feihng he ever had been, and would continue, faithful and firm 
in his Majeſty's fervice; and inſtructed his friendz in England 
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how they might beſt anſwer ſuch matters as he apprehended 
would be objected againſt him. This was in 1518. But his 
enemies fearing his Lordſhip, now juſtly incenſed, ſhould con- 
tinue Deputy, and make uſe of his power to their prejudice, - 
reſted not until they obtained their defire, and had him recalled 
from his government, in 1519, to England, to anſwer article 
exhibited againſt him for male-adminiſtration. 4+ 
1. That he had enriched himſelf and followers, by unjuſt 
ſeizure of the King's revenues and crown lands. : 

2. That he had alliance and cgrreſpondence with divers of 
the Iriſh, enemies to the ſtate. _ | 

And, having the King's leave to ſubſtitute a Deputy, he ap- 
pointed Sir Maurice Fitz-Gerald, of Lackagh, his near rela- 
tion, to that office ; and, marrying his ſecond wife in London, 
by that means procured favour in England, ſtrengthened him- 
ſelf much by the acceſſion of many friends at court, and was 
acquitted of what was alledged againſt him.: but, through the 
malice and power of Cardinal Wolſey, was removed from the 
government of Ireland, as ſome write; yet others attribute it 
to the King's having too much neglefed his Iriſh affairs, on 
which a ſerious debate was had to rectify that error; when it 
was concluded, that ſome prineipal perſon of the Engliſh No- 
bility ſhould be ſent into Ireland, with a ſufficient force to ſup- 
preſs the rebels, and reduce them to their allegiance. In pur- 
ſuance thereof, Thomas Howard, Earl of Surry, and Lord 
High Admiral (whom the Cardinal wanted out of the way, 
that he might the more eaſily effect the ruin of Edward, Duke 
of Buckingham, his father-in-law) was appointed Lord-Lieu- 
tenant, with an army equal to the ſervice. However, the Earl 
of Kildare being ſet at liberty the next year (1520) was ſoon 
after received into favour by the King, whom he attended into 
France, and was preſent at the grand interview his Majeſty 
had with the French King, Francis I. between Ardres and 
Guiſnes © ; after which he returned to Ireland, in January 
1522-3. | 

In 5 he preferred his petition * to William Rokeby, 


x 


Archbiſhop of Dublin, for licence to found and endow a col- 


lege at Manonth ; with which the Biſhop complying, his pe- 
tition was confirmed on October 12, 1521; and he built the 
ſaid college in a moſt beautiful form, requiring the Prebendary 
of Laraghbrine, or Manooth, and his ſucceſſors, to be 
Maſters of the ſaid college, and there to receive their daily 
food. 
On his return to Ireland, he obtained leave © of the Deputy 
to invade the territory of Leix; in which expedition, being 
e Hiſt, of Ireland, p. 213. d Peerage of Ireland, Fol, p. 9. e Hift, 
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accompanied by the Mayor of Dublin, and divers citizens, he 
_ burned ſome villages; but being intercepted by an ambuſh, 
loft a great many men, and with ſome difficulty, retreated to 
Dublin. Soon after f jealouſies and diſcords ariſing between 
his Lordſhip and the Earl of Ormond, his brother-in-law, then 
Lord Deputy; ſo that the affinity between them was not con- 
fidered ; it broke out in open enmity, by James Fitz-Gerald's 
killing Robert Talbot, of Belgard in the county of Dublin, 
the Earl of Ormond's chief favourite, near Ballymore-Euſtace, 
in the county of Wicklow, as he was journeying to keep his 
"Chriſtmas with the Earl at Kilkenny, "This fo exaſperated the 
Earl of Ormond, that he ſent an impeachment againſt the Earl 
of Kildare to England. Whereupon the King, at the inſtance of 
the Marquis of Dorſet, the Earl's father-in-law, ifſued a com- 
miſſion, authoriſing Sir Ralph Egerton, Sir Anthony Fitz- 
Herbert, one of the Juſtices of the Common-Pleas, and James 
Denton, Dean of Litchfield, to examine the matter; with in- 
ſtructions, that if the Ear] of Kildare purged himſelf of the 
. crimes objected, then to depoſe the Earl of Ormond, and place 
him in the government in his ſtead, The Commiſſioners, ar- 
riving at Dublin about Midſummer-day, ſpeedily determined 
the matter in favour of the Earl of Kildare, by agreement be- 
tween the Earls, bearing date July 28, 1524; and the Earl 
of Kildare was Lord-Deputy by patent, dated Auguſt 4 follow- 
ing. Sir Richard Cox obſerves, * That he took the govern- 
ment, as from Midſummer before, and that the Earl of Or- 
mond was to receive the revenue till that time.“ The day 
he was ſworn, Con O Neile carried the ſword before him to 
Thomas- Court, where he regaled the Commiſſioners with a 
ſplendid entertainment; and for ſome time after lived in peace 
and honour, until his ſerenity was converted into a cloud, on 
himiclt and family. 

On May 19, 1525, he held a parliament at Dublin, and 
that year executed a ſignal piece of juſtice on Maurice Cave- 
nagh, Archdeacon of Leighlin, ant him to be hanged on a 
gibbet, in the high-road near Glen-Reynold, and his bowels 
burned s, for baſely murdering his dioceſan and kinſman Mau- 
rice Doran, who had reproved him for his crimes, and threatned 
him with a ſuitable correction. Alſo in this year he invaded _ 
_T'yrconnel, but on notice that Hugh O Neile “ was up in arms 
in Tyrone, he ſettled a peace with O Donel, and turning all 
his force againſt O Neile, gave him a total defeat, wherein be- 
ing killed, the public peace was, in ſome meaſure, reſtored. 


Aiter this, his Lordſhip, on the Earl of Offory's allegation, be- 
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ing ſuſpected of entering into an engagement with the Byrnes 
ee the Earl of Deſmond (who had deſigned a rebellion) 
and a letter from him to that Earl *, dated July 28, 1526, in- 
viting him to meet him in Offory, being intercepted ; as alſo 
that he had armed the Iriſh againſt himſelf, being Deputy, and 
put good ſubjects to death, upon ſuſpicion of their adhering to 
the Butlers ; he was ſent for into England, to anſwer an im- 
peachment againſt him. On his arrival there (having ſubſti= - 
tuted his brother, Thomas Fitz-Gerald, of Leixlin, his De- 

puty till his return) he was impriſoned in the Tower of Lon- 
don, and coming to his trial before the Lords. of the Council, 
Cardinal Wolſey, in a virulent fpeech, enforced the articles 
objected againſt him; but his Lordſhip removing the objections, 
by proving they were the malicious ſuggeſtions of his enemies, 
without the leaſt foundation in truth, the Cardinal, incenſed 
to ſee his arguments ſo fully anſwered, aroſe haſtily from the 
council-table, committed the Earl, and deferred the further 
examination of the matter, till more direct proof was produced 
out of Ireland : but the Duke of Norfolk, late Lord-Lieute- 
nant, perceiving the Earl's innocence, and the Cardinal's bias, 
interceded with the King for his enlargement from the Tower, 
and that he might become his priſoner, offering to be bound 
for his appearance, in all his lands, and body for body; to 
which the King aſſenting, he was enlarged from his confine- 
ment, on a very conſiderable bail, viz. © the Marchioneſs Dowa- 
ger of Dorſet, the Marquis of Dorſet, the Lords Fitz-Walter 
and Mountjoy, Henry Standiſh, Biſhop of St. Aſaph, Lord 
Richard Grey, Lord John Grey, Lord Leonard Grey, Sir 
Henry Guilford, Sir John Zouch, and John, Abbot of Vale- 
Royal ; and was honourably entertained by the Nuke, and re- 
ſtored to the King's favour. During his ſtay in England he 
lived at Newington (the Duke of Nortolk's houſe) in Middle- 
ſex, where (as was alledged) on July 8, 1529, he command- 
ed his daughter Alice, Lady Slane , to repair into Ireland, 
and, in his name, to will all his brethren, O Neile, O Con- 
nor, and all other his friends, ſervants, and allies, to levy and 

ſtir up war againſt the King's Deputy and ſubjects, and parti- 
cularly the Butlers : and being ſucceſsful in her negotiations, 
proved very unhappy to him. The aforeſaid perſons makin 

an inſurrection, by invading, burning, killing, and robbing 
the King's ſubjects 3 not deſiſting from their traiterous acts, 
until they were by force repreſſed, This being made known 
to the Council of England, the Cardinal cauſed his Lordſhip 
to be examined before them, and preſſed him fo deeply with 
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his late diſloyalty, that the preſumption being vehement (as the 


not long after was again releaſed by the King, reſtored to his 
favour, and before his departure from England, was one 
thoſe Peers, who, * on July 30, 1530, ſigned that memorable 
letter ſent to the Pope, concerning the divorce of King Henry 
VIII. from his Queen Catharine, | 

In Auguſt, 15 30, he arrived in Dublin, with Sir William 


Skeffington, the Lord-Deputy ; and, . being freed from all his 


troubles, was met by the Mayor and Citizens (to whom he was 
very dear) in ſolemn proceſſion, on the Green of St. Mary's- 
abbey ; Thomas Fitz-Simons, the Recorder, congratulating 
their arrival, to whom the Lord-Deputy Skeffington returned 
this anſwer: * Mr. Mayor and Mr. Recorder, you. have at 
length this Nobleman hete preſent, for whom you fore longed 
whilſt he was abſent. And after many ſtorms by him ſuſ- 
tained, he hath now, to the comfort of his friends, to the 
confuſion of his foes, ſubdued violence with patience, inju- 
ries with ſufferance, and malice with obedience : and ſuch 
© butchers, as of hatred thirſted after his blood, are now taken 
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for outcaſt maſtives, littered in curriſh blood. How well my 


© Maſter, the King, hath been of his gracious inclination af- 
© feed to the Earl of Kildare (his back-friend being, by his 
c juſt deſert, from his Majeſty weeded) the credit, wherein this 
, Woblewan at preſent abideth, manifeſtly declareth. Where- 
< ſore it reſteth that you thank God and the King for his ſafe 
© arrival. As for his welcome, Mr. Recorder's courteous diſ- 
© courſe, your great aſſemblies, your chearful countenances, 
< your willing meetings, your ſolemn proceſſions, do ſo far 
© ſhew it, as you miniſter me occaſion, on his Lordſhip's be- 
half, rather to thank you for your courteſy, than to exhort 
£ you to any further ceremony.” | 

The O Tools having preyed and ſpoiled his Lordſhip's te- 
nants in his abſence, he determined to puniſh them, and to that 
end was aſſiſted by 200 archers drawh out of the city bands, 
and accompanied the Deputy the next year in an expedition in- 
to Ulſter, where taking the caſtle of Kinard, they deſtroyed it, 
and frightned Hugh O Donel into a ſubmiſſion. But after this, 
enmities ariſing between his Lordſhip and the Deputy, and the 
fame increaſing to an open rupture, they reciprocally accuſed 
each other, by meſſengers and letters into England. And his 


_ Lordſhip, thinking it prudent to ſollicit bis own affairs, went 


thither himſelf, in 1532; where, ſoon after his arrival, being 
brought to a trial by the King, he ſo well acquitted himſelt, 
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that, on July 5, he was appointed to ſucceed Sir William 
Skeffington in the government, as Deputy to Henry Duke of 
Richmond, the King's natural ſon ; and returning at Lammas, 
landed in Dublin, with great congratulations, of the people; 
in which year it was enacted in parliament, * That none 
« ſhould be elected Lord Juſtice of Ireland, but an Engliſhman 
c _ in England, and not in Orders, except by patent from 
© the in * | 

Whilſt his Lordſhip was in England e, he procured John 
Allan, Archbiſhop of Dublin, to be removed from the office 
of Lord Chancellor (to which he had been advanced by Cardi- 
nal Wolſey, out of hatred and oppoſition to his Lordſhip) and 
George Cromer, Archbiſhop of Armagh, to be ſubſtituted in 
his room, on July 5, 1532. And his Lordſhip”, having again 

t the ſupreme power, preſumed ſo far on its continuance, as 
— little valued the oppoſition of his enemies, which involved 
him in thoſe troubles, that proved, in the concluſion, deftruc- 
tive to him, and almoſt his whole family. The act for his at- 
tainder, in 24 Henry VIII. ſets forth, that he ſuffered O Neile, 
the King's Iriſh enemy, to invade and deſtroy the county of 
Uriel (Louth) without any reſiſtance made therein by himſelf, 
being the King's Deputy, or any other for him ; alſo his bro- 
ther Sir John, being by his commandment in company with 
the ſaid O Neile, to ſuccour and guide, aid and conduct him 
in that his traiterous enterprize ; and likewiſe, in his own pro- 
per perſon, having gathered his forces, invaded the county of 
Kilkenny, burning and deſtroying the ſame, rifling and robbing 
the King's ſubjects, and bringing from thence many preys be- 
longing to the Earl of Offory, and his friends (on account of 
James, Lord Butler, that Earl's eldeſt ſon, having been made 
High Treaſurer of Ireland, which he reſented) and at the fair 
of Caſtledermot carrying havock among the King's ' ſubjects, - 
which thither were reſorted, caufing them, in his own preſence, 
to be ſpoiled and robbed of their goods, and divers of them 
murdered moſt cruelly and traiterouſly ; and that he might more 
hrmly unite himſelf to the Iriſh, he married his daughter Mary 
to Brian O Connor of Offaley ; and another daughter to Fer- 
ganimus, that is Anonymous O Carrol, Dynaſt of Elye O Car- 
rol | 


And, in 1533, at the perſuaſion of his ſon-in-law, his Lord- 
ſhip entered that country againſt the ſons of the deceaſed O Car- 
tol, who aſſumed the right thereof to themſelves ; and at the 
ſiege of the caſtle of Birr, occupied by them, was wounded in 
the head, © ſo that he was never well after, being thereby de- 
prived of the right uſe both of his limbs and ſpeech. Theſe 
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proceedings cauſed the Council to ſend John Allen, Maſter of 
the Rolls, linked in enmity againſt him with the Archbiſhop, 
Thomas Cannon, Secretary to Sir William Skeffington, when 
Lord Juſtice (who thought his Maſter had been ſupplanted by 
the Earl) and Robert Cowley, Bailiff of Dublin, ſervant to the 
Lady Margaret, Counteſs of Ormond, into England, who made 
great complaints 1 8 him; and their accuſation at length 
prevailing with the King, his Majeſty, willing the reformation 
of the land, and the relief and comfort of his ſubjects, com- 
manded the Earl, by his letters, to haſten to his preſence in 
London, and to leave ſuch a perſon Governor of Ireland in his 
abſence, for whoſe doings he would be reſponſible. Where- 
upon he ſent his Lady to England, to intercede, with her 
friends, for procuring a countermand of his voyage, and to al- 
ledge, that the ill poſture of affairs in Ireland could not permit 
his abſence. But her ſollicitations proving ineffectual, he pre- 
pared for his voyage, and before he went furniſhed all his ca- 
ſtles, eſpecially Manooth and Ley, with guns and ammunition 
out of the King's ſtores, contrary to the King's expreſs com- 
mand, imparted to him by Allen, Maſter of the Rolls, in pre- 
ſence of the Biſhop of Meath and others. And the act of at- 
tainder alſo mentions, that he furniſhed the wild Iriſbmen, be- 
ing the King's mortal enemies, with arms and ammunition. 
Alſo being ordered by the King to leave a Deputy, for whoſe 
fidelity he would anſwer, he made choice of his ſon Thomas 
Fitz-Gerald, about twenty-one years of age, and of a hot and 
active temper. Vet this is recited of his Lordſhip, that ſitting 
in council at Drogheda (where he took ſhipping) in the bearing 
of the whole board, he thus adureſſed him“: „Son Thomas, 
I doubt not but you know my Sovereign Lord the King hath 
© ſent for me into England, and what ſhall betide me God 
© knoweth, for I know not. But howloever it falleth, both 
you and I know, that I am well ſtepped in years; and, as I 
may ſhortly die, for that I am mortal; fo I muſt in haſte de- 
© ceaſe, becauſe I am old. Wherefore in fo much as my win- 
© ter is well near ended, and the ſpring of your age now bud- 
eth; my will is, that you behave yourſelf fo wiſely in theſe 
* your green years, as that to the comfort of your friends, you 
© may enjoy the pleaſure of ſummer, glean and reap the fruits 
© of your harveſt, that with honour you may grow to the 
« catching of that hoary winter, on which you ſee me your fa- 
© ther fait pricking, And whereas it pleaſeth the King his 
« Majeſty, that upon my departure hence, I ſhould ſubſtitute in 
* my room ſuch one, for whoſe government I would anſwer ; 
© aibeit I Know, that your, years are tender, your wit not ſet - 


r Hollinſhed's Chronicle, p. 88. | 
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« tled, your judgment not fully rectiſied, and therefore I might 
be with good cauſe reclaimed from putting a naked ſword in 
« a young man's hand: Yet notwithſtanding, for ſo much as 
« I am your father, and you my fon, I am well aſſured to. bear 
« that ſtroke with you in ſteering your ſhip, as that, upon an 
information, I may command 2 as your father, and corre 
« you as my ſon, for the wrong handling of your hem. 
There be here that fit at this board, far more ſufficient per- 
© ſonages for ſo great charge, than you are. But what then? 
© If I ſhould caſt this burden on their ſhoulders, it might be 
© that hereafter they might be ſo far with envy carried, as they 
would percaſe hazard the loſs of one of their own eyes, to 
be aſſured that I ſhould be deprived of both mine eyes. But, 
for ſo much as the caſe toucheth your ſkin as near as mine, 
© and in one reſpect nigher than mine, becauſe (as I ſaid before) 


I reſt in the winter, and you in the ſpring of your years; and 


© now I am reſolved, day by day, to learn, rather how to die 
© in the fear of God, than to live in the pomp of the world; 
© I think you will not be fo brainſick, as to ſtab yourſelf through 
© the body, only to ſcarify my ſkin with the point of your 
© blade, Wherefore, my ton, conſider, that it is eaſy to raze, 
and hard to build; and, in all your affairs, be ſchooled by 
c this board, that for wiſdom is able, and for the entire affection 
© it beareth your houſe, will be found willing to leſſon you 
« with found and ſage advice: For albeit in authority you rule 
« them, yet in council they muſt rule you. My fon, you know, 
that my late maims ſtifle my talk; otherwiſe, I would have 
« grated longer on this matter; for a good tale may be twice 
told, and a ſound advice (eftſoons iterated) taketh the deeper 
© imprefſion in the attentive hearer's mind, But although my 
© fatherly affection requireth my diſcourſe to be longer, yet I 
© truſt your good $41 Nee aſketh it to be ſhorter ; and upon 
© that aſſurance, here, in the preſence of this honourable aſ- 
* ſembly, I deliver you this ſword.” Thus he took his laſt . 
farewel, with tears, and having embraced the council, com- 
mitted them to God, and immediately after embarked. 

His Lordſhip was no ſooner gone, but his enemies not only 
miſconſtrued his. ſpeech to his Gn, but alſo miſinterpreted his 
actions; and, to give the more weight to the propenſed treaſons 
they had laid to his charge, certified the council of England, 
that, before his departure, contrary to the King's expreſs com- 
mand (declared unto him by the ſaid Maſter of the Rolls) he 
had conveyed, out of the King's caſtle of Dublin, all his Ma- 
Jeſty's armour, artillery, and munition of war, furniſhing his 
own caſtles and territories therewith, and delivering part there- 
of to Iriſhmen, the King's mortal enemies. 
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The Ear), being examined upon this article, anſwered, that 
_ he had placed the artillery in his caſtles to defend the borders 
of the Pale againft the inroads of the Triſh ; and that, if he had 
intended any treaſon, he ſhould not have been ſo weak as to 
purſue that method of fortifying caſtles and fortreſſes, yet at 
the fame time expoſe his naked perſon into their hands, in the 
manner he did; but faultering in his fpeech (by reaſon of the 
afore-mentioned wound he had received near Birr) it was im- 
puted, by ſuch of the council as were not his friends, to pro- 
_ _ceed from a ſenſe of guilt, and not from his infirmity ; where- 
n he was committed, until the King's pleaſure was further 
known. The Earl hereby perceiving, that his Majeſty would 


remove him from the government; and this being made known ; 
- to his principal Counſellors in Ireland, who, under him, had , 
not only the governance of his ſaid ſon, ſervants, and people, 
with the cuſtody of his fubftance and goods, but alfo of all his 1 
lands, manors, caſtles, and gatriſons; and the enemies of the f 
family raiſing a falſe rumour and envious ſuggeſtion, * that the : 
« Ear] was beheaded, and that the ſame fate was defigned for the 
© Lord Thomas, and all his uncles; they counſelled the faid a 
Lord Offaley to rebel againft the King, as the only means of , 
his preſervation : and, that he might the better profecute and 
maintain a war, delivered unto him his father's goods, fub- f 
ſtance, manors, caſtles, and garriſons, together with the King's ( 
ordnance and artillery. By that acceſs of power, and being al- ö 
ſiſted by his father's brethren, kinſmen, ſervants and followers, 1 
he inconſidetately, and in direct oppoſition to the advice and P 
earneſt entreaties of ſome of his father's ancient and beſt friends, 8 
viz. James, Earl of Deſmond, Edmund, Lord Kerrry; Tho- . 
mas, Lord Kilcullen; James, Lord Slane, his ſiſter's huſband; * 
and many others; ſurrendered the ford and enſigns of govern- J 
ment to the Lord Chancellor Geo. Cromer, and the reſt of the al 
Council, on June 11, 1534. Hollinſhed * relates, that he tl 
made the following ſpeech to the Council : A 
Howſcever injuriouſly we be handled, and forced to defend in 
© ourſelves in arms, when neither our ſervice, nor our good ch 
© meaning towards our Prince's crown, availeth; yet ſay not = 
© hereafter,” but in this open hoſtility, which here we profes hi 
© and proclaim, we have ſhewed ourſelves no villains nor churls, ec 
© but Warriors and Gentlemen. This ſword of eſtate is yours, L 
© and not mine: I received it with an oath, and uſed it to your in 


© benefit: I ſhould ſtain mine honour if I turned the ſame to 
© your annoyance: Now have I need of mine own ſword, 
© which I dare truſt. As for the common ſword, it flattereth A 
© me with a painted ſcabbard, but hath indeed a peſtilent edge, 
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 « already bathed in the Geraldines blood, and now is newly 


© whetted in hopes of a further deſtruction, Therefore fave 
« yourſelves from us, as from open enemies: I am none of 
c — Deputies, I am his foe : I have more mind to con- 
quer than to govern ;z to meet him in the field, than to ferve 
« him in office : if all the hearts of England and Ireland, that 
© have cauſe thereto, would join in this quarrel (as I hope they 
« will) they ſhall ſoon be made ſenſible (as I truſt he ſhall) of 
© his tyranny and cruelty, for which the age to come may law- 
fully ſcore him up among the ancient tyrants, of moſt abo- 
« minable and hateful memory.” | | 

His Lordſhip performed that raſh act in the following man- 
ner ©: He rode through the city with a ſtrong company of 
ſeven ſcore horſemen in ſhirts of mail, diſtinguiſhed with ſilken 
fringes about their head- pieces (on which account he was ge- 
nerally called filtken Thomas) and paſſing through Dame's-gate, 
went over the ford of the river to St. Mary's-abbey, where 
ſurrendering up the ſword, he bad defiance to the King and his 
Miniſters ; and then, breaking out into open rebellion, forced, 
in the violent progreſs thereof, many Nobles and principal peo- 
ple to ſwear faith to him, impriſoning ſuch as refuſed at 
Manooth ; whereat many, being terriſied, ſought their ſafety by 
flying into England ; but John Allan, Archbiſhop of Dublia 
(ever a moſt inveterateenemy to the Earl, and the principal means 
of raiſing theſe diſturbances) going by night on board a ſmall 
ſhip lying at Dame's-gate, and the wind being contrary, was 
put on ſhore near Clantarfe, whence he went to ſhelter himſelf 
at Artaine, a neighbouring village, till the wind ſhould ſerve : 
and the Lord Thomas, being that night informed of his re- 
treat, haſtned thither, accompanied by his principal Counſellor 
James Delahoide, his uncles Sir John and Oliver Fitz-Gerald, 
and divers of his father's tenants and ſervants. On arriving 
there before break of day, he diſpatched two of his yeomen 
into the houſe, to apprehend and bring the Biſhop ; who, find- 
ing him in bed, dragged him out, and led him half naked into 
the air; when, falling on his knees, he humbly begged for 
mercy, and earneſtly beſought his life; and whilſt he was on 
his knees, recommending his ſoul to God, had his brains daſh- 
ed out, on July 28, 1534. Stanihurſt and others ſay, the 
Lord Thomas did not command him to be put to death; but, 
inflamed with a deſire of revenge, turned his horſe aſide, ſaying, 
in Iriſh,, Bir wem # Boddeagh, that is, away with the churl, or, 
take the churl from me; meaning, as after he declared, the 
Archbiſhop - ſhould be detained as a priſoner. But they, miſ- 
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' conftruing his words, murdered the unfortunate Prelate with. 
out further delay. | ; e 
Being too far engaged to return to his allegiance, with an 


expectation of pardon, or aſſurance of ſafety, he ſent Charles 


Reynolds, Archdeacon of Kells, to Pope Paul III. nd Domi- 
nick Power, to the Emperor Charles V. with letters cravin 
their aid towards the conqueſt of Ireland, which he promiſe] 
to hold of them for ever. However, in the interim, being ac- 
companied with James and John Delahoide, Edward Fitz- 
Gerald, Sir Richard Walſh, and divers others his ſervants and 
adherents, well armed, and with banners diſplayed, he com- 
| mitted many outrages, conſtraining all men to give an oath of 
obedience to him, and to take his part againſt the King and his 
heirs :: After which, attended with O Neile- and the aforeſaid 
perſons, divers Scots, and many others, he invaded, burned, 
and deſtroyed the lands of the Earl of Offory, of the Lord 
Butler his ſon, and of others in the county of Kilkenny, ma- 
ny perſons alſo. loſing their lives; under pretext the ſaid Earl 
and his ſon refuſed to fide with him, who had offered to divide 
the kingdom with them ; and truſting, by ſuch crue] perſecu- 
tions, to conſtrain them to incline to his purpoſe. In Auguſt, 
he waſted the ſuburbs and adjacent parts of Dublin, and laid 
fiege to the King's caſtle ; but his attempts on that and the ci- 
ty were rendered fruitleſs by the vigorous defence of the citi- 
Zens; who, at length, making a deſperate ally, flew a hun- 
dred of his Gallowglaſſes, and obliged him to fly to the friery 
in Francis-ſtreet. After that, finding a great. want of artillery 
and ammunition, he treated with the city on theſe articles: 
» 'That his impriſoned ſoldiers ſhould be enlarged ; That the 
city ſhould pay him 1,0001. in money, and 5o00l. more in 
wares; That they ſhould furniſh him with ammunition and 
artillery ; and, that they ſhould intercede with the King for 
the pardon of him and his followers. Theſe articles being 
conſidered, anſwer was returned, by the Recorder, to the firſt, 
That they would enlarge the priſoners, if he would deliver their 
children (whom he had ſeized as they were at ſchool in the 
——_— To the ſecond and third, that his wars had fo im- 
poveriſhed them, that they could ſpare neither money nor wares. 
To the fourth, that if he intended to ſubmit, he had no need 
of ammunition or artillery; if he did not, that they would not 
furniſh him with inftruments to puniſh themſelves ; and that 
they expected, inſtead of artillery to withſtand his Prince. he 
ſhould have requeſted parchment to ingroſs his pardon. This 
laſt article they promiſed to intercede for with the King by word 
and letter, His Lordſhip, underſtanding that ſuccours wee 
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cöming from England, accepted theſe terms; and hoſtages for 


; panes being mutually delivered, he raiſed the ſiege; and 
is 


Majeſty, on the firſt information of his proceedings (which 
he received from Francis Herbert, Alderman of Dublin, whom 
he knighted for his diſcreet conduct) thinking a fmall force ſuf- 
ficient to reduce him, ſent over Muſgrave, and the two Ha- 
mertons, Knights, with a handful of men. Theſe landing at 
Howth, on October 18, and marching towards Dublin, the 
Lord Thomas, with two hundred horſe, met them at Clan- 
tarfe, and giving them battle, got the victory; they and nine- 
teen Knights being ſlain, and the reſt carried captive to Ma- 
nooth. Lo 
wounded by one of the ſaid Hamertons, At that time he held 
the caſtles of Manooth, Portleſter, Rathangan, Carlow, Leye, 
and Athy, and had furniſhed and 2 divers ſhips, to de- 
ſtroy Sir William Skeffington, the King's Deputy, and army 
that ſhould arrive or land in Ireland: yet, not being able to 
prevent their arrival, he, upon the news thereof, aſſembled his 


army, on the ſea-coaſt, to receive the Deputy and his forces, 


ſon John, and Captain Saliſbury, they killed on their coming 


Gn Jon and under the leading of Sir William Brereton, his 


on thore; but the Deputy landed on October 28, 1534, and 
marched to Drogheda, to raiſe the ſiege of that place; where, 
ſtaying till November 4, and finding no enemy near (the Lord 


omas having withdrawn into Connaught, to levy ſuch forces 


among the Iriſh as would ſerve him, either voluntarily, or for 
hire) he proclaimed him a traytor a the high croſs, and return- 
ed to Dublin. From hence, after ſome neceſlary ſtay, he pro- 
ceeded to Manooth ; and, on March 1 5 following, laid ſiege 
to that caſtle, which was defended by a ſtrong garriſon, In 
the beginning of the ſiege, very equal conditions were offered 
the beſieged; and they rejecting them, the great ordnance were 
placed againſt. the walls, to batter the caſtle on the north fide 


towards the park; but no great harm being done, that trouble 


was ſpared by Chriſtopher Pareis, the Lord Thomas's foſter- 
brother and ſteward *, who, having the charge of the caſtle 
chiefly committed to him, agreed, for a ſum of money, to de- 


liver the place to the Deputy; intoxicating the guards with li- 


quor on the night appointed to effect it; fo that, ladders being 
raiſed againſt the walls, the caſtle was taken a little before day; 
on March 22, and all who were found therein put to death, 


except a few who were pardoned. Sir William Brereton and 


his company ſcaled the walls, and crying, St. George, St. George, 
he advanced his ſtandard on the higheſt turret of the caſtle, no- 
Uiying to the Deputy, that the fort was won. This caſtle, for 
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rd Thomas, in that ſkirmiſh being in the front, was 
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its noble furniture, was accounted one of the richeſt Farls 


houſes under the crown of England. Pareis ſeeking for his 
- promiſed reward, the Deputy, pretending to recompenſe him 
in proportion to the ſervice, and to make him a gainer by the 


bargain, inquired how his Lord and Maſter had employed and 


rewarded him. The traytor, ſuppoſing the more he magnified 
his Lord's favours, the larger would thoſe of the Deputy prove, 
omitted not to inform him, even of the leaſt benefits received ; 
whereupon his Lordſhip replied, And how, Pareis, corld/? 
thou find in thy heart to betray the caſtle of fo kind a Lord? Having 
ſpoke theſe words, he gave immediate orders for the money to 
be paid, and then that villain ſhould be put to death. The 
Lord Thomas (as was ſaid before) being in Connaught, haſten- 
ed to relieve the ſiege, with O Connor * and an army of 7,000 
men; but, hearing, in his march, that the caſtle was taken, 


his ſoldiers began daily to deſert him and to return home. 


However, continuing his journey, the Deputy met him near the 
Naas; whete diſcharging two or three of his great artillery up- 
on him, many of his men were ſtain, and 140 taken prifoners ; 
at which the reſt, being terrified, betook themſelves to flight, 
and, being purſued by the Deputy's forces, divers of them alſo 
fell; and ſoon after Rathangan, and his other caſtles, were 
ſurrendered to the Deputy. | 

His Lordſhip's circumſtances being rendered deſperate, he 
was obliged-to ſkulk in the day-time, and at night to get in 
preys to ſupport his dwindling party ; but after ſome time ſpent 
in this melancholy ſituation, —Burnell, of Ballgriffin, Doctor 
Travers, and others his adherents, being taken and executed, 
he was admitted, after a ſkirmiſh with Sir William Brereton, to 
a parley with Leonard, Lord Grey, who had proceeded againſt 
him to the bounds of Munſter. 'To him he acknowledged his 
crime, and implored his endeavours to procure a pardon from 
his offended Sovereign. There are ſome who aſſert, that 
Grey promiſed him a pardon abſolutely, which was more than 
he had a commiſſion for, and therefore no regard was had to 
it. d But, however that be, he delivered himſelf into his hands, 
as did his five uncles, Sir James, Oliver, Richard, Sir John, 
and Walter (though ſome ſay, they were ſent after him) and, 
being brought to Dublin, were all about autumn ſent captives 
into England ; yet with letters in their favour, from the Deputy 
and Council, to the King, reſiding then at Windſor. It is 


affirmed, that three of them, viz. Sir James, Richard, and 


Walter, ſtrenuouſly diſſuaded their nephew from this rebellion, 
and gave him ſound advice, although, in the progreſs of it, 


they joined him. By that ſtep they entertained hopes of 
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receiving a favourable ſentence, until they underſtood that the 
name of the ſhip, in which they were then failing to England, 
was the Cow; which they took for an ill omen, on account o | 
an old prophecy, foretelling, That, when five ſons of a cer- 
« tain Earl ſhould be carried into England, in the belly A cow, 
none of them ſhould return.“ It is related e, that as his Lord- 
ſhip was going to deliver the letters before- mentioned, they 
were intercepted by the King's Miniſters, and he, with his 
uncles, ſent to the Lower. e 

Having an offended and implacable Prince for their judge, 

and a cauſe by no means juſtifiable, or, in their preſent circum- 
ſtances, capable of extenuation, they were all fix. condemned 

, to ſuffer the puniſhment of traytors, and were accordingly ex- 
ecuted at Tyburn, on the 3d (but rather the 2d, as by inqui- 
ſition taken after their deaths) of February, 1535-6, 27 Hen. 
VIII. being hanged up, cut down before they were dead, and 
quartered. The old unhappy Earl, oppreſſed * with grief at 
the news of his fon's and brothers inconſiderateneſs, died be- 

fore them on December 12, 1534, 26 Henry VIII. in the 
Tower of London, where he was buried; and the. following 
inſcription was found on a cheſt, under the earth, in the chapel 
there, when a grave was dug to bury the corpſe of Ralph Hop- 
tan, ſervant to te Earl of Oxford, and fon to Sir Owen Hop- 
ton, Lieutenant of the Tower, in 1580: . 


Here lieth the Corpes of the L. Gerald

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He was a wiſe and prudent man, valiant without raſhneſs, 
and politic without treachery ; ſuch an oppreſſor of rebels, that 
they dared not to annoy any ſubject; whereby he heaped no 
imall revenues to the crown; guarded with ſecurity the Pale; | 
continued the honour of his houſe, and purchaſed envy to his ; 
perſon : A man of great hoſpitality and devotion ; arid endow-, 
ed with this ſingular quality, of ſifting every report to the bot- 
tom, before he gave any credit either to it or the author. 

In the parliament begun at Dublin, on May 1, 1536, 28 Hen- 
VIII. an act was paſſed for the attainder of the above-men- 
tioned Gerald Fitz-Gerald, Earl of Kildare, and others, where- 
E55 was enacted, that the ſaid Gerald Fitz-Gerald, Earl of 
dare, late deceaſed, from the 8th day of July, 1528, 20 

Henry VIII. be deemed, reputed, convicted, adjudged, and 
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attainted traytor of high-treaſon, and that he and his heirs ſhall 
loſe and forfeit the title, ſtile, and name of Earl of Kildare, 


and alſo forfeit to the King, and his heirs, for ever, all honours, 
© caſtles, manors, lordſhips, leets, franchiſes, hundreds, liber - 


ties, privileges, advowſons, nominations, preſentations, patro- 


nages, knights-fees, lands, tenements, rents, ſervices, rever- 
fions, remainders, annuities, penſions, offices, and all other 
| hereditaments and profits whatſoever, whereof he by himſelf, 
or jointly with ** other, or any others, to his uſe and behoof, 
were ſeized, on the ſaid 8th day of July, or any time after, &c. 
In like manner his ſon Thomas, his brothers Sir Toba, and Oliver, 
James, ſon and heir of Sir Walter Delahoide, of Moyclare, 
with many others, were attainted, and forfeited all the manors 
and hereditaments whereof they were ſeized, on July 15, 1534, 
26 Henry VIII. or any time after. 
James Lord Butler (afterwards Earl of Ormond) on the ſur- 
render of the Fitz-Geralds, marched to Clonmell, to extin- 
guiſh the remainder of the rebellion, and from thence over a 
great part of Munſter, when, all people ſubmitting, peace 
and quiet were reſtored to the whole country. 

The ſaid Gerald, qth Earl of Kildare, married, to his firſt 
wife, Elizabeth, daughter to John Lord Zouche, of Codnovre, 
a woman of rare probity of mind, and every way commend- 


able; and by her who died ſuddenly at Lucea, to the great 


grief of her Lord, on October 6, 1517 (and was buried with 
- oreat 8 his mother, in the monaſtery of Friars Ob- 

ts, at Kilcullen) he had iſſue Thomas, the tenth Earl of 
Kildare, who ſuffered with his uncles, as before recited: and 
alſo four daughters; 1. Lady Catharine, married to Jenicho, 
Viſcount Gormanſtown, to whom ſhe was fisſt wife, and by 
him, who died on October 14, 1570, was mother of Chriſtopher, 
his ſucceſſor in that title, and of ſeveral daughters, whereof 


Catharine was the wife of Thomas, Lord Slane; 2. Lady 


Alice, married to James Fleming, Lord Slane, who had no 
iſſue by her; 3. Lady Mary, married to Brian O Connor, of 
23 3 and, 4.

omas, the only ſon, ſixteenth Lord Offaley by creation, 
and ſeventeenth by tenure, and tenth Earl of Kildare, was born 
in England in 1513, and ſuffered with his uncles, in February 
1535-6, as before-narrated. He was of a tall ſtature, comely 
proportion, and an amiable countenance z of a flexible and 
kind nature; . endowed with many accompliſhments and good 
qualities; and, had it not been for the aforeſaid unfortunate ſtep, 
would have proved a worthy branch of this noble family. 
He is ſaid by Stanihurſt, in his Chronicle of Ireland (again 
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the authority of other writers) never to have borne the title of 
Kildare; but, notwithſtanding that aſſertion, he muſt have been 
ſo, by ſurviving his father before he was attainted. a

heir of Sir William Stonor, of Stonor in Oxfordſhire, by Anne 
his wife, eldeſt daughter and coheir to John Nevil, Marquis 
Montacute, and Iſabel his wife, daughter and heir of Thomas 
Ingoldſthorp, Efq.

ut, this Thomas, Toth Earl of Kildare, having no iſſue, 
Gerald, gth Earl of Kildare, his father, before-mentioned, 
married to his ſecond wife, in 1519, the Lady Elizabeth Grey, 
fourth daughter of Thomas, Marquis of Dorſet, by Cicely his 
wife ©, daughter and heir of William Bonville, Lord Bonville 
and Harrington ; and by her had, beſides three daughters, two

1. Gerald, who, being at length reftored to the honour, was 
the eleventh Earl of Kildare: and, 

2. Edward, whoſe ſon Gerald was the 14th Earl of Kildare,

Gerald, the eldeſt ſon, by the 2d marriage, and 11th Earl 

of Kildare, was born on February 25, 1525, and, being at 

the time of his brother's execution about ten years of age, was, 

by the care and ſedulity of his nurſe (who then, attended him 

lying ſick, at Donoare in the county of Kildare, of the ſmall- 
x) conveyed into the cuſtody of Thomas Leverous, foſter- 

14-2 to his father, and then his own tutor (afterwards Bi- 

thop of Kildare) who diligently and tenderly conyeyed him to 

his ſiſter's, the Lady Mary O Connor, in Offaley, where he 
remained till he was perfectly recovered. After ſome removes, 
he was privately carried into Mac Carthy Reagh's country in 

Munſter, to his aunt Eleanor (then the widow of Donald Mac 

Eincene Mac Carthy Reagh, before- mentioned) who was a 

Lady of great virtue and piety, liberality and magnanimity of 

ſpirit, and ſollicited to marry with Caluacus O Donel, Lord 

of Tyrconnel, but, conſidering the diſtreſs of her young in- 
pacent nephew, would not incline to his requeſt. and conſent 
to be his wife, until he promiſed ſafely to protect and preſerve her 
aid nephew; which being agreed to, the took him with her 
into the county of Donegal, and into. the territory of the ſaid 

Caluacus O Donel, Lord of Jyrconnel, where he found kind 

reception for about a year: But the King being very averle to 

his whole family, and offering large ſums of money for his ap- 

prehenſion, which ſome of that county, and her huſband a- 

mongſt the reſt, were willing to embrace; his ſaid aunt, a 

wary and prudent Lady, having notice of their intentions, ſeat 

him with his tutor, and Robert Walſh, ſometime his father's 
ſervant, in a diſguiſed manner, and in an open boat, to Dun- 
barton in Scotland, whence he was tranſported into France. 

There his tutor having reaſon to doubt the ſincerity of the 

French (Sir John Wallop, the Engliſh Ambaſſador, demand- 


ing him in his maſter's name, in purſuance of a new league vi 
made between the two Kings, wherein it was ſtipulated, that el 
the ſubjects of either kingdom ſhould not be protected or kept, ti 
if demanded) removed him ſecretly into Flanders; whither he C 
had no ſooner conveyed him, but one James Sherlock, an Iriſh- he 
man, ſervant to the Ambaſſador Wallop, ſent as a ſpy to watch th 
their motions, arrived there: Upon which, the ſaid Thomas he 
Leverous waited on the Governor, to deſire his protection from th 
Siclocy's vilainous intentions to betray the innoceut child bf 


an 
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in that place of refuge, The Governor, thereupon, ſent for 
Sherlock, had him examined, and, finding him unable to make 
any warrantable defence, imprifoned him, till the generous . 

uth interceded for his enlargement. Thence they travelled 
to Bruſſels, where the Emperor Charles V. kept his court; 
and there again he was demanded by the Engliſh: Ambaſſador : 
But Charles anſwered, that he had nothing to do with him, 
and, for aught he knew, he intended to make but a ſhort ſtay 
in his country ; and ſent him to the Biſhop of Liege, allowing 
him, for his ſupport, a penſion of one hundred crowns a month. 
The Biſhop gave him an honourable reception, and placed him 
in an abbey of monks for the greater ſafety of his perſon 3 
whence, after half a year's ſtay, Cardinal Reginald Pole, his 
kinſman by his mother, being advertiſed where he was, ſent 
for him to Rome, received him very kindly, and gave him an 
education becoming. his quality, by placing him firſt under the 
care of the Biſhop of Verona, and the Cardinal of Mantua, 
and afterwards with the Duke of Mantua; Leverous alſo be- 
ing admitted, through the Cardinal's procurement, a member 
of the Engliſh Houſe in Rome, called St. "Thomas's Hoſpital.” 
— After about eighteen months continuance with the Biſhop, 
he was ſent for to Rome by the Cardinal ; at which time the 
Duke of Mantua gave him an annual penſion of three hundred 
crowns. Having continued for about three years, in the Car- 
dinal's houſe, under the tuition of the beſt inſtructors, he travel- 
led, with the Cardinal's approbation, to Naples; and, becom- 
ing there acquainted with the Knights of Rhodes, he accom- 
panied them to Malta, He attended them thence to Tripoli, 
on the coaſt of Barbary, then belonging to thoſe Knights, 
where he abode fix weeks with Mountbrifon, the Governor, 
ſerving valiantly againſt the Turks; and returned, with a rich 
booty, firſt to Malta, and then to Rome, after. being abſent 
near a year. The Cardinal, highly ſatisfied with his valour 
and ſucceſs, augmented his penſion of three hundred crowns 
to three hundred pounds; and ſhortly after preferred him to 
the ſervice of Coſmo, Duke of Florence, who made him 
Maſter of his Horſe, with the yearly penſion of three hundred 
ducats, on tie fame terms the other penſions were granted, 
viz. during life, or until he was reſtored to his honours and 
eſtate, He continued in his ſervice three years, and in that 
ume took a tour to Rome; when accompanying, one day, 
Cardinal Farneſe, Pope Paul III's nephew, to hunt the ſtag, 
he accidentally, in the chace, fell into a very deep pit; but, in 
the fall, forſaking his horfe not far from the bottom, caught 
hold of ſome roots, by which he hung, till, quite tired with 
the pain, he was forced to quit his hold, aud falling upon his 
worſe. (dead in the pit) ſtood there, up to the ancles in water, 
b 4 about 
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about the ſpace of three hours. When the chace was ended, 
His hound, miffing his maſter, and finding the ſcent of his track, 
Purſued it to the pit, where he ſtood howling over him, until 
the Cardinal, perceiving the dog, haſtened to his relief; and, 
ſending to a neighbouring village for ropes and other neceſſa- 
ries, cauſed one of the company to be let down in a baſket, by 
which he was extricated from the pit, and preſerved moſt pro- 
videntially from deſtruction. He remained abroad until he 
heard of King Henry VIII's death, which happened on Janu- 
ary 28, 1546-7, and then came to London, in company with 
ſome foreign Ambaſſadors, and his friend and preſerver Father 
Thomas ee Being at a ball, or maſque, in King Ed- 
ward VI's court, and one of the comelieſt young men of that 
age, he was fallen in love with by Mabel, 2d daughter of Sir 
Anthony Brown, * 1 of the Garter, anceſtor to the Viſ- 
count Montague; and, marrying her, was, by means thereof, 
received into favour by King Edward, who, in 1552, honour- 
ed him with Knighthood ; and by letters-patent, dated at Weſt- 
minſter, April 25, that year, reſtored him to the lordſhips and 


manors of Maynooth, Portleſter, Moylagh, Rathangan, Kil- - 


kea, &c. But when Queen Mary came to the Crown, and 
Cardinal Reginald Pole, aforeſaid, returned to England, he 
was, at his interceſſion, reſtored by her to the titles of Earl of 
Kildare, and Baron of Offaley, with the ſame precedence, 
&c. as his anceſtors had, by letters-patent, dated at her manor 
of St. James's, May 13, A D. 1554, with the creation fee 


of twenty pounds yearly, to be received by him and his heirs 


male, for ever, out of the cuſtoms of the port of Dublin, at 

the feaſts of St. Michael and Eaſter, by equal portions. 
Alſo, by letters-patent, dated on May 1, 1555, the iſt and 
2d of Philip and Mary, his Lordſhip obtained a grant of all 
ſuch honours, caſtles, manors, lordſhips, lands, tenements, 
rents, reverſions, advowſons, and other hereditaments whatſo- 
ever, within the realm of Ireland, which came, or ought to 
have come, to the poſſeſſion of the Kings Henry VIII. and Ed- 
ward VI. or unto either of them, or to the ſaid Queen, by the 
attainder of his father. Thereupon returning to Ireland in 
November, 1555, he was received with great applauſe and con- 
gratulations of the people. In the parliament held at Dublin, 
on June 1, in 1557, the ad and 4th of Philip and Mary, 
an act paſſed, whereby the King and Queen, and the heirs and 
ſucceſſors of the Queen, were intitled to the counties of Leix, 
Slewmarge, Irry, Glinmaliry, and Offaley, and for making 
the fame countries Shire-Ground, wherein the new fort in Leix 
was called Maryborough, and the new fort of Offaley, Philip's- 
. town, and the ſaid countries called the King's and Queen's

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counties ; but it was provided, that * That act, or an y thing

5 rald [11th] Earl of Kildare, and to his heirs, by the ſaid 


« Queen, or by her brother King Edward VI. of any honours, 
© manors, lands, tenements, preheminences, dignities, privi- 

« leges, juriſdictions, and other hereditaments whatſoever ; but 
£ that he and his heirs ſhould and might enjoy and hold the ſame, 
according to the tenor and effect of the faid ſeveral letters- 
patent, as if that act had not been made.“ 

Further, their Majeſties, by letters- patent under the great 
ſeal of England, dated at Weſtminſter, on October 28, in the 
4th and 5th of their reign, granted to his Lordſhip, and to 
Mabel his wife, their reverſion and reverſions of the ſcite 
and demeſnes of the late priory of Inche in the county of 
Downe ; the caſtle and other buildings, with half a carrucate 
of land in the iſland of Inche; their reverſion of the Narrowe- 


Water, running from the river of Strangford, in which ſalmon, 


and other fiſhes, were caught; one carrucate of land, called a 
Balliboe, in the town of Ballyrenall ; the like quantities of 
land in Faghnebrogie, and in forty-five other denominations ; 
lands in the two towns of Ballyvigae and Ballygibet, Wodan- 
ſton, Ballyquinter, and other places; three carrucates in the 
three towns of Ballymote ; the late houſe of Monks in Downe; 
the diſſolved priory or monaſtery of Canons of St. John; and 
the diſſolved priory of St. John, and Thomas of Downe ; the 
monaſtery of Sawle, the houſe of Friars Minors, and the mo- 
naſtery of St. Patrick in Downe; with divers appurtenances 
thereto belonging; the water called Loughdowne, running 
from the river of Strangford, in which gabbards, or ſhips of 
ten tuns burthen, may have their paſſage, even to the port of 
Strangford, where ſalmon and other fiſhes were caught; with 
other hereditaments in the county of Nowne and in Claneboy; 
divers meſſuages, lands, chief rents, &c. in the manors of Har- 
reſton- Barret, Betagh · town, Clatterſtown, Cloghane, More- 
ton, Denanſtown, Crockenſtown, Platten, Belgrecourt, Pon- 
derlagh, and Ballcantrie in the county of Meath, with the wa- 
ter-mill of Clatterſtown, &c. the reverſion of the lands and 
tenements of Ballymollane and Fertullagh; the entire manor 
of Rathwyre, and many other lands, &c. in the counties of 
Weſtmeath, Dublin, Kildare, Louth, and Meath ; with the 
entire reſerved yearly rents on the premiſſes; and all kinds of 
appurtenances, taken or known to be parcel of the ſaid de- 
meſnes, manors, caſtles, monaſteries, &c. to hold, to the ſaid 
Gerald, Earl of Kildare, and Mabel his wife, and the heirs 
male of his body lawfully begotten, of the Queen in capite, 
py the ſeryice of one Knight's fee, for all rents, ſervices, &c. 
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And this grant was exemplified under the great ſeal of Ireland, 
on April 24, 1627, (3 Car. I. ; 

Moreover, their Majeſties being given to underſtand, that 
there had been no office or offices, nor other inquifition as yet 
found, nor made of fome of the manors, lands, and other 8 
reditaments, to which he was reſtored, aſter the death of the 
ſaid late Earl of Kildare, according to the due order and courſe 
of the laws and ſtatutes of Ireland; by reaſon whereof, ſome 
queſtion or doubt did, or might, grow upon the validity and 
force of the ſaid letters- patent, and whether, by virtue of the 
lame, he might have and poſieſs the premiſſes to him granted 
by force of the ſaid patents: Their Majeſties to take away the 
faid ſcruple and doubt, and that the Earl ſhould have and en- 
joy, actording to the tenor and meaning of their ſaid letters- 
patent, all ſuch poſſeſſions and hereditaments, as well within 
the Shire-Ground as elſewhere within the realm of Ireland, 
whereof his ſaid late father was ſeiſed by good and lawful de- 
ſcent from his anceſtors, or by any other ſufficient conveyance, 
in the law, of any eſtate of inheritance, and which ought to 
have come to the hands and poſſeſſion of the Kings Henry and 
Edward, or into the Queen's, by force of the ſaid attainder: 
Authoriſed Thomas, Earl of Suflex, the Lord Deputy, Hugh 
Archbiſhop of Dublin, Chancellor, Sir Henry Sidney, Vice- 
Treaſurer, and feven others, to take order, that, immediately 
upon the receipt of that commiſſion, they cauſed to be award- 
ed and directed ſeveral writs of commiſſions to inquire, by all 
ways and means, and by oath of twelve men, as well within the 
Iriſh countries not Shire-Ground, as within the Shire-Ground 
of Ireland, what honours, manors, &c. the faid late Earl of 
Kildare, or any other to his uſe, had or was ſeiſed of, at any 
time during his life, and which came, or ought to have come, 
to the crown by his attainder, &. To make a return thereof 
into the Chancery of Ireland, and a tranſcript of all the ſaid 
offices and inquiſitions under the great-ſeal into the Chancery 
of England, that their Majeſties might thereupon take ſuch 
further order, for the aſſurance of the ſaid premiſſes unto his 
Lordſhip, according to the form of the ſaid letters- patent: 
Except nevertheleſs, and always reſerved, ſuch of the ſaid ma- 
nors, lands, and hereditaments, which by the Kings Henry, 
and Edward, were given, fold, or exchanged, to any perſon or 
perſons, at any time ſince the ſaid attainder. : 

Purſuant to this commiſſion, inquiry was made in the ſhires 
of Meath, Weſtmeath, Dublin, the city of Dublin, Kildare, 
Carlow, the King's and Queen's counties; and, by the inquiſi- 
tions taken, divers lordſhips, manors, lands, tenements, and 
hereditaments, were found to have been the inheritance of Ge- 
raid, late Ear} of Kildare, at the time of his death, and which, 
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by his attainder, ought to have come to the hands of King 
—— VIII. Whereupon his Lordſhip made his humble peti- 
tion to Queen Elizabeth, to be reſtored to the ſaid premiſſes; 
and ſhe, taking his requeſt into conſideration, wrote to Sir Hen- 
ry Sidney, her Deputy, from the manor of Rycote, on Auguſt 
30, 1568, expreſſing her fenſe of his Lordſhip's merits and 
ſervices in the following terms: | 
We, therefore, in conſideration; of our ſaid couſin, Gerald, 
« now Earl of Kildare, his good and faithful ſervice to us here- 

6: tofore done, and to his further enabling for continuing of the 
© ſame, are pleaſed to reſtore to our ſaid couſin and his heirs 
# the faid lordſhips, manors, lands, tenements, and heredita- 
ments, which have been the inheritance of his ſaid father, in 
< uſe or poſſeſſion and reverſion of the fame : Wherefore, we 
+ will and require you, our Deputy, to cauſe our letters-patent 
© to be made to the ſaid Gerald, Earl of Kildare, and his heirs, 
of all the ſaid lordſhips, caſtles, manors, advowſons of 
6 churches, &c. ſaving always ſuch right as any perſons have 
to ſuch; parcels thereof as, before the date of theſe preſents, 
© have been given by our father of famous memory, our dear 
© brother King Edward VI. our ſuſtere Queen Mary, King Phi- 
lip and Queen Mary, or us, to any perſon or perſons, which 
© we mean to be preſerved and ſaved to the ſaid perſon ; except 
© alſo the manor of Tecroghan in the county of Meath, the 
© parſonage and the vicarage of Norraghe in the county of 
© Kildare, and the advowſon of the ſame, whereunto we are 
© otherwiſe intitled more effectually than by the faid Earl's right: 
© And for that it is ſuppoſed by ſome, that the manor of Dippes, 
the manor of Soy, the manor of Old Roſſe, and the reſt of 
© the lands, tenements, and hereditaments, with their rights, 
members, and appurtenances, in the county of Wexford, 
© did not appertain to the faid late Earl, but are of our proper 
© inheritance, accrued to our ſaid father by other title; our 
* pleaſure: therefore is, that you, our Deputy, and Council, exa- 

© mine the truth thereof, and, finding that the ſaid manors, &c. 
* or any part of the ſame, did not belong to the ſaid late Earl, 

© we will, that they ſhall be expreſly excepted in the faid letters- 

patents: The ſaid Earl and his heirs to hold of us, our heirs 

© and ſucceſſors, all the ſaid hereditaments in capite, by two 

© Knights fees.” | | 

His Lordſhip was preſent in the parliament held at Dublin, 
by Thomas Ratcliff, Earl of Suſſex, on January 12, 1559-60. 
2 Eliz. and on February 23, 1568-9, 11 Eliz. with his bro- 
ther and ſiſters, were all reſtored in blood; and the ſtatute of 
attainder againſt them in 1536, 28 Henry VIII. repealed in the 
parliament then held at Dublin, The repeal recites, That the

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ſuppliant being an infant, and put put in fear, travelled in the 
© countries of foreign Potentates, contrary to his natural incli- 
© nations, till he was called home by the clemency of King Ed. 
© ward VI. who not only made him his ſervant, and received 
4 him to his favour, but alſo moſt bounti reſtored him to 


© the greateſt part and portion of the lands ging to his late 
father; and, after, your Grace's ſiſter, Queen. Mary, de 
© give your ſuppliant the name and title of honour of Earl of 
© Kildare, with the ſame prehemineaces, place, and degree that 
© any of his anceſtors, Earls, had and held the fame, together 
© with all the lands belonging to the late Earl, other than ſuch 
© as. were given away and granted by your noble father and bro- 
© ther; and of late your Highneſs, of your princely motion, 
© have reſtored your Arkane to a portion of his living, which 
© bitherto was thought to hang in ſome doubt: And foraſmuch 
© as your ſuppliant is not only reſtored to the ſtate of Earl, but 
© allo confidered with living for the better maintenance of the 
© ſame, yet finds in himſelf a great defect, for that he is not 
© reſtored to his blood; he moſt humbly beſeeches your Ma- 
© jefty, that it may be enacted, and be it enacted by your High- 
© neſs, with the aſſent, &c. that your faid ſubjects and ſuppli- 


* ants, the ſaid now Earl, his brother and ſiſters, and his and 


© their heirs, from henceforth ſhall be, and, by authority of 
this act, are reſtored to his and their ancient blood and ly- 
© nage, &c. in ſuch manner and ſort, as though the ſaid at- 
© tainder, or attainders, corruption of blood, or any other im- 
< pediment to the contrary, had never been in law, ſtatute, 
< &c. whatſoever, to the contrary, in any wiſe notwithſtand- 
© ing.” 

By that act, and the aforeſaid letters - patent, the honour, 
and a great part of the eſtate, remain in his family to this 
day, and make the words of Cambrenſis juſtly applicable, who 
faith : Hoc eſt hujus Generis Omen & hæc Conditio ; Semper 
in armata militia chati, ſemper primi, ſemper Rebus in Martiis 
auſu nobili præſtantiſſini: Ce vero Neceflitatis Articulo, 
ſtatim exoſi, ſtatim ultimi, ſtatim ad Ima livore depreſſi. Ve- 
runtamen tantæ Generoſitatis Sylyam Liv or ad plenum extirpare 
non potuit. Unde ut uſque in hodiernum Gens hæc novis Plan- 
tularum Succrementis vires in Inſula non modicas habet. Qui 
ſunt, qui penetrant Hoſtium Penetralia ? Geraldinæ. Qui ſunt, 


gui patriam conſervant ? Geraldine. Qui ſunt, qui Hoſtes 


formidant ? Geraldinæ. Qui ſunt, quos Livor detraQat? 
Geraldinz. Si Principem tantz ſtrenuitatis merita digne pen- 
fantem reperiflent, quam tanquillum, quam pacificum olim Hi- 
berniæ ſtatum reddidiſſent ? 90 Horum ſine cauſa ſemper eſt 
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This Gerald, 11th Earl of Kildare, having received ſd many 
and great favours from the Crown of England, proved himſelf à 

rateful and obedient ſubject, by the many ſervices he performed. 
Fa the reign of King Edward VI. he was directed by the Privy- 
Council to proſecute Phelim Roe, then in rebellion; and on 
April 23, 2555, xt and 2d of Philip and Mary, a commiſſion 
was directed to him and others, to inquire, within the counties 
| of Kildare and Carlow, concerning all murders, homici 
| and other offences. In the ſame year, with the Baron of Del- 
vin, at the requeſt of John (Doulenagh) O Nettle, the Earl of 
Tyrone's ſon, he went into the North againſt Phelim Roe O 
Neile, the ſaid John's enemy; but although they drove great 
preys, and ravaged the country, yet g = received no ſmall loſs, 
tifty of their men being ſlain. On May 31, 1555, he was 
joined in commiſſion for the preſervation of the peace witch 
Hugh Curwen, Archbiſhop of Dublin ; George, Archbiſhop 
of Armagh; Richard St. Lawrence, 19th Lord Howth; Sir 
William Fitz-William, Sir Henry Sidney, Sir Gerald Aylmer, 
and others. Alſo, on July 3 following, he was in another 
commiſhon with Sir Thomas Cuſack, ; Chancellor, and 
others, for the government of the counties of Dublin, Kildare, 
and Carlow, in the abfence of Sir Anthony St. Leger, the 
Lord-Deputy : And likewiſe, on June 14, 1556, was by 
commiſſion appointed fole Governor of Annaly, and Shilelagh, 
and to do all things therein according to the order of martial 
law. In 1557, he accompanied the Lord-Lieutenant, Thomas 
Ratcliff, Eat of Suſſex, in his expedition into the North, 
zgainſt James Mac Donell, the Scotſman; and in 1561, being 
entruſted ſolely to conduct the great Shane O Neile to Queen 
Elizabeth, did, on January 4 that year, arrive with him ſafe 
at the Engliſh Court. Returning from thence, he was, on 
April 13, 1563, joined in commiſſion with James Fitz-Euftace, 
Viſcount Baltinglaſs, and others, for the government of the 
county of Kildare ; and on the 17th of that month appointed, 
by patent, with Hugh Curwen, Archbiſhop of Dublin, Com- 
miſſioners in the counties of Dublin, Kildare, Meath, Louth, 
Weſtmeath, Carlow, Wexford, Kilkenny, Tipperary, the 
King's and Queen's counties, and in the marches and confines 
thereof, to cauſe peace to be obſerved during the abſence of 
Thomas Ratcliff, Earl of Suſſex, the Lord- Lieutenant, in the 
North, on his expedition againſt Shane O Neile; to make and 
overſee the muſters and arrays of the inhabitants, as occaſion 
required; to aſſeſs them according to the quantity of their 
lands and goods, for the finding of horſes and arms, hobellers, 
borſemen, and footmen ; to ceſs the men in every barony, and 
to put them into ſeryice in ſuch places as they ſhould think moſt 
| expedient z 
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expedient; to amerce and impriſon the. negligent and refraQo- . 
ry, and to do all other gp neceſſary for the good govern- 
ment of the ſaid counties. They were alſo appointed Com- 
miſſioners to treat with and grant fate conduct to any rebels, 
enemies, or invaders of the ſaid counties; to reſiſt and invade 
with fire and ſword all diſturbers of the peace; and, in caſe 
of ſuch invaſion, and a neceſſity of raiſing the ſubjects for the 
defence of the country, the Earl was appointed Captain-Gene- 
ral, to array, conduct, and govern the people fo aſſembled in 
an army. On October 6, 1564, 6 Eliz. his Lordſhip was com- 
miſſioned with Adam, Archbiſhop. of Armagh, Hugh, Arch- 
biſhop of Dublin, Thomas Butler, 1oth Earl of Ormond, 
Gerald Fitz-Gerald, Earl of Deſmond, Hugh, Biſhop of 
Meath, Robert, Biſhop of Kildare, Thomas, Biſhop of Leigh- 
hn, and others, to inquire, from time to time, during the 
Queen's pleaſure, of all offences and miſdemeanors againſt ſe- 
veral acts of parliament, of all and fingular heretical opinions, 
ſeditions, books, contempts, conſpiracies, falſe rumours, ſlan- 
derous words, and miſbehaviour againſt the Queen, the laws, 
and ftatutes, or the quiet government of Ireland ; and of the 
coadjutors and abettors of ſuch offences; to inquire. into ard 
determine all enormities, difturbances, and miſbehaviours done, 
or to be done, in any church or chapel, or againſt any divine 
ſervice, or the miniſters of the ſame; to correct and reform 
all who ſhould obſtinately abſent themſelves from church; to 
viſit, reform,. and redreſs, all errors, hereſies, ſchiſms, abuſes, 
contempts, offences, and enormities, ſpiritual or eccleſiaſtical, 
whatſoever, by cenſures ecclefiaſtical, deprivations, or other- 
wiſe, to the pleaſure of God, increaſe of virtue, and the pre- 
ſervation of the peace and unity of the realm; to inquire after 
and ſearch out all maſterleſs men, quarrellers, vagrants, and 
ſuſpected perſons, and of all aſſaults; and ſummarily to hear, 
and finally to determine, according to law, all complaints of 
thoſe, who, in reſpect of religion, or for lawful matrimony 
contracted, were injuriouſly deprived or ſpoiled of their lands, 
goods, or offices, and to reſtore them with all convenient ſpeed; 
to call before them all offenders, or ſuſpected perſons, in the 
premiſſes, and to award ſuch puniſhment by fine, impriſon- 
ment, or otherwiſe, as they ſhould think meet. In 1565, his 
Lordſhip was authoriſed to ftraine the rebels at his diſcretion; 
whereupon he diſpoſed himſelf to ſerve and ſupport the go- 
vernment (in conjunction with the Lord-Deputy, Sir Nicholas 
Arnold) and fo effectually proſecuted the enemies of it, that he 
frequently preſented, to the Deputy, numbers of the principal 
outlaws heads, In September, 1566, he accompanied vir 
Henry Sidney, Lord-Deputy, in his expedition into the pro- 


. vince of Ulſter, where many caſtles were recoyered * re- 
; tore 


ſtored to their right owners (from whom they had been taken 
by the grand diſturber Shane O Neile)-a country of eighty 
oath, and forty-eight in breadth, being recovered to 
the Queen; and O Neile himſelf quite depreſſed, and reduced 
to ſo low a condition, that he once had refolved to come, with 
a halter about his neck, and ſubmit to the Deputy. In 1569, 
he was conſtituted General of the forces in the abſence of the 
ſaid Lord-Deputy; and the ſaid Shane O Neile again raiſing a 
rebellion, and committing many outrages, challenging a ſupe- 
riority over the , Iriſh Lords of Ulſter, and warring alſo upon 
the Engliſh part of that province, his, Lordſhip ſent Melchior 
Huſſe to diſſuade him from any further proceedings, and to re- 
concile himſelf to good order, and to remember the honourable 
eſtate wherein King Henry had placed his father. Shane ac- 
cepted that ſeaſonable monition, beſought his Lordſhip's pro- 
tection, and made a voyage into England; where being gra- 
ciouſſy dealt with, he returned and incommoded the Scots in 
Ulſter, where they had intended a total conqueſt. But the 
Lords of Ulſter, and elſewhere, whom he continued to yoke 
and ſpoil at pleaſure, abhorring his pride and extortions, craved 
the Deputy's affiſtance for redreſs : whereof the enterpriſing 
Shane O Neile being advertiſed, he flew into an open and long 
ſtate of hoſtility againſt the Queen, which ended only with 
his life ; of which being deprived, he was wrapt in att old ſhirt, 
and tumbled into a pit within a decayed adjoining chapel, where, 
after having lain four days, Captain Pierce cut off his head, 
and, meeting the Deputy with it, he ſent it before him, expoſed: 
on a pole, to the caſtle of Dublin, on the top of which it was 
afterwards ſet up. ; 
In 1579, the Earl of Kildare attended- Sir William Drury, 
Lord Juſtice, into Munſter, to oppoſe James Fitz-Maurice, 
who had landed, in July, at Smerwick, in the county of Ker- 
ry, with ſome Spaniards, ſent by Pope Gregory XIII. and 
Philip II. King of Spain; and, with the Lords Mountgarret, . 
Upper. Offory, and Dunboyne, brought 'two hundred horſe, 
beſides kern or foot ſoldiers, for that ſervice. Alſo, in O&p- 
ber, the ſame year, the cuſtody of the north borders of the 
Pale was committed to him by the Lord Deputy Sir William 
Pelham. That truſt had been repoſed in him betore, in 1574, 
with the allowance of one hundred horſemen in pay, together 
with the command of five hundred horſe, being the riſing out 
of the Pale: Yet whether his ſucceſs did not anſwer expecta- 
tion, or that he was maligned by his enemies, who again gaped 
for the wreck of ſuch an ample fortune, he was, upon the in- 
tormations of Robert Dillon, of Taragh, Richard Gerrot, 
and = Allen, of St. Wolſtan's, the vear after, 1580, 
ſeſpected (with his ſon-in-law, Chriſtopher Nugent, Lord Del- 


vin) 
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vin) in his fidelity to the crown, and of favouring the Leinſlet 
rebels; one of his kinſmen, and Captain of a foot company 
under him, having joined James Fitz-Euſtace, Viſcount Bal- 
tinglas, and others, and defeated the Lord Deputy, Arthur Lord 
Grey, in the Glynnes of Wicklow (the Earl of Kildare then ety. 
in inſt them with the Deputy) they were committed into the 
— 9 of Jaques Wingfield, Maſter of the Ordnance, and up- 
on their committal, his ſon, the Lord Henry, then about eigh- 
teen years of age, by the perſuaſion of his foſter- father, and 
the followers of the family, fled into Offaley, where he was 
ſeized by the O Connors, and detained againft his will, until 
they ſhould hear what would befal his father. The Deputy 
directed the Earl to ſend for his ſon, which he did; but the 
returned with this anſwer, © That the young Lord 

© was willing to come, but could not be permitted, unleſs 
c aſſurance was given for ſafe return.” The Deputy, diſap- 
proving of this excuſe and unwarranted proceeding, ſent Tho- 
mas Butler, roth Earl of Ormond, accompanied with Sir 
Nicholas White, Maſter of the Rolls, divers Captains of the 
army, and Gentry, to treat with the O Connors for his re- 
teaſe ; but their arguments likewiſe proving ineffectual, they 
returned without him. However, the O — upon due 
conſideration, fearing ſome further trouble might enſue on 
their refuſal, and their detaining the ſon might be prejudicial to 
the father, ſent him to the ſaid Earl of Ormond; who deli- 
vering him to the Deputy in Dublin, he was confined with his 
father and brother, until they were ſent into England; where, 
on their arrival, the Earl, and the aforeſaid Lord Delvin, were 
committed to the Tower, and the Lord Offaley to the cuſtody 
of Francis Ruſſel, 2d Earl of Bedford. But of this ſuſpicion 
they ſoon acquitted themſelves, in their trial before the Queen 
Council ; the charge againſt them, upon full examination, 
appearing (to the confuſion of their accuſers) to have proceed- 
ed from malice, and not from truth; whereupon the Fart was 
with honour reſtored to all his lands and goods, ſeized on his 
apprehenſion; and foraſmuch as his enemies were pleaſed to 
ſuggeſt, that he was able, but not willing, to profit his coun- 
try, this diſtich, ſignifying his mind, was compoſed for him:

On April 26, 1585 ©, he was preſent in the parliament held | 
by Sir John Perrot, which enacted many good laws: and de- 
parting this life in London, on November 16, 1585, 27 Elizs 
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fis body was. brought into Ireland, on February 17 following, 
to be interred with his anceſtors at Kildare. He was of a low 
ſtature, and flender in body, and endowed with many good 
qualities of honour and my valiant and noble,. reputed 
the beſt horſeman in Ireland, and an affable, fine Gentleman. 
It is ſome addition to his character, that though he was nurſed 
in the popiſh religion, yet his reaſon and judgment, in his riper 

cars, conquered the prejudice of education, whereby he con- 
formed to the proteſtant religion in the beginning of the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, and was an ornament to the profeſſors 
of it, | 

By the inquiſitions taken after his deceaſe, in the ſeveral 
counties wherein his eſtates lay, it appears, that he died ſeiſed 
in fee of the manors, lordſhips, and advowſons of the rectories 
and vicarages of Kilkea, Rathangan, Woodſtock, and Athy, 
Kildare, Maynooth, alias Maymiſte, Geſhel, Caſtledermot, 
Griffinrath, Ballybogan, Carthine, Newton de Moyagher, 
Ardglas, Moylagh, Crom, Adair, Alackaught, Portleſter, 
Kildalkie, Granye, and Dullardſtown; with many towns and 
lands too tedious to enumerate : and being ſo ſeiſed, he (pur- 
ſuant to a licence, dated at Dublin, February 4, 1559-60, 
2 Eliz, to enfeoff, alien, and diſpoſe of, the premiſes) made a 
deed of ſeoffment, dated September 7, 1566, 8 Eliz. whereby 
he conveyed all the faid manors, lands, and appurtenances, 
with all hereditaments whatſoever, which he poſſe ſſed in Ireland, 
to certain Truſtees, to ſtand ſeiſed thereof to the uſe of himſelf 
during life, and after his deceaſe, that every daughter of his 
lawfully begotten, living at the time of his death, ſhould have, 
for their preferment in marriage, 1,000 1.

His Lordſhip alſo, a few days before his death, made a fur- 
ther diſpoſition by his will, as follows. In the name of God, 
Amen, the ſyxte daye of Novembery in the yeare of oure Lorde 
God 1585, &c. I Gerald, Earl of Kildare, being ſycke in 


bodie, and (thankes be to God) well and perfect of memorie, 
doe make and ordayne this my laſte will and teftament. Firſte, 


] bequethe my ſowle to Almightie God, my bowells to be bu. 
ried heere in Englande, and my bodie to be conveide into Ire- 
land, and there buried in St. Bryde's churche in Kildare, in 
fuche due ordere as appertaynethe to one of my vocation, where 
I wyll and bequethe one hundred pounds fterling to be beſtow- 
ed, for the makinge of a monument in the ſaide churche over 
my grave. Item, f wyll that there be one hundred pounds be- 
ſtowed. upon ſome jewell, or token, to be given unto her Ma- 
jeſtie from me as a token of my humble and dutiful Joyaltie to 
her Highneſſe. Item, I bequethe to my wyffe, as a token of 
will and remembrance, a jewell called an Aggat, which 
-boughte latelie, and a pece of black tufte taffatye. Item, I 
bequethe to my brother, Edward Fitz-Gerald, my beſt neſte of 
2 and graven bolls with a cover. Item, I bequethe unto my 
nne and heire, L. Henry Fitz-Gerald, all my gold buttons, 
batt and capp bands of golde, filvere, and pearle, with all my 
foote-cloths and horſe furniture, and alſoe my gilt rapiers and 
daggers, with their girdells and hangers, and all my ſhirte bo- 
dies. Item, I bequethe unto my ſaide ſonne and heire all ſuch 
ſhirtes of maile, armours, and artillerie, and other warlike 
weapons, together with three of the beſt ſuyts of hangings of 
tapeſtrie, or clothe of arraſs, that I have in Englande or in Ire- 
lande, the ſame ſuyts to remayne in my houſe. Item, I be- 
quethe unto my ſonne and heire all my ſtoodes, ſavinge and ex- 
ceptinge ſuche as I bequethe by legacie unto my ſeconde ſonne, 
William Firz- Gerald, and my ſervante Gerald Delahide. Item, 
I bequethe uno my daughter, the Ladie of Delvin, the * 
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beſte ſuyt of hangings of tapeſtrie, or arraſs, next to thoſe $ 
lefte to my faide ſonne and heire. Item, I bequethe unto my 
ſeconde daughter, the Ladie Elizabeth, over and above the 
thouſand pounds which I enſured unto her upon my landes; 
the ſumme of five hundred pounds, for her portion of goodes 
and prefermente to marriage. Item, I bequethe unto my ſe- 
conde funne, William Fitz-Gerald, three ſcore ſtood mares for 
his portion of goodes. Item, I bequethe that my deceaſed 
ſonne the Lord Garrat's daughter, named Lettice Fitz-Gerald, 
ſhall have as helpe towards her marriage, when ſhe is married, 
three hundred pounds ſterling ; and more I woulde have lefte 
her, were it not that my ſonne and heire is over-charged, b 
meanes of my debtes and other legacies. After which, he wills 
that his wife ſhould take care of all his old ſervants who ſerved 
her in Ireland, for ſome of which he makes a liberal proviſion ; 
and conſtitutes his ſon and heir, Henry Lord Offaley, and his 
ſon-in-law, the Lord Delvin, executors. 

His Lordſhip, as before taken notice of, married Mabel, ſe- 
- cond daughter of Sir Anthony Brown, Knight of the Garter, 
and Maſter of the Horſe to King Edward VI. (by Alice his 
wife, daughter to Sir John Gage, Knight of the Garter) and 
ſiſter to Sir Anthony Brown, created Viſcount Montague by 
Queen Mary, in 1554: and by her (a Lady of great-worth 
and virtue, who reſided whilſt a widow in the fair houſe 
of Maynooth, and dying on Auguſt 25, 1610, was buried in 
Kildare) had iſſue three ſons and two daughters; Mary, who 
was born on September 13, 1556, and in 1584 married to 
Chriſtopher Nugent, the ninth Baron of Delvin, before- men- 
tioned, and died on October 1, 1610; Elizabeth, married to 
Donatus (or Donough) O Brien, fourth Earl of Thomond, to 
whom ſhe was ſecond wife. | 3 

The ſons were, 1. Gerald, Lord. Offaley, born at Maynooth, 
on December 28, 1559; and being a young Nableman of 
great expectations, theſe verſes were made on him :

This Gerald, Lord Offaley, married Catharine, daughter of 
Sit Francis Knolles, Treaſurer of Queen Elizabeth's Houſhold, 
and Knight of the Garter (by Catharine his wife, daughter of 
Sir William Carey, by the Lady Mary Boleyn his wife, daughs 
ter and coheir to Thomas, Earl of Wihſhire and Ormond).

Charles I. on Auguſt 18, 1626, Fark of Banbury. Ris Lord- 
ſhip, dying in England before his father, was * buried in tae

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abbey church of St. Alban's, Hertfordſhire, on June 30, 1580. 
He left iſſue by his Lady, who ſurvived him (and was ſecondly 
the wife of Sir Philip Boteler, of Watton-Woodhall in the 
county of Hertford, Knight) an only daughter end heir, Let- 

tice 5, married to Sir Robert Digby, of Cole's-Hill in the 
county of Warwick, Knight, and carried into that family the 
Jordſhip of Geaſhil in the King's county, which was confirm- 
ed to her and her heirs, by award of King James I. on July 
11, 1619, as aſter-ſpecified. She was, by that Monarch, allo 


created Baroneſs of Offaley for life; and was mother of Robert, - 


created, on July 29, 1620, Lord Digby of Geaſhil in Ireland, 
whoſe deſcendant, Henry Lord Digby, is now a Baron of Great 
Britain, and as ſuch is taken notice of in his proper place. 
This Catharine, Lady Offaley, by indenture, dated July 27, 
1583, 25 Eliz. (being then the wife of Philip Boteler, junior, 
Eſq;).had a yearly rent of 2001. Engliſh, ſettled on her for 
life, by her father-in-law, the Earl of Kildare, She held 
alſo the manor of Portleſter in Meath, and thoſe of Wood- 
ſtock and Athy in Kildare, in jointure ; and died in December, 
ne: 
| enry, Lord Offaley, ſecond fon, ſucceeded his father in 
honour and eſtate, as 12th Earl of Kildare, A. D. 1585. 
William, third fon, ſucceeded his brother, as 13th Earl of 
Kildare. | 
This Gerald, 11th Earl of Kildare, had alſo a natural fon, 
of his own name, to whom, and his heirs, he demiſed, for 101 
years, the lands of Tymoge, &c. in the Queen's county, 
which, being forfeited by one of his deſcendants, Gerald Fitz- 
Gerald, Eſq; being concerned in the rebellion in 1641, revert- 


ed to the family after the reſtoration of King Charles II. as 


ſhall be ſhewn in the account of Robert Fitz-Gerald, Eſq; 
grandfather to James, now Marquis of Kildare, 

The ſaid Henry, 2d fon of Gerald, 11th Earl of Kildare, 
ſucceeded in 1585, and was the 12th Earl of Kildare, being 
twenty-three years of age at the time of his father's death. 

On Septembers 24, 1593, his Lordſhip brought eight horſe- 
men to the general _— appointed to meet at the hill of Ta- 
ragh in the county of Meath; alfo, on July 1, 1597, march- 
ed againſt Tir-Oen, and his aſſociates, in Ulder, againſt whom 
he valiantly behaved with his troop, in company with the Lord 
Deputy Borough; and, after having taken the fort of Black- 
water, the rebels ſhewing themſelves out of a thick wood near 
adjoining on the north fide of the fort, were driven from thence 
into the thickeſt of their dens; in which conflict. two of his 


foſter-brethren were killed, whoſe deaths he took ſo to heart, 
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that he returned ſick from the journey, and died on the laſt day 
of the ſame month (or firſt of Auguſt) at Drogheda, and was 
buried with his anceſtors in the church of Kildare. 

He married the Lady Frances Howard, ſecond daughter to 
Charles Earl of Nottingham, by his wife Catharine, eldeſt 
daughter of Henry Carey, Lord Hunſdon (brother to his elder 
brother Gerald's wife's mother) and on November x2, 1590, 
joined with his mother Mabel, Counteſs Dowager of Kildare, 
and William Talbot, of Malahoide (his father's ſurviving fe- 
offee) in a deed of feoffment, whereby they granted and con- 
firmed to Donough O Brien Earl of Thomond aforeſaid, and 
Sir George Bourchier, the manors of Rathangan, Kildare, and 
Caftledermot, with the towns and lands of Newton of Moy- 
lagh, Carrarowe, Milton, Ballimillan, &c. in the county of 
Welimeath ; of Sherſkolan and Benaghter in the King's coun- 
ty; and Moyrehet in the Queen's county, to the-uſe of the 
ſaid Lady Frances, then his wife. By that Lady he had iſſue 
three daughters, 1. Eleanor, who died young before him; 2. 
Bridget, married, iſt, to Rory O Donel, created Earl of Tyr- 
connel, and Baron of Donegal, with limitation of the ho- 
nours to his brother Geoffery, otherwiſe Caffray O Donel, 
and his iſſue male, by letters-patent of King James I. dated 
September 27, 1603; and, 2dly, to Nicholas Barnewall, 1ſt 
Viſcount Kingſland : and, 3. Lettice, who died young. The 
faid Frances, Counteſs Dowager of Kildare, remarried -with 
Henry Brook, Lord Cobham, and died without iſſue by him in 
1628. SY 

To the ſaid Henry, 12th Earl of Kildare, William, his bro- 
ther, became heir, and was the 13th Earl. His Lordſhip, be- 
ing in England, when Robert Devereux, Earl of Eflex (Queen 
Elizabeth's favourite) was going over to Ireland to proſecute the 
war againſt Tir-Oen, in the end of March, 1599, attended 
him ; but the weather proving very tempeſtuous, the Earl of 
Kildare, and ſome gallant Gentlemen who accompanied his 
ſhip in a ſmall bark, choſen of purpoſe for ſpeed, were unfor- 
tunately caſt away in April, and drowned in their paſſage ; 
And, his Lordſhip thus dying unmarried, I now return to 
Edward Fitz-Gerald, Eſq; younger brother to Gerald the 
i1th Earl of Kildare, who with him was reſtored by act of 
parliament, | 8 

Which Edward, born on January 17, 1528, being in Eng- 
land with his mother at the time of his father's death, was, by 
the intereſt of her friends, preferred to the poſt of Lieutenaut 


of the Gentlemen Penſioners; and taking to wife Mabel, 


daughter and heir of Sir John Leigh, and widow of Sir John 


Paſton, of Norfolk, Knights, had, beſides three daughters, 


two lons, viz,

by virtue of the aforementioned entail : and, 

2. Thomas, father of George, the ſixteenth Earl. 

Elizabeth, eldeſt daughter, was Maid of Honour to Queen 
Elizabeth, and after married to Sir John Hill, Knt. Lettice 
was firſt married to Sir Ambroſe Coppinger, and ſecondly to 
Sir John Pointz, Knights: And Douglas was the firſt wife of 
Sir Francis Aungier, Knt. who was made Mafter of the Rolls, 
and one of the Privy-Council of Ireland, on October 6, 1609 
treated Lord Aungier, Baron of Longford, by patent, dated at 
Dublin, June 29, 1621; and continued in his employment of 
Maſter of the Rolls by King Charles I. on April 16, 1625. 


Gerald, eldeſt fon of Edward Fitz-Gerald, ſucceeding to 


the title in April, 1599, was the 14th Earl of Kildare. He 
commanded a regiment of foot in the Queen's wars againſt 


Tir-Qen ; and, in September, 1599, when the aforeſaid Earl 


of Eſſex left the kingdom, commanded fifty horſe, and 150 
foot, in and about the Naas. Alſo, on July 7, 1601, 43 Eliz. 
the forces of Kildare under his command were appointed by the 
Deputy to lie at Athy, or elſewhere, at his Lordſhip's diſcre- 
tion; the Sheriff of the county being nominated to command 
them under him, He was-one of the Council to Sir George 
Carew, Preſident of Munſter; and, by her Majeſty's letters, 
dated at Oatlands, on Auguſt 31, 1600, 42 Elizabeth, was 


appointed Governor of Offaley, with the ſtipend of a mark a 


day. He alſo enjoyed a penſion of ten ſhillings a day. That 
Qucen dying on March 24, 1002-3, he was one of thoſe wha 
ſigned the letter from the Council, notifying her death to the 
Lord Eure, and the reſt of the Commiſſioners for negotiating 
the treaty of Breme. After King James I, came to the throne, 
he preferred a petition to his Majeſty, importing, that he was 
willing to give up ſuch ſtipends as he had from the crown, it, 
in lieu thereof, he might have a grant unto him and his heirs, 
in fee farm, of ſa many lands and hereditaments, as amounted 
to the clear yearly value of 1001. ſterling, or thereabouts; and 
the King, complying therewith, ſignified his royal aſſent to the 
Lord Deputy, Sir Arthur Chicheſter, by his letters, dated at 
Theobalds, on July 26, 1606, 4 Jac. I. 

Moryſon, in his hiſtory, has obſeryed, that the Earl of Or- 
mond in Munſter, and the Earl of Kildare in Leinſter, had 
each of them a ſmall park incloſed for fallow deer; and (ſays 
he) I have not ſeen any other park in Ireland, nor heard that 
they had any other at that time; and, in the time of the war! 
did neyer ſee any yenilon ſerved at the table, but only in the 
houſes of the faid Earls, and of the Engliſh commanders, 

It appears by inquiſition, taken at Dunboyne, on September 
12, 1812; that his Lordfliip departed this life on February 11; 
EE 1011-123 
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1611-12, 9 Jac. I. and after his funerals were folemnized at 
Maynooth, his body was, on November 15, 1612, from thence 
carried to Kildare, and depoſited with his anceſtors in the choir 
af that church. He married, by diſpenſation of the Pope, 
Elizabeth, daughter of Chriſtopher Nugent, the gth Baron of 
Delvin, by the Lady Mary Fitz-Gerald, his couſin-german, 
daughter to his uncle Gerald, the 11th Earl of Kildare, and 
had iſſue an only ſon, Gerald, his ſucceſſor, 15th Earl of Kil- 
dare. 

The ſaid Elizabeth, ſurviving her huſband, the 14th Earl of 
Kildare, and being left deſtitute of dower or jointure for her 
maintenance, made humble ſuit to the King in the behalf of 
herſelf, and the ſaid Gerald, her only ſon, then in ward. to his 
Majeſty ; who was pleaſed, by his letter, dated at Weſtminſter, 
July 15, 1612, to authorize his Deputy, for the better preſer- 


vation of the poſſeſſions of the earldom of Kildare (being an 


ancient and honourable houſe) to give order, that the commiſ- 
fions ſhould be ſpeedily directed to indifferent and fit perſons, 
to make inquiry of all ſuch caſtles, manors, lands, &c. where- 


of her huſband died ſeiſed; and, upon return of ſuch inquiſt- 


tions, to cauſe letters- patent to be made to the ſaid Lady Eli- 
zabeth of all the ſaid manors, lands and premiſſes, until her 
ſon ſhould accompliſh the age of 21 years; and ſhe to enjoy to 


her own uſe, without account, a full third part of the inheri- 


tance in lieu of her dower or jointure ; another third part to be 
diſpoſed of to the maintenance of her ſon, and the diſcharge of 
his father's debts, and the mortgages affecting the eſtate ; and 
the other third part, upon a reaſonable ſurvey, to be anſwered 
unto the King into his Exchequer. His Majeſty likewiſe grant- 
ed, that ſhe thould have the tuition of her ſaid ton until the age 
of five years, and the before-mentioned Earl of Thomond, and 
Sir Francis Aungier, Maſter of the Rolls, ſhould have the go- 
vernment and charge of his education during that time. More- 
over, we require you (adds the King) to have ſpecial care of 
the preſervation of the ſaid Earl's inheritance, during his mi- 
nority, it being a matter very acceptable unto us to continue 
the maintenance of ſo ancient an earldom ; and likewiſe the 
ward being within our protection, for which reſpect eſpecially 
we have an intention to beitow the wardſhip of the body of 
the ſaid Earl upon our well-deferving ſervant attending our per- 
ſon, who, we doubt not, but will uſe all good endeavours for 
his honourable education, and preſervation of his rights, and 
yield us an account thereof as we hold it meet. 

Aſter the death of the ſaid Gerald, his mother being thereby 


deprived of enjoying her third part of the eſtate, his Majeſty, 


purſuant to his letter, dited at Weſtminſter, January 23, 
1020 21, 18 Jac. I. made a proviſion o maintenance for her, 
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by his grant dated at Dublin, June 9, 1621, 19 Tac. I. in 
which he obſerves, that all the manors, lands, and heredita- 
ments, of George, Earl of Kildare, were, or ought of right to 
be, in his hands or cuſtody, by reaſon of his minority, being 
then his ward; and the Counteſs being left deſtitute of an 

jointure of the lands of her huſband, his Majeſty thinking it 
very unfit that ſhe, holding the title and degree of a Counteſs, 
ſhould not have competent means for her maintenance and live- 
lihood out of her hufband's' eftate, granted and demiſed unto 
her and her aſſigns, during the minority of the ſaid Earl George, 
ſeveral manors, lordſhips, &c. alſo Granye in Kildare. 

The aforeſaid Gerald, the only fon, 15th Earl of Kildare, 
was, at the time of his father's death, only fix weeks and fix 
days old, having been born on December 26, 1611; and, on 
October 21, 1618, purſuant to his Majeſty's letters, dated at 
Weſtminſter, on July 8 preceding, was given in ward to Eſme 
Stuart, Earl of March, afterwards Duke of Lennox, with or- 
der that his Lordſhip ſhould be married to one of the Lord 

Aubigny's daughters; but he dying at Maynouth, on Novem- 
ber 11, 1620 (evident by inquifition taken at Navan, on Sep- 
tember 6, 1621) was buried in Kildare. 

Therefore I now return to his uncle Thomas, who married 
Frances, daughter of Thomas Randolph, Poſt-Mafter General 
ro Queen Elizabeth, and lies buried with her in the church of 
Walton upon Thames in Surry ; where, on a blue maible, on 
the ſouth {ide of the chancel, is this inſcription :

They had iſſue three ſons and four daughters, Gerald, and 
John, who both died young: George, who ſucceeded to the 
honour, as 16th Earl of Kildare; Anne; Lettice, married to 
John Morris, of Thiſtleworth in the county of Middleſex, Eſq; 
and the other two died young. | 

The ſaid George, eldeſt ſurviving fon, 16th Earl of Kildare, 
was born in 1611, and coming to the titles and eſtate when 
only 8 years and 9 months old, was given in ward to Eſme 
Stuart, Earl of March and Duke of Lennox, aforeſaid, by the 
King's letter from Weſtminſter, January 23, 1620-21 ; and, 
on Auguſt 3, 1622, the ſaid Earl of March had a grant of 
his wardſhip on paying the fine of 1000 marks, Iriſh. That 


Nobleman took care to have him educated in the communion of 


the church of England, in which this great family hath ever fince 
continued ; but he dying on February 14, 1623-4, before his 
ward came of age, the cuſtody of him fell to his Lady, Ca- 
tharine Ducheſs of Lennox, who aſſigning him to Richard 
Boyle, firſt Earl of Cork, he received the wardſhip of him by 
King Charles I's letter, dated May 10, 1629, at Weſtminſter 
(and by patent at Dublin, June 26) paying the yearly ſum of 
471. 16s. 6d. The Earl of Cork, ſoon after, propoſed a 
marriage to him with his 4th daughter, the Lady Joan, to 
which his Lordſhip conſenting, and, the King's approbation 
being neceſſary, his Majeſty, by letter from Bagſhot, Auguſt 
15, 1629, directed to the ſaid Earl of Cork, and the Lord 
Chancellor, Sir Adam Loftus, Viſcount Ely, his twoJuſtices, gave 
his aſſent thereto, as the marriage was for the ſupport of ſo 
noble and ſo ancient a houſe; and to the end that it might re- 
ceive no manner of impediment or delay, required them to call 
before them Richard Talbot of Malahoide, and all ſuch other 
perſons as were ſeiſed of any manors, lands, hereditaments to 
the uſe of his Lordſhip and the heirs male of his body, to ſigni- 


fy under his or their hand and ſeals, that he or they would join

This George, 16th Earl of Kildare, on the firſt inſurrection n 
of the Iriſh in 1641, gave a meeting to the gentry and com- fi 
mons of the county of Kildare at Naas, when he was choſen by ( 
them Governor of that county; after which, in conjunction E 
with them, he appointed three gentlemen to be Captains (en- f 
truſted by his Majeſty's council at Dublin) for the guarding and al 
and defending of the county in that diſordered time, His Lord- h 
u See Vol, VII. p. 12% Þt 
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houſe of Maynooth rifled and ſpoiled, on January 7, 1641-42, 
by Lawrence Wellh (a prieſt) Patrick Welſh, of Moorton, 
and their followers, who took away ſeveral arms, and then de- 
parted, leaving divers'of their acquaintance to keep the caſtle 
until the Saturday morning following, when Edward Fitz- 
Gerald, of Belaghe, Eſq; with about one hundred in his com- 
pany, took abſolute poſſeſſion of it, and of the parks, ground, 
ſtock and goods therein, with a library of great value; and ex- 
pelled his Lordſhip from the ſaid caſtle, lands, and rents, amount- 
ing to 600 l. a year. 

On the news that Owen Roe O Neile, the Ulſter General, 
was drawing towards the Engliſh quarters with a great army, 
Colonel Michael Jones, Commander in Chief of the Forces in 
Leinſter, committed, on October 2, 1647, the guard of the 
city of Dublin unto his Lordſhip; of whoſe great vigilancy in 
the like truſt he formerly had experience, leaving under his 
command his (the Earl's) own regiment, with thoſe of Sir John 
Borlace, Colonel Willoughby and Colonel Fenwick, the train'd- 
bands of the city, and hve troops of horſe; and marched out 
that day to Clonee, fix miles from Dublin, in the way to Trym, 
with about 3,000 foot, 1,000 horſe, and a train of artillery.

Lady Elizabeth, eldeſt daughter, baptized on December 23, 
1631, died young, Lady Jane, a twin with her fiſter Eleanor, 
both baptized on May 15, 1634, alſo died young. Lady Elea- 
nor, married on February 16, 1656, before Ridgeway Hat- 
field, Mayor of Dublin, to Sir Walter Borrowes, then of

WED who ſucceeded his father, being the 17th Earl 
of Kildare, was, on February 117, 1660-61, made Captain of 
a Troop of Horſe (a poſt at that time not diſdained by the 
higheſt quality) and on March 27, 1661, appointed Governor 
of the Queen's county, and that of Kildare. On May 8, that 
year, he took his ſeat in the houſe of Peers, and the ſame day 
was nominated one of the Committee of Privileges, He was 
alſo, on the 25th of that month, appointed, with the Lords 
Montgomery, Santry, and Ranelagh, to ſearch the records of 


the houſe, and if any particular intrenched on the honour of

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over and above all charges and repriſes ; and therein ſhould 
take care, that the ſame might be ſet out as near unto his eſtate,

But, this proviſion of 5001. per annum being alſo detained 


from the faid John, Earl of Kildare, he ſet forth by his petition 
to the King, that he had reaped no benefit or advantage there- 
by, and therefore prayed his Majeſty, he being an infant, that 
he would direct his ſatisfaction of the ſaid 5o0l. per annum out 
of ſach concealed lands, as, on his behalf, ſhould be diſcovered 
to be belonging unto the King, at the uſual quit-rents reſerved 
by the ſaid acts of ſettlement and explanation; or elſe out of 
ſuch unavoidable lands then remaining on the ſtock of reptiſal, 


as he ſhould deſire, at ſuch a low yearly rent, as might be an 


encouragement to him to accept the fame. His Majeſty King 
Charles II. aſſenting to the requeſt, ordered three ſeveral com- 
miſſions to be iſſued, by his letter from Whitehall, on Novem- 
ber 18, 1670 (the 22d year of his reign) to make enquiry to 
his Majeſty's title to certain concealed lands in the counties of 
Kildare, Dublin, Wexford, Weſtmeath, Waterford, Tippe- 
rary, and Kerry, that his Lordſhip might be effectually ſatisfied 
of the ſaid ſum af 500 l. a year; and the commiſſioners to 
make diligent enquiry concerning the premiſles, to return, un- 
der their hands and ſeals, into the court of Excheqner, the date 
of the commiſſions; which were accordingly iſſued, on May 2, 
and 9, 1671, and the lands fo found to be ſettled on his Lord- 
ſhip, with like remainders as before, 

The cuſtoms, ſubſidies, and other profits, of the towns and 
ports of Strangford and Ardglaſs, having been granted by King 
Henry VIII. to Gerald, the gth Earl of Kildare, the fame 


were confiſcated to the crown, by the neglect of the agent of 


George, 16th Earl of Kildare, the laſt poſſeſſor of the pre- 
miſſes, when his title thereto was, on miſinformation, queſtion- 
ed in the time of the government of Thomas Wentworth, Earl 
of Strafford; and, upon a judgment of the court of Exche- 
quer of Nihil Dicit, ſeized to the King's uſe; which being de- 
tained after the reſtoration, his Majeſty, King Charles II. 
thought it juſt and fitting to admit of a proviſo to be inſerted 
into the bill concerning the cuſtoms in Ireland, for ſaving the 
right, title, and intereſt of Wentworth, Earl of Kildare, unto 


the premiſſes. But, on information, given afterwards to the 
King, 
— 


King, of the great prejudice, which the continuing ſo great 
2 royalty of the crown in the hands of any of his ſubjects 
would neceſſarily de to the revenue of the cuſtoms; and his 
Majeſty, being ſenſible of the manifold inconveniencies which 
mult unavoidably therefrom enſue, thought fit rather to grant 
to the Earl fuch an honourable compenſation, as might be more 
ſuitable to his princely bounty than his right; and therefore, 
conlidering likewiſe the great deſtruction made of the houſes 


and buildings of his Lordſhip during the late rebellion, and the 


meanneſs of his eftate at that time to ſupport the honour and 
dignity of ſo ancient a family, and ſo eminent a Peer of Ire- 
land, by reaſon of the great debts whereunto he was liable; 
his Majeſty, by his letter dated at Whitehall, on April 22, 
1662, recommended the matter to the care of James Butler, 
iſt Duke of Ormond, Lord-Lieutenant, authoriſing and re- 
quiring him forthwith to cauſe ſuch ſums of money, not ex- 
ceeding 10,000 ]. h to be paid to John Holles, Earl of 
Clare, Richard Boyle, Earl of Cork, Roger Boyle, Earl of 
Orrery, Oliver O Donnel, Earl of Tyrconnel, and Robert 
Boyle, Eſq; in truſt for his Lordſhip, his executors, admini- 
ſtrators, and aſſigns, and to be diſpoſed of by them for and 
towards the diſcharge of his ſiſters portions, and other debts 
and engagements, and for defraying. other his neceſſary 
occaſions, | 3 i 

His Majeſty, alſo taking notice of his fidelity and readineſs to 
do him ſervice, and being willing to give teſtimony of his fa- 
your to him; and conſidering that whoſoever walketh moſt wa- 
rily, may nevertheleſs unwillingly become a tranſgreſſor of the 
laws, and ſtand in need of his royal pardon ; authorifed James 
Butler, Duke of Ormond, the Lord-Lieutenant, on April 14. 
1663, to paſs letters- patent to him for pardon of all treaſons, 


and other crimes and offences whatſoever, committed by him 


againſt the crown during the late troubles ; of which he had 
accordingly a grant, on July 22 following. 

This Wentworth, 17th Fart of Kildare, departing this life 
in the prime of his years, in great reputation, on March 5, 
1663-4, was the next day buried in Chriſt-Church; and his 
death ſo "mJ regretted, that many verſes were compoſed on 
the occaſion, amongſt which were the following, which expres 
lis great worth and noble qualities: | 


The growing hopes, ripe glory of the pcers, 
Untimely youth, and wit beyond his years, 
Nobility and honour, both lie here, -

His Lordſhip married the Lady Elizabeth Holles, 2d daugh- 
ter of John Holles, Earl of Clare, and of Flizabeth his wife, 
eldeſt daughter and coheir to the celebrated and valiant Horatio, 
Lord Vere of Tilbury, with whom he had a fortune of 6,0001. 
and by her, who during her widowhood reſided at Kilkea, and 
dying on June 30, 1666, was buried near him (according w 
her requeſt in her will) had iſſue an only fon, John Lord Offa- 
ley, who, ſucceeding him, was the 18th Earl of Kildare, and 
three daughters, viz. | 

1. Lady Mary, who died in her infancy: 2. Lady Anne, 
who was married, firſt, to Hugh Boſcawen i, of Tregothnan in the 
county of Cornwal, Eſq; (anceſtor by her to the Viſcount Fal- 
mouth) and, ſecondly, to Francis Robartes, Eſq; and by him 
was mother of John, 4th Earl of Radnor, and dying on May 
4, 1715, was buried in Weſtminſter- Abbey, on the 15th: 
and, 3. Lady Eleanor, baptized on January 21, 1663, and 
buried in Chriſt-Church, on March 21, 1665. 
I be ſaid only ſon John, 24th Lord Offaley by creation, and 
25th by tenure, and 18th Earl of Kildare, was born in 1661 ; 
and, being an infant at his father's death, was left under the 
guardianſhip of his mother; after whoſe deceaſe he was com- 
mitted to the care of Elizabeth, Counteſs-dowager of Clare, his 
grandmother. Whilſt his Lordſhip continued under age, he 
was conſidered by King Charles II. as a perſon deſerving his 
favour, by the ſervices and ſufferings of his family: wherefore 
his Mazel 
his clauſe in the acts of ſettlement; and, on May 21, 1672, 
made him a grant of a weekly market, on Monday, at Rathan-

When he came of age; he attended his Royal Highneſs the 
Duke of York (afterwatds King James II.) with his royal 
conſort, and the Lady Anne (afterwards Queen) His daughter, 
to the univerſity of Oxford ; and; it Being the Duke's pleaſure 
that ſome of his retinue ſhould be created Doctors of the Civil 
Law, there was a convocation celebrated in the morning, on 
May 22, 1682 *, when his Lordſhip was the firſt compli- 
mented with that degree. After King James went to Ireland, 
in 1689, his Lordſhip's eltate, to the value of 6,800 l. per 
annum, was ſequeſtered by the Iriſh parliament; as he was an 
abſentee. IE 7 

He married to his firſt wife Mary, eldeſt daughter to Henry 
O Brien, Lord Ibrickan (fon and heir apparent to Henry, 7th 
Earl of Thomond) by the Lady Catharine Stuart, his wife, 
ſiſter and ſole heir to Charles Duke of Richmond and Lennox; 
and by her had a ſon, James, who died young. To his ſecond 
wife (in conſequence of articles of marriage, dated the roth 
and 11th of June, 1684) he wedded the Lady Elizabeth Jones, 
eldeſt daughter and coheir to Richard Earl of Ranelagh (who 
for many years was Paymaſter of the army in Ireland, and 
afterwards in England, and of the privy council; and dying on 
January 5, 1711-12, aged 71 years, was buried in Weſtminſter 
abbey) but by her, who died on April 10, 1757, aged 93, 
and with whom he received a fortune of 10,000 I. his Lordſhip 
had no ifſue ; and departing this life, at his ſeat of Caverſham, 
in the county of Oxford, on November 9, 1707, was buried, 
on December 4, in the Duke of Richmond's vault in King 
Henry VIPs chapel, in Weſtminſter-abbey, | 

To this John, 18th Earl of Kildare, ſucceeded his firſt cou- 
fin, Robert, 1qth Earl of Kildare, ſon of his uncle, Robert 
Fitz-Gerald, Eſq; younger brother to Wentworth, the 17th 
' Earl of Kildare. 

Which Robert Fitz-Gerald, Eſq; was baptiſed in the pariſh 
of St, Werburgh, on Auguſt 17, 1637; and, about the time of 
the reſtoration of King Charles II. being of great activity and 
ſpirit, was an eminent inſtrument, among others, of wreſtin 
the government of Ireland from the hands of the uſurpers, an 
putting it into that happy condition, as it remained many years 
in perfect peace and proſperity; not only maintaining itſelf, 
which it never did before that ſignal event, but alſo to eaſe the 


Exchequer in England of great payments, to which it was liable 


before, for the fupport of that kingdom. King Charles II. 
was ſo ſenſible of the ſhare he had in his reſtoration, that on 
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February 1 following, he made him a grant of the lands of 
Tymoge, &c. in the Queen's county (which had been de- 
miſed to Gerald, natural ſon of Gerald, the 11th Earl of 
- Kildare, for 101 years, and forfeited by the rebellion of 
Gerald Fitz-Gerald, Eſq; in 1641) during the remainder of 
the term then unexpired, in conſideration (as the King ex- 
preſſes) of the many faithful and eminent ſervices done unto 
him, in the late tranſaction of his happy and memorable reſto- 
ration, by Robert Fitz-Gerald, Eſq; and his due encourage- 
ment for the future to perſevere therein. Moreover, on April 
15, 1661 (purſuant. to his Majeſty's directions from Whitehall 
ot March 19 preceding) he was conſtituted Comptroller of the 
muſters and checks of the army in Ireland, with the fee of 20s 


a day; which having been omitted to be effectually inſerted 


in the eſtabliſhment of the kingdom, the King, on November 
6, 1667, directed it to be done, and the arrears to be duly paid 
and ſatisfied. He was alſo (with his brother Wentworth, 17th 
Earl of Kildare) ſworn of his Majeſty's privy council, and 
made Captain of a troop of horſe, when the greateſt men in 
the kingdom had no better command, the army not being then 
regimented, as afterwards.” He was joined, in 1674, with bis 
nephew John, 18th Earl of Kildare, in the government of the 
county of Kildare, as before recited; and, in 1680, he was 
made Cuſtos Rotulorum of that county. He lived in great ho- 
nour and eſteem at Grangemellan, of which place, on —— 
13, 1674, he took a leaſe from his brother-in-law Sir Walter 
Burrows, for 999 years. 

On Auguſt 6, 1677, he had the degree of Doctor of Laws 
at Oxford, on the recommendation of James Butler Duke of 
Ormond, Chancellor of the Univerſity. When King James II. 
came to- the crown, he was ſtripped of all his offices and em- 
ployments, and his troop (purchaſed by himſelf) for which he 
had refuſed 2,000T. ſome time before, diſpoſed of to another. 
Having been bred from his infancy in England, he had a per- 
fect abhorrence of popery; and although King James, Richard 
Talbot Duke of Tyrconnel, and divers others, had ſeveral times 
offered him many advantages of grandeur and power; yet ſuch 
was his ſteady adherence to the Proteſtant religion, that they 
were often heard to ſay, He would force them to ruin him, which 
they were ſorry for. 3 

The Duke of Tyrconnel not only diſarmed the Proteſtants, 
and took their horſes from them, but made an attempt on the 
lives of the moſt eminent perſons in Dublin, taking, one morn- 
ing, from their houſes, this Mr. Fiz-Gerald, with ſeveral 
others, who were carried through the ſtreets, in a moſt inſo- 
lent manner, to the Lord Chief Juſtice Nugent's, who ordered 


them to Newgate, where they were cqpiued in the moſt pee 


ut 
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and naſty room in that wretched priſon ; and although it was 
repreſented their lives would thereby be endangered, they were 
anſwered, It was good enough for them, Accordingly Mr, 
Fitz-Gerald remained there 21 weeks, until, by frequent ap- 

ications and importunities, an order of, Council was obtained 
to diſcharge him on bail; when, giving conſiderable bonds for 
his ſecurity, he was permitted to live with ſome eaſe in his own 
houſe for about five monhts. Yet, leſt he might hold correſpond- 
ence with the citizens, who were ſtill ſuſpected to have great 
ſtore of concealed arms, a regiment of foot was quartered in 


three houſes within piſtol-ſhot of his; and although he was de- 


prived of his eſtate and employments, to the value of 3,300 I. 
a year, yet he wanted nothing of neceſſary proviſions for his 
ſubliſtence, fent from perſons then and after unknown to him. 
When the confirmation of King William's landing at Carrick- 
Fergus in Ireland, on June 14, 1690, was received at Dublin, 


leave was promiſed him to ſtay at his own houſe under a guard; 


but he was, in King James's abſence, hurried out of it by an 
inſolent militia officer, aſſiſted with ſeven citizens, without al- 
lowing him one moment to put his affairs in order, and carried 


to the caſtle, where he met with Dr. King and Dr. Foy (two 


eminent divines, and aftetwards Biſhops) in the guard-room, 
brought thither ſome hours before on the ſame account: and 
after ſome deliberation, he was ordered to be confined in the 
College, in which, at that time, were above fifty priſoners of 
all degrees. 

When the news of King James's defeat at the Boyne, on 
July x, 1690, had reached Vublin, the city was in the utmoſt 
confuſion, occaſioned by rumours of being to be burned, and 
the caſtle blown up, og in it all the Proteſtant inhabitants : on 
which alarm, this Mr. Fitz-Gerald beſtirred himſelf, and it 
may. juſtly be faid, that by his conduct and courage he pre- 
vented ſo terrible a diſaſter; having defired Sir Robert Gore, 
with two or three ſervants, to go-to the caſtle, and carry a let- 
ter to Mr. Spike, who kept the keys of it for King James; 
and required him to deliver them to Sir Robert, with which he 
complied. After this, accompanied by the Biſhop of Limetick, 
Dean Burke, and eight or nine gentlemen more, he marched 
out of the College towards the city, and at the end of the Lord 
Charlemount's houſe was commanded by a centinel to ſtand ; but 


he, puſhing forward, demanded by whoſe order he ſtood there? 


Whereunto the centinel anſwered, y his Officer's; that the guard 
was at hand, and that he would fire upon them if they advanced 
nearer: upon which, Mr. Fitz- Gerald ſeizing his ſword,and march- 
ing forward, he no ſooner was perceived with the ſword in his 
hand, but the windows and doors flew open, men, women, and 
children, crying aloud, Here's Captain Fitz-Gerald, we are now 

D d 2 ſafe; 
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« ſafe; every one then believing him to be fo, and the tow!) 
free from danger. On coming to the Cuſtom-houſe, he with 
great care and diligence ſecured the papers of the revenue; 
and leaving men to guard that place, he procceded into the city, 
After calling at the Caſtle, where he was ſatisfied all was well, 


he found ſeveral crouds of people gathered about the middle 


of Caſtle-ſtreet, contriving how to plunder the houſes of the 
papiſts, with whom he fo argued on the ſituation of affairs, as 
to prevail with them to have better thoughts, and to aſſure him 
they would act nothing that night but by his directions. When 
he had advanced as far as the Tholſel (or Exchange) he met Sir 
Thomas Newcomen, and other principal citizens, who had been 
ſome time in the ſtreets to prevent diſorders; and who : ſſured 
him, that Colonel Lutterel, the Governor, and his Deputy, had 


both fled about ſeven o'ciock ; one of the company averring he 


heard him ſay, that Captain Fitz-Gerald would ſoon have his 
place; which in a few hours proved true. Many of the townſ- 
men joining, with ſuch arms as they could get, a rabble of at 
leaſt 50 men were gathered near Skinner's-Row, and in the 
midſt of them a gentleman, with all the keys of the city in his 


hands; Mr. Fitz-Gerald demanded, by what authority he kept 


thoſe keys? To which he replied, his authority was better 
than his. Whereupon, cloſing with him, he took the keys 
from him; and the gentleman, being aſked why he would diſ- 
pute it with Captain Fitz-Gerald, begged his pardon, and told 
him, that not only he, but all his party, were feeking him, to 
preſent him with the keys. This done, the ſeveral parties of 
proteſtants joining, to the number of near 100, he ordered 60 
of them, with corporals of his own making, to the ſeveral 
gates of the city, and ten to the mint-office ; after which he 
went to the main-guard, where finding a militia-officer on du- 
ty, and about 30 men with their arms loaden and matches 
lighted, it was a long time before he would admit of a parley, 
threatning every moment that his 'men ſhould fire ; but, at 
length, Mr. Fitz-Gerald, diſcourſing him at ſome diſtance, de- 
clared to him the danger he incurred, of putting the whole 
town in blood, when the King was fo near, and that he could 
have no hopes of mercy, but by giving up his guard to him. 
Whereupon he delivered up his pike to him, and his men laid 
down their atms, which he immediately put into proteſtant 
hands. He then went to the Caſtle, where he found an eaſy 


zdmittance, having fent thither ſeveral proteſtants before, un- 


der the command of Sir Robert Gore, to guard the place; and 
having placed his-guards, and ordered the rounds, he went to 
a friend's houſe in the city, accompanied with the Biſhop of 
Limerick, Dean Burke, and ſeveral gentlemen, who had for- 
merly been in his own troop ; who ſent letters to to * 
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jeſty, then near Drogheda, with an account of their proceed 
ings. 

The firſt of their letters was ſcarce ſigned when Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald was informed, that at leaſt 1,000 | x were in arms, 
who had returned from the camp; and at the ſame time he had 
2 letter from Alderman Blackhall, informing him, the town 
was a firing in his quarters; whereupon he drew out the guard 
(mo haſtily ſigned the letter to the King, and ſent it by 

unſellor Dixon) and, with about thirty men, went to the 
place where the danger ſeemed greateſt ; on which thoſe men, 


hearing the whole city was in arms with him, took to their 


heels on his firſt appearance, and fled out of the town ; but 
happening to find the man that was putting fire to the thatched 
houſes in Kaven- ſtreet, he ſeized him before much damage en- 


ſued, who being a French ſoldier, and obeying the orders of 


his Major, he was releaſed after two days confinement, About 
break of day ſome hundreds of the rabble; in ſeveral places of 
the town, being got together, declared, they were reſolved to 
take the proteſtants goods out of the papiſts houſes, and then 
burn the houſes ; adding, they had been ruined and impriſoned 
by the Iriſh rogues, and now would revenge themſelves, and 
plunder all the papiſts. To prevent this, he reaſoned with 
them ſtrongly ; and aſked them, If they knew him; and if 
they had forgot what he had done for them laſt night, in diſ- 


arming the guard, and preſerving them, when they had no 


arms to defend themſelves ? This pacified ſome of them; but, 


whilſt he was ſpeaking, others broke open the houſe of Colonel 


Patrick Sarsfield (commonly ſtiled Earl of Lucan) and there he 


was obliged to exerciſe his authority with cane and ſword ; and 


from four o'clock to ſeven in the morning was in unheard of 
danger, every one of this rabble believing he robbed him of his 


due, in denying him leave to break into papiſts houſes, to ſearch -, 
for proteſtants goods; and yet, by God's great goodneſs, there 


was not a life loſt in the town. 


About ſeven in the morning he directed ſeveral letters, and 


ſent meſſages to all the old privy counſeliors, to the few pro- 
teſtants of the late council, and to moſt of the eminent clergy- 
men in town, who afſembled on this occaſion; and after he 
had made them a ſhort ſpeech, they returned him thanks, and 
choſe a committee of five to manage affairs till the King's 
pleaſure was known; which number being increaſed to nine, 
by the coming in of ſome eminent perſons, they conſulted of 
what was fit to be done for the keeping of order and peace in 
the city; but whilſt they were thus employed, there was a freſh 
alarm, that the French were returning, and within a mile of 
the town. Upon which he drew out a conſiderable body of 
men, diſpatched three horſemen to ſcout four miles about the 
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country, and ſent a letter to the chief officer of the vanguard 
of the King's army, as follows: 


8 IR 
This town is now at his Majeſty's ſervice, only the rabble 
is very numerous, and we are afraid will be diſorderly ; and 


are within fix miles, will return and rifle the town ; we there- 
fore intreat you to come, or ſend ſome party of the forces 
under your command, to relieve and aſſiſt us with all expedi- 
tion, and ſecure his Majeſty's lubjects from any further in- 


conveniencies. 8

This letter came to the King, ſooner than that which was 
ſent by Dixon, though diſpatched eight hours before it. His 


Majeſty received the news of the city's being in his hands, with 


great ſatisfaction, and ſaid, I fee I have ſome good friends at 
+ Dublin, and am much obliged to Mr. Fitz-Gerald ; pray tell 
© him (being on horſeback) I can't now write to him, but will 
© take care to ſend him ſome horſe as ſoon as I can, and deſire 
c he will go on with taking care of the place as he has done.” 
A — The committee of nine, with great compliments and 
civility, let him know, that it was fit he ſhould be governor of 
the city and caſtle, and delivered him the following paper, in 
the nature of a commiſſion : . 
Whereas the city and caſtle of Dublin have been deſerted 
<. by the late governors, appointed by King James; and it is 
« neceſlary that ſome care be taken to ſupply that office; we 
© therefore deſire, that the honourable Robert Fitz-Gerald 
„would take upon him and execute the office of Governor of 
the ſaid city and caſtle, till his Majeſty's pleaſure be known.” 
July 4, about ten o'clock, Sir Robert Southwell arrived with 
great expreſſions of kindneſs from the King, aſſuring them, that 
before dinner there would be two regiments of horſe with them; 
and, calling Mr. Fitz-Gerald aſide, ſaid many kind things to 
him from the King, concluding his diſcourſe with theſe words: 
His Majeſty bids. me aſſure you he is your true friend by this 
token; taking out of his pocket a ſmall medal of filver, 
which Mr, Fitz-Gerald had formerly ſent to the King, that he 
might rely upor} any intelligence, which came by that token 
to him. About an hour after Sir Robert Southwell's arrival, 
there came a body of horſe, under the command of Henry 
; | Auvers 


it is feated that ſome parties of King James's forces, who 
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Auverquerque (father of Henry Auverquerque, created Earl of 
Grantham, on December 24, 1698) and Major General Scra- 
yanmore, with James Butler Duke of Ormond, as a volunteer ; 
and the day after the King's blue Dutch guards marched into 


the town; to whom Mr. Fitz-Gerald delivered up the caſtle, - 


not having ſlept three hours in three nights, being much fa- 
tigued and in danger all that time. When his Majeſty came 
from the camp to church on the Sunday following (July 6) he 
preſented -him the keys of the city and caſtle, which he was 
graciouſly pleaſed to return, with this expreflion, Sir, they 
care in very good hands, and you deſerve them well, and may 
| © keep them.“ However, about a week after, Colonel Floyd, 
whoſe regiment was the firſt Engliſh foot that came into Dub- 
lin, took upon him the command of the caſtle. _ 

On July 9, 1690, King William, being incamped at Crom- 
lin, gave commiſſions to the Biſhop of Meath, the Lord Long- 
ford, Mr. Fitz- Gerald, and four others, to ſave all forfeited 
200ds, and to ſee that the corn upon the eſtates of all the abſen- 
tees were _ kept, or diſpoſed of for his Majeſty's uſe ; and 
a privy council being eſtabliſhed, he was appointed a member 
thereof, on December 1, the ſame year, and the next day 
ſigned the firſt proclamation, publiſhed by the Lords Juſtices 
and Council, Forbidding all their Majeſties ſubjects of Ireland to 
© uſe any trade with France, or to hold any correſpondence or 
communication with the French King, or his ſubjects.“ He 
died on January 31, 1699, having married, on Auguſt 4, 1663, 
Mary, only daughter and heir to Colonel James Clotworthy, 
of Monnimore in the county of Londonderry (who died in 
February, 1658-9) ſecond brother to John Viſcount Maſſareene 
(from whoſe daughter, Mary, Clotworthy Skeffington, the pre-

Robert, beforementjoned, 3d but eldeſt ſurviving ſon, be- 
came heir to John the laſt Earl, and was the 19th Ear] of Kil- 
dare. On May g, 1709, his Lordſhip took his ſeat in the 
houſe of Peers in Ireland ; and the next day was appointed, 
with others, to draw up an addreſs of condolence to the Queen, 
on the death of her royal conſort, Prince George of Denmark, 
alſo to congratulate her Majeſty on the ſucceſs of her arms, In 
that, and in ſeveral ſucceeding ſeſſiuns, he was of the ſanding 
committees of the houſe of Lords, 

In May, 1710, he was ſworn of the privy council ta Queen 
Anne, and on November 28 following, with William King, 
Archbiſhop of Dublin, and Thomas Keightly, Eſa; had the 
cuſtody of the great ſeal, on the death of Richard Freeman, 
Eq; Lord Chancellor (who died on the 20th) until the arrival 
of his ſucceſſor Sir Conſtantine Phipps. On September q, 
1714, he was ſworn one of the Lords Juſtices of the kingdom; 
allo, on 1 9 following, one of the privy council to King 
George 

In "the firſt parliament after the Queen's death, which met 
on Noyember 12, 1715, his Lordſhip, the ſame day, preſented 
a bill, intitled, An act for recognizing his Majeſty's title to 
the throne of Great Britain, France, and Ireland ; and on the 
14th was appointed one of the committee to prepare an addreſs 
of congratulation to his Majeſty, on his acceſſion to the throne 
which the day following he reported to the houſe, and alſo, 

that the committee of the whole houſe had gone through the 
bill of recognition of his Majeſty's title to the crown ; where- 
upon it was engroſſed, and pale into a law, on November 21. 

At the acceſſion of George II. he was again ſworn of the 
privy council; and by charter, dated at Dublin, October 22, 
1733, was conſtituted one of the incorporated ſociety for pro- 
moting Engliſh proteſtant ſchools in Ireland. His Lordſhip 
was ſo much a friend to thoſe ſeminaries, that, on February 6 
following (when the charter came before the ſociety) he ſub- 
ſcribed 500 l. to the uſe of the ſchool at Caſtledermot, in the 
county of Kildare, which was opened in May, 1734, and owes 
its riſe to his Lordſhip' s bounty; conſiſting of ten boys and as 
ſony 2 gitis, cloathed, dieted and lodged; ; the bovs employed i in 

all nece eſſary parts of huſban wry, and the güls in thoſe of honſe- 
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wifry. On October 24, 1739 (purſuant to his Majeſty's let- 
ter of the 31ſt of Auguſt) his Lordſhip was appointed a mem- 
ber of the company for carrying on the cambrick manufacture 
in Dundalk, or elſewhere, in Ireland; which was then incor- 
porated, to have perpetual ſuccefſion, with power to raiſe a 
joint ſtock of 30,0001. by ſubſcriptions, in order to manage 
and carry on the ſaid manufacture of cambrick, and for makin 
black ſoap and bleaching linnen ; and to receive the benefit — 
advantage of the ſame, to the uſe of them and their ſucceſſors, 
according to ſuch ſhares and proportions, as any of them ſhould 
have therein.

i He departed this life at his ſeat of Cartown, on February

— Bertrand De la Bou- > 
verie; who in 1396 fold the eſtate of Herelle, near Montdidier, I 
to Lewis II. Duke of Bourbon, for 400 crowns of gold, to the 
Crown, is recorded, in the genealogy of the houſe of Melun*, 
to have married Iſabella de Melun, Lady of Viane near Gram- 
mont in Flanders, , daughter. of Hugues; Lord Antoing and 
Eſpinoy, and of Margaret de Piquigny (widow-of Robert de Na- 
mur, wa of Beaufort on the Meuze, ſon of John of Flanders, 
Count de Namur) and his fon Bertrand, in right of his mother;

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The firſt of this name, who appears to be ſettled in England, 
was Laurence Des Bouveries i, a younger ſon of Le Sieur Des 
Bouveries, of the Chatteau de Bouverie, near Liſle in Flanders, 
where the eldeſt branch of this family did not long fince poſleſs a 
conſiderable eſtate *, The ſaid Laurence, having frequently 
abſented himſelf from maſs, was told by his father, he ſuſpected 
he had converſed too much with his heretic tenants ; and that, 
if he did not appear there the next Sunday, he would have him 
examined by the Inquiſition, Laurence, thoroughly terrified 
with the conſequence of ſuch a procedure, fled immediately to 
Frankfort on the Mein; and ſeating himſelf at the gate of a 
perſon who kept a conſiderable filk manufacture, was aſked by 
him, what occaſion brought him thither ? Having -made an 
ample and ſatisfactory relation, the good old man told him, he 
likewiſe had been drove thither on account of his religion ; that 
he obſerved, by the whiteneſs of his hands, he had not been uſed 
to hardſhips: therefore, if he would live with him, he ſhould 
only keep his accounts, and ſuperviſe his workmen. In that 
ſtation he behaved fo diſcreetly, and agreeably to his patron, 
that he married him to his niece, and at his deceaſe bequeathed 
unto him his whole fortune, Soon after, he and his wife Bar- 
bara came into England; and we find him charged, in 1568, 
to the poors-rate of the Walloon church, in Canterbury, 

By his ſaid wife Barbara, he had iſſue, ſive ſons and three 
daughters !, viz. Edward, of whom, and his poſterity, we ſhall 
treat afterwards : John, who married —— daughter of —, 
and had a daughter, named Suſanna, wedded to Simon Ou- 
dart: Jacob, who married Catharine, daughter of Le- 
thieuller: Valentine, who died unmarried : Samuel, who alſo 
died unmarried : Lea, the wife of Peter de la Forterye, of Lon- 
don: Elizabeth, married to Elias Mauroijs, in 1594: and 
Jane, to Thomas de la Tombe, of London, in 1604, He 
married, ſecondly, Catharine, daughter of — , Pipelart ; 
but by her had no iſſue. 

Edward Des Bouveries, the eldeſt ſon, was born at Canter- 
bury, and died in 1625 ; having married, at Cologne®, Mary, 
daughter of Jaſper de Fourneſtraux, by Mary Tiberkin *, whoſe 
father was burnt in Germany for the — ant religion, being 
drawn to the place of execution by his own coach- horſes. Thus 
this branch of the family is honorably diſtinguiſhed by being 
maternaily deſcended from .a martyr, and paternally from a 
confeſior, and eminent Sufferer for the reformed religion; and 
the future fortunes of the family illuſtriouſly verify the divine 
declaration, that thoſe who honor Him he will honor.

He was knighted by King 
James II. and died at his feat at Cheſhunt, in Hertfordſhire, 
in 1694, in the 73d year of his age. He married Anne 9, 
daughter of Jacob Forterye, of London, merchant, third ſon of 
John de la Forterye, of Flanders.

THE antiquity and luſtre of the noble family of Spencer 
appear evidently in the pedigree of his Grace the Duke 
of Marlborough, Vol. I. of this work, where, page 421, it is 
recited, that Charles Spencer, third Earl of Sunderland, by his 
ſecond Lady, Anne, daughter and coheir of John Churchill, 
Duke of Marlborough, was, by her Ladyſhip, father of four 
ſons, viz. 1. Robert, Lord Spencer, who died an infant, 2. Ro- 
bert, third Earl of Sunderland, who departed this life, unmar- 
ried ; 3. Charles, fourth Earl of Sunderland, and ſecond Duke 
of Marlborough; and, 4. the honourable John Spencer, of 
whom, and his deſcendants, we are here principally to treat, 

The faid honourable John Spencer was born on May 13, 
1708; and after an education at home, ſuitable to his noble 

birth, acr-hmpliſhed himſelf further, by viſiting foreign coun- 
tries. I. January, 1737-2, he was elected member of parlia- 
ment for the borough of Woodſtock in the county of Oxford, 
in the room of William Godolphin, Marquis of Blandford , 
and was returned by the ſame corporation to the next-parlia- 
ment, which was ſummoned to meet on June 13, 1734, but 
did not ſit for the diſpatch of buſineſs till January 14, 1734-5- 
He was alſo at the ſame time choſen one of the Knights of the 
ſhire for the county of Bedford, but took his ſeat for Wood- 
ſtock, for which he was again returned at the general election 
n 1741; as he was alſo in December 1744; having vacated 
his ſeat by accepting the offices of Ranger and Keeper of his 
Majeſty's Great-Park at Windſor, which fell to him upon the 
death of his grandmother, Sarah Dutcheſs of Marlborough, and 
was the only place he was allowed to accept by her Grace's 
will. He likewiſe, at the deceaſe of her Grace, ſucceeded to a 
very great eſtate, as is fully ſet forth in her faid will; but de- 
parted this life, at his ſeat at Wimbleton in Surry, on June 20, 
1746, when his death was juſtly eſteemed a national loſs, for 
his private munificence, and his ſteady adherence to the intereſt - 
of his country, having conſtantly concurred in the ſenate with 
thoſe who endeavoured to promote its liberty and welfare. 

On February 14, 1733-4, he wedded Lady Georgina- Caro- 
lina, third daughter of john Carteret, late Earl Granville : and 
by her Ladyſhip (who, on May 1, 1750, remarried with Wil- 
liam late Earl Cowper) he had a ſon John, now Viſcount Spen- 
cer, and a daughter, Diana, who was born in May 1735, and 
died about fix years old. 1 | 

His only ſon, John, now viſcount Spencer, was born on De- 
cember 18, 1734, and, having been educated under the beſt

maſters at home, travelled into foreign countries for his further 
improvement. His Lordſhip, as ſoon as he came of age, gave 
a ſignal ſpecimen of filial piety, and uncommon regard to pro- 
bity, by paying upwards of 100,000 I. which he was no ways 
bound to by law ; an example equally worthy of imitation, as 
deſerving of applauſe. |

HE barony, of Wentworth (on which the viſcounty 

ariſes) had its origin by writ of ſummons to paryament, 
in 1529, 21 Henry VIII. in the perſon of Thomas Wentworth, 
Tincally deſcended from William Wentworth, of Wentworth- 
Woodhouſe, in com, Ebor. who by Iſabel his wife, daughter 
and coheir of William Pollington, Eſq; fon and heir of ——— 
Pollington, of Pollington, in com. Ebor. Kant. left iſſue two 
ſons ; William Wentworth, of Wentworth-W oodhouſe, direct 
anceſtor to the preſent Earl of Strafford ; John Wentworth, who 
was ſeated at Elmſall, in com. Ebor. by gift of his uncle John, 
and Joan his wife, daughterof Richard de Teys, of Burgh-Wal- 
leys in Yorkſhire, was father of John Wentworth, of Elmſall ; 
x; by Alice, daughter and heir of Roger Biſſet, of Preſton- 
Biſſet, Bucks, had iſſue another John Wentworth, Eſq; whoſe 
wife was Agnes, ſiſter and co-heir of William Dransfield, of 
Weſt- Bretton, in com. Ebor. and their ſon and heir, John 
Wentworth, of Elmſall, having married Elizabeth, daughter 


and heir of Richard Beaumont, of Whitley hall, Eſq; in com, 


Ebor. left iſſue three“ ſons; 1. John, anceſtor to thoſe of Elm-

and afterwards marrying Margery, daughter and heir of Sir Philip 
le Deſpencer, of Nettleſted, in com. Suff, * by Elizabeth his 
wiſe, relict of William Scrope (who was beheaded at Briſtol, 
A. D. 1399, for his loyalty to King Richard H. and died with- 
out iſſue) Earl of Wiltſhire, and daughter and coheir of Sir Ro- 
bert T iptoft, of Nettleſted aforeſaid, and Langar caftte in Not- 
tinghamfhire, Ent, he became poſſeſſed of ſeveral lordſhips in 
Suffolk, Etftex, and other counties. The ſaid Sir Philip Le De- 
ſpencer was grandſon and heir of Philip, a younger ſon of Hegh 
Le Deſpencer, fon of Hugh, Earl of Mancheſter, and commonly 
tiled © Earl of Glouceſter; and Sir Roger Tiptoſt was a younger

(March 22, 1421) 9 Hen. V. without having any iflue by her. 


She had in dowry the caſtle of Helmfley, with the lordſhip 
thereto belonging e; as alſo the manors of Hauzh and Lynton 
in the county of Vork; the manors of Chitham and Wulryng- 
ton in Kent; the manor of Braundeſton, and the third part of 
the manor of Stoke-Albany, in Northamptonſhire ; the manor 
"of Prefton- Biſſet, in com.

IV. having al ſurvived her ſecond 
huſband, by whom ſhe had iſſue two ſons ; Sir Philip Went- 
worth of Nettleſted, Knt. and Henry Wentworth of Codham, 
in Eſſex, Eſq; anceſtor to Sir John Wentworth, of Gosfield, in 


the ſame county, Knt. who was created a Baronet on June 22, 


1621, at the firſt inſtitution of that order; and dying in 1631, 
left iſſue two daughters, his coheirs ; Anne, wedded to William 
Lord Grey, of Werke; and Catharine, to Thomas Went- 
worth, Earl of Cleveland, after-mentioned, lineally deſcended 
from the ſaid Sir Philip Wentworth of Nettleſted, eldeſt ſon of 
Roger, before-mentioned.

Sir Philip Wentworth, eldeſt ſon of Sir Roger Wentworth, 
aforeſaid, in 35 Henry VI. was a Knit cht; and in that year 
was i commiſſioned with others to treat with the Scots about a 
truce; which was brought to a concluſion, and to laſt from 
July 6, 1457, to July 6, 1459. In 1450, 38 Henry VI. when

This Sir Philip married Mary, daugh- 
ter to John Lord Clifford, of Weſtmorland, by whom he had 
iſſue Sir Henry Wentworth, of Nettleſted, his ſon and heir; 
and a daughter, wife to St. Roſe, Conſtable of Flamborough in 
Yorkſhire, Ent. 

The faid Sir Henry Wentworth, in 14 Edw. IV. was in that 
expedition into France; on which account he ! received 811, 18s, 
for himſelf, four men, and twenty-four archers, On Janu- 

17, 1477, 17 Edw. IV. he was made one of the Knights 
of the Bath, with others of diſtinction, at the marriage of Rich- 
ard Plantagenet, Duke of York, the King's ſecond ſon, with 
Anne, the only child and heir of John Mowbray, Duke of 
Norfolk, and then but five years of age. In 4 Henry VII. he 
was commiſſioned to ® examine what number of archers, armed 
and arrayed, could be provided at the King's expence in the 
county of Suffolk, and to certify the number thereof ; the King 
being about to ſend an army for the relief of Anne Dutcheſs of 
Brittany. Alſo in 7 Henry VII. he was ® commiſſioned, with 
Thomas Howard, Earl of Surry and others, to confer with the 
King's ſubjects in the county of York, about raiſing a ſupply for 
the maintenance of the fleet and army he was ſending againſt 
the French, This Sir Henry Wentworth married Anne, daugh- 


ter to Sir John Say, Knt. and by her had iſſue, Sir Richard 


Wentworth, his heir; and three daughters, I. Dorothy, mar- 
ried to Sir Robert Broughton, Knt. 2. Margery, to Sir John 
Seymour, of Wolt-hall, in Wiltſhire, Ent. father by her of 
Edward Duke of Somerſet, &c. Jane, ſecond wife to King 
Henry VIII. beſides other children“; and, 3. Elizabeth, wedded 
to Sir Roger Darcy, of Danbury in Eſſex, Ent. and ſecondly to 
Sir Thomas Wyndham, of Felbrigge in Norfolk, Knt. ? 
Which Sir Richard Wentworth was made one of the Knights 
of the Bath at the coronation of Henry VIII. June 24, 1509, 
and was * Sheriff of the counties of Norfolk and Suffolk in the 
firſt and eighth years of that reign. And in 1520, 2 Hen. VIII. 
he * attended on the King and Queen Catharine to Canterbury, 
to viſit the Emperor Charles V. and from thence to the interview 
with Francis I. the French King, near Ardres. He married 
Anne, daughter of Sir James Tirrell, of Gipping in Suffolk, 
Kut. by whom he had iſiue, Thomas Wentworth, his fon and 
heir; and three daughters, 1. Dorothy, married to Sir Lionel

The {aid Thomas Wentworth, being in that expedition made 


into France, in 1523, 15 Hen. VIII, and having valiantly be- 


haved himſelf at the taking of Bray and Montdidier *, received 


the honour of knighthood, with ſeveral other perſons of diſ- 
tin4ion, in the chief church of Roy, on Allhallows-day. Af- 
ter in conſideration of his great merits, he was ſummoned 
to parliaraent by writ, among the Peers af the realm, on De- 
cember 2, 1529, 21 Hen. VIII. and in 1530, the 0 follow- 
ing. vas among thoſe Lords who ſubſcribed that declaration ſent 
to Pope: Clement VII. repreſenting, that, if he did not confirm 


the divorce of King Henry VIII. from his Queen, the aforeſaid - 


Catharine, he would endanger his ſupremacy in England. In 
1532, 24 Henry VIII. he attended on the King to his interview 
with the French King at Boulogne, on October 20, and in 
37 Henry VIII. was ® commiſſioned to array all men able to bear 
arms in the county of Suffolk. 


In the reign of King Edward VI. he was Lord-Chamberlain - 


of the houſhold, and one of the Privy-council, and“ accompa- 
nied William Parr, Marquis of Northampton, in 1549, 3 Ed- 
ward VI, to ſuppreſs the Norfolk rebels, headed by Kett, the 
Tanner. The following year he obtaingd a grant from the King 
of the manors * of Stepney and Hackney ; which was confirmed 
in 1 Eliz, to his ſon, Thomas Lord Wentworth, by act of par- 
liament. And dying in his place of Lord-chamberlain, on 
March 3, 1550-1, 5 Edw. VI. was! buried on the ſeventh of 
the ſame month in Weſtminſter-abbey. He married Margaret, 
daughter of Sir Adrian Forteſcue, Knight of the Bath, by Anne 
his wife, heir to Sir William Stonore, of Stonore in Oxfordſhire, 
Ent. and having had iſſue eight ſons and nine daughters (whereof 
Mary was the wife of William Cavendiſh, of Trimley) was 


fucceeded in honour and eſtate by Thomas, his eldeſt fon. © 


and heir, | 


This Thomas, ſecond Lord Wentworth, in the life-time of 


his father, was in that expedition made into Scotland, in 1547, 
1 Edw. VI, When the Scottiſh army was defeated, on Septem- 
ber 10, at Mullelborough; in which battle, having worthily 
behaved, he, a few days after, viz. on the 28th of that month *, 
received the honour of Knighthood in the camp beſide Roxbo- 
rough, In 6 Edw. VI. he had ſummons to parliament among 


the Peers of the realm; and, being, about the ſame time made

reuſon of his youth and inexperience, as Heyward writes * in 
his hiſtory of Edward VI. 

Adhering to Queen Mary, he was, at her acceſſion, A, D. 
1553, fworn of the Privy-council, and again made Deputy of 
Calais, and fo continued till the ſurrender thereof to the Duke 
of Guiſe, in January 1557-8, in the fifth year of her reign ; for 
which he was (though a prifoner in France) indicted of high 
treaſon : but, Queen Mary's death happening ſoon after, he, on 
April 22, 1559, in the firſt year of Queen Elizabeth's reign, 
was b brought to his trial in Weſtminſter-hall; and, being 

heard, was acquitted by his Peers, it appearing that he had 
given repeated advices of the deſign againſt that Jus and had 
required ſuccours for the defence of it, but without ſucceſs, 
Afterwards, on January 16, 1571-2, 15 Eliz. he was one of 
the Lords who fat in judgment on the trial of Thomas Howard, 
fourth Duke of Norfolk; alſo in 1587, 29 Eliz. on the trial of 
Mary Queen of Scotland: and departed this life on January 14, 
1590-1, 33 Eliz. having had iſſue by Anne his wife (who died 


on September 2, 1571) daughter of Sir John Wentworth, of 


Gosfield in Eſſex, Knt. two ſons, William and Henry; and a 
daughter, Elizabeth, married to William, ſon and heir to Sir 
Francis Hynde, of Madingley in Cambridgeſhire, Knt. 

William, his eldeſt ſon, married Elizabeth, daughter to Wil- 
liam Cecil, Lord Burleigh : but, dying without iſſue in the liſe- 
time of his father, 


Henry, the youngeſt ſon, ſucceeded his father as third Lord 


Wentworth, as well as to the eſtate, which he enjoyed but a 
ſhort time, dying in 36 Eliz. leaving iſſue by Anne his wife, 
daughter to Sir Owen Hoptcn, at Yoxford in Suffolk, Knt. 
Lieutenant of the Tower in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and 
widow of Sir William Pope, Knt. Thomas, his heir, fourth 
Lord Wentworth; Henry; and Jane, wife of Sir John Finnet, 
of Weſtkele, in com. Lincoln, Knt. | 

Thomas, fourth Lord Wentworth, his fon and heir, was 
made Knight of the Bath, in 1614, at the creation of Henry 
Prince of Wales ; and behaved himſelf with ſuch extraordinary 
- prudence, that he © gained the efteem of that Prince's father, 
King James I. He was among thoſe Lords, who in the year 
1621, addreſſed his Majeſty concerning the“ advancement of 
Engliſh gentlemen to be Peers of Scotland or Ireland, in pre- 
Judice to the Peers of England and their children ; which, 
though diſtaſteful to the King, yet he ſo far complied with, 
that he after made no new creation. .

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His Lordſhip was likewiſe greatly favoured by King Charles I. 
who advanced him, on February 5, 1625-6, in the firſt year 
of his reign, -to the title of Earl of Cleveland, in com. Ebor. 
And, having ſerved in the wars in the Low-countries, he com- 
manded under- George Villiers, Duke of Buckingham, in his 
expedition into France, in 1627, and afterwards was made 
Captain of the Band of Penſioners, In that place, and every other 
employment, he manifeſted his exemplary loyalty throughout 
the whole courſe of the civil wars, valiantly behaving himſelf in 
ſeveral encounters with the rebels; particularly at the defeat of 
Sir William Waller, wen” er 29, 1644, at Cropredy bridge, a 
few miles north from Banbury in Oxfordſhire, where he 
routed his army, and took 3 priſoners: but on October 27 

the ſame year, at the ſecond battle of Newberry, having charged 
the left wing of the rebels horſe, and forced them back in great 
confuſion, and being immediately charged by another body, 
whom he alſo defeated, he * engaged himſelf fo far, that by the 
badneſs of his horſe, which fell under him, he was unfortunately 
taken priſoner, and ſo continued a conſiderable time; though it 
was 5 ordered by the parliament, on March 31 following, that 

he ſhould be exchanged for Colonel Jones: yet it appears he 
was a priſoner on July 9, 1646 ; when it was ordered“ that he 
ſhould have liberty, on bail, to go into the country for three 
weeks for his health: at the expiration of which he had his li- 
berty | allowed him a month longer; and on September. 3 was * 
releaſed, on engaging his honour to the Lieutenant of the 
Tower, to render himſelf again, if required by the parliament, 
Being afterwards remanded back into cuſtody, he had again bis 
liberty! allowed him for three months, by order of parliament, 
on September 6, 1648, on engagement of his honour to ſurren- 
der himſelf then, if required. This long impriſonment could 
not deter him from again dutifully eſpouſing the royal cauſe 
for he accompanied his Majeſty into Scotland in the year 1650, 
Soon after his arrival there, he, with ſeyeral other noble gentle- 
men, were ordered to depart the kingdem, for ® refufin to 
take the cauenant: but being to have money to ® tranſport him- 
felf, which they neglected to furniſh him with, he Raid with 
his Majeſty till the battle of Worceſter, September 3, 1654, 
when he behaved with great gallantry; and, having rallied 
{ome ſcattered forces, charged the rebel enemy as they were 
entering the city; which, though ineffeQual, was the means 
to facilitate his Majeſty's eſcape, who had otherwiſe been in

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danger of being taken in that city. Aſter that unfortunate en 


gagement, this courageous nobleman (though above ſixty years 
of age) made his eſcape from Worceiter ; and, having marched 
twenty-one days together upon a trot ing horſe, had the ill luck 
to be again ? taken priſoner at Woodcate in Shropſhire, from 
whence he was conveyed to the Tower of London, However, 
he lived to ſee the reſtoration of King Charles II. effected by 
the proweſs and ſagacity of General George Monk, and 1 ac- 
companied his Majeſty in his triumphant entry through Lon- 
don, at the head of three hundred noblemen and gentlemen :

| HE renowned and illuſtrious houſe of Courtenay is 
defcended from Athon *, who was fon to —, Caſ- 
tellan, or Governor of Chaſteau- Reynard, and was of the ſame 
lineage with the Dukes of Boulogne, one of whoſe anceſtors 
was Ricuinus, or Riſcuinus *, Count of Ardenne, and a Duke 
on the Moſelle, and the 14th in paternal deſcent from Phara- 
mond, founder of the French monarchy, A. D. 420, and com- 
mon patriarch of all the Kings of France. Of the ſaid family 
of Boulogne were the calebrated Godfrey, Baldwin I. &c. Kings 
of Jeruſalem aftermentioned ; and they, as well as their fore- 
fathers, had the ſame armorial bearings, as'thoſe uſed now by 
the Courtenays, vis. three Torteaux,  Gules, in u field, Or. 
The Dukes of Bouillon, in France, have conſtantly borne theſe 
arms on an eſcutcheon in their ſhield, fince they matched 
with an heir general of the old Counts and Dukes of Boulogne. 
The faid Athon, about the year 1000, when Robert {called 
the Holy and Miſe) ſwayed the F 
nay, a town ſituate upon an eminence, near the banks of the 
river Clairy, in the Iſle of France, between Sens on the eaſt, 
and Montargis on the welt, and about 56 miles ſouthward from 
Paris; and from that place he and his poſterity aſſumed their 
ſurname. This Athon de Courtenay, by —————, his wife, 
the daughter of a noble family, left a ſon and heir, | 
Joſceline de Courtenay, who was twice married. His firſt 
wife was Hildegarde, daughter of Gaufride, or Jeffery (ſtiled de 
Ferrale) Count of Gaſtinois ; and by her he left a daughter, Ho- 
dierne, who wedded Jeffery II. Count of Joigny, and by him 
was mother of two ſons, Guy and Reynard. Joſceline de 
Courtenay's ſecond wife was Ifabel (or Elizabeth) daughter of 


a The monks of Ford, with Sir William Dugdale, and other genedlogiſts, im- 
plicitly copying from them, alledge, that one Florus, whom they call a younger 
fon of Lewis VI. (ſurnamed the Groſs) King of France, married the daughter and 
heir of Lord Courtenay, a Ftench noblemar. of great poſſeſſions, and having by 
her two ſons, Robert, and Reginald, who, as they ſay, took their mother's ſur- 
name, was anceſtor of the Courtenays in England, France, c.

Ferrand. | 
Before we proceed with Miles de Courtenay, the eldeſt fon, 
and his deſcendants, we ſhall give an account of Joſceline de 
Courtenay, the 2d ſon, and his offspring.— This Joſceline de 
Courtenay was one of thoſe Princes who engaged in the Cru- 
fade e, for the relief of the Chriſlians in Paleſtine ; and, arriving 
there in 1101, ſerved under the banner of his kinſman, Bald- 
win I, who had ſucceeded his brother Godfrey, Duke of Bou- 
Jogne, &c. beforementioned, in the kingdom of Jeruſalem, on 
guy 18, the preceding year. Baldwin of Bruges, Count of 
Edeſſa, who was eouſin- german to Joſceline (their mothers be- 
ing liſters) granted him all that part of his dominions which lay 
on this fide of the river Euphrates, except the town of Samo- 
fatum. Count Baldwin reſerved to himſelf all the country ſi- 
tuate beyond the Euphrates, and next adjoining to the common 
enemy: but in the diftrict, ceded to ; 90+ de Courtenay, 
were the cities of Coritium and Tuluppa, with the large and 
fortified towns of Turbeſſel, Hamtab, Ravendel, and ſome 
others. Joſceline, whoſe judgment directed him when to be 
liberal and when to be ſparing, and not being addicted to lux- 
ury, or gaiety of dreſs, governed his province with great pru- 
gence and ceconomy, and ſoon acquired confiderable wealth. 
However, his domeſtic concerns did not hinder him from 
ſharing in the hardſhips and laurels accruing from the hazard- 


ous enterprize in which he had embarked : but, as even a brief 


recital of his exploits in the Holy Land, &c. would far exceed 
the limits allotted to this work, we ſhall only mention ſome 
of the moſt intereſting, ——In the year 1104, the aforeſaid 
Baldwin, Count of Edefſa, and this Joſceline de Courtenay, 


with other Princes and Grandees, collected their reſpective

forces, 
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forces, in order to beſiege Charran, a city that lay on the 
other fide of Euphrates, about 14 miles from Edeſſa. There was 
an intervening river, which ſeparated the two territories, and, 
by its water being let out in channels, fertilized the adjacent 
plain, from that portion of which bordering on their own fide 
of the river, the inhabitants of Charran were ſupplied with 
proviſions. - As foon as the Chriſtian army came before that 
city, they inveſted it: and Count Baldwin, in order to force it 
to yield by famine, ordered his ſoldiers to make frequent incur- 
ſions into that part belonging to Charran, to ravage the coun- 
try, and prevent the farmers from tilling the ground, The be- 
- fieped, having previous notice of the deſign formed againft 
them, had implored aſſiſtance from the Eaſtern Princes; noti- 
fying alſo, that, unleſs they were ſpeedily ſupported, they 
would be obliged to give up their city ; and, ſome time having 
elapſed without any appearance of ſuccour, they at length agreed 
to ſarrender to the Chriſtians without capitulation : but there 
ariſing an unhappy difference between the Count of Edeſſa and 
Boemund I. Prince of Antioch, to which of them two the city 
ſhould be delivered up, and which of them ſhould firſt erect his 
ſtandard on the walls, the affair, in hopes of an accommoda- 
tion being effected in the mean time, was deferred till next 
morning, and then a nufnerous and formidable hoſt of Turks 
appeared, approaching to relieve the city. This army brought 
great quantities of proviſions, which were to be conveyed into 
town by one body, while the other engaged the beſiegers. A 
battle enſued, and proved fatal to the Chriſtians, whoſe loſs was 
oo conſiderable, both as to the number of killed on the field, 
and of priſoners. Among the latter were Baldwin, Count of 
Edeſſa, Joſceline de Courtenay, and the biſhop of Edeſſa. This 
prelate was put in chains, and committed to the cuſtody of a 
Chriſtian, who, underſtanding that he was a Biſhop, permitted 
him to eſcape, at the hazard of his own life. The Count of 
Edeſſa and Joſceline de Courtenay were carried in chains to a 
diſtant country, where they remained captive until the year 
1109, when, having agreed for their ranſom, and left hoſta 

for the payment of it, they were releaſed. The ſaid hoſtages 
ſoon procured their liberty, by killing thoſe who had the charge 
of them, and got ſafe to their own country. When Bald- 
win, Count of Edeſſa, and Joſceline de Courtenay, returned to 
Edeſſa (otherwiſe called Rages) they were at firſt refuſed admit- 


d This was the place (called in Geneſis Haran) to which Terah, the father of 
Abraham, went from Ur in Chald ea, and carried with him his ſaid ſon, and 
Lot his grandſon ; and here Abraham received a commandment from God to leave 
his own country and kindred, and go into the land that God ſhould tell him of. 
This was alſo the place, in the neighbourhood of which, the Parthians routed 
the Roman General, Craſſus, about 53 Fr before the birth of Chriſt, 
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tance by Prince Tancred, the beforementioned Boemund's ne- 
phew, who, upon their being made priſoners at the aCtion of 
Charran, was intruſted with the government of the Count's 
dominions, and had ſworn that he would reſign them when- 
eyer the Count ſhould obtain his enlargement. In reſentment 
of that affront, they both commenced hoſtilities againſt Tan- 
cred; but Joſceline de Courtenay infeſted him moſt, as his 
garrifons were on this ſide of the Euphrates, and his lands Jay 
contiguous to the principality of Antioch. During the courſe 
of that war, Joſceline, having taken ſome Turks to his aſſiſt- 
ance (for the Turks had {till ſeveral caſtles and towns in dif- 
ferent parts of the country) made an inroad into Prince Tan- 
cred's territories, ſpoiling and waſting all before him, till he 
was met by Tancred; and then there happened an engage- 
ment, at the beginning of which, victory inclined to Joſceline's 
party, who flew 500 of their antagoniſts, but the remains of 
Tancred's army, recovering their ſpirits, made a great ſlaughter 
among the Turks, and obliged Joſceline to quit the field. How- 
ever, the other Princes of the country, ſeriouſly reflecting how 
pernicious the feuds between theſe two great men. were to the 
common cauſe, interpoſed with their friendly offices, and 
brought about a mutual reconciliation between them. — The 
year 1113 was, among other incidents, diftinguiſhed by a fa- 
mine which affected the country of Edeſſa fo much, that the 
inhabitants were forced to live upon bread, made of barley and 
acorns mixed together; while Joſceline de Courtenay's country, 
by his provident care and management, as well as by its ſitua- 
tion on this ſide of the Euphrates, which rendered it leſs liable 
to the annoyances of the enemy, did abound with the neceſla- 
ries of life, It has been afferted, that Joſceline was too ſparing 
in ſupplying Count Baldwin, and his people, with proviſions 
from his plentiful ſtores. It happened alſo, that Baldwin ſent 
meſſengers upon ſome buſineſs to Roger, Prince of Antioch, 
(who had married his ſiſter, and Joſceline de Courtenay had 
 wedded the faid Roger's ſiſter) and theſe meſſengers, paſſing 
through Joſceline's territories, both in their going out and return, 
were hoſpitably received and entertained : but, during the faid 
f abode in Joſceline's houſe, ſome of his domeſtics 
upbraided them with the poverty of the Count (their maſter) 
and extolled the great riches of their own maſter (Joſceline de 
Courtenay) his great plenty of corn, wine, oil, gold and filver, 
and likewiſe the great number of troops, both horſe and foot, 
which he maintained; and Joſceline's ſeryants were, moreover, 
imprudent enough to tell the meſſengers, that the Count, their 
maſter, was unfit for the government of their country, and 
that it would be prudent in him to ſell it to Prince Joſceline for a 
lum of money, and return to France, "Theſe words being 
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reported to Count Baldwin, and though ſpoken by perſons of 
low rank, he conſidered them as expreſſing the ſentiments of 
Prince Joſceline, their maſter. He was ſo exaſperated, that, 
ſending for Joſceline, he compelled him to quit the lands for- 
merly ceded to him, and abjure the country. ]Joſceline de 
Courtenay being thus diveſted of all his poſſeſſions, waited on 
the aforeſaid King Baldwin, and, relating his, caſe to him, in- 
timated his deſign of returning to France, his native country : 
But Baldwin, knowing him to be a very neceſſary man for the 
kingdom, and that he might have the aſſiſtance of ſo expert a 
ſoldier and conſummate ſtateſman, gave him the city of Tibe- 
rias, with the whole diſtrict thereto appertaining, for a perpe- 
tual inheritance, * Joſceline, by his prudence and conduct, ex- 
tended the limits of his new territories; and, as Tyre was then 
in the hands of the infidels, he infeſted the inhabitants of it 
very much, by frequent incurſions into their country, although 
it lay a conſiderable way off, and was rendered difficult of ac- 
ceſs by high mountains. On March 26, 1118, about five 
years after Joſceline had obtained Tiberias, the beforemen- 
tioned Baldwin 1. King of Jeruſalem, reſigned his life and 
crown, at Paris, without iſſue, and was buried, on Palm Sun- 
day, in the Temple of the Holy Sepulchre. On that occa- 
ſion, the Nobles, Patriarch, with other Prelates, &c. deliberating 
on the ſtate of affairs, ſome were for deferring the nomination 
of a new Sovereign, till the late King's brother, Count Euſtace, 
ſhould arrive from Europe, while others maintained, that the 
urgent neceſſities of the kingdom would not admit of ſuch a 
long delay: but Joſceline de Courtenay, who was powerful 
both in deed and word, nobly forgetting the late difference be- 
tween Baldwin of -Bruges, Count of Edeſla and him, pro- 
poſed the ſaid Count for a ſucceſſor to their late Monarch; and, 
the whole aſſembly concurring in that opinion, the Count was 
unanimouſly choſen by the name of Baldwin II. and crowned 
King on ee 1118. Among the firſt ſteps taken by 
this Baldwin IT. after being inveſted with the regal power, was 
a grant to his couſin and friend, Joſceline de Courtenay, of 
the county of Edeſſa, with its appurtenances. In the year 
1122, Count Joſceline was, with Galeran, his kinſman, ſur- 
prized by Balac, a Turkiſh Prince, and carried priſoner to the 
calle of Quartapiert : and King Baldwin II. while he was ta- 
king meaſures for the fecurity of Edeſſa, had alſo the misfor- 
tune to be taken in ambuſh by the ſaid Balac, and conveyed to 
the ſame caſtle where Joſceline was kept. Fifty Armenians, of 
Edeſſa, bound themſelves, by oath, to endeavour the reſcue of 
the King and Joſceline ; and getting, as monks and pedlars, 
into the town where the illuſtrious captives were detained, flew 
all they met with ſhort daggers which they had concealed 
F f 4 | under 
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under. their cloaths, till they got poſſefion of the caftle, and 
then fet the Rite and Count at liberty. Baldwin deſigned ta 
have ſent joſceline to procure afiftance, while he himſelf, with 
the Armenians, defended the caffle ; but the Turks, who lived 
in the neighbourhood, being apprized of what had happened, 
repaired inftantly under arms to the town, and took care that 
none ſhould go either out or in, till Balac their Prince arrived. 
Weverthelsf Goin Joſceline, accompanied by three men, went 
but of the caſtle, and paſſed through the enemy's camp; and, 
having got beyond their lines, ſends back one of his attendants 
to inform the King of his progreſs. Balac, who before he had 
intelligence of theſe tranſactions, is ſaid to have been diſturbed 
by a dream, viz. that Count Faſceline, with his own hands, had 
pulled out his eyes, Tent mefſengers, with poſitive orders, to be- 
ead Joſceline without delay. As matters had turned out, the 
meſſengers found that their maſter's. command could not be 
obeyed : and he, being advertifed thereof, forthwith collected 
a body of forces, with which he beleaguered the town; givin 
notice at the fame time to King Baldwin, that, if he would 
immediately ſurrender the caſtle, he, and all belonging to him, 
ſhould have liberty to depart, and be conducted to Edeſſa. 
Baldwin, in confidence of being able to maintain the place till 
the arrival of powerful relief, rejected wy propor, Balac was 
Þ much enraged at the refuſa of his offer, that he aſſaulted 
the town with great. yigour. Part of the town ſtood on a 
chalky hill, which the Turkiſh pioneers undermined, ſupport- 
ing the upper part with beams and other combuſtible materials; 
and, theſe being ſet on fire, the hill, with a tower built upon 
it, tumbled down. King Baldwin, fearing left the whole ca- 
Me ſould ſhare the ſame fate, gave it vp at diſcretion. Balac, 
having thus become maſter of that fortreſs, ſpared the lives of 
the King, and Galeran his nephew ; but ſent them bound in 
chains to Charran, where they were both ſtrictly guarded. As for 
the Armenians, who had fo refolutely hazarded themſelves for 
Baldwin and Joſceline, Balac ordered them to be put to the moſt | 
excruciating ſorts of death, ſome being flayed aliye, and the reſt 
ſawn aſunder, buried alive, or ſet up as marks for boys to ſhoot 
at. Joſceline de Courtenay, in the mean time, after various 
ſtruggles and difficulties, reached his city of Turbeſſel, from 
whence he went to Antioch, and from that to Jeruſalem ; cer- 
tifying the condition in which he had left the King, and ſolli- 
citing ſuccours for his ſpeedy relief. A conſiderable body of 
forces being raiſed, in conſequence of Joſceline's perſuaſion, for 
that purpoſe, they marched, with what they called the holy croſs, 
to Turbefiel, where they heard of the before-recited diſaſter of 
the King, and therefore agreed to ſeparate; but, before they 


diſbanded, they forced the garriſon of Aleppo, Which had come 
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out to harraſs them in their retreat, to retire with preci- 
pitation and loſs, and and for four days ravaged and ſpoiled the 
country. — A little after that, Balac, the beforementioned 
Turkiſh Prince, laying fiege to Hierapolis, invited the Gover- 
nor to come out, and treat on the terms of ſurrendering, aſ- 
ſuring him of a ſafe conduct; and the Governor accordingly 
going out, confiding in the promiſe of the Turk, was by his 
order perfidiouſly beheaded. Count Joſceline being informed 
thereof, and not chuſing that ſuch an important place as Hie- 
rapolis, and ſo near his terfitories, ſhould fall into the hands 
of ſo troubleſome an enemy, collected his own vaſſals, and as 
many troops as he could from the r of Antioch; and, 
attacking Balac's army unawares, not only diſcomfited them, 
but flew Balac with his own hand, and cut off his head, but did 
not then know him to be the leader of the adverſe army. U 

this incident, it is remarked by William, Archbiſhop of Tyre, 
(who was then living, and has wrote copiouſly on the tranſac- 
tions of thoſe times) that here Balac's dream came to be fulfilled; for 
he truly may be rs to have his eyes pulled out, whoſe head is cut . 
—As ſoon as Count Joſceline underſtood, that the head, which 
he had cut off, was Balac's, he ſent it by a young man, through 
Antioch, and all the interjacent country, to the Chriſtian army 
at that time beſieging Tyre. This victory not only contri- 
buted to the reduction of Tyre, but alſo to the releaſement of 


King Baldwin, who, having agreed for a ranſom of 100,000 


michaelites, and giving his daughter as an hoſtage for the pay- 
ment of that ſum, was ſet at liberty on June 29, 1124, after 


he had been priſoner above eighteen months. 


afterwards, Burſequine, a powerful Prince of the Eaft, having 
paſſed the Euphrates, and invaded the territories poſſeſſed by 
the Chriſtians, Baldwin convened an army, the main body of 
which he conducted himſelf, placing the nobles of Antioch, 
with their forces, oh the right wing, whilſt he committed the 
command of the left to Joſceline de Courtenay, Count of Edeſſa; 
and, both armies coming to an engagement, the infidels were 
routed, with the loſs of 2000 of their troops, whereas of the 
Chriſtians there fell only twenty-four men. With the ſpoil ob- 
tained by this victory, and the money contributed by his friends, 
the King was enabled to pay his uſom, and thereby relieve 
his daughter, then about five years old, whom he had left as 
hoſtage. In 1127, Boemund II. (ſon of the beforementioned 
Boemund I. Prince of Antioch) being of full age, there aroſe 
an unhappy diſſenſion between him and Count Joſceline; in- 
ſomuch that the Count, with the affiſtance of ſome neighbour- 
ing Turks, ravaged the principality of Antioch, and carried 
off many priſoners ; for which Joſceline was very much cen- 
ſured, as Boemund was then abroad waging war againſt the 
| common 
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common enemy : but the King, knowing how much inteſtine 
broils hurt the general cauſe, mediated a reconciliation, which 
was the more eafily effected, as Count Jofceline, falling ſick, 
made a vow, that, if it pleaſed God to give him life and 
health, he would make the Prince full reparation, Boe- 
mund II. aforeſaid, Prince of Antioch, being vanquiſhed and 
_ Kifled in battle, A. D. 1330, by Rodoan, Prince of Aleppo, 
in a plain called the field of cloaks, his widow Conſtantia (King 
Baldwin's daughter) endeavoured, by preſents, to acquire the 
aſſiſtance of the aforeſaid Sanguin, a potent Prince among the 
Turks, to exclude the daughter whom ſhe had by Boemund, 
and keep the principality for herſeif: but Baldwin, meeting her 
nger, immediately ordered him to be put to death; and 
ſome perſons: in the city, deteſting the proceedings of the 
Princeſs, fent invitations to the King, to Foulk, © 
Anjou, and to Joſceline de Courtenay, Count of Edeſſa. This 


- Hft having ſecured the gates of the city, the King readily got 


admittance ; upon which the Princeſs retired into the caſtle, 
but, being at laſt perſuaded tu come out, ſhe ſubmitted to her 
father, who, taking the government upon himſelf, put her in 
pofieffion of two towns, which her huſband had aſſigned for her 
dowry, and went back to Jeruſalem. His Majeſty, ſoon after 
hrs return thither, finding his latter end approaching, fent for 
his daughter Meliſenda (or Meliſent) and her huſband, the 
beforementioned Foulk, Count of Anjou, with their ſon, Al- 
merick, then about two years of age, and reſigned his king- 
dom into their hands. Baldwin took the habit of a monk, and 
died on Auguſt 21, 1131. In conſequence of Baldwin's reſigna- 
tion, the ſaid Foulk, Count of Anjou (grandfather, by a ſecond 
wife, of Henry II. King of England) was on the 18th of the 
ealends of October (September 14) 1131, folemnly crowned 
King of Jerufalem.— In the mean time the Sultan of Ico- 
num invading the country of Edeſſa, laid ſiege to Croiſſon; and 
the Count being diſabled by the fall of a tower, which he had 


undermined, when befieging a caftle near Aleppo, the preceding 
year, ordered his fon Joſceline to raiſe the forces of the coun- 


try, and fight the enemy: but the ſon excufed himſelf on ac- 
cornt of the great fuperiority of the Sultan's. The Count, 
fired with indignation at his ſon's timidity, commanded all his 
troops to be aftembled, and was carried in a horſe-litter at 
their head. He had not proceeded far, when one of his no- 
bles, Geoffery Monk, acquainted him, that the Sultan of Ico- 
nium, hearing of his approach, had raifed the ſiege with pre- 


cipitation, and was making all the haſte he could to get home. 


The brave Count was fo affected with the news, that he or- 


dered his litter to be ſet down, and lifting up his eyes to hea- 
yen, with tears, gave thanks to God, who, in the very laſt 


moments 
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moments of his life, had been ſo gracious and favourable to 
him, as that half-dead, and juſt expiring, he ſhould be ſuch 
a terror to the enemies of the Chriſtian faith. With theſe 
words he gave up the ghoſt, A. D. 1131.—This Joſceline 
de Courtenay, firſt Count of Edeſſa, of his family, had two 
wives, I. , fiſter of Livon, an Armenian Prince; and, 
2. , ſiſter to Roger, Prince of Antioch, By the firft 
he was father of a ſon and ſucceſſor, Joſceline, beforementioned; 
and, by the ſecond of a daughter, Stephania, - Abbeſs of the 
church of St Mary Major, before the Holy Sepulchre, in Je- 
uſalem. | | l 
ö The faid Joſceline, ſon and heir to Toſceline de Courtenay, | 
firſt Count of Edeſſa, had ſcarce ſucceeded his father, when he 
was, together with Pontius, Count of Tripoli, and William 
de Saona, induced by rewards and large promiſes, to counte- 
nance Conſtantia, aforeſaid, relict of Boemund II. in aſſuming 
the government of Antioch, and the ſetting aſide her daughter, 
the undoubted heir: but King Foulk fruſtrated their intention, 
and committed the cuſtody of that principality to Rainald (or 
Raimond) Manſner, who afterwards married the ſaid daughter, 
and thereupon was ſtiled Prince of Antioch.— This Joſceline 
de Courtenay, ſecond Count of Edeſſa, eontrary to the cuſtom 
of his predeceſſors, reſided at Turbeſlel, as well for its delight- 
ful fituation, as that he might, without interruption from the 
enemy, indulge himſelf in the eaſe and pleaſures, to which he 
was immoderately addicted; and entirely neglected the city of 
Edeſſa, which, by the care of its former owners, had been 
maintained in a reſpectable condition, but under this Joſceline 
was chiefly occupied by Chaldean and Armenian merchants, 
altogether ignorant of the art of war, and the ſmall garriſon 
compoſed moſtly of foreign mercenaries, and thoſe but ill paid. 
Sanguin, a mighty Prince among the Turks, and Lord of 
Muſula (or Mofal) ſuppoſed to be built on or near the ſcite of 
the antient Nineveh, and the metropolis of that country for- 
merly called Aſſur, taking advantage of the remiſſneſs of Count 
Joſceline, and the animoſity that ſubſiſted openly between 
him and Raimond, Prince of Antioch, marched a great army, 
and cloſely beſieged Edeſſa, which was well fortified, but 
wanted foldiers to defend it; Joſceline, upon notice of his ca- 
pital being inveſted by Sanguin, collected his own forces, and 
ſollicited a reinforcement from his neighbours. Among others, 
he applied to Baldwin III. eldeſt ſon and ſucceſſor of Foulk, 
beforementioned, King of Jeruſalem, whoſe brains were daſhed 
out by a fall from his horſe, as he was hunting, A. D. 1141, 
and to the ſaid Prince of Antioch. Queen Meliſent, who ated 
e at during the minority of Baldwin, her ſon, imme- 
igtely diſpatched a good body of troops for Joſceline's aſſiſt- 
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ance; but the Prince of Antioch, preferring his private ran. 
cour to the public good, induſtriouſſy evaded ſending his quota. 
Sanguin, in the mean while, carried on his approaches, and 
the pioneers having undermined part of the wall, and ſetting 
fire: ts the beams which they had placed under it, a breach was 
made of above 100 cubits in breadth,- at which the beſiegers 
ruſhed into the city, where they made a horrible Naughter, With- 
out regard to condition, age, or ſex. The remaining citizens 
betook themſelves, with their wives and children, to the two 


caftles ;, but the crowd was fo gregt, that many were trod to 


death, among whom were ſeveral eccleſiaſtics, and particularly 
Hugh, the Archbiſhop of the place, whoſe death, in that man- 
ner, was looked upon as a judgment; for he had a great quan- 
tity of money; but his avarice would not allow him to diſtri- 
bute any of it among the ſoldiers, either for their ſubſiſtence, 


or encouragement to make a vigorous defence. Fhus the fa- 


mous city of Edeſſa, which had been Chriſtian from the time 
of the Apoſtles, when it was converted from Paganiſm by the 


preaching of Thaddeus e, fell into the hands of the Mahome- 


tans, or Turks. After the reduction of Edefla, Sanguin pitched 
his tents before the city of Calogenbar, ſituate upon the banks 
of the Euphrates : but while he was carrying on the ſiege, the 
governor having gained ſome of his domeſtics, they killed him 
with their ſwords, when he was aſleep and drunk, and took re- 
fuge among the beſieged. Upon that, the Turkiſh army aban- 
doned their enterprize againſt Calogenbar ; and the inhabitants 
of Edeſſa, acquainting Count Joſceline, that there was but a 
ſmall garriſon in their city, promiſed to get him poſſeſſion of it, 
if he would come with his forces. 

The Count gathered what troops he could, and, paſſing the 
Euphrates, came in the night-time to Edeſſa, to which ſome of 
his followers being let in by ropes and ladders over the wall, 
they: opened the gates to their companions, who flew all the 
Furks they met in the ſtreets : but having no engines, nor ma-

Whether the ſaid letter and anſwer be genuine, or not, Nicephorus, a latter hiſ- 


torian, - narrates a very ſuſpicious Rory, viz. That Agbarus, together with the 
latter, ſent a painter to take the picture of our Saviour, but the brightneſs of his 
face being ſo extraordinary, as to prevent the painter from taking bis likeneſs, 
our Saviour took a handkerchief, and, laying it upon his face, the picture was 


immediately imprinted upon it, and he ſent it to Agbarus, Niceophorus further 


advanceth, that Edeſſa being beſieged in the time of the Emperor Jufſtinian, the 
inhabitants were reduced to great ſtraits, but, running to this picture for help, 
were wondeifully relie ved. | | 
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terials wherewith to make them, they were not able to reduce 
the two caſtles, which were ſtrong and well ſtored with men. 
and proviſions. Noradin, the younger ſon of Sanguin, having 
ſucceeded to his father's dominions of Aleppo, was no ſooner ap- 
prized of this adventure at Edeſſa, than he collected a great 
army, with which he encompaſſed that city in ſuch a manner, 
that thoſe, who were within, could not attempt to get out but 
at the imminent hazard of their lives. The Chriſtians, finding 
that they were not in a condition to defend themſelves Al. 
the enemy without the city, and the garriſons of the caſtles, 
and having no proſpect of ſpeedy relief, - reſolved to force their 
way fword in hand through the beſiegers camp. In that at- 
tempt they fucceeded, though with great difficulty and prodi- 

ious loſs, being not only preſſed very hotly in front by the.fol- 
Fers in camp, and in the rear by detachments from the caſtles, 
when they ſallied out of their city, but alſo harraſſed all the 
fourteen miles between Edeſſa and the river Euphrates. During 
that conflict, Count Joſceline acted. the part of a brave warrior, 
and, after expoſing himſelf to the greateſt dangers, arrived ſafe 
at Samoſatum. T be loſs of the city of Edeſſa occaſioned the 
ſecond cruſade, in which Conrade III. Emperor of Germany, 
en with an army of 200,000 infantry, and 50,000 cavalry, 
and Lewis VII. (ſurnamed the Young ) Kin of France, with 
a retinue little inferior in number, Theſe rinces ſet out for 
Paleſtine in the year 1147, and it being reſolved, after their ar- 
rival, to open the campaign with the ſiege of Damaſcus, a 

nera] rendezvous of their troops, and of thoſe of Baldwin III. 
King of Jeruſalem, conſiſting of his own forces and thoſe of the 
Princes of Syria, was held at Tiberias on May 25, 1148: but 
their attempt upon that city mĩſcarried through the treachery of 
their Syrian allies, and the two European Potentates left Paleſting 
in diſguſt, reproaching the Syrians for betraying their Chriſtian 
brethren, whom they had ſollicited to take ſo long a voyage 
merely for their relief, and would have facrificed for money to 
the infidels.— The Prince of Antioch having been flain, A. D. 
1149, in battle by Naradin, aforeſaid, the Sultan of Iconium 
entered Syria with a great army ; and, having taken many cities 
and caſtles, laid fiege to Turbeſſel, where Count Joſceline reſid- 
ed with his wife and children: but the Count delivering up all 
the priſoners he had belonging to the Sultan, and prefenting him 
with arms for twelve 8 that commander retired with 
his forces. After that Count Joſceline lived in too unguarded 
a ſecurity,-and going one night, at the Patriarch's invitation, 
to Antioch, A. D. 1152, was ſeized by ſome thieves, who 
lay in wait for him, gs a he had ſtepped aſide, as it is ſaid, to 
eaſe nature, haying no perſon with him but his page boldigg bay 
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Horſe, the reſt of the retinue being partly before and partly be- 
Hind, and quite ignorant of his misfortune, The Count was put 
in irons by his captors, and being carried to Aleppo wos clapt in- 
to priſon, the unwholeſomenſs of which, together with vexation, 
foon put an end to his days.—This Joſceline de Courtenay, 
fecond Count of Edeſſa, wedded Beatrix, widow of William de 
Saona: and by her had a fon, Joſceline de Courtenay, third 
Count of Edeſſa, and two daughters, Iſabel, who died young, 
and Agnes, who was three times married, viz. 1ſt. to Alme- 
rick, King Baldwin II's brother, who was Count of Joppa, 
and in the ſequel fixth Monarch of Jeruſalem ; 2dly, to Hugh 
de Ibelim; and, 3dly, to Rainald de Mares, Prince of Sidon. 
Joſceline de Courtenay, third Count of Edeſſa, being a minor 
at the death of his father, Beatrix, his mother, had the govern- 
ment of his dominions, which then only contained the towns of 
Turbeſſel, Hamtab, Ravendal, Ramulat, Bile, Samoſatum, 
with a few others of leſs conſequence: and ſhe, not being in a 
capacity to maintain them againſt the ſuperior power of the 
Turks, delivered them, in conſideration of a yearly penſion for 
herſelf and children, to Manuel I. Emperor of Conſtantinople, 
with conſent of her ſuperior Lord, Baldwin III. King of Jeru- 
falem, who, as he imagined they could not be preſerved lon 
from their Turkiſh neighbours, choſe rather that they ſhould fal 
into the enemies hands (which happened about a year afterwards) 
while in Manuel's poſſeſſion, than that the ruin of the coun- 
try ſhould be imputed to him. The Countels of Edeſſa, havin 
reſigned her ſon's dominions to the beforementioned Manuel J. 
ſet out for Jeruſalem with her family; and, ſoon after her artival 
there, the aforeſaid Almerick, brother to King Baldwin III. 
married her daughter, Agnes de Courtenay, and, during the life 
of his brother, had by her a fon, Baldwin IV. King of Jeruſa- 
n, and a daughter Sibylla, who alſo became Queen of that 
realm, as ſhall be taken notice of, — Baldwin III. being poi- 
ſoned by a Jewiſh phyſician, departed this life on February 13, 
1163, and was ſucceeded on the throne of Jeruſalem by his 
faid brother Almerick, who was, ſoon after his acceſſion, ob- 
liged to be divorced from his wife, Agnes de Courtenay, be- 
iert as they were in the fourth degree of conſan- 
guinity; but their two children, aforeſaid, were declared legiti- 
mate, and capable of ſucceeding to their father's inheritance, 
Almerick then wedded Mary, daughter of John Protoſebaſtus, 
a Grecian Prince, and by her had a daughter, Iſabel, of whom 
mention ſhall be made afterwards. In the year 1165, 
oſceline de Courtenay, third Count of Edeſſa, was, with other 
riſtian chieftains, taken in battle by Noradin, beforemen- 
tioned; and, being carried to Aleppo, was detained there 
until 1375, when he was ſet at liberty by the care and _— 
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of his ſtiſter, Agnes, then the wife of Rainald de Mares, Prince 
of Sidon. In LINE mean time King Almerick, dying of a 
bloody flux, A. D. 1175, was ſucceeded on the throne of Jeru- 
ſalem by his ſon Baldwin IV. aforeſaid, who, on November 
25, 1176, with 400 horſe, and a few foot, routed Saladin, 
Sultan of Egypt, and his army conſiſting of 26,000 Turkiſh 
troops, at Aſcalon. Joſceline de Courtenay, Count of Edeſſa, 
the King's uncle, and Steward of the kingdom of Jeruſalem, 
contributed much by his bravery and conduct to that me- 
morable victory; and in the 7th year of the reign of Bald- 
win IV. was ſent on an embaſſy to Conſtantinople, to fol- 
licit aſſiſtance againſt the enemies of Chriſtianity. A new 
invaſion being apprehended from the beforementianed Sa- 
ladin, the Nobles of the kingdom aſſembled at Jeruſalem 
in February, 1183, and agreed, that a general tax ſhould be 
impoſed on every city and town, in order to maintain ſuch. a 
number of horſe and foot, as might be able to defeat the de- 
ſigns of the enemy. The money, ſo collected in the cities and - 
towns between Jeruſalem and Caypha, was conducted by-four 
principal perſons of every city or town to. Jeruſalem, and there 
delivered to certain perſons, who were appointed to receive it, 
and put the money of every city and town by itſelf, in a bag 
| ſealed up, into a cheſt, in preſence of the Patriarch of Jeruſalem, 
the Prior of the Holy Sepulchre, and the Governor of the city, 
who were each intruſted with one of the three keys for the three 
locks of that cheſt, which was ordered to be kept in the Trea- 
ſury of the Holy Croſs. - The money raiſed by that tax, in the 
cities and towns between Caypha and Berytum, was cony 
in like manner to Acon, and, being there delivered as at Jeruſa- 
lem, was alſo put into a cheſt with three locks, for each of 
which there was a key, one whereof was committed to the 
Archbiſhop of Tyre, the ſecond to this Joſceline, third 
of Edefla, and the third to four principal inhabitants of the city 
of Acon.— With the money ariſing from that tax, King 
Baldwin levied a more numerous army than had ever been raiſed 
in the Holy Land, and gave the command of it to Guy de Lu- 
fignan, Count of Joppa and Aſcalon, who was at that time the 
ſecond huſband of Sibylla, his ſiſter, and among other Princes 
had Joſceline de Courtenay, third Count of Edeſſa, under his 
banner: but there aroſe ſuch diſſenſion among the great officers 
at Guy's being appointed General, that Saladin, after incamp- 
ing near them for eight days, and ravaging the adjacent country, 
retired unmoleſted, when it was thought that he had acted im- 
prudently in coming ſo far as this fide of the river Jordan into 

kingdom of Jeruſalem, and might have therefore been 
greatly harraſſed, if not totally routed, had the Chriſtians be- 
layed with unanimity and common reſolution, Upon N 
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loud voice, faid to Guy, that ſtood amongſt 
mM 


© kingdom unto you, openty 
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de Lufignan, was diveſted of the command, which was ag iti 
given to-Raimond, Count of Tripoli, who had been fet aſide to 
make room for Guy. King Baldwin IV. ſurvived that event 
but a ſhort time; for being worn out with the leproſy, and 

ieved-at the diſcord among his Nobles, he refigned his breath, 

D. 1185, in the 25th year of his age, and was interred in the 
temple of the Holy Sepulchre ; being reckoned” happy in dying 
before the fall of his kingdom. He was ſucceeded by his 
nephew, Baldwin V. the poſthumous ſon of William (tiled 
Lengoſpada) Marquis of Montferrat, by Sibylla, beforementioned, 


daughter of 5 Almerick, by nis conſort, Agnes de Courtenay, 


Baldwin V. died about the age of fix years, A. D. 1186, after 
he had fat on the throne only eight months and eight days; and 
is ſaid to have been cut off by poiſon. — After the death of Bald- 
win V. the Peers and Nobles, joining together in council, 
© offered unto Sibylla, the King's mother, as to the lawful heir 
c of the crown, that ſhe ſhould be their Queen, with this con- 
© dition, that ſbe ſhould ſequeſter from, by ſolemn divorcement, Guy 
© her husband; but ſhe refuſed the kingdom offered to her on 
that condition, till at laſt the Magiſtrates, with the Nobles in 
c al, granted unto: her, and by their oaths confirmed the 
c — that 


whomſoever ſhe would chuſe to be her husband, all 


< they would take and obey as their King. Alſo Guy, her huſband, 
< with like petition among the reſt, humbly requeſted her, that 
© the kingdom, for his fake, or for his private loſs, might not 
© be deftitute of government. At rx ſhe, with tears con- 
© ſenting to their intreaty, was contented, and folemnly was 
< crowned their Queen, who after the manner received again 
< their fidelity by their oath : whereupon Guy, without all hope 
© both of wife and kingdom, departed quietly to his own home; 
This done, the Queen, aſſembling her States and Prelates to- 


< gether, entered talk with them about the chuſing of the King, 


according to that which they had promiſed and ſworn to her, 
© to obey him as their King, whom ſhe ſhould name to be her 
© huſband. Thus whilft they were all in expectation, waiting 
© every whom ſhe would nominate, the Queen, with a 
them, Guy, my 

husband, and yielding myſalf and my 
7 oteſt you to 2 the E at theſe 
words, all the aſſembly, being amazed, wondered that one 
< ſingle woman fo wiſely had beguiled fo many wiſe men: and 
< worthy was ſhe, no doubt ¶ faith Mr. Fox, in his Acts and 
< Monuments] to be commended and extolled for her ſingular 
virtue, both of faithful chaſtity and high prudence, ſo tem- 
< pering the matter, that ſhe obtained to her huſband the king- 
dom, and retained to herſelf her huſband, whom ſhe fo faith- 
fully loved,” Her love was certainly very ſingular and uncom- 

s ; mon 


© Lord, I chuſe thee for 
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non, if, as ſome authors ſuggeſt, ſhe diſpatched her own ſong 
King Baldwin V. to make way for her huſbang to the throne; 
About the time that Sibylla and her huſband, Guy de Lu- 
fignan, were recognized Sovereigns of Jeruſalem; there was a 
truce between the Chriſtians and Saladin, Sultan of Egypt; but, 
in 1187, it was violated by Reginald de Caſtellio's robbing Sa- 


ladin's mother, as ſhe was travelling from Egypt to Damaſcus; 


with great treaſure but a (mall retinue, ſuſpecting no harm du- 


ring the ceſſation of hoſtilities. Saladin, provoked at that out- 


lage, and eager to revenge it, levies a great army, and inveſts 
Ptolemais. Raimond, ount of Tripoli, who had claimed the 
office of Protector of the kingdom; duting the reign of Bald= 
win V. and ſaw his ambitious views fruſtrated by the eleva- 
tion of Guy de Luſignan to the throne, revolted with his pro- 
vince, which comprehended a third part of the kingdom of 


Jeruſalem, to Saladin, Sultan of Egypt: but the Templars and 


Hoſpitallers, marching out of the city, cut off 20,000 of the 
Sultan's forces, and obliged him to raiſe the ſiege. Raimond, 
Count of Tripoli, either dreading the future ſucceſs of the 
Chriſtians, or ſtung with remorſe, or perhaps not finding him- 
ſelf ſo much - conſidered by Saladin as he expected, reconciled 
| himſelf to King Guy, and returned to the Chriſtian army. 
The faid Guy, after the irruption of the Sultan of Egypt, ex- 
erted himſelf in raiſing the forces of his kingdom, and. having 
got together only about 15,000 foot, and 1,500 cavalry; 
marches at the head of thoſe troops (being the whole that he 
could collect) in order to give battle to Saladin, who then had 
under his command no leſs than 160,000 Turkiſh infantry. The 
two armies came to an engagement, near Tiberias, on July 3. 
the year abovementioned (1187) and the action continued al 
night, Next morning the battle was renewed with great ar- 
dor on both ſides : but the Chrittians, being exhauſted by the 
heat of the weather and fatigue, and oppreſſed with ſuperiority 
of number, were totally routed ; the greateſt part of their army 
being ſlain or taken priſoners, among which laſt was Guy, their 
King. The defeat of the Chriſtians is, by ſome authors, at- 
tributed to the beforementioned Raimond, Count of Tripoli, 
a3 having treacherouſly left the field; and the infinuation againſt 
him is ſaid to be confirmed by bis being found circumciſed, 
when his body was inſpected after his death. 
Saladin, Sultan of Egypt, after defeating the Chriſtians near 
Tiberias, reduced Berytus, Ptolemais, Biblus, and all the fea - 
ports, except Tyre, from Sidon to Aſcalon; and then made 
himſelf maſter of Jeruſalem, on October 2, 1187, after it had 

n in poſſeſſion of the Chriſtians from July 15, 1099. Si- 
bylla, the Queen, was in that city when it ſurrendered: and 
her huſband, King Guy, having obtained his liberty after the 

Ver, VI. G 
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battle near Tiberias, ſtill kept the title of King of Jeruſalem, 
and in 1191 was made Monarch of the iſland of Cyprus by 
Richard I. King of England. He had no male iſiue by his 
faid Queen, Sibylla: and, dying in the year 1196, was ſuc- 
ceeded on the throne of Cyprus by his brother Almerick de 
Luſignan, in whoſe ae that ifland continued until the 
year 1473, when it was refigned to the Venetians, who kept 
x till 1570, at which time it was wrefted from them by Muſ- 
tapha, General of the "Turks, for his maſter, Selim II. who 
claimed a right to it, as Sovereign of Egypt. 

Almerick I. King of Jeruſalem, had, as before obſerved, by 
Mary, his 2d conſort, a daughter, Iſabel, who was married to 
Humphry III. Prince of 'Toron, but, after the taking of Jeru- 
falem, was carried off violently by Conrade, Marquis of Mont- 
ferrat, who made her his wife, and had by her a daughter, 
Yoland, or Jolanta. This Yoland wedded John de Brenne, a 
noble Frenchman, who in her right took the title of King of 
er and by him was mother of two daughters, viz. 1. 

oland, wedded to Ferdinand II. Emperor of Germany, who 
alſo aſſumed the title of King of Jeruſalem, which had been 
uſed by the Kings of Spain deſcended from that marriage ; and, 
2. Mary, the wife of Baldwin de Courtenay, Emperor of 
Conſtantinople, of whom there will be mention afterwards. 

As for Joſceline de Courtenay, 3d Count of Edeſſa, neither 
the time nor place of his death are known: but it is certain, 
that by his wife, daughter to Henry le Buffle, he left 
only two hters, 1. Beatrix, wedded to , Count of 
Alimond; and, 2. Agnes, married to William de la Mandalec. 

Having thus deduced the deſcendants of Joſceline, 2d fon 
of Joſceline de Courtenay, by his wife, Iſabel, daughter of 
Guy, Lord of Montlehery, we ſhall now proceed with the 

ogeny of the beforementioned Milo (or Miles) de Courtenay, 
eldeſt ion of the aforefaid Joſceline. 

The faid Milo de Courtenay, about the year 1095, married 
Ermangarde, only daughter of Renaud (or Reginald) IT. Count 
of Nevers, fon of Renaud I. Count of Nevers, by his wife, Ha- 
dewide, daughter to the beforementioned Robert (filed 7h 
Holy and Wiſe) King of France. This Milo de Courtenay 
founded the abbey of .Fontain-Jean, for the religious of the 
Ciſtertian order, A. D. 1124 ; and was, according to his deſire 
buried there, in the year 1127. By his wife, the aforetais 
Ermangarde, he had three ſons, 1. William de Courtenay, who 
ſettled forty ſhillings a year on the abbey of Fontain- Jean, to 
maintain lights in the church, and died in the Holy Land; 
2. Joſceline de Courtenay, of whom there is no further men- 
tion than his name; and, 3. Reginald de Courtenay. Ia 
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This Reginald de Courtenay ſet out for Paleſtine, A. D. 
| 1147 with wis VII. ing of F rance, before-mentioned ; bur 
returned, before that Prince, to his native country; and, up- 
on the death of his elder brother., ſucceeded to the paternal 
inheritance. The faid King Lewis took Eleanor, his Queen 
(heireſs of Aquitain, Poitiers, &c.) with him to the Holy 


and, where he ſuſpected her of nuptial infidelity. Upon that 


occaſion there aroſe two parties; one for the King, and ano- 
ther for the Queen. Reginald de Courtenay was among thoſe 
who vindicated Eleanor's character, and returned to Franc 
before the King, as appears by a letter of Thibaud, Count or 
Earl of Champagne, to Sugerius, Abbot of St. Denis, goyer- 
nor of the rea!m in the King's abſence. The letter is to this 
purport: * This is to let you know, that Renaud de Courte- 
© nay hath done great injury to the King, and to you who are 
© the- guardian of the realm ; for he. hath ſeized on certain 
© royal merchants that are the King's fubjects, who have dif. 
© charged their toll at Orleans and at Sens, and fatisfied for all 
© the cuſtoms and duties chat are paid in the King's territories, 

© and moreover hath ſtripped them of all their goods: It is 
therefore neceſſary, that you order him, in the Kin 's name, 
and in your's, that they be ſet at liberty, and that all that be- 
© Jongs to them be reſtored to them again: But in caſe he 
© ſhould refuſe to obey this order, and you ſhould be defirous 
© to march an army againſt kim, to compel him thereto, Tet 
© me know it, and I will ſend you aid, that you may be able 
© to bring him to his obedience.” What induced Reginald to 
that ſtep, or how it terminated, we have no account: but it 
is evident that he muſt have been very powerful, as it appears 
from the ſaid letter, that, if he ſtood out, there would be oc- 
caſion for raiſing conſiderable force againſt him. Fn 

The ſaid Reginald de Courtenay, whilſt in France, married 
a ſiſter of Guy du Donjon, who was one of the moſt fa- 
mous Knights of that age, and deſcended from the ancient 
Counts of Corbeil: and had by her two daughters, whereof 
-, the youngeſt, was wife to Avelon, Lord of Selegny, 
in the dioceſe of Auxerte ; but there is no further mention of 
her, and Elizabeth, or Iſabel, the eldeſt, married Peter; Lewis 
(ſurnamed the Grzſs) King of France's youngeſt ſon, of whom 
we ſhall take notice afterwards. Reginald de Courtenay came to 
England with King Henry II. in the year 1151, and having 
been very inftrumental in effecting the match between that 
Monarch and the aforeſaid Eleanor, then divorced from her 
former huſband, he; by King Henry's means, obtained in mar- 
riage Hawiſe, daughter and ſole heir to Robert de Abrincis (or 
Averinches) hereditary Sheriff, or Viſcount of Devonſhire, Ba- 


ron of Okehampton, and Governor of the czfile of Exeter, 
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which offices and titles he held himſelf afterwards, in right of 
his ſaid wife. He was in great favour with that Monarch, was 
with him in his wars, and eſteemed a noble and valiant war- 
rior, and was witneſs to many of his deeds and charters. E 
the ſaid Hawiſe, his wife, he had iſſue, three ſons and one daugh- 
ter, viz. 1. Robert, of whom hereafter; 2. Reginald; and, 3. 
Henry; 4. Egeline de Courtenay; the wife of Gilbert Baſſet, 
Baron of Hedington, by whom he had a ſon Thomas, who 
died young, and a daughter, Euſtachia, married to Richard de 
Camvil, by whom ſhe had one daughter, Idonca, who was 
| married to William Longſpee, Earl of Saliſbury, natural fon 
1 of Henry II. by Roſamond Clifford. 
| From his daughter Elizabeth, or Iſabel, and her huſband 
Peter, youngeſt fon of Lewis the Groſs, King of France, de- 
ſcended that branch of the illuſtrious family of Courtenay, in 
France. Which Peter, becauſe his Lady brought him a great 
eſtate, the patrimony her father left in France, took upon him 
the ſirname and arms of Courtenay, which arms were thoſe of 
the antient Counts of Boulogne, viz. Three Torteauxes, Or. in 
a Field, Gules, He had iſſue by his ſaid wife, Peter, Seig- 
neur. de Courtenav, Marquis of Namure, &c. Emperor of 
Conſtantinople, who in 1184 married the heireſs of the family 
of Nevers, one of the moſt. antient and illuſtrious in France. 
He was elected Emperor of Conſtantinople, after the deceaſe of 
the Emperor Henry, and parted from France in the year 1217, 
to receive the Imperial Crown of the Eaſtern Empire, which had 
been poſſeſſed by the Latin or Weſtern Pringes, Baldwin and 
Henry, from the year 1200. Robert, his third fon, ſuccecded 
him in the empire, in the year 1221; and to him ſucceeded Bald- 
win, his brother, who was driven from Conſtantinople and loſt 
the whole empire. His ſon Philip, after his death, became titu- 
Jar Emperor, who left only one daughter, married to Charles V. 
of France, Count of Valois, In her children ended this firſt 
branch of the family of Peter de Courtenay, ſon, as obſerved, 
of Lewis le Groſs, King of France. As the war in Conſtan- 
tinople was unfortunate to the French, in general, ſo it was 
more particularly to the family of Courtenay ; for, having bad 
the honour to have the empire in their family for three gene- 
rations, they ſpent all they had in Europe, fo that the grandeur 
of the nile was much diminiſhed; and hence it came to 
paſs, that afterwards, when thoſe of the Blood-royal were ad- 
vanced above all others, and had diſtinguiſhing marks given 
them, this family, who had a ſuperior title thereto, could never 
obtain to be eſteemed as Princes of the blood. 

The faid Peter de Courtenay, beſide Peter Emperor of Con- 
ſtantinople, had four other ſons, viz. Robert de Courtenay, 
Seigneur de Champignelles, &c. and William de Courtenay, 
Seigneur de Vanlay, &c. But Robert de Courtenay was 0 

only 
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only ſon whoſe poſterity is continued down to this time; for the 

lterity of William de Courtenay failed about 280 years ſince. 
Sg of the three br inches that proceeded from Lewis le Groſs, 
viz. Bourbon, Dreux and Courtenay, there are but two remain- 
ing, that of Bourbon, which holds the ſceptre of France, and 
that of Courtenay. | 

This Robert, Seigneur de Champignelles, &c. was butler of 
France, and died in the Holy Land, in the year 1239, leaving 
ſix ſons, the youngeſt whereof was the continuator of his fa- 
mily, He was ſucceeded by his ſecond fon, John de Courte- 
nay (the eldeſt being Archbiſhop of Rheims in 1300) and he 
by his eldeſt fon John, to whom ſucceeded John his eldeſt ſon, 
who, dying without iſſue, was ſucceeded by Peter his brother, 
and Peter by his eldeſt fon Peter, who was Counſellor and 
Chamberlain in ordinary to Charles VI. King of France, poſts 
then looked upon as very honourable, and was ſucceeded, in 
the year 1417, by his ſon John, who ſpent all his eftate in the 
wars, on which account he had the name of John ſans Terre 
given him, dying without lawful iflue in the year 1443. He 
was ſucceeded by his uncle John, Seigneur de Bleneau, who 
died in the year 1460, and was ſucceeded by his eldeſt fon, 
John. His fifth fon was Charles de Courtenay, Seigneur de 
Arrablay, de I'Eſpinay, &c. whoſe iſſue continued for man 
years. John, the eldeſt fon, was ſucceeded by another John, 
in the year 1480, and he, in the year 1512, by Francis his 
eldeſt ſon. Which Francis was ſucceeded, in 1561, by his 
eldeſt ſon Gaſpar, who petitioned Henry the Great, January 15, 
1603, to obtain the antient rank of his family; but without 
effect, as his fon and ſucceſſor, Eſme, alſo did. The petitions 
and complaints of this Prince were ineffeCtually reiterated to the 
time of his death, in the year 1633, when he left the further 
purſuit thereof to his fon Gaſpar, who died in the year 1655, 
without iſſue, and was ſucceeded, in his ſeigneury of Bleneau, 
by Lewis de Courtenay, Seigneur de Chevillon, his couſin. 

Thus having faid as much of this branch of the family as I 
think neceſſary, from the extracts made by Mr. Cleaveland, 
from Bouchet, who has given a large hiſtory of the family to 
the year 1661, it only remains to be obſerved that a little af- 
ter the death of Lewis XIV. and on the acceſſion of Lewis XV. 
the preſent King of France, to the throne, the Princes of Courte- 
nay made a proteſtation, in which they aſſerted their right to the 
rank and privileges of the Princes of the blood, dated October 1, 
1715, and ſigned Louis-Charles de Courtenay.— Charles Roger 
de Courtenay. — Roger de Courtenay. Mr. Cleaveland adds, at 
the end of his hiſtory of this branch: On the 7th of May, 
* 1730, in the morning, the Prince of Courtenay was found 
dead in his bed; he 12 no iſſue; ſo that there remains, of 
* that family, only his uncle the abbot Courtenay.“ | 
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Robert de Courtenay, eldeſt fon of Reginald, ſucceeded him 
as Baron of Okehampton, Viſcount of Devonſhire, and Gover- 
nor of the caſtle of Exeter. In the year 1205, 7 John, he gave 
500 J. and hve palfries, to have livery of the barony of Oke- 
hampton, with the Knights fees belonging thereunto, which were 
no leſs than 92 and one third. In 11 John, he gave to the King 
500 marks and two great horſes, for the livery of the manor of 
Sutton, in Berkſhire. Upon the death of Hawiſe, his mother, 
he undertook to pay 1200 marks, that he might receive the 
homage of Okehampton, then in the King's hands. And the 
next year, 12 John, to be releaſed of that debt, he covenanted 
to ſerve the King, with twenty men at arms, at his own pro- 
per charge, for the term of one year, to commence on the oc- 
tave of St. John Baptiſt, whereſoever the King ſhould appoint, 
In 1214, 16 John, he was made Governor of Bruges, com. 
monly called Bridgnorth, in Shropſhire. In the 17th of the 
ſame King. he was made Sheriff of Oxfordſhire, and Gover- 
nor of the caſtle of Oxford. For his good ſervices in this of- 
fice. the King committed to him the coinage. of tin in De- 
vonſhire and Cornwall. In 1 Henry III. there was a great 
conteſt between this Robert and Henry, ſon of Reginald, Earl 
of Cornwall, relative to the government of the caſtle of Exeter, 
which was his hereditary right, and deſcended to him from his 
anceſtors, Henry would have taken it from him, however, 
and had it ſome little time in his poſſeſſion, till the King in- 
terfered, and ordered it to be re-delivered to Robert de Courte- 
nav. The next year he had a ſafe conduct granted him, upon 
ſome ſpecial occaſion, there being ſtill a contention about-the 
aboveſaid office, notwithſtanding the King's writ to reſtore him 
- thereto; for in 2 Henry III. on March 28, the caſtle of Excter 
and county of Devon was committed to Robert de Albemarle 
to be kept; but, in May following, the cauſe of the King's 
ſeizing it being removed, he was again put into the poſſeſſion 
of it, and, notwithſtanding his hereditary right, he accepted the 
King's grant for it in 4 and 5 Henry It. Jo the fourth year 
of that King, he gave him a palfry, to hold a fair yearly in his 
manor of Okehampton, on the vigil and feaſt-day of St. James 
the Apoſtle, which continues in that place to this day. In 
the 16th year of Henry III. moſt of the caftles and counties 
of England being reſumed into the King's hands, the Ning 
commanded Robert de Courtenay to deliver up the caſtle of 
Exeter to Peter de Rival, or Rivaux, his favourite, by which 
the family of Courtenay was deprived of the honour and profit 
of the Viſcounty of Devon, and government of the caſtle of 
Exeter, after it had been enjoyed by them, and their anceſtors, 
near two hundred years, from the time of the conqueſt to this 
period; and though Robert had been faithful and ſerviceable 
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to the King and his father on ſo many occaſions. This Ro- 
bert, now only Baron of Okehampton, was a great benefactor 
to, and protector of, the Monks of Ford, and other religious 
cadowments. He died at his manor-houſe of Iwerne, in the 
county of Dorſet, July 26, 1242, 26 Henry II. and his re- 
mains, þeing carried to the abbey of Ford, were depoſited in the 
chancel of the church there with great pomp, and a ſtately 
monument, in the form of a pyramid, was erected to his 
memory. | Ye - 
He married Mary, youngeſt daughter of William de Red- 
vers, Earl of Devonſhice, by whom his poſterity, ſome time 
| after, came to be Earls of Devonſhire. - By this Lady he had 
iſſue, 1. John, of whom hereafter. 2. Sir William, who was 
one of the four Knights of the ſhire for the county of Devon, 
in 42 Hen. III. He was ſurnamed de Muſberrie, and married 
Joan, the daughter of Thomas Baſſet, but died without iſſue. 
3. Hawiſe, the wife of John de Nevil, whoſe heirs were after; 
wards in ward to John Lord Courtenay, his brother-in-law. 
John, the eldeſt fon, was Baron of Okehampton after his 
father, and in 27 Henry III. paid 100 marks for his relief, and 
doing his homage had livery of all his lands; but it does not 
appear he was ſummoned to any parliament. He was employed 
on ſeveral important ſervices in that King's reign, and was alſo 
a great benefactor of the Monks of Ford. He died May 3, 
1273, I Edw. I. and was buried near his father. He married 
Iſabel, daughter of Hugh de Vere, Earl of Oxford, Lord High 
Chamberlain of England, by whom he had one ſon, Hugh, 
his ſucceſſor. His Lady, ſurviving him, was married, 2dly, to 
the Lord Oliver Dinham, or Dinant, whom ſhe alſo outlived. 
Hugh Courtenay, Baron of Okchampton, was 23 years old, 
as appears by inquiſition taken after the death of his father. In 
1282, 10 Edw. I. he was in the expedition then made into 
Wales, and afterwards in other expeditions, and had many con- 
teſts with the Monks of Ford, relative to certain ſervices he de- 
manded of them as patron of the abbey, which his father had 
relinquiſhed in their behalf. He married Eleanor, daughter of 
Hugh de Spencer, the elder, Earl of Wincheſter, and had with 
her the manors of Wooton and Dunſtredon, and iſſue by her two 
ſons and four daughters: 1.

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Hugh ſucceeded his father as Baron of Okehampton, and 
was the firſt Earl of Devonſhire of that name. He was 16 
ears of age at the decraſe of his father; and in 1296, 23 
w. I. was in ſuch favour with that prince, that notwith- 
ſtanding he made no proof of his age, he then doing his ho- 
mage had livery of the manor of Ebrington in the county uf 
Dorſet, as alſo of Plympton, Exminfter, Tiverton, and Top- 
ſham, in the county of Devon, which hereditarily deſcended 
to him by the death of Ifabel de Fortibus, Counteſs of Devon 
and Albemarle ; but was deprived of the Lordſhip of the Iſle of 
Wight, to which he was alſo heir. And, though he had ſome 
of the lands belonging to the earldom of Devonſhire, yet he 
had not the title of Earl, nor the third penny of the county, 
as his predeceſſors had until the reign of Edward III. He was 
in hve expeditions into Scotland, and one into Wales, in the 
reign of Edward I. and that king having, at Whitſuntide, in 
the 34th year of his reign, knighted his eldeſt fon Edward of 
Caernarvon, that prince, at the high altar in Weſtminſter, con- 
ferred the ſame honour, immediately, on 300 gentlemen, the 
ſons of Earls, Barons, &c. amongſt whom was this Sir Hugh 
Courtenay, and Sir Philip his brother. He was ſummoned to 
all the parliaments-of Edward II. In 2 Edw. II. he- received 
the honour of a Knight-banneret. He was in the expeditions 
into Scotland in the 8th year of Edward II. He was fifteen 
times ſummoned to eſpecial treaties in parliament, in the eight 
firſt years of Edward III. as a Baron. In the ninth of the fame 
King, he was twice ſummoned to parliament, by the name of 
Hugh Courtenay, Earl of Devonſhire, being the laſt Earl in 
order, as having been that year only reſtored to his right of 
that title. In 10 Edw. III. he was twice ſummoned to patlia- 
ment, as fourth Earl in order, being then reſtored to his due 
ace, and to every parliament, enjoying the 4th or 5th place 
until 14 Edw. III. in which year he died. He was in ſeveral 
important commiſſions in. the reign of that Monarch, and found- 
ed a chantry at Neu ton- Popleford, to pray for his good eſtate, 
and for the ſouls of Eleanor de Courtenay, his mother, and 
Philip de Courtenay, bis brother, His right to the earldom of 
Devonſhire he derived from Richard de Ripariis, or Redvers, 
who was made Earl of that county by King Henry I. and allo 
Lord of the Iſle of Wight, which he obtained of that King. 
To him ſucceeded Baldwin, his eldeſt fon, who had 19 houſes 
in the city of Exeter, and no leſs than 159 lordſhips in the 
county of Devon; and had ifſue three ſons, Richard, William, 
and Henry, He was ſucceeded by Earl Richard, his eldeſt ſon, 


who married Dionyſia, or Hawiſe, as ſome ſay, daughter of 


Reginald, Earl of Cornwall, natural ſon of Henry J. by whom 
he had two ſons, Baldwin and Richard, ſucceſſively Earls of 
n 3 Devouſhixe, 
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Devonſhire, - but who both died without iſſue, and the title and 
eſtates came to William de Rivers, ſirnamed de Vernon, their 
uncle, fixth Earl of Devon, ſecond fon of Baldwin, ſecond 
Earl of Devonſhire. He was ſucceeded by Earl Baldwin, his 
ſon, ſeverith Earl, and, of his two daughters, Joan, was mar- 
ried to William de Brewere, and afterwards to Hubert de 
Burgh, created Earl of Kent by Henry III. but ſhe had no iſſue : 
and Mary, to Robert de Courtenay, as above-mentioned, to 
whoſe great grandſon, Hugh de Courtenay, the earldom of Dæ- 
vonſhire was reſtored, as is before taken notice of. This Bald- 
win, ſeventh Earl, was {ucceeded by his ſon Baldwin, eighth 
Earl, who having only a fon that died an infant, was the laſt 
of the male line of the family de Ripariis, Redvers, or Rivers, 
and died of poiſon, in the year 1262. Whereupon his ſiſter, 
Ifabel, became Counteſs of Devon: ſhe was the ſecond wife 
of William de Fortibus, Earl of Albemarle and Holderneſs, a 
great Baron in the north, and third of that name and title z 
unto whom ſhe brought the two Earldoms of Devonſhire and 
the Iſle of Wight. But though he enjoved the profits of the 
earldom of Devon, during his life, he was never ſtiled earl 
thereof. He had iſſue by her three ſons, who all died in their 
_ infancy, and two daughters, Anne, who died unmarried, and 
Avelina, firſt the wife of Ingram de Percie ; and, ſecondly, 
of Edmund, Earl of Lancafter, commonly called Crouchback, 
from wearing the ſign of the croſs, antiently called a crutch, 
on his back. She died without iſſue, and gave a great portion 
of her inheritance to her ſecond huſband, and fold to King 
Edward I. ſeveral manors, &c. among which was the Ifle of 
Wight. This Ifabella de Fortibus, Counteſs of Devon and 
Albemarle, deceaſed in the year 1292, and was ſucceeded in 
the earldom of Devonſhire, by Hugh de Courtenay, as recited 
above, When the earldom was reſtored to him, he gave to 
every monaſtery in Devonſhire twenty marks; to the priory of 
Plympton twenty marks, to every other priory ten marks, and 
to every houſe of the Mendicant friars ten marks. 
This Hugh de Courtenay had many diſputes with the Mayor 
and Commonalty of Exeter, for making weirs upon their river, 
and his claiming to have Ex ifland and ſuburbs there exem 
from the power and juriſdiction of the Mayor of that city, and 
other matters of complaint, all which cauſes were given in fa- 
vour of the Mayor and Commonalty. He deceaſed in 1340, 
14 Edw. III. and was buried at Cowick. | 
At his death he was ſeized of the caſtle, manor, and ho- 
nour of Plympton, with its members; the caſtle and manor of 
Tiverton ; the manor of Exminſter and Topſham; with the 
hundreds of Plympton, Tiverton, Harridge, and Wonneford ;

He took to wife Agnes, fiſter of John, Lord St. John of 
_ Baſing, who married the Earl's ſiſter, as before obſerved, and 
had iſſue by her four ſons and two daughters, viz, I. Hugh, his 
ſucceſſor; 2. John, Abbot of Taviſtock; 3. Robert; 4. Thos 
mas; 5. Eleanor, the wiſe of John de Grey of Codnor; and, 
6. Elizabeth, the wife of Bartholomew Lord L'Iſle. 
Hugh de Courtenay, his eldeſt fon and heir, was the third 
Baron of Okehampton, and ſecond Earl of Devonſhire of his 
name, and was born July 12, 1303, 31 Edw. I. and married, 
in the life-time of his father, Auguſt 11, 1325, Margaret, 
daughter of Humphry Bohun, Earl of Hereford and Eflex, and 
Lord High Conſtable of England, by the Princeſs Elizabeth, 
daughter of King Edward I, to whom he was ſecond huſband, 
In 7 Edw, III. he was in the expedition into Scotland, and at 
the battle near Halidown-hill. In 13 Edw. III. the French 
making a deſcent on Devonſhire and Cornwall, this Hugh, 
his father then alive, with the poſe Comtatus, drove them back 
to their ſhips again. In 15 Edw. III. a writ was directed to 
him, commanding him to be at Newcaſtle, 24 January, with 
ſixty men at arms, In 16 Edw.

William de Courtenay, their fourth ſon, was Chancellor of 
the Univerſity of Oxford, in 1367, 41 Edw. III. alſo in 1368 
and 1369, when he was elected Biſhop of Hereford, being no 
leſs famous for his learning and prudence, than for his great 
nobility, as Archbiſhop Parker obſerves. In 1375, he was 
tranſlated to the ſee of London, and upon the murder of Simon 
Sudbury, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, by the rebels under Wat 
yler, on June 14, 1381, he was elected to ſucceed him in 
that metropolitan ſee, in which, through all the turbulent reign 
of Richard Il, he behaved with much prudence, though ſome 
| | | way 
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way or other concerned in all the great affairs of that period. 
He was a great ſtickler againſt Wickliffe, but put no perſon to 
death upon account of their adherence to that reformer. He 
oppoſed the uſurpations of the Pope, over the prerogative of the 
crown, and maintained a conſtant friendſhip with thoſe great 
and wiſe men, Robert Braybrooke, Biſhop of London, and 
William Wickham, Biſhop of Wincheſter, with whom he 
adviſed upon all weighty matters. He died in 1396, 20 Rich. II. 
and was buried in the cathedral church of Canterbury. 

Sir Peter Courtenay, ſeventh fon of the ſaid Hugh Courte- 
nay, third baron of Okehampton, and ſecond Earl of Devon- 
ſhire, was famous for his valour aed great ſkill in arms, and for 
his merit highly advanced; was made the King's ſtandard- 
bearer, Governor of Windſor caftle, Governor of Calais, Lord 
Chamberlain to the King, a Privy-Counſellor, and Knight of 
the Garter. In conſideration of his bravery and conduct in 
the battle of Navarre, in Spain, in the year 1366, 41 Edw, III. 
ke was, with his brothers Hugh and Philip, knighted by Ed- 
ward the Black Prince, the day before the battle; and that 
Prince, as a further recompence, ſettled on him 5ol. per annum 
for life, to be paid out of his revenues in Devonſhire and Corn- 
wall: and in the year 1369, by his letters patents granted him 
another 501. per annum tor life, to be paid out of the ſtannary 
of Devonſhire. His proweſs, indeed, on meny other occaſions, 
did the greateſt honour to his illuſtrious family. He died un- 
married, in the year 1409, 10 Henry IV. and was interred in 
Exeter de near the remains of his father. | 
Hugh Courtenay, the eldeſt ſon, commonly called Hugh 
Courtenay le Fitz, alſo famous in arms, was preſent at the bat- 
tle of Creſſy, fought upon Saturday after St, Bartholomew's day, 
20 Edw.

In the year 1383, 7 Rich II. he was conſtituted Admiral of 
the weſtern parts, i. e. from the Thames, weſtward, a thing fre- 
quent in thoſe times; and Henry Percy, Earl of Northumberland, 
was made Admiral of the North: and on the 19th of Novem- 
ber, that year, the Earl of Northumberland promiſed- for himſelf 
and the Earl of Devonſhire, ſafely to keep the ſeas as long as 
the money laſted that the Commons gave, which was ſtx-pence 
of every pound of merchandize, and two ſhillings of every tun 
of wine; which is a moſt obſervable record of tonnage and 
poundage.

In 1448, 27 Hen. VI. there was a diſpute between him and 
the Earl of Arundel, about precedence; and it was adjudged 
in parliament, that the Earl of Arundel, upon account of his 
poſſeſfing the caſtle of Arundel, ſhould have place in parliament + 
before the Earl of Devonſhire. This great Earl ſided with 
King Henry VI. in the diſpute between'the houſes of Lancafter 
and York, and died Feb, 3, 1458, 36 Hen. VI. in the abbey 
at Abingdon, as he was on his journey, with other lords, to 
London, to mediate between the 'King and the Duke of 
York, and put an end to the difturbances of the kingdom. 

He married Margaret Beaufort, ſecond daughter of John 
Earl of Somerſet, who was eldeft fon of John of Gaunt, Duke 
of Lancaſter, by his third wife.

Thomas, the eldeft ſon, fixth Earl of Devonſhire, was 
twenty-ſix years old at the death of his Baht, OL Rey 
after had livery of this lands, doing his homage. He was alſo 
a ſtout defender of the houſe of Lancafter, and at length was 
taken priſoner at the battle of Towton, and beheaded at York, 
in April 1462, by the command of King Edward IV. He 
died unmartied, being not quite thirty years of age. 
 Hereupon he was ſucceeded by his next brother Henry, 
ſeventh Earl of Devonſhire, of his family, who had great fa- 
vour thewn him by the victorious Prince, and had ſome part 
of the lands of his attainted brothers reſtored to him. How- 
ever, engaging alſo on the fide of the depoſed King Henry VI.

And, upon his death, Six 
Humphty Stafford was created Earl of Devonſhire, but did nor 
enjoy the honour long, being beheaded, for his defection from 
King Edward, at Bridgwater. N 
John, brother of the two laſt Earls, ſucceeded to the earl. 
dom, or at leaſt to the pretenſions of the family; but King 
Edward being, in the year 1470, forced to fly into Holland, by 
the Earl of Warwick, who. had reſtored King Henry, a par- 
liament was called, in which King Edward, and all his adhe- 
rents, wete attainted of high treaſon; their lands and goods 
confiſcated, the crown entailed upon King Henry and his heirs 
male, and, in default thereof, upon George Duke of Clarence, 
and his heirs for ever; and then were the Earls of Oxford, 
Pembroke, this Earl of Devonſhire, and many others, reſtored 
to their eſtates and titles. King Edward landing on March 12, 
1471, at Ravenſpur in Yorkſhire, after many marches and 
counter · marches, being joined by the Duke of Clarence, with 
whom he had been reconciled, totally defeated the Earl of War- 
wick, in the deciſive battle of Barnet, on April 14, in the ſame 
year, the earl of Warwick, and his brother, the Marquis Mon- 
tacute, being both of them ſlain. The Earl of Devonſhire and 
others of the Lancaſtrian faction now joined themſelyes to 
Queen Margaret, who, with her fon, arrived with a ſmall 
force from F rance, and, hearing of this diſaſtrous battle, had 
taken refuge at the monaſtery of Beawley, in Hampſhire, The 
Lords and others of her party railing forces on all ſides, parti- 
cularly the Earl of Devonſhire, - ſhe at length had the appear- 
arce of an army; but King Edward came ſuddenly up with 
her forces, and defeated them in the battle of Tewkeſbury, 
which was the laſt, and decided the quarrel] between the two 


* houſes. The Earl of Devonſhire, who commanded the rear of 


her army, was ſlain valiantly fighring, with many other noble 
perſons, and in him ended the firſt branch of the illuſtrious 
family of Courtenay, in England. This battle was fought on 
May 4, 1471, the father and his ſons, all ſucceſſively Earls of 
Devonſhire, haviug witneſſed, with the loſs of their beſt blood, 
their true affection to the bouſe of Lancaſter. This laſt Earl 
was buried at Tewkeſbury, and his eſtates were given by King 
Edward amongſt his adherents, particularly Lord Dinham, 

Walter Lord Montjoy, and George Duke of Clarence. 
We now. return to Sir Hugh at 26 of Haccomb, ſe- 
cond ſon of Edward Courtenay, third ſon of Hugh, ſecond 
Earl of Devonſhire, as before recited, and younger brother

His third wife was Maud, daughter of Sir 
John Beaumont, of Sherwell, in Devonſhire, by whom he had 
2 ſon, his ſutceflor, „ ee a daughter, Margaret, the wiſe 
of Siri Theodore Grenvile. - * my "600 a 
Sir Hugh, of Bocconnock, in Cornwall, his ſon, was returned as 
Knight of the ſhire for the county of Cornwall, in 25 Hen.

He was in the unfortunate battle of 
Tewkeſbury, and was either ſlain in, or put to death after the 
battle, and his body buried at Tewkeſbury. He had iſſue by

vir Edward, his eldeſt' ſon, was in the conſpiracy with Henry 
Stafford, Duke of Buckingham, Sir Walter Courtenay, his 
brothet, and others, to ſet the crown upon the head of Henry, 
Earl of Richmond, aſterwards Henry VII. but upon the failure 
of their deſign, and the decapitation of the Duke, he with his 
brother, and others, fled into Brittany, where the Earl of Rich- 
mond then was. In the parliament called by Richard III. in 
the beginning of the year 1484, he was, with the Earl of 
Richmond, and others of his followers, attainted. On the ſixthn 
of Auguſt, 1484, he landed with the Earl at Milford, and was 
preſent with him at the battle of Boſworth, the event of which 
was his mounting the throne. After King Henry came to 
London, he created his uncle Jaſper, Eat of Pembroke, Duke 
of Bedford, Thomas Lord Stanley, his father-in-law, Earl of 
Derby, and Sir Edward Courtenay Earl of Devon.

He was made a Knight of the Bath at the coronation of 
Henry VII. and defended; the city of Exeter, in conjunction 
with his father, when beſieged by Perkin Warbeck, in 13 Hen- 
ry VII. In the 1502, he, with Lord William de la Pole, 
Sir James Tyrrel, and Sir John Windham, were taken up on 
ſuſpicion, of holding a traiterous correſpondence with Edmund 
e la Pole, Earl of Suffolk, (ſon of John Duke of Suffolk and 
y Elizabeth, eldeſt ſiſter of Edward IV.) who bad fled to his 
aunt the Lady Margaret, Dutcheſs of Burgundy.

Henry, above-mentioned, ſucceeding his father, in 14 Hen - 
8 1522, obtained a grant of the lordſhip of Caliland, in 
rnwall, and of a fair manſion ſituate in the pariſh of St, 
Lawrence Poultney, London, forfeited by the attainder of Ed- 
ward Stafford, Duke of Buckingham, on whoſe trial he wa 
one of the twenty-ſix peers that fat in judgment. On June 18. 
1525, 17 Henry VIII. he was advanced to the degree of Mar- 
quis of Exeter; on which day Henry Fitzroy, the King's na- 
tural ſon by Elizabeth Blunt, was created Earl of Nottingham, 
and Duke of 'Somerſet and Richmond.

In 1536, he fat, with others, on the trial 
of Queen Anne Boleyne, and in the ſame year, in conjunction 
with the Duke of Norfolk, the Earls of © Shrewſbury, Hun- 
tingdon, and Rutland, ſuppreſſed an inſurtection in, Yorkſhire, 
In 1538, 29 Henry VIII. he fat as High Steward at Weſtmin- 
ſter, when the Lord Darcy and the Lord Huſſey were arraigned 
and found guilty of high treaſon. But the ſame year he, with 
Henry Pole, Lord Montacute, and Sir Edward Nevil, brother 
of Lord Abergavenny, were ſent. to the Tower, being accuſed 
by Sir Geoffrey Pole, brother of the Lord Montacute, of high 
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during the reign of Edward VI. But on the aceeſſion of Que 
Mary, in i 04.6 553, he was teleaſed, and reſtored pager 
father's. honours, and ſo much of his-eftates as remained then in 
ber hands. Sept. 28, 1553, he was the firſt of fiſteen whom 
the Queen made Knights of the Bath, and it is ſaid, by Hol- 
linſhead and others, that the Queen had caſt her eyes upon him 
with ſome degree of affection, but, finding he preferred her ſi- 
ſter the Princeſs Elizabeth, ſhe looked upon them with an evil 
eye ever after. In the parliament that met, Oct. 10, 1 Queen 
Mary, two private bills paſſed, reverſing the attainders of the 
Marchioneſs and her ſon, the then Marquis. 

He had ſome command in the ſuppreſſion of Wyatt's rebellion, 
and yet, with the Princeſs Elizabeth, was aſterwards accuſed of 
being acceſſary thereto, and both ſent to the Tower. On 
May 25, 1554, he was brought from the Tower, and was 
conveyed to Fodringham caſtle, in Northamptonſhire, where 
he was to remain under the care of Sir Thomas Treſham: But 
when Philip of Spain arrived, and was married to the Queen, 
he, willing to do a popular act, procured the Marquis to be 
releaſed, after he had laid almoſt a year in priſon, who repaired 
to court, whither ſoon afterwards the Princeſs Elizabeth came, 
who had been removed from the Tower to Woodſtock, being 
releaſed alſo by the interceſſion of the King, and this did King 
Philip great honour with the Engliſh nation, * 
The Earl, fearing he ſhould lie under perpetual diſtruſt, an 
dreading to be again committed to the Tower, reſolved to go 
beyond ſea, having obtained the Queen's leave for that purpoſe. 
He croſſed France and came into Italy, and, being at Padua, 
he ſickened and died, not without ſuſpicion of poiſon, on Oct. 4, 
1566. He ſeemed to be born to be a prifoner ; for, from 
twelve years of age to the time of his death, he had ſcarce en- 
joyed two years liberty: He was the twelfth and laſt Earl' of 

evonſhire of this noble family, ſecond Marquis of Exeter, 
and fifteenth Baron of Okehampton ; which laſt title the family 
poſſeſſed ever ſince it came into England to that time.

Swynford-Regis, in Staffordſhire, with divers other manors; all 
which deſcended to John, her ſon and heir, who, in 16 Edw. III. 
was ſummoned to parliament as Baron Dudley, and died in 
33 Edw. III. ſeized of the caſtle of Dudley, and of the town 
of Dudley, in com. Wigorn. as parcel and member of the caſtle 
of Dudley, held by barony, as the inquiſition fets forth.

The aforeſaid Frances, Baroneſs of Dudley, being with her 
huſband, Humble Ward, Eſq; in Oxford, when her grandfa- 
father, Edward Lord Dudley, died ; he was thereupon, the 
next day, June 24, 1643, knighted by Charles I. and, on 
March 23 next enſuing, advanced to the dignity of a Baron of 
England, by the title of Lord Ward, of Birmingham, in com. 
Warwick. This Humble, Lord Ward, died on October 4, 


1670, and was buried at Himpley, in com. Staff. his Lady ſur- 


viving, who lived to be very aged, and departed this life in 
the year 1701. They had iſſue, beſides four daughters, three 
ſons, 1. Edward, who ſucceeded to the honour and eſtate; 2. 
John, who died an infant; 3. William Ward, of Willing(- 
worth, in the pariſh of Sedgley, in com. Staff. Eſq; of whom 
more fully, as continuator of the male line. The four daugh- 
.ters were, Anne, who died. unmarried; Theodoſia, wedded 
Hrit to Sir Thomas Brereton, of Handford in the county of 
Cheſter, and ſecondly, to Charles Brereton, Eſq; Honora, wife 
to William Dilke, of Maxtock-caftle in the county of War- 
wick, Eſq; and Frances, married to Sir William Noel, of Kük— 
by-Mallory in Leiceſterſhire, Bart. being his ſecond wile, as 
narrated in the pedigree of Viſcount Wentworth.

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F Edward, ſecond Lord Ward, and firſt Lord Dudley of the fa- 
mily, eldeſt ſon and heir of Humble, Lord Ward, took his 
place in the houſe of Peers, on January 18, 1697; and, at 
the death of Frances, his mother, in 170, fucceeded to the 
barony of Dudley, ſoon after which he died, and was buried at 
Himpley, on Auguſt 8, 1701. He married Frances, daughter 
of Sir William Brereton, of Handford in Cheſhire, Bart. and 
ſiſter, and at length ſole heir to Sir Thomas Brereton; by whom 
he had three ſons (of whom afterwards) and three daughters, 
viz, Catharine, married to the hon. John Grey, of Endfield 
(or Envil) hall, in com. Staff. and by him mother of Harry 
Grey, third Earl of Stamford *; and Lettice, to Thomas Por- 
ter, Eſq; the ſecond daughter dying young. | 

John, the eldeſt fon, and Ferdinando Dudley, the youngeſt, 
died unmarried, 

William, the ſecond ſon, died in the life-time of his father, 
and was buried at Himpley, on May 16, 1692. He married 
Frances, daughter of Thomas Dilke, of Maxtock-caftle, in 
com. Warwick. Eſq; by Honora, his wife, before- mentioned: 
and by her had three ſons; Edward, Lord Dudley and Ward; 
John, who died an infant; and, William, who became Lord 
Dudley and Ward; and alſo a daughter, Frances, hereafter 
mentioned, 

Edward, Lord Dudley, and third Lord Ward, ſucceeded his 
grandfather in 1701 ; and having taken to wife Diana, daugh= 
ter of Thomas Howard, of Athted in com. Surry, Eſq; de- 
parted this life on March 28, 1704, in his minority; leaving 
his Lady (who died on March 17, 1709) big with child of 

Edward, third Lord Dudley and fourth Lord Ward; who 
SY on September 6, 1731, unmarried, was buried at 
Aſhted. | 

His hononrs and eſtate devolved on his uncle, William, 
fourth Lord Dudley and fifth Lord Ward, who died a batchelor, 
at his feat at Himpley in Staffordſhire, in May, 1740. 

The baronies of Dudley and Ward thereby became ſeparate, 
and the former devolved on Ferdinando-Dudley, fon of Wil- 
liam Lea, of Hales-Owen-Grange, in Shropthire, Eſq; by 
Frances, his wife, only ſiſter of Edward and William, Lords 
Dudley and Ward, beſore- mentioned. The faid William Lea 
was deſcended from the family of Lea, ſeated at Lea-green, in 
the pariſh of Kingſnorton, in the county of Worceſter : and by 
Frar:ces, his wit, aforeſaid (who died at the Grange, on Jan. 24, 
1737, and was buried at Himpley) had iſſue two fons and five 
daughters, viz. Ferdinando-Dudley Lea, abgve-mentioned 
William Lea, who died a batchelor; Anne, married to Wil-

Ferdinando Dudley Lea, the eldeſt fon, ſucceeded his cou- 
fin, William Lord Dudley and Ward, as Baron Dudley, in 
1740, as above recited ; but died unmarried, on October 21, 
1757. After his deceaſe, his eldeſt ſiſter, Anne, aſſumed the 

title of Baroneſs Dudley, and departed this life in April., 1762. 

The dignity of Baron Ward, of Birmingham, being limited to 
heirs male, fell, by the death of William, laſt Lord Dudley and 
Ward, to John Ward, of Sedgley- park in the county of Staf- 
ford, Eſq; grandſon of William Ward, of Willingworth, Eſq; 
third fon of Humble, firſt Lord Ward, before-mentioned. 

The faid William Ward, Eſq; died in January, 1713-14; 
and by Anne, his wife, daughter and ſole heir to Thomas 
Parkes, of Willingſworth, Eſq; by Rebecca, his wife, who was 
heir to the Bodleys, he left iſſue, one fon, William, his heir, 
and three daughters, 1, Frances, married to Robert Pigot, of 
Chetwynd in Shropſhire, Eſq; who was one of the Knights of 
the ſhire for the county of Huntingdon, in three parliaments ; 
2. Jane, wedded to Daniel Jevon, Eſq; and, 3. Rebecca, who 
died unmarried. | | 

William, the only fon, ſerved for Staffordſhire, in the laſt 
parliament but one of Queen Anne, and in the firſt of George l. 
and departed this life on October 25, 1720. He wedded Mary, 
daughter of the hon. John Grey, of Enfield-hall (before-men- 
tioned) by Mary, his firſt wife, daughter of Sir Francis Wol- 
ryche, of Dudmaſton in Shropſhire, Bart. and by her was father 
of two ſons, 1. John, now Viſcount Dudley and Ward ; and 
the rev. Mr. William Ward, who was rector of King's Swin- 
ford and Himpley in Staffordſhire. By the ſame Lady, he had 
alſo two daughters, 1. Frances, married to George . of 
St. Lawrence in Kent, Eſq; ſon and heir to Sir George Rooke, 
Knt. who made ſo eminent a figure in the naval department in 
the reign of Queen Anne; and, 2, Anna. 

John, the eldeſt ſon, now Viſcount Dudley and Ward, was 
one of the members for the borough of Neweaſtle-under-line, 
Staffordſhire, in the firſt parliament of Geo. II. 

In May, 1740, he ſucceeded to the title of Lord Ward, being 
the fixth who enjoyed that honour : and his preſent - Majeſty 
was pleaſed, in ee of his Lordſhip's great merits and 
noble deſcent, to grant to him, and his heirs male, the dignity 
of a Viicount of Great Britain, by the title of Viſcount Dud- 
ley and Ward, of Dudley in the county of Worceſter, by let- 
ters patent, dated April 23, 1763, 3 Geo. III. His Lordſhip 
is alſo Recorder of the city of Worceſter. 0 
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On December 26, 1723, his Lordſhip firſt married Anna- 
Maria, daughter of Charles Bourchicr, of the city of Dublin, 
Eſq; by Barbara his wife, daughter of Richard Harriſon, of 
Balls in Hertfordſhire, Eſq; and by her has a ſon, the hon. John 
Ward, born in 1724. That Lady depating this life on De- 
cember 12, 1725, his Lordſhip, on January 4, 1744-5, wedded, 
ſecondly, Mary, daughter of John Carver, of St. George, Ha- 
Cs: Weſtminſter, Eſq; and by her Ladyſhip had two 
ſons, viz. the hon, Humble Ward, who was born on March 11, 
1747, but died an infant; and the hon. William Ward, who 
was born on January 21, 1750. | 

The hon. John Ward, his Lordſhip's eldeft fon, ſerved in 
the laſt parliament for the town of Marlborough in Wiltſhire ; 
and was returned, at the general election in 1761, one of the 
Knights of the ſhire for the county of Woiceſter, to the preſent, 
or twelfth parliament of Great Britain. |

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T appears from the roll of Battle-abbey, wherein the names

that Mainard (as Hollinſned writes the name) or Maignard (as 
Stow) was one of them; and all genealogiſts agree, that the 
preſent Viſcount Maynard is deſcended from him. 

It is evident, from our records, that in the reign of King 
Henry III. Edward Mainard fold lands in Milſteq, in Kent, to 
the monaſtery of Shepey, and that John Mainard, of -Axmin- 
ſter in Devonſhire, who ſeryed under Edward Prince of Wales 
(commonly called the Black Prince) in his victorious expeditions 
in France, was on July 28, 1352, 26 Edw. III.“ couſtituted 
governor of Breſt caſtle in Britany. | 

Aſter him, in 2 Rich. II. was William Mainard, d one of 
the witneſſes to that grant of William Eggecomb (Lord Edge— 
cumbe's anceſtor) of .

The Jait-mentioned Nicholas Mainatd, Eſq; had two wives,

of Derby. By the firſt 4 he had a fon, John; and, by his fe- 
cond, a fon, alſo named John, who, by his will, dated De- 
cember 4, 1546, 38 Henry VIII. orders his body to be buried 
in the chapel of the Holy Trinity, within the church of 8St. 
Mary Arches in the city of Exeter; and gave lands for a yearly

He leaves a legacy to 
his brother John Maynard; and wills, that all his evidences, 
concerning his lands be by his overſeers ſorted, and put in 
boxes, and then put into a coffer, with three locks and three 
ſeveral keys belonging to each of them; one to remain with the 
Mayor of Exeter for the time being, another with the overſeers 
of his will, and the third to be kept by the Head- warden for the 
time being of the pariſh of St. Mary Arches; and the faid coffer 
to remain in the council- chamber, till ſuch time as his ſon and 
heir came to the full age of 28 years.

He died on October 21, 1556, 3 and 
4 Philip and Mary, leaving Ralph, his ſon and heir, 20 years 
of age; as is evident from the inquiſition after his death, taken 
at St. Alban's, on January 14 following. He made his will 
(writing himſelf John Maynard, of St. Alban's, Eſq;) * on Oc-

The ſaid John Maynard was choſen one of the members for 
St. Alban's, in the parliament called in the firſt year of Queen 
Mary; and was one of thoſe 39 members who are recorded in 
Lord Chief- Juſtice Coke's Inſtitutes to abſent themſelves from 
the parliament, rather than join in receiving the Pope's autho- 
rity into this realm; for which they were indicted in the King's- 
bench, „For that they appeared in the parliament, and were 
© there prefent ; yet notwithſtanding, lightly eſteeming the inhi-

Which Henry was ſecretary to the famous William Cecil, Lord 
Burghley, Freafurer of England in the reign of Queen Elizabeth; 
and ſerred in three ſeveral parliaments for the borough of St. Al- 
bah's, viz. in the 28th, zoth, and 39th years of Queen Elizabeth: 
alſo, in the 43d of that reign was elected one of the Knights for 
the county of Eſſex, and was Sheriff of the ſaid county in the laſt 
year of Queen Elizabeth, who conferred the honour of knight- 
hood on him. This Sir Henry Maynard, h writing himſelf of 
Little Eſtane in Eſſex, Ent. makes his will on Aug. 20, 1609, 
and bequeaths to the poor of Eſtane 61. to the poor of Much E- 
tane 51. to the poor of Fhaxſted, 101. to the poor of Much 
Dunmow, 101. to the poor of Little Canfield, 41. to the poor

I now return to William, the eldeſt ſon, before-mentioned,

He married, firſt, Dorothy, 
daughter and ſole heir to Sir Robert Banaſter, of Paſſenham, in 
Northamptonſhire, Knt. and by her had two ſons, 1. Banaſter, 
his ſucceſlor ; and, 2. William, who married, firſt, Jane, daughter 
and coheir of Sir John Preſcot, Knt. widow of Sir Thomas 
Fiſher, Bart, by whom he had no iſſue ; ſecondly, Suſan, ſole 
daughter and heir of Thomas Evans, of Bow, in Middleſex, 
Eiq; by whom he left iſſue two ſons, Thomas and Preſcot ; 
and one daughter, Ann; which Thomas was d appointed one 
of the Commiſſioners of the cuſtoms, July 2, 1723. 

His Lordſhip ſurviving Dorothy, his firit wife, he married, 
ſecondly, the Lady Margaret Murray, daughter to James Earl 
of Dyſert in Scotland, and ſiſter to the Dutcheſs of Lauder- 
dale; and by her, who was buried at Little Eaſton, on June 
o, 1682, he had one fon, Henry, and Elizabeth a daughter, 
married to Sir Thomas Brograve, of Hamels, in the county of 
Hertford, Bart. His Lordſhip, by his will, gave 4ocol. to 
charitable uſes ; one half of it for the augmentation of the vicar- 
age of Thaxted. |

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Banaſter, who ſucceded his father, as third Lord Maynard, 
took to wife the Lady Elizabeth Grey, only daughter to Henry 
Earl of Kent, grandfather to the late Duke of Kent, and by her 
(who died 25 23, 1714) had iſſue eight ſons and 
three daughters: The ſons were, 1. William, who, living un- 
married, died before his father, in the goth year of his age, on 
March 7, 1716-17 ; 2.

Grey, his next ſurviving brother, and heir, ecatne 5th Lord 
Maynard, but died alſo unmatried, at his houſe in Groſyenor- 
ſquare, or Apt 2 17435. 
Charles, next brother to the faid Grey, ſucceeded to the 
eſtate and titles, and is now the fixth Lord Maynard. His 
Lordſhip took His Kat in the houſe of Peers, on January 28, 
1748-9; and gn February 8, 1762, was, by his preſent Ma- 
jeſty, appointed.

Abergavenny, one Queen, five Dutcheſſes; to omit Counteſſes 
and Baronefles, an Archbifhop of York, and a great number of 
inferior Gentlemen. l | 
But I am now to treat of Edward Nevill, fourth furviving ſon 
to Ralph Earl of Weſtmoreland, by Joan his ſecond wife, the 
daughter of John of Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter, fourth fon of 
Ed.

time Lady Bergavenny, one of the three ſiſters and coheirs of 
Thomas late Fall of Arundel, brother of Margaret, mother 
of Edmund Lenthale, Eſq; fon of the ſame Sir Rowland and 
Margaret.

VII.) being then ſick, he bequeathed his body to ſepulture 
in the monaſtery of St, Pancraſe, called the priory of Lewes, in 
Suſſex, on the ſouth-ſide of the altar, where he had lately erect- 
ed his tomb : appointing that twenty-four poor men, cloathed 
in black, ſhould carry torches burning at his exequies, and

He died the * ſame year, on the 20th of September, 1492, 
leaving Elizabeth his wife ſurviving * (who was afterwards mar- 
ried to Richard Nayler, citizen of London) and five ſons, 
George, his ſon and heir, William, Edward, Thomas, and 
Richard; and two daughters, Jane, wife of Sir Henry Pole, Lord

to whom he gave part of his plate and jewels. Which children 
he had by Margaret, his firſt wiſe, daugkter and heir of Sir Hugh 
Fenne, Ent. ſub- treaſuter of England, who deceaſed on Sept. 28, 
1485.

VII. he was one h of the principal perſons with the 
King at the ſiege of Bulloign. And in 12 Hen. VII, by his 
credit and power i, preſerved the county of Kent from joining 
with the Corniſh bels then in that county; and & had a ſhare 
in the honour of the victory obtained againſt them at Blackheath, 
July 17, 1497. In 21 Hen. VII. being under ſuſpicion! of 
favouring Edward de la Pole, Earl of Lincoln, at that time in 
baniſhment, he was committed to priſon; but, nothing of guilt 
appearing againſt him, he was GEO and received into greater 
favour than before. 

The Lord Burgeyny (as an old hiflerian m ſaith) for hys mo- 
deſtie, wyt, and probitie (becauſe the Kinge found hym lyke 


bimſelfe) always true, faythful, and conſtant, was of bys ſo- 


vereigne lorde more eſteemed, favoured, and regarded, than he 

v as before. 

In 2 Hen. VIII. he was made u conſtable of Dover caſtle, and 
warden of the Cinque Ports. In 5 Hen, VIII. he was elected * 
a Knight of the moſt noble order of the Garter, and inſtalled 
on May 7, in the eighth ſtall on the Prince's fide 1 And, foon 
after embarking with the Ring he“ commanded one of the wings 


of the army at the ſiege of Jirovenne, and at the battle that en- 


ſued, called by our hiſtorians the bartle of Spurs, from the ſwift- 
neſs of the French in running away. After which he was at 
the ſiege of Tournay; and, on the ſurrender thereof, was 9 ap- 
pointed by the King, with 6000 men, to take poſſeſion of that 
City. 
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In 6 Hen. VIII. he was commander in chief of ooo men, 
that were ſent over to ſtrengthen the town of Calais, and other 
fortreſſes within the Engiiſh pale, againſt any ſudden attempt 
that might be made by the French. of 

In 8 Hen. VIII. when the King, for the honour of his ſiſter 
the Queen of Scots, then come to viſit him, had prepared two 
ſolemn days of juſts, he was one the King choſe on his ſide. 
And, the year after, was one of the chief who ſuppreſſed a

In 10 Hen. VIII. at a chapter held at Windſor v, on May 10, 
ſeveral of the Knights of the Garter being preſent, with the

« lanthorn at the top, in the King's chapel, ſhould be taken care 

© to be duly finiſhed; and that the whole fociety ſhould, for 
the doing thereof with the greater expedition and eaſe, join 
in lending their helping hands.”

In 12 Hen. VIII. he was preſent “ at that memorable inter- 
view betwixt King Henry and Francis I. King of France, be- 
twixt Guiſnes and Ardres ; and, in their march, the Lord Aber- : 

gavenny publickly ſaid to the King *, © Sir, you are my King and 
Sovereign, wherefore, above all, I am bound to ſhew you 
© truth, and not to let for none. I have been in the French party, 
and they are in number double as many as you be.“ Where- 
upon he, with the Earl of Eſſex, Edward Ponynge, and Robert 
Wingfeilde, were appointed to take an account of the number of 
the French King's attendants. | | 

And having married Mary, daughter of Edward Duke of 
Buckingham, he was impriſoned in the Tower, in 13 Hen. VIII. 
for concealment of words ſpoken by that Duke, on Sept. 10, 
11 Hen. VIII. 1519*, viz. That, if the King died, he would 
have the rule of the realm, in ſpight of - whoſoever ſaid the 
« contrary, ſwearing, that, if the Lord Abergavenny revealed 
© this, he would fight with him.“ Which words were“ ſpoken 
in the gallery at Blechingly in Surry. But on Feb. 11, follow- - 
ing, being brought to the King's-Bench at Weſtminſter, and 
there d confeſſing his indictment of miſpriſion of treaſon, he was 
ſoon after diſcharged, and was again in the King's favour.

VIII. he f was one of the Peers who ſubſcribed 
that letter to Pope Clement VII. importing, that in caſe he did 
not comply with King Henry, in the cauſe of his divorce from 
Queen Cathatine, he would be in danger of loſing his ſupre- 
macy here. And, at the coronation of Queen Annes, he 
claimed the office of chief larderer, which was allowed. 

He died in 27 Hen, VIII. and by his laſt will and teſtament“, 
dated the ſame year, via.

Which Henry, his ſon and ſucceſſor, was ſummoned ® to 
parliament-in 3 and 4 Ed. VI. and in 5 Ed. VI. accompanied“ 
the Marqueſs of Northampton, and ſome other Lords, in a ſolemn 
ambaſſy into France; as alſo to preſent the order of the Garter 
to that King. After his return, on March 2, he was com- 
mitted to ward, for ftriking the Earl of Oxford in the chamber 
of preſence ;- but ?, on the 6th of April following, he had a ſpe- 
cial, pardon for it. On Wyat's inſurrection in Kent, in the reign

King and Queen being preſent. And, at Chriſtmas the ſame 
year, performed juſts with the King himſelf at Richmond, who 
ſecretly arming himſelf with William Compton (anceſtor of the 
Earl of Northampton) this Sir Edward Nevill run againſt this 
Mr. Compton, and wounded him ſo that he was likely to die.

on the marriage of the King's ſiſter with the French — — 
the Dauphin had proclaimed ſolemn juſts to be kept at Paris in 
the month of November, wherein he, with nine aids, would an- 
ſwer all comers, being Gentlemen of name and arms, this Sir 
Edward, with the Duke of Suffolk, the Marquis of Dorſet, and 
others, had the King's licenſe to go over, and accept the chal- 
Jenge ©. And, preparing themſelves. for the purpoſe, they de- 
parted, all in green coats and hoods, and, landing at Calais 
October 20, were at the coronation of the Queen, and gained 
honour, not only at the juſts, but alſo at the torney and 

riers. In 12 Hen. VIII. he waited on his Sovereign at his 
interview with the French King, between Guiſnes and Ardres, 
having in his retinue 4 a chaplain, eleven ſervants, and eight 
horſes. But in the 13 Hen. VIII. being ſuſpected of favouring 
Edward Duke of Buckingham in his treaſonable attempts, he * 
was forbid the King's preſence.

an antient and conſiderable family in thoſe parts; by whom he 
had iffue two ſons, Sampſon and Samuel; and fiye daughters: 
1. Mary, wife of Gilford Walſingham, fon of Sir Thomas Wal- 
ſingham, of Scadbury in Kent; and was ſecondly. married ta. 
Sir Thomas Greſham, of Titſey in Surry, 2. Fizabeth, ma

In the execution of bis offices © he carried himſelf fo uprightly 
and laborioufly,' that never any ſuſpicion of corruption was once 
conceived againſt him, and his juft and honourable dealings 
proſpered ſo well, that he very greatly augmented the fortune 
his father left him; and, as appears by his will, died poſſeſſed' 
of the manors of Chevening, Chepfted, Apuldefield, Northſt 
Wickhurſt, and Brafted; with other lands and tenements in 
the-pariſhes of Sundrich, Sevenoak, Heaver, Shoram, Chalſ- 
field, Down, and Coudham in Kent; and of the manors of 
Little Carlton, Colbile Weſton, Moines Weſten, Leverers,

Which Margaret laying claim to the barony of Dacre, it 
was declared and adjudged by the Lords Commiſſioners? for exe- 
cuting the office of Earl Marſhal, in the ſecond of James I. that 
the ſaid Margaret ought to have and enjoy the name, degree, and 
precedence of the Barons Dzcre, to hold to her and her iſſue, 
in as full and ample manner, as any of her, anceſtors enjoyed 
the fame. Concerning which barony it is neceſſary to give ſome 
account. It was originally in the family of V aux, whereof three 
brothers ſettled in En land on the Norman conqueſt, wherein 


they aſſiſted, viz. Hubert, Ranulph, and Robert. Of theſe,

throughout all thoſe his lordſhips in Cumberland, which he en- 


joyed as heir to Hubert his father, viz. Soc, Sac, Tol, Theam, 


and Infangtheof, and freed him from the payment of the com- 
mon tax called Neutgeld. This Robert founded * the priory 
of Laneroft in Cumberland, for the health of the ſoul of Hu- 
bert his father, Græcia his mother, his own, with al} his an- 
ceſtors and ſucceſſors fouls. And in 5 Steph. gave la fine to the 
King of 531. 6s. 8d. for livery of the manor of Hocton in 
Norfolk, which was of his wife's inheritance. In 15 Hen. II.

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This Sir Richard Fynes ſprung from an antient and-goble, fa. 
mily, whoſe, anceſtors, from the conqueſt to the time of Ki 8 
= John, were hereditary conſtables of Dover caſtle, then; ac-.. 
counted the ſtrongeſt fortreſs in England, and the key of the 
kingdom: in exchange for Which office, King John aye Wil 
liam Fynes the manor of Wendover, in com. Bucks, This 
William was ſon of Ingelram de Fynes, who was ſlain at the 
ſiege of Acon, in the time of Rich. J. and had married Sybill, 
who was * daughter and ſole heir of Pharamus de Bologne, ſon "4 
of William, ſon of Galfrid, fon of Euſtace Earl of Bologne 3 
from whom deſcended Sir John Fynes, who in right, of Maud 
de Monceux his wife, daughter and coheir of John de Mon- 
ceux, was poſſeſſed of the manor of Hurſt-Monceux, in com. 
Suſſex, whoſe 28 was ſeated there for many generations, 
He died in 25 Ed. III. and his great grandſon Sir Roger Fynes, 
Treaſurer of the houſhold to Hen.

Henry Lennard, their ſon and heir, on the death of his mo- 
ther in 161 1, was Lord Dacre,” In the year 1 599, he was with 
the Earl of Eſſex in Spain, at the taking of Cales, and there 
knighted, -In 13 Jac. I. he was one of thoſe Lords that fat on the 
trial of Robert 2 Earl of Somerſet, King James's favourite. 


On which I ſhall obſerve, that the peers were not, then tried, as 
now, by their whole body, 2 a certain number appointed 


by 
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by the Lord High Steward. He married Chryſogona, daughter of 
Sir Richard Baker of Siſſingherſt in Kent, by whom he had three 
ſons, Richard, Edward, and Fynes ; whereof the two laſt died 
without iſſue ; and four daughters ; Margaret, married to Sir 
Anthony Wildgoos, of Eridge-Court in Suſſex ; Penelope, to 
Sir William Brooke, Knight of the Bath ; Philadelphia, to Sir 
Thomas Parker, of Ratton in Suſſex; and Barbara, to Sir Philip 
Stapleton, Knt. This Henry * died Auguſt 10, 1616 ; and was 
ſucceeded by Richard, his eldeſt fon. f 

Which Richard, Lord Dacre, rebuilt his ſeat at Chevening 
upon a plan of Inigo Jones's. He married firſt Elizabeth, 
daughter and coheir of Sir Arthur Throckmorton, of Pavely's 
Perie, alias Pauler's Perry, in Northamptonſhire, fon of Sir Ni. 
cholas Throckmorton, a very conſiderable perſon in the reign of 
: Queen Elizabeth, being much in her favour, and ſeveral times by 
her ſent ambaſſador to foreign courts, By this wife he had iflue 
four ſons; Francis, his ſucceffor, Richard, Thomas, and Henry; 
which three laſt died without children. His ſecond wife * was 
Dorothy, daughter of Dudley Lord North, and by her he had a ſon 
named Richard, who afterwards took the firname of Barrett, 
of whom I ſhall treat hereafter ; and a daughter, Catharine, wife 
of Chaloner Chute, of the Vine in Hampſhire. This Richard, 
Lord Dacre, * died Auguſt 18, 1630, at his feat at Hurſtmon- 
ceaux, and was buried in the parifh church there. By his laſt 
will and teſtament, which was made fix years before his death, 
and is very conciſe, and to the purpoſe, he ſhews much good 
ſenſe and religion, great tendernefs for his children, care of their 
education, and affection for his wife, He was ſucceeded by 
Francis, his eldeft fon, then under age: which Francis, Lord 
Dacre, in the reign of Charles I. when thoſe unhappy mil- 
underſtandings aroſe between the King and the parliament, ſided 
with the latter, and was a perſon much conſidered by that party; 
as may be gathered from the weighty buſineſs he had an eſpecial 
ſhare in, and the matters of conſequence he was thought fit to 
be entruſted + with: being in particular one of thoſe that the 
parliament in 1641 choſe out, and recommended to the 
King, to he Lords-Lieutenants and Curators of ſeveral coun- 
ties in England; Herefordſhire being allotted to him: but in 
the end, finding that the power was (by various accidents) tranſ- 
ferred into hands who were running every thing into confu- 
ſion and anarchy, he would by no means be brought to fide 
with them, but oppoſed their meaſures : and, at length, when he 
found it was impoſſible to do any good there, he abſented him- 
{cif from the Houſe of Lords (as did ſeveral other of the Peers]

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all the ordinance for trying the uc en brought in, when he 
again appeared there, in order to give his public teſtimeny againſt 
it. He married Elizabeth, daughter and coheir of Paul Viſcount 
Bayning of 17 587 by whom he had iſſue three ſons, and three 
daughters; Philadelphia, married to Daniel Obrien, Viſcount 
Clare; Elizabeth, to John Brabazon, Earl of Meath; and Mar- 

et, who died unmarried. His three ſons were, Thomas his 

cceſſor, Francis Lennard, who died a batchelor, and Henry, 
who left iſſue three daughters. This Francis Lord Dacre died 
in 1662, and was buried at Chevening * 2 Elizabeth his 
wife, ſurviving him, was afterwards created Counteſs of Sheppey 
during her life, by letters patent, dated Sept. 6, 1680. 

Thomas Lord Dacre, his ſon and heir, married the Lady 
Anne Palmer, alias Fitzroy, daughter of Barbara Counteſs of 
Caſtlemain (afterwards Dutcheſs of Cleveland) and born before 
the ſaid Counteſs and the Earl her huſband were ſeparated ; but 
acknowledged or —_ by Charles II. as his natural daughter, 
to whom he aſſigned the royal arms with a batoon ſiniſter *. 


- This Thomas Lord Dacre was, by letters 2 bearing date 


Oct. 5, 26 Charles II. created Earl of Suſſex :. But coming 
very young to court, and being Lord of the Bed-chamber to his 
Majeſty, he fell (as it was too natural to do at his age) into 
the expenſive way of living he found then in vogue there; and 
thro' this unlucky ſetting out, and by great loſſes at play, and 
tedious and expenſive law-ſuits with his relations, he was at length 
ſo much entangled in his affairs, that he was obliged to {ell ſeveral 
of his eſtates, and, ſome years before he died, his feat at Hurſt- 
monceaux, and lands in Suſſex ; by which he much diminiſhed 


bis fortune, tho' he had ſtill a good one left; for at the time 


of his deceaſe he was poſſeſſed of Chevening, and a fine eſtate 
round it; and of the manors of Dacre and Kirkoſwald in Cum- 
berland. As the firſt part of his life was ſpent in the gaietics and 
buſtle of a court, the latter part of it was dedicated to retire- 
ment ; living almoſt entirely at his houſe at Chevening in Kent; 
in which country he always preſerved a great ihtereſt and influ- 
ence, and was much beloved by the gentlemen of the neigh- 
bourhood, on account of that ſweetneſs of temper and affability, 
for which he was ever moſt remarkable. 
He died in 1715 at Chevening, and was buried in the pariſh 
church there, leaving Ame his Counteſs ſurviving, who died 
May 16, 1721, by whom he had iſſue two ſons, Charles and 
Henry, who died in their infancy ; and two daughters, Barbara 
and Anne, who were his heirs. Lady Barbara was married to 
Charles Skelton, Lieutenant-general in the French ſervice, and 
gand croix of St, Louis ; but dying at Paris without iſſue, in

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1741, Lady Anne, her ſiſter, became at length ſole heir to her 
father, and, as ſuch, Baroneſs Dacre (the barony being till then 
in abeyance between the two fiſte:s.) She was firſt married to 
Richard Lennard, alias Barrett, Eſq; ſecondly to Henry Roper 


Lord Teynham (being his third wife) oy whom ſhe had two 


ſons, and a daughter Anne. Charles, the eldeſt fon, was a Cap- 
tain of dragoons, and died in 1754 ; leaving iſſue by Gertrude 
his wife, fiſter and coheir of John Trevor, of Glynd, in Suſſex, 
two ſons, Charles- Trevor and Henry, and one daughter: Henry, 
the ſecond ſon, was rector of Clones in Ireland. She was 
thirdly married to the Hon. Robert Moore, Eſq; a younger ſon of 
Henry Earl of Drogheda, by whom ſhe has one fon, Henry. 

Which Lady Anne, ſoon after the death of her firſt huſband, 
Richard Lennard-Barret, joining with her ſiſter, ſold Cheven- 
ing, the old ſeat of the Lennards, to Ear] Stanhope; and 
Dacre caſtle, and the lands in Cumberland, to Sir Chriſtopher 
Muſgrave ; which eſtates would, in all human probability, have 
been ſtill preſerved in the family, had the ſaid Richard lived 
longer: for it was a point he was very ſolicitous about, and 
very urgent upon with his father * (by whoſe concurrence be 
might have putchaſed Lady Barbara Skelton his ſiſter- in- law's 
moiety of them.) But his immature death, five months after 
his marriage, prevented it: for, through ſome unlucky + mi. 
underſtandings, his ſcheme was not purſued, but the eſtates 
ſold, as before- mentioned. Which Richard Lennard-Barrett 
was grandſon of Richard Lennard, ſon of Richard Lord Dacre, 
by nis fecond wife, Dorothy, daughter of Dudley Lord North; 
of which branch of the-Lennard family it is now proper to give 
an account, | . 


This Richard Lennard had for his patrimony the manor of 


Horsford in Nor folk, ſettled on him by the Lord Dacre his 
father; and afterwards took the name of Barrett, in conſi- 
deration of the manor of Belhouſe. in the pariſh of Aveley, and 
other lands in Eſſex, bequeathed to him by Sir Edward Bar- 
rett, Lord Newburgh, and Chancellor of the dutchy of Lan- 
cater, (a * perfon of a moſt reſpectable and amiable character) 
who, dying in 1644 without iſſue (and being the laſt of his 
name) left it to this Richard Lennard, who was his kinſman, 
upon condition that he - uſed the. name and arms of Barrett, 
viz. Party per pale, barry of four, counterchanged, Argent 
and Gules, g 

This family of Barrett had been ſeated at Belhouſe * aforeſaid, 
ever fince the reign of King Henry IV. when John Barrett,

The faid Richard Lennard-Barrett was Sheriff of Eſſex in 


1697, and married Anne, daughter and heir of Sir Robert Lof- © - 


tus, Knt. eldeſt ſon of Adam Viſcount Loftus of Ely, in the 
kingdom of Ireland, and Lord Chancellor of that realm ; who 
brought him a conſiderable eſtate, at Clones, in the county of 
Monaghan, in the ſame kingdom ; and, dying in 1696 at Bel- 
houſe, was buried at Aveley, the pariſh church there. He had 
iſſue by his wife aforeſaid Dacres Lennard-Barrett, his ſon and 
heir; Richard, who was killed by a fall from his horſe in the 
park at Belhouſe, and died a batchelor ; and two daughters, 
Anne, married to Carew Mildmay, of Marks in Eſſex, Eſq; 
and Dorothy, who died unmarried. 
Dacres Lennard-Barrett, ſucceeding his father, took to wife 
the Lady Jane, eldeſt daughter of Arthur Chicheſter, the ſecond 
Earl of Donegal, by whom he had a ſon, named Richard, and 
three daughters; Jane, married to John Ranby, Eſq; Serjeant-. 
ſurgeon to his Majeſty, and died without iſſue ; Dorothy, mar- 
ried to Hugh Smith, of Weald-hall, in Eſſex, Eſq; by whom 
he left two daughters, his heirs; Dorothy, wife of the Hon. 
John Barry, a 2 ſon of James late Earl of Barrymore; 
and Lucy, of James Lord Strange, eldeſt ſon of Edward Earl of 
Derby; Henrietta, the third daughter, died unmarried. His ſecond 
wife was Elizabeth, daughter and coheir of Thomas Moore, of 
the county of Monaghan in Ireland, Eſq; by whom he had iſſue 
a ſon, who died an infant; and a daughter, Elizabeth, married 
to William Sloane, Eſq; nephew of the late Sir Hans Sloane. His 
third wife was Sarah, daughter of Sir Capel Luckin, of Meſ- 
ſinghall in Eſſex, Bart. by whom he had a daughter, Catharine, 
wife of Sir Philip Hall, of Upton in Eſſex; by whom ſhe had 
one ſon, Philip, and three daughters. In the year 1706 he was 
Sheriff of Eſſex; and dying at Belhouſe in 1723, was buried in 
the pariſh church thereto belonging. He was a perſon of great 
underſtanding and univerſal learning, and much reſpected and 
elteemed in the county he lived in: a true and zealous friend 
of liberty, and of the Proteſtant religion ; for which he was an 
active and avowed advocate in the molt dangerous and difficult

Richard Lennard-Barrett, his ſon, (by his firſt wife, the Lady 
Jane Chicheſter) died, ſeveral years before him, in 1716. He 
married his coulin, the Lady Anne Lennard, late Baroneſs Da- 
cre, youngeſt daughter of Thomas Earl of Suſſex, as before- 
mentioned; but died a few months after his marriage, leaving 
the Lady Anne his wife with child of a ſon, Thomas, now Lord

II. and had iſſue Roger de Vernai, 
or Verney, ſeated at Bromſhulfe, in com. Stafford, | 

Which Roger had iſſue Simon de Vernai, living in the reign 
of Rich. I. and in that reign *® gave to God and the Monks of 
Hilton-abbey, in com. Staff. lands in. Normanchote. He mar- 
ried Agnes ©, daughter of William Bagot, of the Hide, in com. 
Staff. and fiſter © of Hervey Bagot, of that place (progenitor of 
the Barons of Stafford) and by her had iſſue Hervey de Verney, 
of Bromſhulfe aforeſaid, living in the reign of Ed. I. who had 
iſſue Richard, his fon and heir. 

This Richard de Verney lived at Madeley, in com. Hereford, 

in 7 Ed. II. and had iſſue © Simon de — of Madeley, 
in 21 Ed.

III. who married Alice, ſiſter and coheir to 
Thomas de Langley; after whoſe deceaſe, ſhe married to her 
ſecond huſband Gyles de Baſſingburne, and to her third John 
Hemington.

In 21 Hen. VI. he was in commiſſion for conſervation of the“ 
peace, and continued therein till 14 Ed. IV. (except for the 
firſt ſix years of King Edward's reign) being alſo in! 38 Hen, 
VI. a commiſſioner for arraying all men able to bear arms in 
the county of Warwick : and the next year received the ho- 
nour of Knighthood. He n departed this world in 5 Hen, VII.

Which Edmund had ſpecial letters of protection from Tho- 
mas Lord Stanley, Steward of the Houſhold to Ed. IV. dated 
Nov. 3, 8 Ed. IV. exempting him from being ſubject to any 
ſeizure on his corn, beeves, muttons, or any thing elſe, for the 
King's houſhold proviſion, without payment of ready money for 
the ſame; and in 21 Ed. IV. bore-the office of Eſcheator of 
the counties of Warwick and Leiceſter. | 

In 2 Rich. III. he was in ? commiſſion for arraying of men 
in the county of Warwick; and by his laſt will, bearing date 
Feb. 24, 1494, 10 Hen. VII. bequeathed his body to be interred 
in the conventual church of the Friars preachers at Warwick, 
betwixt the altar of our Lady and the altar of St, Dominic, on 
the north part; ordering that, by the care of his executors, 2 
lamp ſhould be continually maintained burning in the chancel 
of that church before the hoſt ; and * died within two days after, 
leaving by Elizabeth his wife, daughter to Sir William Field— 
ing, Knt. anceſtor to the preſent Earl of Denbigh *, three ſons, 
Richard, Leonard, and Michael.

He married, on May 13, 16 James I, Catharine, daughter of 
Sir Robert Southwell, of Woodriſing, in com.

and had iflue four ſons and a daughter, viz, 1. Greville; 2. John 
Verney, who died an infant, Aug. 2, 1620; 3. Richard Ver- 
ney, of Belton, of whom I ſhall furthet treat, being the firſt 
Lord Willoughby of this family ; 4. George Verney, of London, 
Gent. who dying, Feb. 20, 1649, unmarried in the twenty- 
fourth year of his age, had ſepulture in Compton church, where 
a mural monument is erected in memory of him.

His ſon Greville, born Jan. 26, 1648, was made a Knight of 
the Bath at the coronation of King Charles II. and, having mar- 
ried Diana, daughter to William Ruſte, Earl of Bedford, died * 
at London, on July 23, 1668, leaving iflue William, his only 
child; who dying in France unmarried, Aug. 23, 1683, this 
branch of the family became extinct. = 

I ſhall therefore return to Richard Verney, of Belton, in the 
county of Rutland, beſore- mentioned. Of which Richard Sir 
William Dugdale gives this character, when he was not thirty 
years of age: © That he was a perſon happily qualified with a 
* moſt ingenious inclination, from whom he received much aſ- 
ſiſtance for rectifying the map of the hundred of Kineton. in 
© Warwickſhire, as allo in the delineation of divers monuments 
for adorning that work.” And James Wright, Eſq; in his anti: 
quities of the county of Rutland, p. 22, in treating of Belton, 
ſays, It was the ſeat of Richard Verney, Eſq; a true lover of 
© antiquities, and a worthy Mzcenas.” & 1682, he was Sheriff 
of the county of Rutland; and, the next year ſucceeding his 
nephew William Verney, Eſq; in his eſtate in Warwickſhire, 
was, in the firſt year of James II, returned one of the Knights 
for that county, to the parliamrat then called; and was knighted 
on April 1, 1685, on his preſenting an addreſs to his Majeſty 
from the ſaid county. He was alſo choſen one of the Knights 
for Warwickſhire, in the firſt parliament called by King 
William and Queen Mary ; and, being a deſcendant, through 
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-heireſs. of, Greville, from Robert Willoughby, Baron of 
Brook, as before is mentioned, he laid claim to that title, which 
was allowed him in parliament, Feb. 13, 1695, 8 Will. III. 
and accordingly, on the twenty-fifth of that month, having 
had ſummons to the Houſe of Peers *, took his place, Feb. 27, 
as the ancient Barons of Brook had it. He lived to a very 
age, being born on January 28, 1621, and died on 
Jay 18, 17114 having ſeen many changes in government 
in his time: for, being born in the reign of James I. he ſur- 
vived not only the uſurpation that enſued, but five Princes 
his deſcendants and ſucceſlors in the throne, dying in the reign 
of the late Queen Anne. He was buried in his own chapel at 
Compton- Verney in Warwickſhire, in a vault there built for 


| himſelf and family. 


His Lordſhip married two wives ; firſt, Mary, daughter to Sir 


John Prettyman, of Lodington, in the _ of Leiceſter, Knt. 


and Bart. by whom he had iſſue three ſons, John, George, and 
Thomas ; and a daughter, Mary, married to Samuel Davenport, 
of Calverley, in the county of Cheſter, Eſq; and by his ſecond 
wife, Frances, daughter of Thomas Dove, of Upton, in the 
county of Northampton, Eſq; had a fon named Richard, who 
died a batchelor about the age of 21; and a daughter, Diana, 
wife of Sir Charles Shuckburgh, of Shuckburgh, in the county 
of Warwick, Bart. F 

Of the ſons by his firſt wife, Thomas, the youngeſt, born 
A. D. 1676, was bred a merchant, and died in Ports alz and 
John, the eldeſt, was elected one of the Knights for Eoicetter- 
ſhire in four parliaments, viz. in the 10th and 12th of William, 
and Iiſt and 4th of Queen Anne; and having married Chriſtian, 
daughter of Britton, of Norton, near Daventry, in the 
county of Northampton, Eſq; had iflue by her two ſons, viz. 


John, who died at the age of fifteen years; and Greville, who 


died when he was ſixteen; and departing this life Oct. 31, 
1707, in his father's life-time, without ſurviving iſſue; George, 
his next brother, ſucceeded his father in the honour and 
eſtate. 

Which George Lord Willoughby, born A. D. 1674, was 
Fellow of New College in Oxford, and Doctor of Divinity. 
On Dec. 20, 1701, he was ® inſtalled Canon of Windſor, on 
the death of Thomas Doughtie, D. D. and after the promotion 
of Dr. John Robinſon to the Biſhoprick of London, A. D. 1713, 
he was ® inſtalled Dean of Windſor, and was Regiſter of the 
moſt noble order of the Garter, Dean of Wolverhampton, and

He married Margaret, daughter and 
heir to Sir John Heath, of Brayſtede in Kent, Knt. and heir, 
by her mother, to Sir John Mennes, Knt. and by her grand- 
mother to the Earl of Carrick in Scotland ; and by her, who 
died on Oct. 18, 1729, had iſſue three ſons, Thomas, Richard 
and John ; and a daughter, Margaret, wife of Anthony Dun- 
comb, of Barford, .in com, Wilts, Efq. £4 

Of which ſons, John, the youngeſt, was appointed, July 19, 
1727, one of the King's council; and on May 13, 1729, was 
made Attorney-General to her late Ma Queen Caroline. 
He was a member in the laſt parliament for Downton in com. 
Wilts ; alſo Vice-Preſident of the corporation of the Sons of the 
Clergy, and one of his Majeſty's Juſtices for South- Wales; 
which, by reaſon of his ill ſtate of health, he reſigned, A. D. 
1732. In Dec. 1733, he was appointed Chief- Juſtice of Cheſ- 
ter, and on Oct. 7, 1738, Maſter ® of the Rolls, alſo ? was 
ſworn of the Privy-Council Oct. 12 following; and died Aug. 5, 
1741.

WILLOUGHBY, Lord Willoughby of Parham. 


HE noble family of Willoughby (as appears by a * pedi- - 
gree drawn in the reign of Queen Elizabeth) is deſcended 
from Sir John de Willoughby, a Norman Knight, who had the 
lordſhip of Willoughby in Lincolnſhire, by gift of William the 
Conqueror; and left iſſue a ſon of his own name, Sir John de 
Willoughby, Knt. father of Sir Hugh de Willoughby, Knt. who 
married * Frethſand, daughter and coheir of William de Coker- 
inton, by Berta his wife, daughter and coheir of Lambert de 
Scotenai, a perſon of great poſleflions in Lincolnſhire ; whereof 
Cumberworth, and Thorp, of his inheritance, deſcended to the 
Willoughbies. 15 1 £16 ; 

To this Sir Hugh de Willoughby ſucceeded William de Wil- 
loughby; and (it is probable) Ralph de Willoughby was alſo his 
ſon, who was ſeated at Willoughby, near Alford, in com. Line. © | 
and, about the end of King's John's reign, had his lands ſeized 
for his adherence to the rebellious Barons; but in x Hen. III. 
obtained the King's precept to the Sheriff of that county for re- 
ſtitution of them. 

The before mentioned William de Willoughby, in 44 Hen. 
III. on the death of Frethſand his mother, had livery of * the 
lands of her inheritance. [3-1 -* : 

Sir William Dugdale, in his Baronage, vol. 1. p. 83, preſumes, 
that the ſaid William de Willoughby had no iſſue which con- 
© tinued, for Robert his uncle enjoyed the eſtate.” But he quotes 
no authority for it; and, in point of time, that Robert is more 
likely to be his ſon than his uncle, it being evident, that, in 
48 Hen. III. (which he cites himſelf) Robert de Willoughby took 
part with the inſurgent Barons; and, for ſome time after was 
ſo powerful in Yorkſhire, that (as the © record ſpecifies) the She 
riff could not execute his office there in behalf of the King. 

Sir William Dugdale makes this Robert to leave iſſue, by the 
heir of Orreby, William, his ſon and heir; and, con- 
ſonant thereto, I alſo find that Sir Robert Willoughby, Lord 
of Willoughby, married =———, daughter and heir of John 
Orreby, and by her had iſſue Sir William Willoughby, Kut.

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Which Sir William, in 54 Hen. III. was figned with the 
croſs, together with many others, who then accompanied Prince 
Edward into the Holy Land. He married Alice, daughter of 
_ Lord Beke of Ereſby, and ſiſter and coheir of Walter Lord 
e of Eerſby, in com. Linc. who had that and other poſ- 
ſeſſions in Lincolnſhire from his anceſtor, Sir Walter Bec, who“ 
poſſeſſed divers lordſhips by gift of William the Conqueror, with 
whom he came over to England, though he had a fair inhe- 
ritance in Flanders. The faid Sir Walter married! Agnes, 
daughter and heir of Hugh, fon of Pinthon, who alfo came 
into England with the Conqueror *; and with Eudo (his ſworn 
brother in war, though otherwiſe not allied) had, by gift from 
the Conqueror, the lordſhip of Tatſhall, with the hamlet of 
Thorpe, and town of Kirkeby, in com. Linc. to be equally 
ſhared between them; Eudo to hold his of the King, and 
Pinthon his of the biſhopric of Durham. The faid Hugh Pin- 


thon's ſon, was ſirnamed Steward i, by performing that office 


to the Biſhop of Durham for the barony of Ereſby. 

That Sir William de Willoughby married Alice, heir to the 
barony of Ereſby, is alſo evident from the will of Sir John Beke, 
Lord Beke of Ereſby, dated at Ereſby on Wedneſday preceding 
the feaſt of St. Margaret, July 20, 1301, 29 Edw. I. wherein 
he ® calls him his ſon-in-law, and conſtitutes him one of his 
executors, —_ with his ſon, Sir Robert de Willoughby. 

This Sir William de Willoughby had alſo a younger ſon, 
Thomas, who marrying Margaret, ſiſter and coheir to Alun de 
Manby, had by her a fon, William, who afſumed the fir- 
name of Munby, but died without iſſue, and his eſtate went 
among his ſiſters, coheirs, whereof Agnes was the wife of Sir 
William de Hiltoft, who at length ſucceeded to the whole in- 
heritance, and by the ſaid Agnes was father of another Sir Wil- 
liam de Hiltoft, of Ingoldmills, who by Alice his wife, ſiſter 
and ſole heir to Ralph de Muer, of Calthrop and Covenham, 
in com.

John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter, fon to King Edward III.) 
and of Iſabel, the ſaid Gearge's wife, third daughter to Rickard 
Beauchamp, Earl ot Warwick, left three daughters, Elizabeth, 
Anne, and Blanche. The ſaid Robert, 2d Lord Willoughby of 
Broke, after the death of his firſt wife, Elizabeth Beauchamp, 
married, 2dly, Dorothy, eldeſt daughter of Thomas Grey, 
Marquis of Dorſet : and by her was father of two ſons, Henry, 
and William, who were both cut off in their infancy by the 
ſweating fickneſs ; and alſo of two daughters, Elizabeth, wedded

After the deceaſe 
of the Lord Willoughby, which happened in the year 1521, 
13 Hen. VIII. his faid fons-in-law obtained, by King Henry 
I's order in Council (afterwards ratified by act of Parlia- 
ment) part of his Lordſhip's great eſtate : but the principal in- 
heritance paſſed to his three grand-daughters, beſore- mentioned; 
and Anne, the 2d, dying unmarried, and Blanche, the youngeſt, 
married to Sir Francis |, A own Ent. leaving no iflue, Eliza- 
beth, the eldeſt, became ſole heireſs to his Lordſhip, and alſo to 
her grand-mother, Elizabeth, aforeſaid, eldeſt daughter to Lord 
Beauchamp, Baron of Powyke, and thereby united in her own 
perſon the repreſentation of thoſe twd noble houſes. She was 
granted in ward to Sir Edward Grevile, of Milcote, in the 
county of Warwick, Ent, who intended her (being one of the 
richeſt, as well as nobly deſcended, heireſſes in England) for a wife 
to his eldeſt ſon, John; but the young Lady, preferring Sir 
Fulke, the 2d fon, took him, for her huſband. They had iſſue, 
three ſons, 1. Fulke, 2. Robert, anceſtor to the preſent Earl 
Brooke, and Earl of Warwick; and 3. Edward, of Harrold- 
near Waltham-abbey in Eſſex, whoſe family terminated

Catharine, the wife of Giles Read, of 
Milton, in the county of Worceſter, Eſq; and Blanche, who 
died in celibacy. The faid Fulke, eldeſt fon, received the hon- 
our of Knighthood, 7 Eliz. and, having married Lady Anne, 
daughter of Ralph Nevil, Earl of Weſtmoreland, left at his 
death, A. D. 1606, 4 Jac. I. an only fon, Fulke, and a daugh- 
ter, Margaret, of whom afterwards. Fulke, the only ſon of 
Sir Fulke, was alſo knighted, and having made a conſpicuous 
figure, both as a ſtateſman and warrior, in the reigns of Queen 
Elizabeth, King James I. and King Charles I. (as may be ſeen 
in the pedigree of Earl Brooke, Vol. V. p. 226.) was by King 
James created Lord Brooke, Baron Brooke of Beauchamp's 
Court, in the county of Warwick, by letters patent, bearing 
date, January 9, 1620-1, the 18th year of his reign, with re- 
mainder, in default of heirs male of his own body, to his great 
nephew, Robert Grevile, grandſon of Robert, 2d ſon of Sir 
Fulke Grevile, and Elizabeth Willoughby. Accordingly, when 
his Lordſhip, on Sept. 30, 1628, died unmarried, at Brooke- 
| Houſe, in Holborn, London, of a ſtab which he received from 
one Haywood, who likewiſe was his own aſſaſſin, the peerage 
ſo entailed devolved upon the ſaid Robert Grevile; and from 
him Francis, the preſent Earl Brooke, and Earl of Warwick,

Having thus traced the deſcent of Fhomas, 3d ſon of Robert 
Lord Willoughby, by his Lady, Alice, daughter of Sir William 
Skipwith, we ſhall now return to his Lordſhip's eldeft fon and 
heir, | 

William, who was * one of thoſe Peers in the parliament of 
the 23d of Rich II. 1399, when that King made a formal re- 
fonation of his dignity. In the 2d of Henry IV. he was retain- 
ed to attend the King in his expedition then made into Scotland;

in Shropſhire, Robert, his heir; alſo another ſon Sir Thomas 
Willoughby of Parham, of whom hereafter, being firſt to treat 
of Robert, the eldeſt ſon. The 2d wife of this William, Lord 
Willoughby, was Joan, aftermentioned, daughter of Thomas 
Willoughby of Parham, K nt. anceſtor to the great Holland, Earl 
of Kent, and 2d connubial conſort of Edmund Plantagenet, Duke 
of York, great grandfather of King Ed. IV. by a former wife. 

The (aid Robert, eldeſt fon, 12 Hen. IV. obtained © from that 
King a confirmation of King Henry II's charter, made to Hugh, 
the ſon of Pinthon (his anceſtor) ſome time Steward to the Bi 
ſhop of Durham, of all the lands which the ſaid Pinthon held 
of him, viz. Ereſby, with its members; and, being of an ac- 
tive and heroic ſpirit, was one of the greateſt worthies in the 
age. In 1415, 3 Henry V. he attended that warlike Prince, 
when he © took Harfleur, and became victorious in that memo- 
rable battle of Agincourt, on October 24. In the year follow- 
ing he was ® retained again for thoſe wars; and in the interim, 
upon the death of Iſabel, widow of William de Ufford, Earl of 
Suffolk, before-mentioned, had livery i of the caſtle and town 
of Orford, with the manor of Ufford, and a conſiderable por- 
tion of other lands. In 5 Hen. V. he * was in another expedi- 
tion made into France, and was one of the chief commanders 
at the ſiege of Caen in Normandy, and obtained, in conſide- 
ration of his ſignal ſervices, a grant of 300 l. per ann. In 6 Hen. V.

King aſſerting his right in Normandy, he was excuſed from at- 


tending at a chapter held on the feaſt of St. George that year at 
Windſor by the Duke of Bedford. The next year, “ being 
again with the King in France, he was alſo excuſed from attend. 
ing at a chapter held at Windſor, by Humphry, Duke of Glou- 


ceſter. In 9 Hen. V. he 4 obtained leave to travel; but in the 


ſame year, being at London, when Henry V. himſelf held a 
chapter of the garter at Windſor, on May 3, he was taken ill, 
on the point of his-coming to the feaſt then held, and thereupon 
was likewiſe excuſed. In the firſt of Henry VI. he was, by in- 
denture, retained to ſerve the King in his wars of France; and, 
with Thomas de Poinings, employed * to conduct a ſupply 
of forces to John Plantagenet, Duke of Bedford, the Kng's 
uncle, then Regent of France, whom the next year he 
accompanied at the taking of Yvrie ; and in 1424, was at 
the great battle of Vernoil, where the Engliſh obtained a fignal 
victory, on Auguſt 28. In 3 Hen. VI. he was“ ſent with Sir 

Faltolfe to prevent the ſurprize of Alenſon by the French; 
and defeated the party under Charles de Villers, detached for 
that enterprize. Soon after that, he was, with the Earls of 
Saliſbury and Warwick, at the ſiege of Mauns in Campaigne, 
which was then taken, with other towns and caſtles, to the 


number of 36. In 7 Ren. VI, he” accompanied the great Car- 


dinal Henry Beaufort, (ſon of John of Gaunt, before taken no- 
tice of) in his journey to Bohemia; and in 10 Hen. VI. beſieged 
* and took the caſtle of St. Selerine ; at what time it appears * 
that John, Duke of Bedford, before-mentioned, gave him the 
title of Earl of Vendoſme, and of Beaumont, Lord Willoughby 
of Monblay, and Beaumeſguil. The next year he was“ (ent 
to recover St. Valeries, which, after a ſhort ſiege, was ſurren- 
dered; and about the ſame time gave battle to the French in 
Burgundy, where, being victorious, he © took Loviers in his re- 
turn. On the inſurrection of the Normans, he marched * with 
the Earl of Arundel, and vanquiſhed them, having then the * 
command of 6009 archers, and 1200 horſe, In 12 Hen. VI.

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Willoughby, Lord Willoughby of Parham.: 567, 
the lands ſhe held in dower from William Lord Willoughby, * 
his father, whoſe ſecond wife ſhe had been, as before taken no- 
tice bf : And the next year, augmenting his retinue, he joined & 
with the Lords Talbot and Scales, in taking the towns of St. 
Dennis and Pontoiſe. After the death of the aforeſaid Duke of 
Bedford (which happened on Sept. 14, 1435) Edmund Beaufort, 
Duke of Somerſet, nephew to the before-mentioned Cardinal 
and Richard Plantagenet Duke of York, being made Generals 
of the Engliſh army, and the French ä th, he was 
ſent to Paris for defence of that city (by the aſſiſtance of the 
Duke of Burgundy) then beſieged ; and, wanting ſupplies, was 
obliged to ſurrender in 1436, after it had been 15 years in the 
hands of the Engliſh, and thence marched to Roan. In 
20 Hen. VI. he gave battle i to the French near Amiens, and, 
being victorious, \ returned with great booty to Roan ; in which 
year he was made Maſter of the King's hart-hounds, and 
ſent by Richard Duke of York, then Regent of France, into 
Anjou, where he made great ſpoil. This Robert, Lord Wil- 
loughby, whoſe name is recorded amongſt the greateſt ſoldiers 
of that time, took to wife ® Maud, daughter and coheir of Sir 
Richard Stanhope, Knight of the Bath, by his ſecond ſpouſe, 
Maude, daughter to Ralph, Lord Cromwell, of Tatterſhall- 
caſtle, in the county of Lincoln: and by her, Who was niece, and 
at length ſole heir, to Ralph, Lord Cromwell, had an only child 
and heir, Joan, wedded to Sir Richard Welles, Lord Welles, 
who in her right became alſo Lord Willoughby, but his iſſue 
failed in Joan, his daughter, who departed this life, A. D. 1504, 
20 Hen. VII. having had two huſbands, Richard Pigot, Eſq; 
and Richard de Haitings, brother to William Lord Haſtings, 
anceſtor to the Earl of Huntingdon. Robert, Lord Willough- 
by, father of the ſaid Joan, wife to Sir Richard Welles, had 
ſummons to parliament * from 12 Hen. IV. to 29 Hen. VI. and? 
died in the 3oih year of that unfortunate Prince: and his Lady, 
ſurviving him, had two other huſbands, viz. Sir Thomas Nevile, 
younger ſon to Richard, Earl of Saliſbury, and Sir Gervaſe Clit- 
ton, of Scots-hall, in Braxbourne, Kent; but had no progeny 
by either of them. | 

The principal branch of this noble family being thus extinct in 
the male line, I now return to Sir Thomas Willoughby of Par- 
ham, Knt. ſecond fon of William Lord Willoughby of Ereſby, 
by Lucy, daughter of Roger, Lord Strange of Knockyn, in com. 
Salop, as already obſerved. Which Sir Thomas was with 
Henry V. at the battle of Agincourt, on October 24, 1415; and 4

Sir Robert enjoyed the inheritance but a ſhort time *, dying 
on March 23, 1466-7, 7 Ed. IV, within age, leaving Chriſto- 
her, his brother and heir, 14 years old. by 
Which Chriſtopher, in 14 Ed. IV. making proof of his age, 
had livery * of his lands; and was made one of the Knights of 
the Bath, on July 6, 1483, at the coronation of Richard III. 
In 1487, 2 Hen. VII. he brought * forces to the aid of the King, 
againſt the Earl of Lincoln, Lambert Simnel, and their adhe- 
rents, and was in the battle of Stoke, near Newark upon 
Trent, on June 16, when the ſaid Earl and his followers were 
defeated. By his laſt will *, bearing date Nov. 1, 4498, 14 
Henry VII. (the probate whereof is dated July 13 following) he 
ordered his body to be buried in the church of the nuns at 
Campſey in com. Suffolk, before the high altar, where his 
father lay interred; bequeathing to the prioreſs there 201, 
alſo ten marks for making another tomb for Robert, late 
Lord Willoughby (his uncle) at Metyngham ;- and to William 
Willoughby, his eldeſt ſon, or to him who, after his death, 
ſhould be his heir, half his plate and jewels. He married Y Mar- 
gery, daughter of Sir William Jenney, of Knotſhall in com, 
Suff. by whom he left iſſue five ſons, William before-mention- 
ed, Chriſtopher (father uf William, who was created Lord Wil- 
loughby of Parham) John, George, and Thomas (anceſtor to 
the preſent Lord Middleton): alſo three daughters, Dorothy, 
wife of John Nevile, Lord Latimer; Carharine, wife of Sir 
ay Heydon, of Baconfthorp in com. Norf. Knt, and Eliza- 
th, married to William Lord Eure. 
William, the eldeſt ſon, had the title of Lord Willoughby, 
temp. Hen. VII. on failure of the iſſue of John, Lord Welles“, 
and became poſſeſſed of the manors of Grimſby and Grimeſ- 
thorp, together with the greateſt part of the eſtate of the ſaid 
Lord Welles, who had confiderable poſſeſſions anciently be- 
Jonging to the family of Willoughby, by the marriage of Joan, 
'daughter and heir of Robert Lord Willoughby, with Sir Richard 
Welles, as before-mentioned. 
The ſaid William, Lord Willoughby, was made one vf the 
Knights of the Bath, at the coronation of Henry VIII. June 24, 
1509, and in 3 Hen. VIII, a war being then deſigned with

569 
nice on the behalf of Ferdinand King of Arragon d, accom- 
mo Thomas Grey, Marquis of ' Dorſet, General of the 
Engliſh army, in order to invade Guyen. Alſo, in 5 Hen. VIII. 
being with the King at the ſiege of Tournay, he was one ap- 
pointed, on the ſurrender thereof, to take poſſeſſion of it, having 
been joined © with Charles Brandon, Viſcount Liſle, in defence 
of the ordnance. He *© departed this life in 17 Hen. VIII. and 
was buried at Mettingham in Suffolk, leaving iſſue * by the 
Lady Mary Salines, his wife (a Spaniard, who had been Maid 
of Honour to Queen Catharine, firſt wife of Henry VIII.) one 
ſole daughter Catharine, heir to his title and eſtate ; whoſe 
wardſhip®, in 20 Hen, VIII. Charles Brandon, then Duke of 
Suffolk, obtzined. Which Catharine, making proof of her age, 
in 26 Hen. VIII, had livery * of the lands of her inheritance, 
and having been afterwards the fourth wife of that great Duke, 
whom ſhe ſurvived, was ſecondly married to Richard Bertie, 
Eſq; anceſtor by her to the preſent Duke of Ancaſter, as ſnewn 
in Vol. II. of this work.

His only fon William Willoughby was knighted by Henry 
VIII. who further! deſigned him the honour of a Baron of this 
realm; but, that Monarch dying, he was ® advanced to the 
title of Lord Willoughby of Parham, four days before the curo- 
nation of King Edward VI. which was ſolemnized on Feb. 20, 
1546-7, 1 Ed. VI. His Lordſhip, having diſtinguiſhed himſelf in 
the wars in the reign of Henry VIII. was in 4 Ed.

who had firſt been married to John Petre) was found to be her 
grandſon and heir, viz. fon of John Petre, ſon of the ſaid Alice, 
and at that time 24 years of age. | 

The faid William had iſſue Jokn Petre) of Torre-Brian in 
com Devon, who ® married Alice, daughter of John Collins, of 
Woodland in com. Devon, and by her had Hue five ſons and 
three daughters, one of whom was wife to Trehawke, 
of the county of Cornwall; of the ſons, Sir William Petre, 
the eldeſt, ſucceeded his father; John Petre, Eſq; the 2d, was 
of Torre- Newton, in Forre-Brian aforeſaid, and wedded Joan, 
daughter of Michael Ridgway, Eſq; anceſtor to the Earls of 
Londonderry ; Petre, Eſq; the third fon, was Head- 
cuſtomer of Exeter; Richard, the 4th fon, was Chancellor of 
the church of Exeter, and Archdeacon of Buckingham; and 
Robert, the 5th and youngeſt, was an Officer of the Exche- 
quer to Queen Elizabeth, and departing this life on Sept. 23, 
1593, had ſepulture at Ingerſton, 

The ſaid Sir William Petre was born in Exeter, about 
the beginning of the reign of King Henry VIII. and, having his 
education © at Exeter college in Oxford, became fo great a pro- 
ficient in his ſtudies there, that he was elected Fellow of All- 
Souls college, and afterwards became Principal of Peckwaters-Inn. 
In 24 Hen. VIII © he arrived to the degree of a Doctor of Laws, 
and grew ſo eminent therein, that he was employed by that 
King in divers affairs of conſequence, eſpecially in what tended 
to the diſſolution of religious houſes, then in agitation ; being 
in 1535, in the 27th of that reign, with ſome others put into 
commiſſion by Thomas Cromwell, the general viſitor, to repair 
to all the monaſteries throughout England, and to inquire into 
the government and behaviour of the votaries of both ſexes, 
whereby to pick up ſufficient matter to ground an accuſation; 
and, that grand work being aſterwards fully accompliſhed ac- 
cording to the King's mind, his Majeſty, as a reward for the 
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ood ſervice of the ſaid William therein, granted f to him and 
. his wife, in fee, the priory of Clattercote, in the county 


of Oxford, in the zoth year of his reign ; and, the year after b. 
the manor of Gynge- Ahbots, in the county of Eſſex, parcel of 


the poſſeſſions of the then diſſolved monaſtery of Berkyng, in 


that county, with the advawſon of the rectory of Ingarſton, 
alias Gyng ad Petram. In thoſe commiſſions for viſing the re- 
ligious houſes, he had the title of one of the Clerks in Chan- 
cery, and was alſo Maſter of the Requeſts. But, in theſe em- 

loyments his great learning and abilities being obſerved by the 
Kine, he was, in the 35th year of his reign, firſt ſworn of the 
Privy-council, and ſoon after (the ſame year) conſtituted u one 
of the Principal Secretaries of State. 

In 36 Hen. VIII. the King declaring his intentions of in- 
vading the French dominions for the recovery of his right to the 
crown of France, he ? appoints this William (then a Knight, 
and one of the Principal Secretaries of State) one of the Coun- 
cil, to be aiding and aſſiſting to Queen Catharine, his conſort, 
in the adminiſtration, during his abſence; and, being fo ag- 
grandized, he, in 37 Hen. VIII, obtained ſpecial licence ł to 
retain twenty men, beſides his own menial ſervants, and to give 
them liveries, badges or cognizances. Likewiſe in 38 Hen. VIII. 
the King then lying on his death-bed !, and appointing ſuch as 


ſhould be of the Council to Edward his fon and ſucceſſor, in 


matters of great conſequence, he was nominated one of. thoſe 
who were appointed aſſiſtants to them. 


Nor had he leſs eſteem from King Edward VI. ha aſcended 


the throne on Jan. 28, 1546-7, and continued him in the of- 
fice of Principal Secretary of State. In the third year of that 
reign, he was n conſtituted Treaſurer of the Caurt of Firſt-fruits 
for life: and in 4 Edw. VI.* one of the Commiſſioners to treat of 
peace with the French at Guiſnes. He was allo commiſſioned® 
with the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and others, in confidence 
of their ſound knowledge, zealous faith, innocency of life and 
behaviour, and readineſs to diſpatch affairs, to puriſh and cor- 
rect all rectors, vicars, and other eccleſiaſtics, as well as lay- 
men, of what condition ſocver, who {hall deſpiſe or evil ſpeak 
of the book called. The book of the common-prayer, and 
s adminiſtration of the ſacraments, and other rites and cere- 
£ monies of the church, after the uſe of the church of England;' 


with power to impriſon the guilty, and load them with irons,

He was alſo in ſeveral 
other commiſſions for eccleſiaſtical affairs. 
Nevertheleſs, he was ſo much in the favour of Queen Mary, at 
her coming to the crown, on July 6, 1553, that the alſo? made 
him her Principal Secretary of State, and Chancellor of the 
Garter, in the firſt year of her reign, with the fee of 100 marks 
per ann. but then diſcerning, that the reſtauration of the Ro- 
miſh religion might endanger his enjoyment of thoſe abbey- 
lands which he had formerly acquired, he got a ſpecial diſpen- 
ſation © from Pope raul IV. for the retaining of them; © affirm- 
ing, that he was ready to employ them to ſpiritual uſes,” ag 
by his bull, bearing date 4 cal. Dec. anno 1555, (2 and 3 Phil. 
and Mary) appeareth. That Queen alſo intruſted him with“ 
concluding the treaty of marriage between her and Philip, Arch- 
duke of Auſtria, i 
Likewiſe, to Qucen Elizabeth he was for ſome time Princi- 
pal Secretary of ſtate, and was one of her Privy-council till his 
death. He was commiſſioned * with others, in 1 Eliz. to admi- 
niſter the oath of ſupremacy to all perſons enjoying any poſt or 
truſt under her. Allo, in 8 Eliz. having the title of Chancellor 
of the order of the Garter, he was in commiſſion ® with Sir 
Nicholas Bacon, Ent. Lord-keeper, in conſideration of their 
rudence, dexterity, and integrity, in tranſacting affairs, to 
fearch into the records of the Fower of London, Exchequer, 
and the Rolls in Chancery, in order to give what light they 
could to the Queen's deputies at Bruges, who were on a treaty 
with Philip, King of Spain, where certain difficulties were 
ſtarted, touching matters relating to the Queen and her ſub- 
jecks. 
f Hollinſhed, in his Chror.-le, gives theſe further particulars of 
bim: The 13th of January 1572 (14 Elizabeth} deceaſed Sir 
F William Petre, Ent. who, for kis judgment and pregnant wit, 
had been Secretary, and of the Privy-council, to four Kings and 
Queens of this realm, and ſeven times ambaſſa dor abroad in fo- - 
reign lands: he augmented Exeter college in Oxford with lands 
to the value of an hundred pounds by year; an alſo builded ten 
alms-houſes in the pariſh of Ingerſtone, for twenty poor peo- 
ple; ten within the houſe, and ten without the houſe ; having 
every one two-pence the day, a winter gown, and two load of 
wood, and among them feeding for fix kine, winter and ſum- 
mer, and a chaplain to fay them ſervice daily.” 
The learned Camden, in his Britannia, in Eſſex, faith, that 
he was a man of approved wiſdom and exquiſite learning, and 
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© not ſo much memorable for thoſe honourable places and offices 
£ of ſtate which he bare, and for his ofrentimes being ſent in 
s embaſllage to foreign Princes, as for that, being bred and 
© brought up in good learning, he well deſerved of learning in 


the univerſity of Oxford, and was both pitiful and bounteous 
to his poor neighbours about him, and of Ingerſton, where he 
lies buried.” 


By his laſt will and teftament », and the preamble thereof, it 


appears that he died a proteſtant. He orders his body to be bu- 
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ried in the new iſle of the church of Ingerſton, if it ſhould 
fortune him to die within 50 miles thereof, or otherwiſe to 
be committed to the earth in ſuch place, order, and fort, as 
his executors think moſt convenient. And that, in the fame 
new iſle at Ingerſton, there be erected ſome monument, with 
the names of him and his two wives, the ordering whereof 


be wholly commits to the diſcretion of his executors. He 


wills, that immediately after his death there be beſtowed on 
the pooreſt inhabitants of Ingerſton, alias Ging-Petre, Writ- 
tle-Ging Hoſpital, Butteſbury, Stoke, Ging-Mounteney, 
Ging-Margaret, Eaſt-Thorneden, and Heron-Green, and 
other places within the county of Eſſex, the ſum of 40 l. to 
be diitributed by the direction of his executors. And to the 
poorelt inhabitants of Torringtoh Magna, in Devonſhire, 51, 
To the pooreſt inhabitants of Hawkehurft, in the county of 
Kent, five marks: To the pooreſt inhabitants in the pariſhes 
of Montagu and [I yntenhull (being lord of the ſaid manors) 
in the county of Somerſet, 61. 13s. 4d. To the pooreſt in- 
habitants of Kingſbridge and Ihurſtoe, in Devonſhire, 41. 
To the pooreſt inhabitants of his manor of Brent, alias 
South-Breat, in the ſaid county, I. To the pooreſt inha- 
bitants of St. Botolph without Alderſgate, in London, 61, 
12s. 4d. To the priſoners in London and Southwark, 201. 
and the Jike ſum to the relief of the poor in the hoſpitals be- 
longing thereto. He was alſo boùntiful to his ſervants, be- 
queathing them a whole year's wages, beſides legacies. 

* To his good and loving wife, Dame Ann Petre, he be- 
gueathed much plate, and one ring with a diamond, given him 
hy Queen Mary, of good memory. To his fon and heir, 
John Petre, his other jewels, plate, &c. but if he died with- 


out iſſue, before he arrived to 22 years of age, to be divided 
into four parts: one to his wife, if jiving; another among 


his daughters, and their children then living; as alſo his wite's

J combe, in Buckinghamſhire, had iſſue by Eleanor his 
wife, daughter and heir of Thomas Dorre, alias Chobbs, a fon 
of his own name, Geffery Dormer, alſo of Weſt-Wiccombe, 
who married Judith, daughter of Robert Baldington, Lord of 
the manor of Thame, and afterwards heir of that lineage, from 
whom proceeded a third Geftery Dormer, who ſucceeded to the 
inheritance of Weſt-W iccombe, as alſo, in right of his mother, 
to the manor of Thame in Oxfordſhire.

peace, and proſperity of this kingdom. He was excepted againſt 
the ſame year, when Robert Devereux, Earl of Eflex, by in- 
ſtructions, was impowered to proclaim a pardon to all ſuch as 
within ten days returned to their duty: His plate, jewels, &c. 
were ſeized by the parliamentarians, as they were conveying to 
the King at Oxford, on Dec. 5, 1642; and the plate was or- 
dered to be coined for the uſe of the rebels.

troopers, was, by one of them that knew him, run tkrough 
the body with a ſword, of which he died in an hour, 'The 
Earl of Clarendon gives this account of him: 

Before the war, though his education was adorned by tra- 
vel, and an exact obſervation of the manners of more nations 
than our common travellers uſe to viſit (for he had, after 
the view of Spain, France, and moſt parts of Italy, ſpent 
ſome time in Turkey, and thoſe eaſtern countries) he ſeemed 
to be wholly delighted with thoſe looſer exerciſes of plea- 
ſure, hunting, hawking, and the like, in which the nobility 
of that time too much delighted to excel. After the troubles 
began, having the command of the firſt or ſecond regiment of 
horſe, that was raiſed for the King's ſervice, he wholly gave 
himſelf up to the office and duty of a ſoldier, no man more 
diligently obeying, or more dextrouſly commanding ; for he 
was nat only of a very keen courage in the expoſing of his 
perſon, but an excellent diſcerner and purſuer of advantage 
upon his enemy. He had a mind and underſtanding very 
preſent in the article of danger, which is a rare benefit in 
that profeſſion. Thoſe infirmities, and that licence which 
he had formerly indulged to himſelf, he put off with ſeverity, 
when others thought them excuſable under the notion of a 
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© ſoldier: He was a great lover of juſtice, and practiſed it then 
* moſt deliberately,” when he had power to do wrong; and ſo

HAT firnames of families have been often changed, is 

very evident; and the name of this family has been 
variouſly written; for from Muſard it changed to Rubra 
Spatha, Roſpear, Rouſpee, Rooper, Ropere, and Roper; as 
obſerved by Mr. Philpot, in his Survey of Kent, under the title 
of St. Dunſtan's in Canterbury (the ancient ſeat of the family:) 
and that William Roſper, or de Rubra Spatha, Eſq; (as written 
in old dateleſs evidences) and Elnith his wife, daughter and heir 
of Thomas Appledore, of Dean-court in Appledore, in Kent, 
{which came by her, and ſtill remains with the family) flouriſh- 
ed in the reign of King Henry III. and were great benefactors 
to the priory of St. Martin's in Dover. It alto appears, that 
John de Rubra, or Roſper, did eminent ſervice in Scotland, 
under Edward III. who rewarded him and William Clifford 
with the third part of the forfeitures of the Jews inhabiting in 
London, fot the violation of ſome penal ſtatutes then enacted 
againſt them, But Adam Roper was the fon and heir of the 
before mentioned William, who had iſſue Adam, and he Tho- 
mas Roper, as alſo the before- mentioned John Roper. The ſaid 
Thomes Roper had iſſue Ralph Roper, who, by Beatrix his 
wife, daughter of Sir Thomas Lewkenor, Knt. and widow of 
Thomas Kempe, of Wye, had iſſue Edmund, his fon and heir, 
hereafter mentioned, 

In 1377, 1 Richard II. the King calling on his ſubjects for 
money on an emergency, John Roper, of Canterbury, lent 
401. to furniſh out a fleet againſt the French and Scots, who 
had infeſted the nation: and Henry Ropere, of Redyng in 
Kent ©, the next year, lent 201. and again, on a loan, in 
5 Richard II. he advanced the ſame ſum. | 

The before-mentioned John Ropere, writing himſelf of the 
pariſh of St. Bunſtan in Canterbury, makes his will on Thurſ- 
wy before the feaſt of St. Barnaby the Apoſtle, 1401, 3 Hen. 
IV. ordering his body to be buried before the high altar of St. 
Nicholas in the church of St. Dunſtan. He bequeaths to the
